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History  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 

Indianapolis  was  established  as  a  town  in  1821.  It  was  at  this  time  that  a  commission,  appointed  by  the 
legislature,  selected  this  location  as  a  site  for  a  seat  of  government  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

The  town  of  Indianapolis  conducted  its  affairs  pursuant  to  the  general  laws  of  the  state  until  1832.  In  this 
year  the  town  was  incorporated  and  was  governed  by  a  board  of  five  trustees. 

In  1838,  pursuant  to  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  Indianapolis  was  reincorporated  and  placed  in  the  hands 
of  its  first  town  council  composed  of  a  president  and  six  members. 

The  Common  Council  continued  in  a  large  measure  to  control  the  affairs  of  Indianapolis  as  a  town  and 
as  a  city  under  various  so-called  charters  or  grants  of  the  legislature  until  1891. 

Under  a  special  act  of  the  legislature  of  1891  for  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  a  somewhat  different  form  of 
government  was  established.  While  the  council  continued  to  exercise  broad  control  over  the  city's  affairs, 
various  executive  departments  of  the  city  were  provided  such  as  Public  Works,  Public  Safety,  Public  Parks  and 
Public  Health,  and  were  conducted  by  boards  appointed  by  the  mayor.  These  boards  were  granted  specific 
powers  and  duties  concerning  the  city's  business  previously  exercised  by  the  council  through  committees  subject, 
however,  in  some  cases  to  approval  of  the  council  in  all  matters  of  expenditure  of  money  and  appropriation  of 
funds  by  the  council. 

For  some  time  prior  to  1891  the  city  of  Indianapolis  was  divided  into  25  wards  represented  by  25  ward 
councilmen.  Their  term  of  office  was  two  years  and  they  were  eligible  for  re-election.  At  this  time  there  was 
also  a  separate  body  operating  in  conjunction  with  the  council  called  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  composed  of  ten 
aldermen  representing  five  aldermanic  districts,  two  being  elected  from  each  district. 

Under  the  1891  act,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was  abolished  and  a  common  council  of  21  members  was 
established.  Fifteen  members  were  elected  to  represent  15  wards  and  six  members  were  elected  to  represent  the 
city  at  large. 

This  form  of  council  continued  to  exist  in  Indianapolis  under  the  general  cities  and  towns  act  of  1905. 
The  act  of  1905,  while  often  referred  to  as  the  Indianapolis  Charter,  is  very  largely  a  re-enactment  of  the  1891 
Indianapolis  Charter,  modified  to  make  the  Indianapolis  system  applicable  to  all  classes  of  cities  of  the  state. 
The  1905  law  increased  the  term  of  mayor  and  councilman  to  four  years  and  prohibited  re-election. 

In  1909  a  novel  councilmanic  law  for  Indianapolis  alone  was  passed  by  the  legislature.  That  law  limited 
the  number  of  councilmen  to  nine.  The  law  provided  for  the  nomination  of  six  candidates  by  each  party,  one 
from  each  of  six  councilmanic  districts.  In  the  election  all  of  the  voters  of  the  city  could  vote  for  any  nine 
candidates  and  the  nine  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  were  elected.  This  law  insured  a  minority 
representation  in  the  council  of  at  least  three  members.  In  1949  the  legislature  amended  the  statutes  to  permit 
councilmen  to  succeed  themselves. 

History  of  the  City-County  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 

In  1969  the  legislature  enacted  a  law,  popularly  known  as  the  "Unigov  Act,"  which  consolidated  the  city 
and  county  into  one  governmental  unit.  The  act  further  provided  for  the  creation  of  an  interim  City-County 
Council  which  served  as  the  legislative  body  for  the  city  and  county  until  the  new  twenty-nine  member  council 
was  elected  in  November   1971  and  took  office  in  January  of  1972. 

The  council  is  composed  of  twenty-five  members  elected  from  single  member  districts  and  four  members 
elected  to  at-large  by  voters  of  the  entire  county.  % 

Unified  Government  of  Indianapolis-Marion  County  is  an  attempt  to  make  metropolitan  government  simpler, 
more  functional  and  more  responsive  to  citizens'  needs.  Under  the  new  structure,  six  major  departments  replaced 
the  more  than  sixty  which  were  in  existence  previously.

There  is  hereby  created  within  the  office  of  the  director  of  the  department  of  administration  a  new  office 
to  be  known  as  the  "cable  communications  office."  a  cable  communications  agency  as  a  separate  agency  of  the 
consolidated  city,  responsible  to  the  cable  franchise  board.

The  administrator  of  tThe  cable  communications  division  agency  shall  be  appointed  by  and  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  director  of  the  department  of  administration  administered  by  an  executive  secretary  appointed 
by  the  cable  franchise  board  and  approved  by  the  council  committee  responsible  for  cable  franchises.  The 
executive  secretary  shall  appoint  the  agency  staff  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  and  council  committee.

(d)  The  cable  franchise  oversight  board  shall  advise  local  government  in  the  formulation  and 
implementation  of  policy  on  cable  communications,  governmental,  educational  and  public  access  issues  and 
promote  citizen  participation  in  that  process  by  dissemination  of  information  and  encouragement  of  other 
governmental,  educational,  and  public  entities  to  participate. 

(e)  The  cable  franchise  oversight  board  may  assist  in  the  formulation  of  policy  concerning  appropriation 
of  funds  for  (i)  the  production  of  materials  for  use  on  access  channels,  (ii)  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
facilities  for  such  production,  and  (iii)  the  education  of  the  public  in  the  use  of  such  facilities;  and  to  make 
written  recommendations  to  the  council  and  the  mayor  regarding  the  making  of  applications  for  financial 
assistance  and  the  use  of  grant  funds  received  pursuant  to  such  applications. 

(f)  The  cable  franchise  overoight  board  may  recommend  and  assist  in  the  creation  of  a  nonprofit  Public, 
Educational  and  Governmental  Access  Corporation  to  promote  and  develop  maximum  community  involvement 
in  and  use  of  cable  television  for  public,  educational  and  governmental  and  other  nonprofit  purposes  and  to 
administer  use  of  access  channels.  Such  access  corporation  may  be  funded  by:  (1)  Foundation,  corporate, 
governmental,  other  philanthropic  grants  and  private  donations;  and  (2)  The  allocation  of  all  appropriate  funds 
from  each  cable  television  franchise  fee. 

Sec.  8 'A- 1 29  285-121.  Council  oversight. 

(a)  Whenever  the  administrator  of  the  cable  communications  office  executive  secretary  or  the  cable 
franchise  board  determines  that  an  issue  raised  with  respect  to  cable  communications  is  beyond  the  authority 
of  the  office  agency  or  board  or  raises  questions  of  the  public  policy,  such  issues  may  be  referred  to  a  committee 
of  the  council.  With  the  consent  of  the  president  of  the  council,  such  issues  will  be  referred  either  to  the 
administration  and  finance  committee  or  the  community  affairs  committee  on  rules  and  public  policy  as 
provided  in  subsection  (b)  and  (c). 

(b)  The  following  issues  will  be  referred  to  the  administration  and  finance  committee: 

(1 )     Matters  affecting  the  budget,  personnel  and  administrative  operation  of  the  office- agency  or  the  board: 
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(2)  Revisions  of  standards  and  guidelines  for  CATV  cable  services  franchises  and  recommended 
amendments  to  existing  regulations; 

(3)  Specific  applications  for  the  granting  or  renewal  of  a  franchise; 

(4)  Applications  for  approval  of  subscriber  rates  and  charges  or  for  approval  of  changes  in  such  rates  and 
charges. 

(c)      The  following  issues  will  may  be  referred  to  the  community  affairs  committee  on  rules  and  public 

policy: 

( 1 )  Community  or  general  public  concerns  with  respect  to  cable  communication  services  within  the  scope 
of  existing  franchises  or  regulatory  ordinances; 

(2)  Subscriber  complaints  which  the  cable  communications  office  agency  is  unable  to  resolve  through 
conciliation  or  enforcement  of  existing  franchises; 

(3)  Disputes  as  to  the  use  of  any  access  channel; 

(4)  Requests  by  councillors  for  general  inquiries  into  constituent  concerns  about  governmental  oversight 
or  activity  respecting  cable  communications.

DIVISION  1.  GENERALLY 

Sec.  8  Vi- 1 1 .  Authority  to  approve  cable  and  telecommunications  franchisinges  contracts. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  the  board  city-county  council  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  one 
(1)  or  more  nonexclusive  franchising  contracts  conveying  the  right  to  construct,  operate  and  maintain,  within 
the  public  ways  in  the  city,  poles,  cables  and  any  other  equipment  necessary  to  the  operation  of  a  cable 
television  system  or  other  telecommunications  systems. 

Sees.  8'/2-12-8'/2-20.  Reserved. 

DIVISION  2.  PROCEDURAL  STEPS 

Sec.  8  '/2-2 1 .  Letter  of  intent. 

(a)  Any  person  interested  in  obtaining  a  cable  television  franchise  may  file  a  letter  of  intent  expressing 
such  interest  with  the  board.  The  letter  of  intent  must  contain  or  be  accompanied  by: 

(1)  A  description  of  the  geographic  area  proposed  to  be  served; 

(2)  A  description  of  the  type  of  service  to  be  provided  by  the  applicant;  and 

(3)  An  explanation  of  the  reasons  why  the  granting  of  a  franchise  for  the  area  described  would  be  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  city  and  its  citizens  and  would  not  adversely  affect  the  provision  of  cable  service 
by  existing  franchises. 

(b)  Upon  the  receipt  of  a  letter  of  intent  the  board  shall  determine  whether  to  recommend  that  a  request 
for  proposals  for  a  cable  franchise  should  be  issued  for  the  area  described  in  the  letter  of  intent.  The  board  may 
determine  to  recommend  issu&ance  of  a  request  for  proposals  for  an  area  larger  than  the  area  requested  in  the 
letter  of  intent.  In  making  its  determination  recommendation  Jhe  board  may  conduct  such  investigations  as  it 
deems  appropriate,  provided  that  the  board  shall  hold  at  least  one  public  hearing  at  which  interested  parties  may 
appear  and  offer  evidence  concerning  whether  a  request  for  proposals  should  be  issued.  Notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  the  public  hearing  shall  be  given  in  accordance  with  IC  5-3-1.  Personal  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  public  hearing  shall  be  given  by  mail  to  the  person  who  filed  the  notice  of  intent  and  to  all  other  operators 
of  cable  systems  regulated  by  this  chapter.  The  board's  decision  to  recommend  or  not  recommend  the  issuance 
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of  or  not  issue  a  request  for  proposals  shall  be  made  within  ninety  (90)  days  of  the  date  on  which  the  letter  of 
intent  was  received  in  the  office  by  the  executive  secretary  of  the  board  agency. 

(c)  In  making  its  determination  whether  to  recommend  issuance  of  a  request  for  proposals  the  board  shall 
consider  whether  the  grant  of  a  franchise  for  the  area  would  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  city  and  its  citizens 
and  in  so  determining  shall  consider  the  following  factors: 

(1)  The  need  for  cable  service  in  the  area; 

(2)  Whether  the  granting  of  an  additional  franchise  for  the  area  will  provide  an  improvement  in  cable 
services  in  the  area  or  in  other  areas  in  the  country; 

(3)  Whether  the  granting  of  an  additional  franchise  for  the  area  will  have  a  significantly  adverse  impact  on 
the  provision  of  cable  service  by  other  operators  which  have  franchise  to  serve  the  area; 

(4)  Whether  the  granting  of  an  additional  franchise  furthers  or  impedes  the  purposes  contained  in  section 
8'/2-l; 

(5)  Any  other  factors  which  the  board  considers  relevant  to  assure  the  continued  provision  of  cable  services 
that  are  responsive  to  the  needs  and  interests  of  the  city  and  its  citizens. 

(d)  The  board's  determination  recommendation  will  be  made  in  writing  and  made  a  part  of  the  records  of 
the  board. 

(e)  The  board ' s  determination  may  be  reviewed  by  the  council  in  its  discretion,  and  recommendation  shall 
be  filed  with  the  clerk,  and  referred  to  the  council  committee  assigned  to  review  cable  system  franchises.  Such 
committee  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  to  consider  the  recommendation  of  the  board.  The  committee  shall 
propose  that  the  council  »ay-  affirm  or  reverse  the  board's  decision  recommendation  by  adopting  a  resolution 
to  that  effect  that  a  request  for  proposals  be  issued  or  not  issued.  The  council  committee  may  hold  such  public 
hearings,  meetings  and  conduct  such  investigations  as  it  deems  appropriate  and  may  consider  new  evidence  in 
making  its  determination.  The  council's  decision  shall  be  based  on  the  factors  set  forth  in  subsection  (c)  hereof 
and  may  specify  such  requirements  for  the  request  for  proposals  as  the  council  deems  appropriate.  The  board's 
determinate  recommendation  will  be  considered  final  if  the  council  does  not  initiate  proceedings  under  this 
subsection  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  board's  decision  or  if  the  council  does  not  adopt  a  resolution  as 
provided  herein  within  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  days  of  the  board's  decision. 

(f)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  limit  the  power  of  the  board  or  the  council  to  issue  a  request 
for  proposals  on  its  own  initiative. 

Sec.  8V2-22.  Requests  for  proposals. 

(a)  In  the  event  the  board  council  determines  to  issue  a  request  for  proposals  for  a  cable  television  franchise, 
it  shall  prepare  cause  to  be  prepared,  for  board  approval,  a  request  for  proposals.  Ifi-ite  The  request  for  proposals 
the  board  shall  establish  the  term  of  the  franchise  and  such  requirements  as  it  the  council  and  board  deems- 
appropriate,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  following: 

(1)  That  applicants  provide  designated  channel  capacity  for  public,  educational  or  governmental  uses  and/or 
channel  capacity  on  institutional  networks  for  educational  or  governmental  use; 

(2)  That  applicants  provide  cable  channels  for  commercial  use  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of 
Section  612  of  the  Act  (47  U.S.C.  Section  612); 

(3)  That  applicants  provide  certain  facilities  and  equipment  related  to  the  establishment  or  operation  of  the 
cable  system; 

(4)  That  applicants  promise  to  provide  cable  service  to  subscribers  on  a  nondiscriminatory  basis  and  to 
provide  such  service  to  any  group  of  residential  subscribers  regardless  of  the  income  of  the  residents 
of  the  local  area  in  which  such  group  resides: 

(5)  That  the  applicants  agree  to  provide  cable  television  service  within  all  areas  having  a  specified  density 
of  living  units  within  the  franchise  territory.  Such  density  shall  be  expressed  in  terms  of  number  of 
living  units  per  mile  of  system. 
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(b)  The  board  request  for  proposals  shall  require  an  application  fee  in  its  request  for  proposals,  which  fee 
shall  be  in  the  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  plus  two  and  one-half  cents  ($0,025)  for  every  home 
or  apartment,  hotel  or  motel  unit  in  the  geographic  area  covered  by  the  request  for  proposals. 

Sec.  8'/2-23.  Application  for  franchise. 

(a)  Upon  the  preparation  approval  of  the  request  for  proposals,  the  board  shall  give  notice  of  the  request 
for  proposals  by: 

(1)  Posting  the  notice  in  three  (3)  public  places: 

(2)  Publication  of  the  notice  once  each  week  for  two  (2)  weeks  in  two  (2)  newspapers  of  general  circulation 
in  the  city;  and 

(3)  Mailing  of  the  notice  to  any  person  the  board  knows  to  be  interested  in  submitting  an  application. 

The  board  may,  in  its  discretion,  publish  the  notice  in  any  newspaper  of  national  circulation  and  in  trade 
magazines  or  publications  of  the  cable  television  industry. 

(b)  The  notice  shall  name  a  date  upon  which  applications  must  be  received  at  the  office  of  the  beafd-  clerk 
and  shall  state  that  the  forms  of  the  request  for  proposals  are  available  at  the  office  of  cable  communicationc 
the  board.  The  date  for  the  receipt  of  the  applications  shall  not  be  more  sooner  than  thirty  (30)  days  following 
the  first  publication  of  the  notice  required  by  section  8'/2-23(a)(5). 

(c)  All  responses  to  a  request  for  proposals  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  and  referred  to  the  council 
committee  assigned  to  review  cable  franchises. 

Sec.  8'/2-24.  Contents  of  applications. 

The  board  council  committee  shall  reject  any  application  which  does  not  contain  the  following: 

(af)  A  description  of  the  area  of  the  requested  franchise;  provided  that  during  the  hearing  process  the  board 
and  council  may  consider  modifications  to  the  description  of  the  area  of  franchise  in  any  bid 
application. 

(b2)  A  construction  schedule.  Such  schedule  must  specify  the  period  of  time  from  the  execution  of  the 
franchise  contract  within  which  cable  television  service  shall  be  made  available  to  areas  having  the 
density  required  under  section  8'/2-22(a)(5). 

(©3)  A  schedule  indicating  the  initial  tap-in  and  connection  charges  and  the  monthly  rates  to  be  charged 
subscribers. 

(44)    A  description  of  the  insurance  policies  to  be  acquired  in  satisfaction  of  the  requirements  of  this  chapter. 

(e5)  A  detailed  statement  of  the  corporate  or  other  business  entity  organization  of  the  applicant,  including, 
but  not  limited  to  the  following,  and  to  whatever  extent  required  by  the  city: 

(i)  The  names,  residence  and  business  address  of  all  officers,  directors  and  associates  of  the 
applicant. 

(ii)  The  names,  residence  and  business  addresses  of  all  officers,  persons  and  entities  having, 
controlling  or  being  entitled  to  have  or  control  five  (5)  per  cent  or  more  of  the  ownership  of  the 
applicant  and  the  respective  ownership  share  of  each  such  person  or  entity. 

(iii)  The  names  and  addresses  of  any  affiliate  of  the  applicant  and  a  statement  describing  the  nature 
of  any  such  affiliate's  business  activity,  including  but  not  limited  to  cable  television  systems 
owned  or  controlled  by  the  applicant,  its  affiliates,  and  the  area  served  thereby. 

(iv)     A  detailed  description  of  all  previous  experience  of  the  applicant  in  providing  cable  television 

system  service  and  in  related  or  similar  fields.* 
(v)  A  detailed  and  complete  financial  statement  of  the  applicant,  prepared  by  a  certified  public 
accountant,  for  the  fiscal  year  next  preceding  the  date  of  the  application  hereunder,  or  a  letter  or 
other  acceptable  evidence  in  writing  from  a  recognized  lending  institution  or  funding  source, 
addressed  to  both  the  applicant  and  the  board,  setting  forth  a  clear  statement  of  its  intent  as  a 
lending  institution  or  funding  source  to  provide  whatever  capital  shall  be  required  by  the 
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applicant  to  construct  and  operate  the  proposed  system  in  the  city,  or  a  statement  from  a  certified 
public  accountant,  certifying  that  the  applicant  has  available  sufficient  free  net  and  uncommitted 
cash  resources  to  construct  and  operate  the  proposed  system  in  the  city,  or  other  acceptable 
evidence  in  writing  that  the  applicant  is  financially  capable  of  constructing  and  operating  the 
proposed  system, 
(vi)  A  statement  identifying,  by  place  and  date,  any  other  cable  television  franchises  awarded  to  the 
applicant  or  its  affiliates;  the  status  of  such  franchise(s)  with  respect  to  completion  thereof;  the 
total  cost  of  completion  of  such  system(s);  and  the  amount  of  the  applicant's  and  its  affiliate's 
resources  committed  to  the  completion  thereof. 

(g-6)  A  copy  of  any  agreement  covering  the  franchise  area,  if  existing  between  the  applicant  and  any  public 
utility  subject  to  regulation  by  the  Indiana  Public  Service  Commission,  providing  for  use  of  any 
facilities  of  the  public  utility,  including  but  not  limited  to  poles,  lines  or  conduits. 

Sec.  8'/2-25.  Report  on  application  and  notification  of  operators. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  applications  for  a  franchise,  the  board  may  clerk  shall  refer  the  same  to  the  director  of 
the  cable  communications  officet  who  shall  prepare  board,  which  may  cause  to  be  prepared  an  evaluation  of  the 
applications  and  a  recommendation  of  which  applicant,  if  any,  should  be  granted  a  franchise.  The  director's 
board's  evaluation  and  recommendation  shall  be  filed  with  the  board  clerk  within  sixty  (60)  days.  The  director 
clerk  shall  also  send  written  notification  of  the  receipt  of  such  application(s)  to  all  cable  television  system 
operators  which  have  a  franchise  governed  by  this  chapter. 

Section.  8'/2-26.  Hearing  on  application. 

(a)  Within  fort}'  (10)  seventy-five  (75)  days  of  receipt  of  the  applications,  or  receipt  of  the  report  and 
recommendations  of  the  director  of  the  cable  communications  office,  if  applicable,  the  board  council  committee 
shall  hold  a  public  hearing  to  take  evidence  and  hear  argument  on  whether  to  grant  a  cable  television  franchise 
to  one  or  more  of  the  applicants  either  in  the  form  proposed  in  an  application,  or  as  proposed  by  the  board,  or 
otherwise,  and  if  so,  the  nature  and  extent  thereof.  The  board  council  committee  shall  base  its  determination 
hereunder  on  the  criteria  contained  in  section  8'/2-27.  The  clerk  shall  give  Nnotice  of  such  hearing  shall  be 
given  by  publication  in  accordance  with  IC  5-3-1,  and  if  the  council  committee  or  board  deems- appropriate,  in 
one  or  more  trade  journals  of  the  cable  television  industry. 

(b)  At  the  time  set  for  such  hearing,  or  an  adjournment  thereof,  the  board  council  committee  shall  proceed 
to  hear  all  written  protests  and  other  submissions  and  to  hear  evidence  and  argument  from  any  interested  persons 
in  addition  to  any  applicants  or  potential  applicants.  A  record  shall  be  kept  of  such  hearing  and  the  evidence 
presented  therein. 

(c)  The  board  council  or  its  committee  may  propound  regulations  to  govern  the  conduct  of  such  hearings 
so  as  to  allow  for  the  orderly  and  efficient  presentation  of  evidence  and  argument,  and  to  prevent  unnecessary 
duplication  or  delay. 

Sec.  8V2-27.  Factors  governing  board's  council's  determination. 

(a)  In  making  any  determination  hereunder,  the  board  council  committee  shall  base  its  decision  on  the 
following  factors: 

(ajj  The  quality  of  the  service  which  the  applicant  promises  and  of  which  the  applicant  is  capable; 

(&2)  The  rates  to  the  subscribers; 

(g3)  The  income  and  expense  to  the  city; 

(d4)  The  needs  of  other  users  of  the  public  right-of-way; 

(©5)    The  effect  on  the  ability  of  existing  franchisees  to  perform  their  obligations  under  their  franchise 
contracts; 

(£6)    The  experience,  character,  background  and  financial  responsibility  of  any  applicant,  its  management 
and  owners;  and 
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(g-7)  The  technical  and  performance  quality  of  facilities  and  equipment  related  to  the  establishment  or 
operation  of  a  cable  system;  and 

(h8)  The  demonstrated  willingness  and  ability  of  any  applicant  to  meet  construction  and  physical 
requirements  and  to  abide  by  policies  and  limitations  imposed  by  law  of  franchise  agreements;  and 

(i9)  Any  other  considerations  deemed  pertinent  by  the  board  to  its  task  of  safeguarding  the  public  health, 
safety  and  welfare,  and  facilitating  and  encouraging  the  orderly  and  responsible  development  of  cable 
television  service  which  will  provide  the  people  of  the  city  with  cable  television  system  which  is 
versatile,  reliable,  and  efficient. 

(b)  The  feeafd  council  committee  shall  make  its  determinations  based  on  the  record  with  a  written  statement 
of  its  findings  and  conclusions,  and  the  reasons  therefor. 

Sec.  8'/2-28.  Board  Council  action  on  application. 

Within  forty-five  (45)  days  after  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing  provided  for  in  section  8V2-26,  the  board 
council  committee  shall  determine  whether  to  grant  a  franchise  to  one  or  more  of  the  applicants. 

(aJJ  If  the  board  council  committee  shall  determine  after  hearing  that  any  application  should  be  denied,  such 
determination  shall  be  final,  subject  to  the  appeal  provisions  of  section  8'/2-30. 

(b2)  If  the  board  council  committee  shall  determine  after  hearing  that  a  franchise  should  be  granted  to  one 
or  more  the  applicants,  it  shall  adopt  by  resolution  the  approve  a  proposed  form  of  franchise  contract, 
to  which  the  applicant  shall  indicate  its  agreement  in  writing  within  fifteen  (15)  days.  If  the  applicant 
does  not  agree  in  writing  to  the  terms  of  such  form  of  a  franchise  contract  within  fifteen  (15)  days,  then 
its  application  shall  be  deemed  denied.

Any  person  whose  application  is  rejected  by  the  beard  committee  may,  within  ten  (10)  days  of  such  action, 
petition  the  council  for  a  review  of  that  decision  by  filing  notice  thereof  and  a  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  board 
with  the  clerk  of  the  council.  If  the  council  determines  that  the  rejection  is  improper  under  this  division,  it  may 
by  resolution  direct  the  board  its  committee  to  reconsider  its  action.  In  making  its  determination  hereunder  the 
council  shall  consider  as  evidence,  and  give  due  weight  to,  the  findings  and  conclusions  of  the  board  its 
committee  and  shall  consider  the  criteria  contained  in  section  •8V2-27. 

Sec.  8Vz-31.  Council  action  on  recommended  contracts. 

Within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  board's  resolution  council  committee's  recommendtflgation  of  a  franchise  and 
contract,  the  council  shall  introduce  an  ordinance  approving  and  confirming  the  contract  as  accepted  in  the 
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board's  resolution  by  its  committee.  The  council  shall  act  upon  the  ordinance  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  its 
introduction,  except  that  such  time  may  be  extended  by  the  council  for  good  cause.  The  council  may: 

(aJJ  Adopt  the  ordinance,  subject  to  the  veto  of  the  mayor,  in  which  case  the  director  of  the  cable 
communications  office  chairman  of  the  cable  franchise  board  and  the  mayor  will  be  directed  to  execute

(b2)    Defeat  the  ordinance,  in  which  case  the  application  shall  be  denied,  or; 

(g3)  By  resolution  direct  the  board  its  committee  to  consider  certain  modifications  or  amendments  for  the 
franchise  contract,  in  which  case  the  board  committee  shall  reconsider  the  application. 

In  making  its  determination  hereunder,  or  under  section  8'/2-30,  the  council  shall  review  the  record  of 
proceedings  before  the  board  its  committee,  and  it  may,  in  its  discretion,  consider  new  evidence.  In  making  its 
determination  hereunder,  the  council  shall  consider  as  evidence,  and  give  due  weight  to,  the  findings  and 
conclusions  of  the  board  its  committee,  and  shall  consider  the  criteria  contained  in  section  8'/2-27.  Under  no 
circumstances  shall  the  council  by  ordinance  approve  or  confirm  any  franchise  contract  unless  the  precise 
language  has  been  accepted  by  the  board  its  committee  prior  to  the  council's  action. 

Sec.  8'/2-32.  Renewal  Procedures.  Whenever  the  board  or  franchise  holder  desires  to  commence  renewal 
proceedings  under  sec.  626(a)  of  the  Act,  the  request  for  such  proceedings  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  who  shall 
refer  it  to  the  council  committee  responsible  for  cable  franchise  renewals.  Upon  receipt  of  such  request  the 
committee  shall  establish  rules  for  the  conduct  of  such  renewal  proceedings  as  it  deems  appropriate,  consistent 
with  the  Act.  All  franchise  holders,  the  cable  franchise  board  and  the  city  official  designated  by  the  mayor  shall 
be  parties  to  such  proceedings.  If  more  than  one  franchise  is  subject  to  renewal  at  that  time,  the  proceedings 
with  respect  to  one  or  more  franchises  may  be  conducted  concurrently.  The  committee  may  hire  such  counsel 
and  consultants  as  it  deems  advisable  to  assist  in  such  proceedings.  The  committee's  final  recommendation  on 
renewal  or  denial  of  renewal  shall  be  subject  to  final  action  by  the  council  as  provided  in  sec.  8'/2-30  and  8'/2-31. 

SECTION  3.  Sec.  814-126  through  8'/2-129  and  Sec.  8V2-138  through  8'/2-140  of  Chapter  %Vz  of  the  Code  of 
Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  is  hereby  superseded  and  repealed  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance. 

SECTION  4.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or  part 
of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings  begun 
prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings  are  continued,  and 
penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  had  not 
been  adopted. 

SECTION  5.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining  provisions 
shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the  invalid  provision  or  provisions, 
be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.  To  this  end  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  are  severable.

PROPOSAL  NO.  281, 1992.  Councillor  Rhodes  reported  that  the  Administration  and  Finance 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  281,  1992  on  July  2,  November  23,  December  7,  December 
14  and  December  30,  1992.  The  proposal  concerns  the  reorganization  of  the  Mayor's  Office. 
Department  of  Administration,  Information  Services  Agency  and  the  City-County 
Administrative  Board.  This  proposal  is  a  recodification  of  the  existing  ordinance  to  match 
the  new  structure  of  the  Mayors  reorganization  of  the  Department  of  Administration.  By  a 
6-0  vote  on  December  30,  1992,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended.  Councillor  Rhodes  moved  to  amend  Proposal 
No.  281,  1992,  Committee  Report,  sec.  221-501,  as  follows: 
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(1)  in  paragraph  (1)  in  the  fourth  line  after  the  word  "respective"  add  the  words  "county 
elected," 

(2)  in  paragraph  (6)  in  the  first  line  after  the  word  "agreement"  add  the  words  "with 
affected  officials,"  and 

(3)  in  paragraph  (9)  in  the  second  line  delete  the  words  "authorities"  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words  "county  elected  officials." 

This  motion  was  seconded  by  Councillor  Curry  and  passed  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote.

Councillor  Short  asked  for  consent  to  explain  his  vote.  Consent  was  given.  Councillor  Short 
explained  that  he  voted  against  this  ordinance  because  the  Department  of  Administration  is 
already  being  managed  in  this  manner.

The  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County"  be,  and  is  hereby  amended  to  add 
NEW  Chapters  201  and  202  (which  are  revisions  of  portions  of  Chapters  2  and  3  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis 
and  Marion  County  that  delete  the  stricken-through  text  and  insert  the  underlined  text)  as  follows:

The  mayor  shall  be  is  the  chief  executive  and  administrative  officer  of  the  consolidated  city  and  the  chief 
executive  of  Marion  County.

The  mayor  shall  supervise  the  work  of  the  consolidated  city's  departments,  its  special  taxing  districts 
and  special  service  districts  and,  in  connection  therewith,  b&  shall  have  the  power  to  examine  any  records,  make 
any  investigations  and  require  any  report  from  any  personnel. 

Sec.  3-444-  201-2.  Exercise  of  powers  to  be  subject  to  ordinances  and  resolutions;  exception. 

The  exercise  of  any  power  given  to  the  mayor  by  state  law  may  be  regulated  by  ordinance  or  resolution  of 
the  city-county  council  unless  the  regulation  should  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  state  law  as  they  apply  to 
the  office  of  the  mayor. 
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Sec.  2-143  201-3.  Appointments;  tenure  of  appointees. 

The  mayor  shall  appoint  the  directors  of  the  various  departments  of  city  government  for  one-year  terms, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city-county  council.  All  employees  of  the  city  departments  and  agencies  shall 
serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  mayor  unless  specifically  given  tenure  pursuant  to  state  law  or  a  merit  system. 

Sec.  2  M3  201-4.  Deputy  mayors. 

There  shall  be  a  eenior  deputy  mayor  and  two  (2)  additional  one  or  more  deputy  mayors,  each  of  whom  shall 
fee  appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city-county  council,  for  terms  of  one  (1)  year  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  mayor.  The  deputy  mayors  shall  have  only  such  powers  of  the  mayor  as  are  specifically  and 
explicitly  delegated  by  the  mayor  and  then  only  pursuant  to  authority  established  by  ordinance  of  the  city-county 
council.  The  city-county  council  may,  pursuant  to  state  law,  create  additional  deputy  mayors  by  ordinance  and 
specify  the  extent  of  their  authority.

(7)  Execute  contracts  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  city-county  administrative  board,  the  mayor  and  anv 
other  limitations  prescribed  by  law;  and 

(8)  Exercise  any  other  powers  which  may  be  granted  by  statute  or  ordinance  or  delegated  by  the  mayor. 
Sec.  202-103.  Powers  of  Office  of  Corporation  Counsel.  The  Office  of  Corporation  Counsel  shall:

(9)  Contract  with  independent  counsel  to  represent  and  defend  officers  or  agencies  entitled  to  defense  by 
the  city  or  county  when  representation  is  declined  by  the  corporation  counsel  for  reason  of  conflicts  of 
interest,  if  such  officer  or  agency  requests  the  same;  and 

(10)    Exercise  any  other  powers  which  may  be  granted  by  statute  or  ordinance  or  delegated  by  the  mayor. 

ARTICLE  III.  OFFICE  OF  CITY  CONTROLLER 

fa} — Duties  and  powers.  The  finance  division  shall  administer  and  be  responsible  for  the  accounting,  budget, 
payroll,  investment,  purchasing,  and  Barrett  law  assessment  and  collection  functions  of  the  city.  In  addition  the 
finance  division  shall  have  all  other  duties  and  powers  assigned  by  law  or  by  the  city-county  council  or  the 
mayor. 

Sec.  202-201.  City  Controller.  (b)City  Controller-Appointment.  The  administrator  of  the  finance  division  shall 
be  city  controller  shall  be  appointed  by  and  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  mayor  as  required  by  IC  36-3-5-2(d). 
The  city  controller  shall  have  an  appropriate  seal.  The  city  controller  may  appoint  deputies  for  whose  acts  the 
citv  controller  shall  be  responsible.

(7)  Examine  all  contracts,  purchase  orders  and  other  documents  which  would  result  in  or  involve  financial 
obligations  for  the  city  and  approve  the  same  only  upon  ascertaining  that  there  is  an  unexpended- 
unencumbered  and  unimpounded  balance  in  the  account  or  fund  from  which  money  may  be  drawn  for 
payment;

There  is  hereby  created  established  a  department  of  administration  for  the  consolidated  city 
as  successor  to  the  department  of  administration  established  by  IC  18  4-3  (repealed)  pursuant  to  IC  36-3-5-4 
subject  to  IC  36-3-4-23. 

Sec.  221-2.  (b4  Duties,  powers.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  department  of  administration  to  carry  out 
the  general  administrative  functions  of  the  consolidated  city  as  stated  in  this  article.

(k)  (1}  To  delegate  any  functions  to  the  director,  subject  to  review  by  the  board. 

Sec.  2-24-1-281-213.  Officers;  quorum;  meetings. 

(a)  The  officers  of  the  board  shall  be  a  chairmaftperson  and  a  secretary,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  senior  city 
official  and  the  other  a  county  officer.  The  chairmaftperson  shall  be  named  by  the  mayor,  and  the  secretary  by 
the  board.  All  contracts,  agreements,  resolutions  and  official  communications  of  the  board  shall  be  in  writing 
and  be  executed  by  these  officers  upon  being  authorized  by  motion  passed  by  the  board  by  simple  majority  of 
its  members  present.

No  subject  agency,  as  defined  in  section  2  238  herein,  or  officer,  employee  or  agent  thereof,  shall,  after 
September  7,  1978,  purchase,  lease,  rent  or  contract  for  the  use  of  any  data  processing  sendees,  equipment, 
materials,  supplies,  data  processing  studiest  programs,  technical  personnel  or  consultants  without  first  obtaining 
written  approval  of  the  board. 

(a)  The  written  approval  of  the  board  shall  be  obtained  before  any  subject  agency,  as  defined  in  sec.  281- 
201,  shall: 

(1)  Acquire  by  contract,  purchase,  lease,  or  rental  of  any  data  processing  services,  equipment,  materials,

ISA  shall  provide  information  and  telephone  services  to  those  local  government  subject  agencies  and  other 
users  designated  by  the  board  according  to  the  direction  given  by  the  board  and  to  the  master  plan  for  the  county 
as  developed  by  the  board  in  conjunction  with  the  subject  agencies,  including  ISA  and  other  users.  ISA,  subject 
to  the  board's  direction,  shall  be  the  primary  provider  of  services  for  the  city,  the  county  r  an4the  courts  and  all 
other  approved  users  and  shall  receive  systems  and  service  requests  from  its  users,  evaluate  same,  and  submit 
requests  of  a  type  specified  by  the  board  to  the  director  for  his  the  director's  evaluation  and  to  the  board  for  its 
approval. 

Sec.  2-249  281-234.  Information  services  users  committee  created;  duties;  procedure. 

There  is  created  an  information  services  users  committee,  which  shall  be  made  up  of  representatives  of  each 
city,  county,  township  or  other  local  governmental  unit  and  other  entity  which  receives  information  services 
subject  to  this  article.  The  representative  members  may  be  heads  managers  of  user  agencies  or  technical 
administrators  from  user  agencies  designated  by  the  agency  head  manager.  The  users  committee  shall  be 
charged  with  the  duty  of  monitoring  the  quality  and  cost  of  service.  The  users  committee  shall  meet  bimonthly 
or  more  frequently  if  needed.

Regular  meetings  shall  be  established  by  the 
chairmanperson  and  special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  chairmaftperson  whenever  three  (3)  or  more  user 
representatives  so  request,  stating  the  subject  matter  involved  and  reason  immediate  action  is  necessary.  Upon 
the  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  the  users  committee  in  an  official  meeting,  the  users  committee  may  cause  the 
board  to  meet  in  a  special  meeting  to  hear  any  items  the  users  committee  approves  to  be  agenda  items  at  the 
special  board  meeting.  The  appeal  procedure  provided  by  section  2-245  281-224  shall  also  be  available  to  the 
users  committee  in  the  event  that  such  special  board  meetings  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  do  not 
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yield  results  acceptable  to  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  a  subsequent  official  users  committee  meeting.  The 
users  committee  shall  advise  the  mayor,  the  city-county  council,  the  director  and  the  board  on  matters  pertaining 
to  the  service  received  and  shall  recommend  changes  and  suggestions  for  improvement  where  thought 
necessary.

SECTION  6.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or  part 
of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings  begun 
prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.

She  said  that  she  would  like 
to  see  that  subsection  deleted  because  it  subjects  the  Community  Development  Corporations 
to  penalties  and  it  renders  them  not  eligible  to  apply  for  purchases.  Councillor  Borst  said 
there  are  other  corporations  which  would  be  affected,  such  as  Indianapolis  Neighborhood 
Housing  Partnership,  the  Indianapolis  Sports  Corporation  and  the  Commission  for  Downtown. 
Councillor  Beadling  moved  to  strike  Sec.  2-515(n)  of  Proposal  No.  570,  1992,  as  amended. 
This  motion  was  seconded  by  Councillor  Short  and  the  motion  passed  by  unanimous  voice 
vote.

A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  amending  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  to  modify  the  procedure 
for  the  sale  of  city  or  county  property  to  an  Indiana  not-for-profit  corporation. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 
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SECTION  1.  Chapter  2,  Sees.  2-513  -  2-515,  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  is 
hereby  amended  by  deleting  the  language  stricken-through  and  adding  the  language  underlined  so  that  the 
section  reads  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  XIII.  DISPOSAL  OF  PROPERTY 

DIVISION  1. 

SALE  OR  LEASE  TO  INDIANA  NOT-FOR-PROFIT  CORPORATIONS 

Sec.  2-513.    Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  article: 

(a)  Disposing  agent  means  the  board,  commission  or  officer  of  the  city  or  county  which  has  the  power  to 
award  contracts  for  which  public  notice  is  required,  with  respect  to  property  of  the  city  or  county;  and  which 
has  been  designated  to  exercise  that  power  with  respect  to  the  property  to  be  disposed  of  by  statute  or  by  the 
City-County  Council. 

In  the  absence  of  such  designation,  the  board  of  public  works  shall  be  the  disposing  agent. 

(b)  Eligible  corporation  means  a  not-for-profit  corporation  formed  under  the  provisions  of  IC  23-7-1.1,  or 
that  has  elected,  or  that  is  eligible  to  elect,  to  accept  the  provisions  of  IC  23-7-1.1  by  filing  articles  of  acceptance 
as  provided  therein,  and  which  is  organized  for  educational,  literary,  scientific,  religious,  or  charitable  purposes 
and  which  is  exempt  from  federal  income  taxation  under  Section  501  of  the  Code. 

Sec.  2-514.    Authority  to  Sell  or  Lease  Property 

A  disposing  agent  may  sell  or  lease  property  to  an  eligible  corporation  only  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  this 
article.  Nothing  contained  in  this  article  shall  be  construed  to  require  a  disposing  agent  to  sell  or  lease  property. 

Sec.  2-515.    Procedures  for  Sale  or  Lease  of  Real  Property 

A  disposing  agent  who  wishes  to  sell  or  lease  real  property  to  an  eligible  corporation  shall  follow  the 
procedures  set  forth  in  this  section. 

(a)  The  disposing  agent  shall  appoint  an  appraiser  to  make  an  appraisal  of  either  the  fair  market  value  or 
the  fair  rental  value  of  the  real  property.  The  Appraiser  must  be: 

( 1 )  Professionally  engaged  in  making  appraisals; 

(2)  Licensed  under  IC  25-34.1;  or 

(3)  An  employee  of  the  city  or  county  familiar  with  the  valuation  of  property  or  the  nature  of  the  property 
being  appraised. 

In  lieu  of  hiring  an  appraiser  to  perform  the  appraisal,  the  disposing  agent  may  accept  an  appraisal  provided 
by  an  eligible  corporation  if  the  disposing  agent  finds  the  appraisal  to  be  reasonable  and  that  the  person 
performing  the  appraisal  has  the  qualification  listed  in  paragraphs  (1)  and  (2)  of  this  subsection. 

(b)  Upon  receipt  of  the  appraisal  the  disposing  agent  may  negotiate  for  the  sale  or  lease  of  the  real  property 
to  any  eligible  corporation  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  for  such  compensation,  including  a  nominal 
compensation,  as  the  disposing  agent  shall  deem  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  city  or  county,  provided  that, 
except  as  provided  in  subsection  (c)  of  this  section,  no  real  property  (except  for  the  city  market)  having  an 
appraised  fair  market  value  in  excess  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  or  a  fair  rental  value  in  excess  of  five 
thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  per  year  may  be  sold  or  leased  for  an  amount  less  than  ninety  (90)  per  cent  of  the  fair 
market  value  or  the  fair  rental  value. 

(c)  With  respect  to  real  property  which  has  an  appraised  fair  market  or  fair  rental  value  in  excess  of  the 
amounts  specified  in  subsection  (b)  of  this  section  (except  for  the  city  market),  the  disposing  agent  may  sell  or 
lease  such  property  at  a  nominal  cost  to  an  eligible  corporation  if  the  following  conditions  are  met: 

(1)  No  public  funds  have  been  expended  on  improvements  made  to  the  real  property;  and 

(2)  The  city  or  county  acquired  the  property  by  donation  or  without  the  expenditure  of  public  funds. 
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(d)  Upon  the  completion  of  negotiations  for  the  sale  or  lease  of  the  real  property,  the  disposing  agent  shall 
publish  notice,  in  accordance  with  IC  5-3-1,  of  a  public  hearing  to  be  held  before  the  disposing  agent. 

(e)  The  notice  must  state  the  date,  place  and  hour  of  the  public  hearing  and  provide  a  summary  of  the 
principal  terms  of  the  proposed  sale  or  lease,  the  location  and  character  of  the  real  property  proposed  to  be  sold 
or  leased,  the  purchase  price  or  rental  to  be  paid  and,  in  the  case  of  a  lease,  the  number  of  years  the  lease  is  to 
be  in  effect  and,  if  the  lease  contains  an  option  to  purchase,  a  summary  of  the  terms  of  such  option. 

(f)  The  proposed  contract  of  sale  or  lease  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection. 

(g)  All  persons  appearing  at  the  hearing  are  entitled  to  be  heard  on  the  following  issues: 

( 1 )  Whether  the  real  property  is  no  longer  needed  or  is  unfit  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended;  or 

(2)  Whether  the  proposed  sale  or  lease  of  the  property  is  in  the  public  interest. 

(h)  At  the  conclusion  of  the  public  hearing  the  disposing  agent  shall  make  a  determination  on  the  two  issues 
specified  in  paragraphs  (1)  and  (2)  of  subsection  (g)  and  if  the  disposing  agent  finds  that  the  real  property  is  not 
needed  by  the  city  or  county  or  is  unfit  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended  or  that  the  proposed  sale  or 
lease  of  the  property  is  in  the  public  interest,  the  disposing  agent  may: 

(1 )  Approve  the  sale  or  lease,  in  which  case  the  disposing  agent  shall  execute  the  contract  of  sale  or  lease, 

(2)  Reject  the  sale  or  lease,  or 

(3)  Propose  modifications  to  the  terms  of  the  sale  or  lease  and  negotiate  with  the  prospective  purchaser  or 
lessee  with  respect  to  such  modifications; 

(i)  If  the  disposing  agent  proposes  modifications  to  the  terms  of  sale  or  lease  at  the  public  hearing,  and  the 
prospective  purchaser  or  lessee  subsequently  agrees,  in  writing,  to  such  modifications,  the  disposing  agent  may 
execute  the  contract  of  sale  or  the  lease  without  further  proceedings.  If  the  prospective  purchaser  or  lessee 
proposes  further  modifications  the  disposing  agent  may  either  reject  such  proposed  modifications  or  may 
consider  them  at  a  public  hearing  after  following  the  procedures  specified  in  subsections  (d)  through  (h). 

(j)     The  decision  of  the  disposing  agent  under  subsection  (h)  and  (i)  is  conclusive  and  binding  on  all  parties. 

(k)  Pursuant  to  Sec.  2-230(d),  any  lease  or  sale  of  the  city  market  must  be  approved  by  the  city-county 
council  prior  to  execution. 

(1}  Any  eligible  corporation  desiring  to  acquire  surplus  property  must  file  with  the  disposing  agent,  or  the 
board  of  public  works  if  applicable,  a  statement,  in  writing,  at  least  ten  (10)  days,  prior  to  any  real  property  sale 
declaring: 

(1)  A  description  of  the  property; 

(2)  The  corporation's  intended  use  of  the  property; 

(3)  The  sources  of  funding  to  execute  that  intended  use  within  a  defined  reasonable  time;  and 

(4)  A  timetable  for  accomplishing  the  intending  use. 

(m)  An  eligible  corporation  desiring  to  purchase  such  surplus  property  must  sign  a  project  agreement  with 
the  disposing  agent  and  pay  in  full  within  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  days  after  the  disposing  agent  or  board  of 
public  works  receives  written  notice  from  the  eligible  corporation  to  acquire  the  property,  or  the  property  shall 
automatically  revert  back  to  public  auction  eligibility. 

SECTION  2.   This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14. 

PROPOSAL  NOS.  618  and  619,  1992.  Councillor  Curry  reported  that  the  Rules  and  Public 
Policy  Committee  heard  Proposal  Nos.  618  and  619,  1992  on  December  15,  1992. 
PROPOSAL  NO.  618,  1992.    This  proposal,  sponsored  by  Councillor  Gilmer,  amends  the

(DOT).  PROPOSAL  NO.  619,  1992.  This  proposal  amends  the  Revised  Code  by  moving  the 
Ordinance  Violations  Bureau  from  the  Controller's  Office  to  within  the  Parking  Management 
Division  of  the  Department  of  Transportation.  By  a  5-1  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the 
proposals  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  they  do  pass  as  amended.  Councillor 
Curry  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Gilmer,  for  adoption. 

Councillor  Gilmer  introduced  Don  Waterman,  Deputy  Administrator,  Administrative 
Services,  DOT.  Mr.  Waterman  introduced  Jo  Ann  Rodriguez,  Manager,  Ordinance  Violations 
Bureau. 

Councillor  Borst  asked  the  following  questions  concerning  the  changes  in  the  Ordinance 
Violation  Bureau  :  (1)  what  is  the  present  and  what  is  the  projected  number  of  personnel,  (2) 
what  is  the  present  and  what  is  the  projected  amount  of  income  and  expense,  and  (3)  will  the 
same  people  be  writing  the  tickets  that  are  writing  them  now,  and  if  so,  why  is  it  expected  that 
they  will  they  do  a  better  job  working  for  DOT  than  the  Department  of  Public  Safety. 

E.  Mitchell  Roob,  Jr.,  Director,  DOT,  stated  that  there  has  to  be  one  agency  that  has  the 
authority  and  responsibility  for  traffic.  Currently  there  are  five  different  departments 
involved.  Moving  the  Ordinance  Violations  Bureau  to  DOT  should  be  more  efficient  because 
(1)  it  will  bring  all  the  people  who  write  tickets  under  one  division,  and  (2)  the  people  writing 
tickets  will  now  be  equipped  with  hand-held  computers.  He  believes  that  income  will 
increase,  but  expense  will  not  decrease.  Mr.  Waterman  added  that  the  Parking  Management 
Division  started  with  thirty-six  people  and  has  been  reduced  by  four. 

Matt  Ridenour,  Director  of  Management  Services,  Office  of  the  Mayor,  explained  that  in  the 
worst  case  this  would  be  net  income  neutral;  in  the  best  case  revenue  would  increase,  and 
collections  and  customer  service  expense  would  remain  the  same  or  decrease.

(36)  Exercise  any  other  powers  which  may  be  granted  by  statute  or  ordinance  or  delegated  by  the  mayor. 

Sec.  271-401.  Parking  Management  Division. 

(1)  Establish  under  one  management  unit  all  parking  operations  in  the  consolidated  city; 

(2)  Develop,  implement  and  manage  the  installation,  operation  and  maintenance  of  parking  meters  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  consolidated  city; 

(3)  Provide  personnel  to  supplement  Department  of  Public  Safety  officers  in  the  enforcement  of  ordinances 
pertaining  to  parking  meter  and  other  ordinance  violations  as  directed  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety; 

(4)  Manage  and  operate  the  Ordinance  Violations  Bureau  established  in  accordance  with  Section  271-521,

injur)  to  any  persons  or  damage  to  any  property.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  those  vehicles 
stopping  or  standing  when  in  a  line  of  moving  traffic  due  to  official  traffic-control  devices  or  signals  or  orders 
of  a  police  officer 

Sec.  29-341.  Stopping,  standing  or  parking  in  proximity  to  fire  hydrant  or  fire  protection  systems  with  a  fire 
department  connection. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner,  driver  or  operator  of  any  vehicle  to  park,  stop,  stand  or  permit  a  vehicle 
to  be  parked,  to  be  stopped  or  to  stand  at  any  time,  day  or  night,  within  twelve  (12)  feet,  measured  laterally  along 
the  curbline,  of  any  fire  hydrant  or  fire  department  connection,  provided,  however,  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  any  emergency  vehicle  of  the  a  fire  department,  police  or  sheriff  departments,  emergency  medical  services, 
official  vehicles  of  the  city,  county  or  state,  official  volunteer  firefighters  and  emergency  medical  technicians 
and  any  other  type  of  motorized  departmental  equipment  used  by  them,  while  and  where  actually  engaged  in 
authorized  work  upon  the  surface  or  other  portions  or  appurtenances  to  a  highway,  except  that  all  such  persons 
shall  exercise  reasonable  care  to  avoid  injury  to  any  person  or  damages  to  any  property.  This  section  shall  not 
apply  to  those  vehicles  stopping  or  standing  when  in  a  line  of  moving  traffic  due  to  official  traffic-control 
devices,  signals  or  orders  of  the  police,  public  safety  officers. 

Sec.  29-342.  Observance  of  fire  lanes. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner,  driver,  or  operator  of  any  vehicle  to  park  or  stop  such  vehicle  or 
to  permit  such  vehicle  to  be  parked  or  to  stand  at  any  time,  or  to  place  any  other  personal  property  upon  or  in 
any  fire  lane.  Any  vehicle  or  other  personal  property  found  to  be  obstructing  a  fire  lane  shall  be  cited  by  any 
law  enforcement  officer  with  jurisdiction;  such  citation  may  be  compromised  in  the  same  manner  and  subject 
to  the  same  limitations,  as  a  class  A  violation  pursuant  to  section  29  44  of  this  Code  provided  in  Chapter  103 
of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County. 

(b)  In  addition,  any  vehicle  or  other  personal  property  may  be  towed  away  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
section  29-367  of  this  Code,  upon  the  request  of  any  law  enforcement  officer  or  fire  prevention  bureau  personnel 
having  jurisdiction.  The  owner  of  the  vehicle  or  personal  property  shall  be  liable  for  all  tow-in  and  resulting 
storage  charges. 

(c)  The  fire  prevention  bureau,  or  the  fire  department,shall,  to  the  greatest  extent  feasible,  inspect  the  area 
surrounding  all  public  buildings,  and  the  fire  prevention  chief  shall  determine  and  establish  the  emergency 
vehicle  lanes  and  notify  the  property  owners  affected  thereby  in  writing. 

(d)  Fire  lanes  shall  be  established  and  marked  as  follows: 

(1)  Fire  lanes  shall  be  twelve  (12)  feet  from  the  sidewalk,  driveway,  service  area  or  areas  immediately 
adjacent  to  any  building  or  structure  deemed  necessary  by  the  fire  prevention  chief; 

(2)  Where  acceptable,  the  pavement  of  the  fire  (emergency)  lane  shall  be  marked  with  the  words  "No 
Parking  Fire  Lane"  in  large  visible  letters  and  a  stripe  of  no  less  than  four  (4)  inches  in  width  installed 
twelve  (12)  feet  from  the  sidewalk,  curb,  or  other  items  adjacent  to  the  building  in  question.  The 
words  "No  Parking  Fire  Lane:  shall  be  between  the  stripe  and  the  sidewalk,  curb  or  other  item 
adjacent  to  the  building;  > 

(3)  All  curbs,  striping  and  language  required  on  pavement,  shall  be  marked  in  yellow  coloration  with 
paint  or  other  types  of  substances  that  may  be  approved  by  the  chief  of  the  fire  prevention  bureau; 
and 
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(4)      Signs  stating  "No  Parking  Fire  Lane"  meeting  the  Indiana  Manual  of  Uniform  Traffic-Control 
Devices,  shall  be  installed  no  less  than  every  thirty  (30)  feet  apart. 

(e)  The  fire  prevention  chief  may  in  designating  fire  lanes  determine  that  portions  of  those  lanes,  because 
of  the  location  of  hydrants,  stand-pipes  or  other  fire  prevention  devices  or  because  of  the  necessities  for  ingress 
and  egress,  that  any  blockage  constitutes  a  fire  hazard.  Areas  so  determined  shall  be  designated  "tow-away 
zones"  and  shall  be  so  marked  and  posted.  Any  vehicle  parked  in  such  zones  shall  be  removed  at  the  direction 
of  any  fire  official  or  police  officer.

The  proposal  approves  the  issuance  of  the  General  Obligation 
Bonds  of  the  Park  District  not  to  exceed  $25,885,000.  PROPOSAL  NO.  18,  1993.  The 
proposal  approves  the  issuance  of  the  Refunding  Bonds  of  the  Park  District  not  to  exceed 
$8,100,000.  PROPOSAL  NO.  19,  1993.  The  proposal  approves  the  issuance  of  the  General 
Obligation  Bonds  of  the  Metropolitan  Thoroughfare  District  not  to  exceed  $60,385,000. 
PROPOSAL  NO.  20,  1993.  The  proposal  approves  the  issuance  of  the  Refunding  Bonds  of 
the  Metropolitan  Thoroughfare  District  not  to  exceed  $24,500,000.  PROPOSAL  NO.  21, 
1993.  The  proposal  approves  the  issuance  of  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  of  the 
Redevelopment  District  not  to  exceed  $22,710,000.  PROPOSAL  NO.  22,  1993.  The 
proposal  approves  the  issuance  of  the  Refunding  bonds  of  the  Redevelopment  District  not  to 
exceed  $3,000,000.  PROPOSAL  NO.  23,  1993.  The  proposal  approves  the  issuance  of  the 
General  Obligation  Bonds  of  the  Sanitary  District  not  to  exceed  $70,000,000.  PROPOSAL 
NO.  24,  1993.  The  proposal  approves  the  issuance  of  Refunding  Bonds  of  the  Sanitary 
District  not  to  exceed  $17,000,000.  PROPOSAL  NO.  25,  1993.  The  proposal  approves  the 
issuance  of  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  of  the  Flood  Control  District  not  to  exceed 
$14,000,000.  PROPOSAL  NO.  26,  1993.  The  proposal  approves  the  issuance  of  the 
Refunding  Bonds  of  the  Flood  Control  District  not  to  exceed  $8,000,000.  Councillor  Curry 
reported  that  the  Rules  and  Public  Policy  committee  heard  Proposal  Nos.  17,  18,  19,  20,  21, 
22,  23,  24,  25  and  26,  1993  on  February  2,  1993.  By  unanimous  votes,  the  Committee 
reported  the  proposals  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  they  do  pass  as  amended. 
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The  President  called  for  public  testimony  at  9:00  p.m.  There  was  no  one  present  to  testify. 

Councillor  Curry  said  that  Proposal  Nos.  17,  19,  21,  23  and  25,  1993  were  amended  in 
Committee  by  adding  text  to  the  end  of  Section  1  stating  that  one-half  of  one  percent  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  bonds,  or  $750,000,  will  be  escrowed  for  auditing  expenses 
incurred  by  the  Council.  He  said  that  he  has  since  discovered  that  the  bond  bank  has  similar 
oversight  arrangements.  So  as  not  to  duplicate  these  activities  he  moved  that  Proposal  Nos. 
17,  19,  21,  23  and  25,  1993  be  amended  by  deleting  the  last  sentence  of  Section  1  of  each  of 
them  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  language: 

Provided,  however,  that  the  Board  shall  cause  to  be  set  aside  from  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  an  amount 
sufficient  for  internal  or  independent  auditing  expenditures  incurred  by  the  Indianapolis  Bond  Bank  for  internal 
or  independent  audits  of  projects  funded  from  such  bond  proceeds.  The  audits  are  to  be  performed  in 
accordance  with  procedures  established  and  authorized  by  applicable  ordinances  and  resolutions  of  the  council. 

Councillor  Dowden  seconded  that  motion  and  called  for  the  question  on  the  amendment.  This 
motion  passed  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Councillors  Ruhmkorff,  O'Dell  and  Beadling  all  said  they  support  the  purpose  of  the  bond 
issue  but  would  not  vote  for  the  proposals  because  it  is  their  opinion  that  their  districts  will 
not  be  receiving  a  fair  share  of  the  bond  money.

A  GENERAL  RESOLUTION  approving  the  issuance  of  "City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  Park  District  Bonds  of 
1993,  Series  A,"  in  an  original  aggregate  amount  not  to  exceed  Twenty-Five  Million  Eight  Hundred  Eighty-Five 
Thousand  Dollars  ($25,885,000)  and  with  an  aggregate  final  maturity  amount  for  any  Capital  Appreciation

WHEREAS,  on  October  22,  1992,  the  Board  of  Parks  and  Recreation  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana 
(the  "Board"),  being  the  governing  body  of  the  Park  District  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  Indiana  (the  "Park 
District"),  adopted  a  Declaratory  Resolution  declaring  that  it  is  necessary  for  the  general  welfare  of  the  Park 
District  and  will  be  of  public  utility  and  benefit  to  undertake  the  projects  specified  in  Exhibit  A,  attached  hereto

WHEREAS,  on  November  12,  1992,  after  notice  and  public  hearing  thereon,  the  Board  confirmed  the 
Declaratory  Resolution  by  the  adoption  of  a  Confirmatory  Resolution  (the  Declaratory  Resolution  as  confirmed 
by  the  Confirmatory  Resolution  shall  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  "Declaratory  Resolution");  and 

WHEREAS,  on  November  12,  1992,  the  Board  adopted  a  preliminary  bond  resolution  authorizing  the 
issuance  of  special  taxing  district  bonds  of  the  Park  District  to  be  designated  as  "City  of  Indianapolis.  Indiana. 
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Park  District  Bonds  of  1993,  Series  A,"  in  an  original  aggregate  amount  not  to  exceed  Twenty-Five  Million 
Eight  Hundred  Eighty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,885,000)  and  with  an  aggregate  final  maturity  amount  for 
any  Capital  Appreciation  Bonds  not  to  exceed  One  Hundred  Sixteen  Million  Four  Hundred  Eighty-Five 
Thousand  Dollars  ($1 16,485,000),  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  apply  to  the  costs  of  the  Projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  January  21,  1993,  the  Board  adopted  a  final  bond  resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  of 
special  taxing  district  bonds  of  the  Park  District  to  be  designated  as  "City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  Park  District 
Bonds  of  1993,  Series  A,"  in  an  original  aggregate  amount  not  to  exceed  Twenty-Five  Million  Eight  Hundred 
Eighty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,885,000)  and  with  an  aggregate  final  maturity  amount  for  any  Capital 
Appreciation  Bonds  not  to  exceed  One  Hundred  Sixteen  Million  Four  Hundred  Eighty-Five  Thousand  Dollars 
($1 16,485,000),  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  apply  to  the  costs  of  the  Projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  has  requested  the  approval  of  the  City-County  Council  of  the  issuance  of  said  special 
taxing  district  bonds  pursuant  to  IC  36-3-5-8  and  the  City-County  Council  now  finds  that  the  issuance  of  said 
bonds  should  be  approved;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  The  City-County  Council  does  hereby  approve  the  issuance  of  special  taxing  district  bonds  of 
the  Park  District  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  to  be  designated  as  "City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  Park 
District  Bonds  of  1993,  Series  A,"  in  an  original  aggregate  amount  not  to  exceed  Twenty-Five  Million  Eight 
Hundred  Eighty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,885,000)  and  with  an  aggregate  final  maturity  amount  for  any 
Capital  Appreciation  Bonds  not  to  exceed  One  Hundred  Sixteen  Million  Four  Hundred  Eighty-Five  Thousand 
Dollars  ($11 6,485,000).  Provided,  however,  that  the  Board  shall  cause  to  be  set  aside  from  the  proceeds  of  said 
bonds  an  amount  sufficient  for  internal  or  independent  auditing  expenditures  incurred  by  the  Indianapolis  Bond 
Bank  for  internal  or  independent  audits  of  projects  funded  from  such  bond  proceeds.  The  audits  are  to  be 
performed  in  accordance  with  procedures  established  and  authorized  by  applicable  ordinances  and  resolutions 
of  the  council. 

SECTION  2.    This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-1 4.

5.  At  Indianapolis  Soccer  and  Sports  Center  install  security  lighting;  and  realign  field  light  poles; 

6.  At  J.T.V.  Hill  Park  renovate  playground  equipment  and  park  facilities;

PROPOSAL  NO.  54,  1993.  Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and  Criminal 
Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  54,  1993,  on  February  17,  1993.  The  proposal  amends  the 
Revised  Code  and  makes  certain  changes  in  the  Public  Defender  Board  and  Agency.  By  a  4-2 
vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass 
as  amended. 

Councillor  SerVaas  said  that  Indiana  is  the  only  state  in  which  a  patronage  system  exists  in  the 
courts  where  the  judges  appoint  public  defenders  who  practice  in  front  of  the  judges  that  appoint 
them.  It  is  the  position  of  the  Indianapolis  Bar  Association  that  this  is  an  archaic  method  of  doing 
business  and  that  there  should  be  a  public  defender  agency  which  could  set  certain  rules  to  achieve 
an  impartiality.  The  judiciary  did  not  welcome  this  idea;  however,  this  public  defender  agency 
was  voted  upon  and  passed  by  the  Council  last  year. 

Councillor  SerVaas  said  that  many  drafts  were  made  of  the  ordinance  and  a  great  deal  of 
controversy  had  arisen.  Three  members  of  the  board  were  to  be  appointed  by  the  judges,  three 
by  the  mayor  and  three  by  this  Council.  Some  members  of  the  Council  were  not  pleased  with  the 
way  this  was  handled  administratively.  A  lawsuit  was  filed  by  the  Democrat  members  of  the 
Council  against  the  Republican  members  of  the  Council.  After  many  months  the  litigation  was 
resolved.  The  Council  has  appointed  three  members  to  the  agency;  however,  the  judges  and  the 
mayor  have  not  appointed  their  members. 

Councillor  SerVaas  reported  that  Judge  Gifford  had  requested  that  another  public  defender  agency 
meeting  be  held  because  the  judges  were  not  happy  with  the  present  ordinance.  Councillor 
SerVaas  said  that  he  was  assured  that  the  public  defender  agency  had  been  discussed  with  Judge 
Goodman  and  that  he  had  no  objections.  Later  he  was  informed  that  Judge  Goodman  has  two 
objections:  the  amount  of  money  that  would  need  to  be  spent  in  the  future  and,  the  powers  and 
duties  that  this  proposal  gives  to  the  Board.  During  a  recent  meeting  with  the  judges,  Councillors 
SerVaas  and  West,  and  Robert  Elrod,  General  Counsel  to  the  City-County  Council,  the  jurists 
requested  that  the  Council  appoint  four  board  members  instead  of  three,  that  the  mayor  appoint 
one  board  member  instead  of  three  and  that  the  judges  appoint  four  board  members  instead  of 
three.  They  also  asked  that  the  appointments  be  bi-partisan.  The  Council  asked  the  jurists  that 
a  system  be  established  on  what  constitutes  a  legal  indigent.  The  judges  agreed  that  the  public 
defender  agency  could  establish  criteria  that  constitutes  a  legal  indigent  and  the  degrees  of 
indigency.  , 

Councillor  Gray  proposed  the  following  amendment  to  Proposal  No.  54,  1993. 

Mr.  President: 

I  move  that  Proposal  No.  54,  1993  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  following  to  Section  286-3  (9)  (1): 

...  to  be  named  by  the  respective  political  caucus." 
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Councillor  Gray  moved,  second  by  Councillor  Williams,  to  amend  Proposal  No.  54,  1993. 

Chairman  West  said  that  it  is  his  impression  that  in  legislative  matters  the  Council  body  itself  must 
make  appointments  and  not  individual  groups  within  the  Council;  he  deferred  this  question  to  the 
parliamentarian,  Robert  Elrod.  Mr.  Elrod  said  that  it  is  his  opinion  that  the  Council  can  not 
legally  bind  itself  to  allow  a  part  of  the  group  to  make  appointments  that  are  said  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Council. 

He  pointed  out  that  there  is  an  error  in  the  motion  paragraph  that  was  typed;  there  is  no  subsection 
(9)  in  that  section;  therefore,  the  motion  is  incorrect. 

Councillor  Gray  said  that  the  full  intent  of  the  amendment  refers  to  the  board  members  appointed 
by  the  Council  to  the  public  defenders  agency.  He  believes  that  the  two  republican  members 
should  be  recommended  by  the  republican  caucus  and  the  two  democrat  members  should  be 
recommended  by  the  democrat  caucus. 

Councillor  Curry  requested  a  ruling  on  this  proposal. 

Chairman  West  said  that  this  motion  is  out  of  order  per  the  parliamentarian. 

Councillor  Williams  said  that  in  order  to  reword  this  amendment  to  reflect  the  parliamentarian's 
ruling,  that  it  be  reworded  to  say,  "to  be  recommended  by  the  respective  political  caucuses." 

Councillor  Jimison  offered  an  amendment.  Councillor  Jimison  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor 
Mullin,  to  add  in  Sec.  286-7,  Retention  of  existing  public  defenders  "and  staff"  and  ...  as  a  public 
defender  "or  staff  member"  in  the  Marion  ...  She  said  that  she  believes  that  it  is  important  that 
the  Council  acknowledge  not  only  that  there  are  public  defenders  who  are  presently  employed  in 
the  legal  representation  of  indigents  in  Marion  County,  but  that  there  are  also  staff  members  who 
are  employed  and  who  are  participating  in  supportive  roles  in  the  legal  representation  of  indigents 
in  Marion  County  and  that  they  should  be  given  the  same  representation. 

Councillor  Borst  called  for  a  Point  of  Order  and  stated  that  this  motion  is  out  of  order  because  it 
is  not  a  written  motion. 

Councillor  Jimison  hand  wrote  the  amendment  and  presented  it  to  Acting  Chairman  West.

Sec.  286-1.         Agency  and  Board  Established. 

This  ordinance  establishes  the  Marion  County  Public  Defender  Agency  and  the  Marion  County  Public 
Defender  Board  for  the  purpose  of  providing  legal  representation  to  indigent  defendants/respondents  in  criminal, 
juvenile,  probation  violation,  extradition,  child  support,  civil  commitments  and  other  proceedings  where  the 
right  to  counsel  has  been  established  by  law. 

Sec.  286-2.         Definitions. 

When  used  in  this  Chapter  the  following  words  and  terms  shall  be  defined  as  follows: 

( 1 )  Agency  means  the  Marion  County  Public  Defender  Agency  created  by  this  Chapter. 

(2)  Board  means  the  Marion  County  Public  Defender  Board  created  by  this  Chapter. 

(3)  Indigent  defendant/respondent  means  a  person  who  requests  legal  representation  and  demonstrates 
by  verifiable  information  submitted  under  penalty  of  perjury  and  communicated  outside  of  the 
attorney  client  relationship  that  he  doos  not  have  sufficient  available  assets  or  income  to  pay  for  the 
legal  representation  requested  without  substantial  hardship  either  to  the  person  or  the  person's  family 
is  initially  determined  by  the  court  to  be  constitutionally  entitled  to  legal  representation  at  public 
expense.  , 

(4)  Legal  representation  means  the  services  of  an  attorney  provided  to  a  defendant/respondent  in  a  matter 
originating  in  a  state  court  in  Marion  County  involving 

(4-)a.  a  person  charged  with  a  crime  as  defined  in  IC  35-41-1-6, 
(2)b.  an  act  of  delinquency  as  defined  in  IC  31-6-4-1, 
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(^)c.  a  violation  of  a  condition  of  probation  established  as  a  part  of  a  sentence  in  a  juvenile  or 

criminal  matter, 
{4)d.  detention  of  a  person  subject  to  extradition  to  another  jurisdiction,  ep 
(S)e.  proceedings  to  collect  unpaid  child  support  pursuant  to  IC  31-2, 
f        civil  commitment  and  contempt  proceedings,  or 
g^       other  proceedings  where  the  right  to  counsel  at  public  expense  has  been  established  by  law. 

The  term  includes  services  in  connection  with  all  pre-trial,-  and  trial  and  appellate  proceedings  in 
which  an  indigent  defendant/  respondent  has  a  right  to  counsel  at  public  expense. 

Sec.  286-3.         Public  Defender  Board  membership  and  appointment. 

(a)  The  Public  Defender  Agency  Board  shall  consist  of  nine  (9)  members: 

( 1 )  Three  (3)  Four  (4)  members  appointed  by  the  City-County  Council,  who  may  be  members  of  the  City 
County  Council;  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  as  chairperson  no  more  than  two  (2)  of  whom  shall 
be  members  of  the  same  political  party. 

(2)  Three  (3)  members  (who  may  be  judges)  appointed  by  majority  vote  of  the  superior  court  criminal 
division  judgest  the  superior  court  juvenile  division  and  the  presiding  judge  of  the  municipal  court. 
Four  (4)  members  appointed  by  the  judiciary  as  follows: 

a^       two  (2)  members  appointed  by  majority  vote  of  the  Judges  of  the  Marion  Superior  Court,  who 
shall  not  be  members  of  the  same  political  party;  and 

K       two  (2)  members  appointed  by  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Marion  County  Municipal  Court,  who 
shall  not  be  members  of  the  same  political  party. 

(3)  Three  (3)  One  ( 1 )  members  appointed  by  the  mayor. 

(b)  The  initial  term  of  two42}  one  ( 1 )  members  appointed  by  each  of  the  appointing  authorities  the  City- 
County  Council,  one  ( 1 )  member  appointed  by  the  Criminal  Division  of  the  Marion  Superior  Court,  and  one  ( 1 ) 
member  appointed  by  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Marion  County  Municipal  Court  shall  expire  on  December  3 1 , 
1993.  The  initial  term  of  one  (1)  member  appointed  by  the  City-County  Council,  one  (1)  member  appointed 
by  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Marion  County  Municipal  Court,  and  the  member  appointed  by  the  Mayor  shall 
expire  on  December  31,  1994.  The  initial  term  of  the  other  members  shall  expire  on  December  31,  1992  1995. 

(c)  After  the  initial  term  of  each  member  as  stated  in  section  (b)  above,  appointments  shall  be  for  tw» 
(3)  three  (3)  year  terms.  Members  of  the  Board  shall  serve  until  their  successor  is  duly  appointed  and  qualifies. 
An  appointment  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  be  made  by  the  authority  appointing  the  member  vacating  the  position 
and  shall  be  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  a  Board 
member  other  than  by  reason  of  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  member,  the  chairperson  of  the  Board  shall 
promptly  give  written  notice  to  the  appointing  authority  responsible  for  making  the  appointments  described  in 
section  (a)  of  this  section  of  such  fact,  specifying  the  name  of  such  former  member. 

(d)  The  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  deputy  prosecuting  attorneys,  law  enforcement  officers  and  public 
defenders  are  ineligible  to  serve  as  members  of  the  Board.  The  Deputy  Prosecuting  Attorneys  and  law 
enforcement  officers  and  members  of  the  judiciary  are  ineligible  to  serve  as  members  of  the  Board.  No  member 
of  the  Board  shall  be  an  elected  official  or  employed  by  an  elected  official  or  an  appointing  agency. 

(e)  All  members  of  the  Board  must  be  residents  of  Marion  County,  and  if  a  member  ceases  to  be  a 
resident  of  Marion  County  he  or  she  shall  be  considered  to  have  resigned  from  the  Board. 

(e-f)  Board  members  shall  serve  without  pay  but  may  receive  reimbursement  for  expenses  if  approved  by 
the  Board. 

(fg)  Five  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  the  business  of 
the  Board.  Decisions  of  the  Board  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present.  Votes  shall  be  in 
person  only  and  not  by  proxy. 

(gh)  The  Board  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly  or  upon  call  of  its  chairperson  or  any  three  members  of  the 
Board. 
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(i)       The  Board  shall  elect  its  chairperson  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board  at  its  first  organizational  meeting 
and  at  the  first  meeting  of  each  calendar  year  thereafter. 

Sec.  286-4.         Powers  and  duties  of  the  Board.  , 

The  Board  shall  have  the  following  powers  and  duties: 

( 1 )  To  provide  competent  legal  representation  for  indigent  defendants/respondents  in  criminal,  juvenile, 
probation  violation,  extradition,  an4  child  support^  civil  commitment  and  other  matters  pursuant  to 
the  plan  adopted  pursuant  to  Sec.  286-6. 

(2)  To  establish  policy  guidelines  and  procedures  for  the  identification  of  an  "indigent  defendant" 
consistent  with  the  definition  set  out  in  this  Chapter  determination  of  legal  indigency  and  for 
appropriate  reimbursement  for  public  defender  legal  representation. 

(3)  To  establish  policies  and  procedure  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Agency  and  the  achievement  of 
the  objective  of  providing  competent  and  independent  legal  representation  for  indigent 
defendants/respondents. 

(4)  To  employ  a  chief  public  defender  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  City-County  Council,  who  shall  be 
an  attorney  admitted  to  the  practice  of  law  in  the  state  of  Indiana  to  serve  as  the  chief  administrative 
officer  of  the  Agency  having  at  least  two  (2)  years  experience  in  criminal  defense, 

(5)  To  authorize  the  chief  public  defender  to  employ  or  contract  with  attorneys,  investigators,  paralegals 
and  clerical  employees  based  on  merit  as  necessary  and  consistent  with  the  budget  approved  by  the 
City-County  Council  based  on  merit  without  consideration  of  political  affiliation, 

(6)  To  recommend  an  annual  operating  budget  for  the  Agency  and  thereafter  to  monitor  expenditures  of 
funds  by  the  Agency. 

(7)  To  receive  and  apply  funds  from  grants,  gifts,  bequests  and  payments  from  persons  served  to  the 
purposes  of  the  Agency. 

(8)  To  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Council  and  the  general  public  appointing  authorities  as  described  in 
subsection  (a)  of  Sec.  286-3  of  this  Chapter  an  annual  report  on  the  operation  of  the  Agency. 

(9)  To  elect  a  chairperson  and  other  appropriate  officers  from  the  membership  of  the  Board. 
Sec.  286-5.         Chief  public  defender. 

(a)      The  chief  public  defender  shall: 

( 1 )  be  the  chief  administrator  of  the  public  defender  Agency  and  devote  full  time  and  employment  to 
such  position. 

(2) decline  to  authorize  the  legal  representation  of  defendants  who  are  not  indigent, 

(32)  review  a  determination  of  indigency  and  eligibility  for  legal  representation  by  the  Agency  staff  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  an  affected  person  a  defendant7respondent. 

(4-) employ  counsel  to  represent  the  Board,  or  a  Board  member  or  agent  in  any  action  to  compel 

representation  of  a  defendant  determined  by  the  Board  to  be  not  indigent. 

(3)  maintain  offices  for  the  Agency  as  approved  by  the  Board. 

(4)  establish  within  the  Agency  such  trial  divisions  of  public  defenders  to  represent  indigent 
defendants/respondents  as  necessary. 

(5)  hire  without  consideration  of  political  affiliation  staff  necessary  to  perform  the  services  of  the  Agency 
and  supervise  and  discipline  such  staff. 
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(6)  keep  and  maintain  records  of  all  cases  handled  by  the  Agency  and  report  at  least  annually  to  the 
Board  concerning  the  operation  of  the  Agency,  its  costs  and  projected  needs. 

(7)  ensure  adequate,  appropriate  and  consistent  assignment  of  cases  to  public  defenders. 

(8)  provide/establish  a  method  of  merit  evaluation  for  public  defenders,  not  less  than  yearly. 

(b)  Pending  appointment  of  a  chief  public  defender,  the  president  of  the  City-County  Council  shall 
appoint  a  member  of  the  Indiana  Bar  to  serve  as  interim  administrator  of  the  Public  Defender  Agency.  Such 
interim  administrator  shall  assist  in  organizing  the  Board  and  Agency  ^  and  may  contract  for  additional  public 
defender  services  to  the  extent  of  appropriations  by  the  council  for  such  purposes. 

Sec.  286-6.  On  or  before  July  lt  1992  June  15,  1993,  the  Board  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the  City-County 
Council  for  approval  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  provision  of  legal  representation  to  indigent 
defendants/respondents  in  Marion  County.  The  comprehensive  plan  shall,  at  a  minimum,  provide  for: 

(1)  Provision  of  legal  representation  to  an  indigent  defendant/respondent  at  the  earliest  possible  point  in 
time. 

(2)  The  legal  representation  of  an  indigent  defendant/respondent  by  the  same  attorney  or  attorneys 
through  the  pendency  of  a  matter  to  the  greatest  extent  possible. 

(3)  The  use  of  qualified  attorneys  who  will  volunteer  to  provide  legal  representation  to  one  or  more 
indigent  defendants/respondents  without  charge  to  the  greatest  extent  possible. 

(4)  Agency  staff  professional  development,  ami  continuing  legal  education,  and  malpractice  coverage 
for  public  defenders. 

(5)  Formal  or  informal  agreements  with  the  Marion  County  Prosecutor  and  law  enforcement  agencies 
establishing  simplified  procedures  for  expediting  discovery  and  other  communications  with  respect 
to  pending  cases,  consistent  with  applicable  court  rules. 

(6)  Utilization  of  all  available  sources  of  governmental  and  non-governmental  funding  including  but  not 
limited  to  payment  or  repayment  for  services  rendered  from  persons  served  in  accordance  with  IC 
33-9-11.5. 

(7)  Periodic  reevaluation  of  the  operation  of  the  Agency  and  the  accomplishment  of  its  purpose. 

(8)  Recommendation  of  a  system  for  providing  appellate  counsel  which  is  independent  of  the  control  of 
the  chief  public  defender. 

Such  plan  may  be  amended  by  the  Board  with  approval  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  286-7.         Retention  of  existing  public  defenders. 

Upon  review,  T-ihe  Board  Agency  shall  initially  offer  employment  or  a  contract  for  the  provision  of  legal 
representation  to  each  attorney  acting  as  a  public  defender  in  the  Marion  County  Municipal  Court  Criminal 
Division  and  the  Marion  County  Superior  Court  Criminalr-aad  Juvenile  and  Title  IV^D  Divisions  on  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  The  chief  public  defender  shall  not  unreasonably  change  the  terms  of 
employment  or  contract  from  the  same  basis  as  existed  prior  to  the  implementation  of  the  Agency. 

Sec.  286-8.         Restriction  on  the  law  practice  of  public  defenders. 

(a)  Attorneys  employed  by  the  Board  Agency  on  a  full-time  basis  shall  have  as  a  condition  of  their 
employment  or  continued  employment  that  they  do  not  provide  legal  representation  for  private  clients  on  matters 
defined  in  Sec.  286-2(4)  practice  law  except  as  an  employee  of  the  Board,,  if  such  representation  creates  a 
conflict  of  interest  with  such  attorneys'  responsibilities  with  the  agency. 

(h) Attorneys  employed  by  the  Board  on  a  part  time  basis  or  on  a  contract  for  personal  services  and 

assigned  to  the  Marion  County  Superior  Court  Criminal,  Juvenile  or  Title  IVD  Divisions  shall  have  as  a  material 
provision  of  their  contract  for  the  provision  of  legal  representation  or  as  a  condition  of  their  continued 
employment  that  they  will  not  practice  before  the  Judge  of  a  Court  to  which  they  are  regularly  assigned  by  the 
Board  except  as  assigned  by  the  Board. 
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ft-) Attorneys  employed  by  the  Board  on  a  part-time  basis  or  on  a  contract  for  personal  services  in  the 

Marion  Count)'  Municipal  Court  Criminal  Division  shall  have  as  a  material  provision  of  their  contract  for  the 
provision  of  legal  representation  or  as  a  condition  of  their  continued  employment  that  they  will  not  practice 
before  the  Judge  of  a  Court  or  Courts  to  which  they  are  regularly  assigned  by  the  Board  except  as  assigned  by 
Board. 

Sec.  286-9.  Authority  of  Judges.  Nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  deemed  to  abridge  the  authority  of  any 
judge  of  a  state  court  of  this  county  from  appointing  counsel  for  any  person  entitled  thereto  under  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Indiana.  If  the  Public  Defender  Agency  fails 
or  refuses  to  provide  such  counsel,  the  Judge  making  the  appointment  shall  request  the  Council  to  appropriate 
funds  for  payment  of  such  counseh 

SECTION  2.  Construction.  Any  term  defined  in  this  Chapter  by  reference  to  a  state  statute  shall  have  the 
same  meaning  whenever  used  in  this  Chapter  unless  clearly  inapplicable  by  the  context  in  which  it  is  used.  Any 
reference  to  a  state  statute  shall  mean  the  statute  as  amended  from  time  to  time,  or  any  similar  statutory 
provision  that  may  supercede  it  relating  to  the  same  or  similar  subject  matter. 

SECTION  3.  Severability.  Should  any  section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause  or  any  other  portion  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining  provisions 
shall  not  be  effected,  if  and  only  if,  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the  invalid  provision  or  provisions, 
be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.

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SECTION  2.  (a)  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or 
part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings 
begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings  are  continued,  and 
penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  had  not 
been  adopted. 

(b)  An  offense  committed  before  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  under  any  ordinance  expressly 

or  impliedly  repealed  or  amended  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  prosecuted  and  remains  punishable  under  the 
repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  has  not  been  adopted. 

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining  provisions 
can,  without  the  invalid  provision  or  provision,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  council  in  adopting  this 
ordinance.  To  this  end  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable. 

SECTION  4.     This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14.

ANNOUNCEMENTS  AND  ADJOURNMENT 

President  SerVaas  pointed  out  that  there  are  some  items  in  the  State  Legislature  that  might  interest 
the  Council  such  as  a  bill  that  sets  up  an  appointed  body  of  nine  members  whose  job  it  will  be  to 
set  the  tax  rate  before  the  budget.  This  will  affect  the  City  as  the  Welfare  Department  wants  to 
borrow  $19  million  for  1993. 

He  explained  that  there  is  a  digest  in  the  Council  office  which  shows  the  exact  status  of  all  bills 
of  interest  to  the  Council,  to  Indianapolis  or  to  Marion  County.  Councillor  McClamroch  asked 
if  the  lobbyist  that  the  Council  pays  has  been  asked  to  take  a  position  on  behalf  of  the  Council  on 
any  of  the  bills  before  the  legislature.  President  SerVaas  suggested  that  if  there  was  a  subject  that 
Councillor  McClamroch  was  interested  in  that  he  contact  this  person. 

Councillor  Short  asked  how  much  money  the  Council  pays  the  lobbyist.  President  SerVaas  replied 
that  he  would  not  call  this  person  a  lobbyist  because  the  Council  could  not  afford  to  pay  a 
lobbyist's  salary  and  said  that  this  person  is  being  paid  $10,000  for  the  session.  Councillor  Short 
asked  who  made  the  decision  to  hire  this  person  and  President  SerVaas  said  that  he  made  the 
decision  to  hire  this  person.  Her  name  is  Karen  Little  Arland  and  she  is  available  to  any 
Councillor  for  consultation. 

There  being  no  further  business,  and  upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  the  meeting  adjourned 
at  9:12  p.m.

SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  FINAL  ADOPTION 

PROPOSAL  NO.  85,  1993.  Councillor  Schneider  reported  that  the  Municipal  Corporations 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  85,  1993  on  February  25,  1993.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by 
Councillors  Boyd,  Mullin  and  Ruhmkorff,  concerns  a  "Union  Only  Project  Agreement."  He 
asked  Councillor  Beadling  to  give  the  majority  report  since  she  was  on  the  prevailing  side. 
Councillor  Beadling  said  that  this  proposal  supports  a  union  only  agreement  at  the  United 
Airlines  Maintenance  Operations  Center  project.

Councillor  Golc  said  that  he  supports  this  resolution  because  without  the  cooperation  and 
support  of  labor  the  City  probably  would  not  have  won  the  United  Airlines  contract.  Now 
labor  is  asking  for  support  for  their  "union  only  project  agreement"  with  the  Indianapolis 
Airport  Authority  and  other  agencies  awarding  contracts  for  the  United  Airlines  Maintenance 
Operations  Center  project. 

Councillors  Mullin,  Ruhmkorff  and  Boyd  all  expressed  their  support  for  Proposal  No.  85, 
1993. 

Councillor  McClamroch  said  that  unions  have  played  a  vital  roll  in  the  development  of 
downtown  as  well  as  the  rest  of  the  City,  but  he  urged  the  Council  to  vote  against  this 
resolution  because  approximately  seventy-five  percent  of  the  labor  force  in  Marion  County 
is  non-union.  This  resolution  grants  a  special  privilege  to  twenty-five  percent  of  the  labor 
force.  The  Council  should  not  grant  special  privileges;  the  Council  should  not  exclude 
anybody,  much  less  seventy-five  percent  of  the  work  force. 

Councillors  Schneider  and  Dowden  both  voiced  their  agreement  with  Councillor  McClamroch 
and  said  they  would  vote  against  this  proposal. 
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Councillor  West  stated  that  the  Airport  Authority  is  a  separate  government  agency,  and  one 
county  body  usually  does  not  tell  another  county  body  how  to  write  its  contracts.  The 
Supreme  Court  decision  on  March  8,  1993  simply  gave  that  Boston  agency  the  right  to 
establish  a  union  only  agreement;  it  did  not  mandate  that  it  had  to  have  such  an  agreement. 
He  said  that  he  cannot  support  this  proposal.

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  (the  "Commission")  has  rendered  a 
report  of  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  concerning  the  proposed  issuance  of  City  of 
Indianapolis.  Indiana  Economic  Development  Water  Facilities  Refunding  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1993 
(Indianapolis  Water  Company  Project)  (the  "Bonds")  to  refund  and  refinance  outstanding  $11.6  million  principal 
amount  of  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  6'A%  Economic  Development  Water  Facilities  Revenue  Bonds,  1974 
Series  (Indianapolis  Water  Company  Project)  (the  "1974  Bonds")  which  1974  Bond  proceeds  were  used  to 
finance  a  portion  of  the  Indianapolis  water  distribution  facilities  of  the  Indianapolis  Water  Company  (the 
"Company")  now  known  as  the  Company's  Thomas  W.  Moses  Treatment  Plant;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission,  after  a  public  hearing  conducted  pursuant  to  Indiana  Code  36-7-12-24  and 
Section  147(f)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended,  on  March  10,  1993,  adopted  a  Resolution 
on  that  date,  which  Resolution  has  been  previously  transmitted  hereto,  finding  that  the  financing  complies  with 
the  purposes  and  provisions  of  Indiana  Code  5-1-5,  Indiana  Code  36-7-12  and  Indiana  Code  36-7-11.9 
(collectively,  the  "Act")  and  that  such  financing  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  general  welfare  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer")  and  its  citizens;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  has  approved  the  final  forms  of  the  Indenture  of  Trust,  Loan  Agreement, 
Guaranty  Agreement,  Bond  Purchase  Agreement,  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and  the  form  of  the  Bonds 
(hereinafter  referred  to  collectively  as  the  "Financing  Documents")  by  Resolution  adopted  prior  in  time  to  this 
date,  which  Resolution  has  been  transmitted  hereto;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  is  hereby  found  that  the  financing  referred  to  in  the  Financing  Documents  consisting  of  the 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  to  refund  and  refinance  the  1974  Bonds,  as  previously  approved  by  the  Commission  and 
now  presented  to  this  City-County  Council,  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and 
its  citizens  and  does  comply  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act. 
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SECTION  2.  The  forms  of  the  Financing  Documents  approved  by  the  Commission  are  hereby  approved  and 
all  such  documents  shall  be  inserted  in  the  minutes  of  the  City-County  Council  and  kept  on  file  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Council  or  City  Controller.  Two  (2)  copies  of  the  Financing  Documents  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Council  for  public  inspection. 

SECTION  3.  Rule  15c2-12  (b)  (1)  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  (the  "SEC  Rule"), 
provides  that,  prior  to  the  time  a  participating  underwriter  bids  for,  purchases,  offers  or  sells  municipal 
securities,  the  participating  underwriter  shall  obtain  and  review  an  official  statement  that  an  issuer  of  such 
securities  deems  a  "near  final"  official  statement.  The  Preliminary  Official  Statement  is  hereby  deemed  final 
as  of  its  date,  except  for  the  omission  of  no  more  than  the  following  information:  the  offering  price(s),  interest 
rate(s),  selling  compensation,  aggregate  principal  amount,  principal  amount  per  maturity,  delivery  dates,  ratings 
and  other  terms  of  the  securities  depending  on  such  matters.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Clerk  or  any  other  officer  of 
the  Issuer  familiar  with  the  matters  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  set  forth  in  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  is 
hereby  authorized  to  certify  to  the  Underwriter  (as  defined  in  the  Financing  Documents)  that  the  information 
in  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  is  deemed  to  be  final  within  the  meaning  of  the 
SEC  Rule  prior  to  the  distribution  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement. 

SECTION  4.  The  Issuer  shall  issue  its  Bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $1 1,600,000  for 
the  purpose  of  refinancing  outstanding  $1 1,600,000  principal  amount  of  the  1974  Bonds.  The  Bonds  will  be 
payable  as  to  principle,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  solely  from  the  payments  made  by  the  Company  on  its 
Promissory  Note  in  the  principal  amount  equal  to  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  issued  which 
Promissory  Note  will  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  Company  to  evidence  and  secure  said  loan  and  as 
otherwise  provided  in  the  above  described  Financing  Documents.  The  Bonds  shall  never  constitute  a  general 
obligation  of,  an  indebtedness  of,  or  charge  against  the  general  credit  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  5.  The  City  Clerk  and  City  Controller  are  authorized  and  directed  to  sell  such  Bonds  to  the 
Underwriter  designated  in  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement  at  a  price  not  less  than  1 00%  of  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  thereof,  plus  accrued  interest,  if  any,  and  at  a  stated  per  annum  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  1 0%.  The 
use  of  an  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  same  form  as  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved 
herein  is  approved  for  use  and  distribution  by  the  Underwriter  and  its  agents  in  connection  with  the  marketing 
of  the  Bonds. 

SECTION  6.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  those  Financing  Documents 
approved  herein  which  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  and  any  other  document  which  may 
be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed,  on  behalf  of 
the  city  of  Indianapolis.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds  may  be  facsimile  signatures. 
The  City  Clerk  and  City  Controller  are  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds  to  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers  thereof,  payment  for  which  will  be  made  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  Financing  Documents.  The 
Mayor  and  City  Clerk  may  by  their  execution  of  the  Financing  Documents  requiring  their  signatures  and 
imprinting  of  their  facsimile  signatures  on  the  Bonds  or  their  manual  signatures  thereof  approve  changes  therein 
and  also  in  those  Financing  Documents  which  do  not  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and/or  City  Clerk 
without  further  approval  of  this  City-County  Council  or  the  Commission  if  such  changes  do  not  affect  terms  set 
forth  in  this  Ordinance  and  the  Financing  Documents  pursuant  to  Indiana  Code  36-7-12-27  (a)  (1)  through  (a) 
(10). 

SECTION  7.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  Financing  Documents  shall  constitute  a  contract  binding 
between  the  Issuer  and  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  after  the  issuance  of  said  Bonds  this  ordinance 
shall  not  be  repealed  or  amended  in  any  respect  which  would  adversely  affect  the  right  of  such  holder  or  holders 
so  long  as  said  Bonds  or  the  interest  thereon  remains  unpaid. 

SECTION  8.   This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14.

WHEREAS,  the  acquisition  of  the  Project  will  not  have  an  adverse  competitive  effect  on  similar  facilities 
already  constructed  or  operating  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer;  NOW,  THEREFORE:

SECTION  1.  It  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the  retention 
of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  (ninety  (90)  jobs)  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer,  is  desirable, 
serves  a  public  purpose,  and  is  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer;  and  that  it  is  in  the  public 
interest  that  this  Issuer  take  such  action  as  it  lawfully  may  to  encourage  the  diversification  of  industry,  the 
creation  of  business  opportunities,  and  the  creation  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer.

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of  the  revenue  bonds  to  the  Applicant  for  the  acquisition  of  the  Project  will  serve  the  public  purposes  referred 
to  above  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

SECTION  3.  In  order  to  induce  the  Applicant  to  proceed  with  the  acquisition  of  the  Project,  this  Council 
hereby  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  (i)  it  will  take  or  cause  to  be  taken  such  actions  pursuant  to

A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  amending  the  Section  of  the  Code  dealing  with  the  establishment  of  rates  and 
charges  for  the  use  of  the  sewer  system. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION    1.     Section  27  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  a  new  Section  27-102.5  inserting  the  language  underscored  as  follows: 

Sec.  27-102.5.  Supplemental  repair  charge  for  area  previously  served  by  the  private  utility,  Southside 

Utilities,  Inc. 

(a)  Supplemental  repair  charge  imposed.  There  is  hereby  imposed  monthly  a  supplemental  repair  charge, 
which  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  sewer  user  charge  imposed  by  this  article,  payable  to  the  department  of 
public  works  upon  each  person  owning  or  occupying  real  estate  in  the  area  described  in  subsection  (b).  provided 
such  real  estate  is  connected  with  and  uses  the  wastewater  works  whether  or  not  real  estate  taxes  are  imposed 
pursuant  to  IC  36-9-25  upon  such  real  estate. 

(b)  Area.  The  supplemental  repair  charge  established  by  this  section  shall  apply  only  to  the  area 
previously  served  by  the  private  utility,  Southside  Utilities,  Inc.,  under  Certificates  of  Territorial  Authority 
granted  by  The  Indiana  Utility  Regulatory  Commission,  as  described  below:

A       =      $294,000 

B        =      Actual  construction  cost  of  key  repairs  performed  by  the  department  after  acquisition  of  the 
sanitary  sewer  system,  or,  $674,000,  whichever  is  less 

C        =      Number  of  properties  in  the  Area  which  are  connected  with  and  using  the  wastewater  works 
D       =      102  months  (8  1/2  years) 

(d)  Effective  date  and  duration:  The  supplemental  repair  charge  established  by  this  section  shall  be 
effective  as  of  the  effective  date  of  the  acquisition  of  the  assets  of  the  private  utility,  Southside  Utilities,  Inc., 
by  the  department  and  shall  continue  thereafter  for  102  months  (8  1/2  years).  On  the  effective  date,  the 
supplemental  repair  charge  shall  be  $9.99  and  shall  thereafter  be  subject  to  automatic  downward  adjustment 
under  subsection  (e). 

(e)  Automatic  downward  adjustment.  The  department  shall  automatically  adjust  downward  the 
supplemental  repair  charge  established  by  this  section  in  the  event  that  the  value  of  factor  "B"  in  the  formula 
set  forth  in  subsection  (c)  is  less  than  $674,000. 

SECTION  2.  (a)  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or 
part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings 
begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings  are  continued,  and 
penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  had  not 
been  adopted. 

(b)  An  offense  committed  before  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  under  any  ordinance  expressly  or 
impliedly  repealed  or  amended  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  prosecuted  and  remains  punishable  under  the  repealed 
or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  had  not  been  adopted. 

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be 
invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining  provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions 
can,  without  the  invalid  provision  or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  council  adopting  this 
ordinance.  To  this  end  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable. 

SECTION  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  passage  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14.

WHEREAS,  according  to  Indianapolis  Code  36-3-1-6  and  Board  of  Public  Works  Resolutions  2261-1977 
and  2267-1978,  certain  property  currently  served  by  the  private  utility  known  as  Southside  Utilities,  Inc. 
("Southside")  is  not  within  the  Sanitary  District  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis; 

WHEREAS,  Southside  no  longer  possesses  a  Certificate  of  Territorial  Authority  to  operate  a  utility  has  filed 
a  Chapter  1 1  bankruptcy  reorganization  petition  with  the  United  States  Bankruptcy  Court,  Southern  District  of 
Indiana,  Indianapolis  Division,  Cause  No.  90-10197  FJO  11  and  is  engaged  in  litigation  with  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Department  of  Public  Works  ("Department")  in  the  United  States  Bankruptcy  Court,  Cause  No. 
Adversary  91-760; 

WHEREAS,  the  Department  has  worked  extensively  with  Southside,  the  Hill  Valley  Homeowner's 
Association  and  the  association's  legal  counsel  to  negotiate  a  resolution  to  the  various  issues  regarding 
Southside  and  the  sewer  service  to  be  provided  to  the  properties  in  the  area  currently  served  by  Southside; 

WHEREAS,  members  of  the  Hill  Valley  Homeowner's  Association  Board  of  Directors  and  volunteers  are 
in  the  process  of  obtaining  signatures  on  petitions  requesting  incorporation  of  the  area  currently  served  by 
Southside  Utilities,  Inc.  ("the  Area")  into  the  Indianapolis  Sanitary  District; 

WHEREAS,  signatures  have  been  obtained  from  over  300  residents  in  the  Area,  which  Area  contains 
approximately  950  properties; 

WHEREAS,  the  Department  is  willing  to  accept  the  Area  permanently  into  the  Indianapolis  Sanitary 
District,  provided  that  the  following  events  occur:  1 )  that  the  matters  pending  in  the  United  States  Bankruptcy 
Court,  including  the  bankruptcy  reorganization  and  litigation  against  the  Department  are  resolved;  2)  that  the 
Department  acquires  ownership  of  the  assets  of  Southside  Utilities,  Inc;  3)  that  a  Supplemental  Repair  Rate  of 
less  than  $10.00  per  month  per  property  for  approximately  102  months  is  set  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and 
the  City-County  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis; 

WHEREAS,  Indiana  Code  36-3-2-3  and  36-9-25-15  provide  for  annexation  or  incorporation  of  additional 
territory  into  the  Sanitary  District  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  whenever  any  territory,  by  its  contour  and 
watershed,  or  because  of  extension  of  sewers  by  the  municipality,  is  capable  of  draining  sewage  into  or 
connecting  with  the  Sanitary  System. 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  preliminarily  annexed  the  Area  into  the  Indianapolis  Sanitary 
District  by  Resolution  3052-1992  dated  December  7,  1992  and  by  motion  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
amending  Resolution  3052-1992,  scheduled  a  public  hearing  for  1:30  p.m.  on  January  4,  1993; 

WHEREAS,  notice  of  such  hearing  was  published  on  Tuesday,  December  22, 1992  and  Sunday,  December 
27,  1992; 

WHEREAS,  by  the  date  and  time  of  the  hearing,  no  affected  persons  have  filed  with  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  remonstrances  to  having  their  property  annexed; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  after  hearing  all  affected  persons, 
that  the  property  approximately  encompassing  the  Hill  Valley  Estates  East  and  West  subdivisions  in  the  vicinity 
of  South  Meridian  Street  and  Stop  1 1  Road  which  is  described  rnore  fully  in  the  legal  description  attached  and 
incorporated  as  Exhibit  A,  which  Area  is  currently  being  served  by  the  private  utility,  Southside  Utilities,  Inc., 
but  which  is  by  reason  of  its  contour  and  watershed  and  the  extension  of  Sanitary  Sewers  capable  of  draining 
sewage  into  and  connecting  with  the  Sanitary  System  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  be  and  hereby  is  annexed  to, 
incorporated  in  and  made  a  part  of  the  Sanitary  District  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  A  map  depicting  the  Area 
described  in  Exhibit  A  is  attached  and  incorporated  as  Exhibit  B. 
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BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  THAT,  unless  stayed  by  an  appeal  properly  brought  pursuant  to  IC  36-9-25- 
15(b),  such  annexation  shall  be  effective  immediately  so  as  to  enable  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  begin  the 
process  of  establishing  a  special  sewer  service  rate  pursuant  to  IC  36-9-25-1 1  and  36-9-23-25,  to  be  known  as 
the  "Supplemental  Repair  Rate"  to  apply  to  the  Area  annexed  by  this  Resolution  only.  The  annexation  shall  not 
be  permanent  until  the  following  conditions  are  met:  1)  Court  approved  resolution  of  the  matters  pending  in  the 
United  States  Bankruptcy  Court,  including  the  Southside  Utilities,  Inc.  Chapter  1 1  bankruptcy  reorganization 
and  the  litigation  against  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Department  of  Public  Works,  2)  acquisition  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  assets  of  Southside  Utilities,  Inc.,  and  3)  establishment  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  and  the  City-County  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  of  the  Supplemental  Repair  Rate  of  less 
than  $10.00  per  month  for  approximately  102  months  per  property  connected  to  and  served  by  the  sanitary 
sewer.

f4-) — An  employee  must  work  one  ( 1 )  month  before  any  time  can  be  credited  to  his/her  account, 

($4)  Sick  leave  can  only  accrue  if  the  employee  works,  is  on  paid  leave  of  absence,  or  is  receiving 
workmefrser's  compensation  (or  any  combination  of  the  three)  for  more  than  half  of  the  month.

( 1 )  Full-time  employees  shall  accrue  sick  leave  at  the  rate  of  five  and  sixty-three-hundredths  (5.63)  hours 
per  month,  sixty-seven  and  five-tenths  (67.5)  hours  per  year.  Part-time  employees,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  appropriate  official,  may  accrue  sick  leave  on  a  pro  rata  basis  (based  on  the  percentage  of  the 
normal  week  the  employee  works).  Temporary /seasonal  or  part-time/temporary  employees  shall  not 
accrue  sick  leave. 

(2)  Those  employees  who  are  starting  to  work  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  month  shall  have  their 
accounts  credited  with  five  and  sixty-three-hundredths  (5.63)  hours  of  sick  time  on  the  first  day  of 
the  month  following  the  month  in  which  they  were  hired. 

(3)  Those  employees  who  are  starting  to  work  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  month  shall  have  their 
accounts  credited  with  five  and  sixty-three-hundredths  (5.63)  hours  of  sick  time  on  the  first  day  of 
the  second  month  after  they  were  hired. 

(44 — An  employee  must  work  one  (1)  month  before  any  time  can  be  credited  to  his/her  account. 

(£4)  Sick  leave  can  only  accrue  if  the  employee  works,  is  on  a  paid  leave  of  absence  or  is  receiving 
workmen'ser's  compensation  for  more  than  half  of  the  month. 

(c)  Unearned  leave.  Sick  leave  cannot  be  used  prior  to  accrual. 

(d)  Justification.  The  burden  of  proof  rests  with  the  employee  to  convince  his  supervisor  that  sick  leave 
is  justifiable.  The  supervisor  may  require  a  medical  certificate  or  other  evidence  of  illness.  Sick  leave  is  only 
to  be  used  for  a  personal  doctor's  appointment  or  personal  illness.  In  addition,  the  appropriate  official  has  the 
right  to  request  that  an  employee  be  examined  by  a  physician  and/or  medical  facility  of  his  or  her  choice,  prior 
to  allowing  an  employee  to  return  to  work,  either  for  a  job-related  injury  or  sick  leave.  The  appropriate  official 
will  pay  the  cost  of  this  examination. 

(e)  Malingering.  In  case  of  malingering,  the  supervisor  may  designate  such  leave  as  vacation  leave  or 
leave  without  pay  or  as  grounds  for  dismissal. 

(f)  Conversion.  Any  employee  accruing  eighteen  (18)  days  of  sick  leave  subsequent  to  July  1 , 1 973,  shall 
be  eligible  to  accrue  excess  accumulated  sick  leave.  The  employee  may  convert  such  excess  accumulated  sick 
leave  to  vacation  leave  at  a  rate  of  one  (1)  vacation  day  for  two  (2)  days  of  excess  accumulated  sick  leave.  If 
such  employee  wishes  to  make  such  an  election,  he/she  must  file  a  written  request  with  the  appropriate  official 
by  December  1st  or  June  1st  of  each  year.  Such  leave,  which  is  converted  to  vacation  leave,  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  sick  leave  accumulation  of  such  employee  and  credited  to  the  employee's  vacation  account  on  January

(g)  Separation  from  employment: 

(1)  Upon  separation  from  employment  by  reason  of  death,  permanent  disability  as  defined  by  the  Social 
Security  Act,  or  retirement  under  circumstances  such  that  the  employee  would  be  eligible  for 
retirement  benefits  under  Social  Security  or  any  other  plan  in  effect  by  the  employer,  any  employee 
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with  more  than  one  (1)  year  of  employment  from  the  last  date  of  hire  will  be  entitled  to  compensation 
for  accrued  accumulated  sick  leave  at  one-half  his  or  her  regular  daily  rate  or  compensation. 

(2)  An  employee  who  is  laid  off  due  to  reduction  in  force  will  be  entitled  to  compensation  for  accrued, 
accumulated  sick  leave  at  one-half  his/her  regular  daily  rate  of  compensation  up  to  a  maximum  of 
eighteen  (18)  days  of  compensation  if  the  employee  has  more  than  one  (1)  year  of  employment  from 
the  last  date  of  hire  and  relinquishes  any  and  all  recall  rights  whether  established  by  contract  or  by 
policy.within  ten  (10  days  of  being  laid  off. 

(h)     Charging  sick  leave.  Sick  leave  may  only  be  taken  for  a  minimum  of  one  hour. 

(i)  Disability  leave.  Once  temporary  disability  leave  commences,  all  vacation  leave,  sick  leave  or  other 
paid  time  shall  be  exhausted. 

SECTION  2.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  or  any  other  ordinance  or  part 
of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings  begun 
prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings  are  continued,  and 
penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  had  not 
been  adopted. 

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining  provisions 
shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the  invalid  provision  or  provisions, 
be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.

CHAPTER  191.  AUDITING 

ARTICLE  III.  CIP  OVERSIGHT  REVIEW 

Sec.  191-301.    Pursuant  to  IC  36-3-4-24(b)(l),  the  City-County  Council  hereby  establishes  the  following 
procedures  for  oversight  reviews  of  1993-1995  Capital  Improvement  Program  projects. 
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Sec.  191-302.  Definitions: 

(1)  CIP  Project  means  any  of  the  projects  financed  as  part  of  the  1993-1995  Capital  Improvement 
Program. 

(2)  Bond  Bank  means  the  Indianapolis  Loan  Public  Improvement  Bond  Bank  established  pursuant  to  IC 
5-1.4-2.1. 

(3)  Deliverable  means  a  good  or  service  for  which  the  City  has  contracted  to  receive  and  which  is  directly 
related  to  a  CIP  Project. 

Sec.  191-303.  The  Bond  Bank  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting,  or  having  conducted,  oversight  reviews  of 
CIP  projects.  Expenses  incurred  for  such  reviews  will  be  recognized  expenses  to  be  paid  from  the  funding 
source  for  each  CIP  project. 

Sec.  191-304.  The  scope  of  work  for  the  Indianapolis  Bond  Bank  shall  include,  as  a  minimum: 

(1)  Verify  that  procurement  procedures  within  and  between  departments  clearly  cite  all  deliverables  in 
observable  and  measurable  terms. 

(2)  Verify  that  procedures  to  manage  and  approve  change  orders  include  impact  on  deliverables  as  to  kind, 
cost  and  timing. 

(3)  Verify  that  procedures  cause  prompt  record  entries  for  deliverables  recognizing  commonly  accepted 
accounting  and  engineering  practices. 

(4)  Monitor  and  report  on  compliance  to  these  procedures  and  other  business  practices  as  required  by  law 
or  administrative  order. 

Sec.  191-305.  Preliminary  findings  suggesting  non-compliance  shall  immediately  and  simultaneously  be 
reported  to  the  Mayor  and  President  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  191-306.  In  the  event  of  a  non-compliance  report,  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Public  Policy  may  request 
the  director  of  the  department  managing  the  project  for  which  a  non-compliance  finding  has  been  issued,  to 
appear  before  the  committee  to  address  the  non-compliance  finding.  The  director  shall  identify  the  actions  to 
be  taken  to  rectify  any  non-compliance  finding.  The  committee  shall  give  the  director  at  least  thirty  (30)  days 
to  address  any  non-compliance  issue  and  to  report  back  to  the  committee  on  the  actions  taken  to  resolve  the 
matter.

The  proposal  appropriates  $30,000  for  the  Marion  County 
Public  Defender  Agency  to  technically  amend  its  1993  budget.  Councillor  Dowden  asked  for 
consent  to  postpone  Proposal  No.  653,  1992  until  May  10,  1993.  Consent  was  given. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  148,  1993.  Councillor  Ruhmkorff  reported  that  the  Community  Affairs 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  148,  1993  on  March  24,  1993.  The  proposal  determines  not 
to  allow  the  Marion  County  Department  of  Public  Welfare  to  borrow,  on  a  short-term  basis, 
$19,350,000  to  fund  welfare  services  for  the  remainder  of  1993,  and  authorizes  the  County 
Auditor,  upon  receipt  of  an  order  from  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners,  to  borrow 
$19,350,000  from  a  financial  institution  on  behalf  of  the  Marion  County  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  to  pay  for  the  department's  welfare  obligations  pursuant  to  IC  12-19-5  and 
appropriates  the  proceeds  of  the  borrowing.  By  an  8-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the 
proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Franklin  voiced  his  support  of  Proposal  No.  148,  1993.  He  said  that  the  welfare 
system  has  to  be  reviewed.  The  average  monthly  cost  of  housing  wards  of  the  county  has 
increased  from  $2,700  in  1989  to  $3,800  last  year.  He  asked  John  von  Arx,  County  Auditor, 
to  share  some  of  the  financial  ideas  he  has  concerning  welfare. 
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Mr.  von  Arx  stated  that  the  County  has  hired  Michael  Mielke  who  is  a  nationally  known 
consultant  in  this  field  to  help  the  County  maximize  its  receipt  of  federal  reimbursement 
money  for  housing  troubled  youths  and  to  work  on  obtaining  grants  to  increase  the 
availability  of  alternative  treatment  programs  such  as  foster  care. 

Councillor  Smith  applauded  the  County  Auditor's  efforts. 

Councillor  Moriarty  asked  Mr.  von  Arx  how  much  will  property  taxes  increase  per  $100  of 
assessed  valuation  if  the  County  has  to  fund  this  welfare  deficit.  Mr.  von  Arx  replied  that  it 
will  mean  an  increase  of  thirty  cents  per  $100  of  assessed  valuation  in  1994. 

Councillor  Williams  suggested  that  the  Service,  Efficiency  and  Lower  Taxes  for  Indianapolis 
Commission  (SELTIC)  look  into  the  welfare  problems.  Councillor  West  said  that  Mr.  Mielke 
has  an  office  in  the  Mayor's  Office  and  would  welcome  a  discussion  with  any  councillors 
who  are  interested  in  this  matter. 

The  President  called  for  public  testimony  at  8:58  p.m.  There  being  no  one  present  to  testify, 
Councillor  Ruhmkorff  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Franklin,  for  adoption.  Proposal

WHEREAS,  the  Welfare  Director  of  Marion  County  (the  "Director")  has  determined  that  the  welfare  fund 
of  Marion  County,  Indiana  (the  "County"),  will  be  exhausted  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  December 
31,  1993;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Director  has  appealed  to  the  State  Division  of  Family  and  Children  (the  "Division")  for  the 
right  to  borrow  Nineteen  Million  Three  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($19,350,000)  on  a  short  term  basis 
to  fund  welfare  services  in  the  County;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  said  appeal,  the  Director  has  shown:  (i)  that  the  amount  of  money  contained  in  the  welfare 
fund  of  the  County  will  not  be  sufficient  to  fund  services  required  to  be  provided  within  the  County  by  IC  12-19; 
and  (ii)  that  the  Director  estimates  that  Nineteen  Million  Three  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($19,350,000) 
will  be  needed  to  fund  that  deficit;  and 

WHEREAS,  upon  receipt  of  said  appeal,  the  Division:  (i)  held  a  public  hearing  on  the  topic  of  whether  the 
County  should  be  allowed  to  borrow  money,  (ii)  determined  that  the  welfare  fund  of  the  County  will  be 
exhausted  before  it  can  fund  all  County  obligations  incurred  under  IC  12-19.  (iii)  adopted  a  resolution  at  that 
meeting  supporting  the  proposal  to  borrow  Nineteen  Million  Three  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($19,350,000),  and  (iv)  transmitted  said  resolution  to  the  Director;  and 
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WHEREAS,  upon  receipt  of  said  resolution,  the  Director  submitted  the  appeal  and  the  Division's  resolution 
to  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  County  (the  "Board  of  Commissioners")  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Mayor");  and 

WHEREAS,  upon  receipt  of  said  request,  the  Board  of  Commissioners  and  the  Mayor  determined  that 
sufficient  funds  are  not  available  in  any  other  County  fund  and  therefore  determined  not  to  loan  the  requested 
amount  to  the  County  Department  of  Public  Welfare  (the  "Department");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Commissioners  and  the  Mayor  submitted  the  request  to  the  Auditor  of  the  County 
(the  "Auditor"),  who  requested  a  special  meeting  of  the  City-County  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  of 
Marion  County,  Indiana  (the  "City-County  Council"),  at  which  meeting  the  City-County  Council  is  to  determine 
whether  or  not  to  allow  the  Department  to  borrow  money;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City-County  Council  has  found  and  determined  that  the  appeal  and  request  of  the  Director 
should  not  be  granted  and  that  the  Department  should  not  be  allowed  to  borrow  money  under  IC  12-19-5-5;  and

financial  institution  on  behalf  of  the  Department;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City-County  Council  hereby  finds  and  determines  that,  upon  receipt  of  such  an  order  (an 
"Order"),  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  County  to  borrow  Nineteen  Million  Three  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($19,350,000)  from  a  financial  institution  on  behalf  of  the  Department  and  to  issue  notes  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Nineteen  Million  Three  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($19,350,000)  (the  "Notes"),  in 
order  to  pay  for  the  Department's  County  welfare  obligations  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1993, 
including  payment  of  costs  of  issuance  of  the  Notes;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City-County  Council  hereby  finds  and  determines  that,  upon  receipt  of  an  Order,  the 
County  will  not  have  sufficient  moneys  available  or  provided  for  in  the  existing  budgets  and  tax  levies  which 
may  be  applied  to  pay  for  the  Department's  County  welfare  obligations  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  December 
31,  1993,  including  payment  of  costs  of  issuance  of  the  Notes,  making  it  a  necessity  for  the  making  of  the 
additional  appropriation  hereinafter  set  out;  now  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  The  City-County  Council  hereby  finds  and  determines  that  the  appeal  and  request  of  the  Director 
is  not  granted  and  that  the  Department  should  not  be  allowed  to  borrow  money  under  Indiana  Code  12-19-5-5 
to  fund  welfare  services  in  the  County. 

SECTION  2.  Upon  receipt  of  an  Order,  the  Auditor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  borrow  Nineteen 
Million  Three  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($19,350,000)  from  a  financial  institution  on  behalf  of  the 
Department  to  pay  for  the  Department's  County  welfare  obligations  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  3 1 , 
1993,  including  payment  of  costs  of  issuance  of  any  notes  evidencing  such  borrowing.  In  order  to  procure  this 
loan,  this  City-County  Council  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  have  prepared  and  to  issue  and  sell 
negotiable  general  obligation  notes  of  the  County,  to  be  designated  as  "Marion  County,  Indiana,  Public  Welfare 
General  Obligation  Notes  of  1993,"  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Nineteen  Million  Three  Hundred  Fifty 
Thousand  Dollars  ($19,350,000)  (the  "Notes").  The  Notes  shall  be  issued  in  fully  registered  from  in  the 
denomination  of  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000)  or  any  integral  multiple  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars 
($5,000)  in  excess  of  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000),  not  exceeding  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
of  the  Notes  maturing  on  any  semi-annual  maturity  date,  shall  be  numbered  consecutively  from  93R-1  upwards, 
and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  or  rates  not  exceeding  eight  percent  (8%)  per  annum  (the  exact  rate  or  rates  to 
be  determined  by  negotiation  with  a  financial  institution  (the  "Bank")  as  determined  by  the  Auditor),  which 
interest  shall  be  payable  semi-annually  on  the  thirtieth  (30th)  day  of  June  and  the  thirtieth  (30th)  day  of 
December  of  each  year,  commencing  June  30,  1994.  Interest  shall  be  calculated  on  the  basis  of  the  actual 
number  of  days  elapsed  during  a  three  hundred  sixty-five  (365)  day  year.  The  Notes  shall  mature  in  two  (2) 
semi-annual  series,  each  series  being  payable  on  the  dates  and  in  the  amounts  as  follows:

The  principal  of  the  Notes  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  as 
paying  agent  (the  "Paying  Agent"),  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.  Interest  on  the  Notes  shall  be  paid  by 
check  or  draft  mailed  or  delivered  to  the  registered  owner  thereof  at  the  address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration 
books  kept  by  the  Treasurer  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  as  registrar  (the  "Registrar"),  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  as  of  the  fifteenth  (15th)  day  of  the  month  of  the  interest  payment  date  or  at  such  other  address  as  is 
provided  to  the  Paying  Agent  in  writing  by  such  registered  owner.  All  payments  on  the  Notes  shall  be  made 
in  any  coin  or  currency  of  the  United  States  of  America,  which  on  the  dates  of  such  payments  shall  be  legal 
tender  for  the  payment  of  public  and  private  debts. 

Each  Note  shall  be  transferable  or  exchangeable  only  upon  the  books  of  the  County  kept  for  that  purpose 
at  the  office  of  the  Registrar  by  the  registered  owner  thereof  in  person,  or  by  his  attorney  duly  authorized  in 
writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Note  together  with  a  written  instrument  of  transfer  or  exchange  satisfactory  to 
the  Registrar  duly  executed  by  the  registered  owner  or  his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writing,  and  thereupon 
a  new  fully  registered  Note  or  Notes  in  the  same  aggregate  principal  amount  and  of  the  same  maturity  shall  be 
executed  and  delivered  in  the  name  of  the  transferee  or  transferees  or  the  registered  owner,  as  the  case  may  be, 
in  exchange  therefor.

In  the  event  any  Note  is  mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed,  the  County  may  execute  and  the  Registrar  may 
authenticate  a  new  Note  of  like  date,  maturity  and  denomination  as  that  mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed, 
which  new  Note  shall  be  marked  in  a  manner  to  distinguish  it  from  the  Note  for  which  it  was  issued,  provided 
that,  in  the  case  of  any  mutilated  Note,  such  mutilated  Note  shall  first  be  surrendered  to  the  County  and  the 
Registrar,  and,  in  the  case  of  any  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed  Note,  there  shall  be  first  furnished  to  the  County  and 
the  Registrar  evidence  of  such  loss,  theft  or  destruction  satisfactory  to  the  County  and  the  Registrar,  together 
with  indemnity  satisfactory  to  them.  In  the  event  any  such  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed  Note  shall  have  matured, 
instead  of  issuing  a  duplicate  Note,  the  County  and  the  Registrar  may,  upon  receiving  indemnity  satisfactory 
to  them,  pay  the  same  without  surrender  thereof.  In  such  event,  the  County  and  the  Registrar  may  charge  the 
holder  of  such  Note  with  their  reasonable  fees  and  expenses  in  connection  with  the  above.  Every  substitute  Note 
issued  by  reason  of  any  Note  being  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed  shall,  with  respect  to  such  Note,  constitute  a 
substitute  contractual  obligation  of  the  County,  whether  or  not  the  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed  Note  shall  be  found 
at  any  time,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  this  Ordinance,  equally  and  proportionately  with  any  and 
all  other  Notes  duly  issued  hereunder. 

The  Notes  shall  bear  an  original  date  which  shall  be  the  day  on  which  the  Notes  are  initially  delivered  to 
the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof,  and  each  Note  shall  also  bear  the  date  of  its  authentication.  Notes 
authenticated  on  or  before  June  15,  1994,  shall  be  paid  interest  from  the  original  date.  Notes  authenticated 
thereafter  shall  be  paid  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next  preceding  the  date  of  authentication  of  such 
Notes  unless  the  Notes  are  authenticated  between  the  fifteenth  (15th)  day  of  the  month  of  an  interest  payment 
date  and  the  interest  payment  date,  in  which  case  interest  thereon  shall  be  paid  from  such  interest  payment  date. 

The  Notes  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  County  by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signatures  of  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  and  attested  by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the  Auditor,  who  shall  cause  the  official 
seal  of  the  County  to  be  impressed  or  a  facsimile  thereof  to  be  printed  or  otherwise  reproduced  on  each  of  the 
Notes.  Subject  to  the  provisions  for  registration,  the  Notes  shall  be  negotiable  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of

The  Notes  shall  be  authenticated  with  the  manual  signature  of  an  authorized  representative  of  the  Registrar, 
and  no  Note  shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  until  the  certificate  of  authentication  on  such  Note  shall 
have  been  so  executed. 

The  Registrar  and  Paying  Agent  may  at  any  time  resign  as  Registrar  and  Paying  Agent  by  giving  thirty  (30) 
days'  written  notice  to  the  County  and  by  first-class  mail  to  each  registered  owner  of  Notes  then  outstanding.

(a)  No  person  or  entity  or  any  combination  thereof,  other  than  the  County  or  any  other  governmental  unit 
("Governmental  Unit")  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141(b)(6)  and  Section  150  (a)(2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  of  1986,  as  amended  and  as  in  effect  on  the  date  of  delivery  of  the  Notes  (the  "Code"),  will  use  any 
proceeds  of  the  Notes  or  property  financed  by  such  proceeds  other  than  as  a  member  of  the  general  public;  and 
no  person  or  entity  or  any  combination  thereof  other  than  the  County  or  any  other  Governmental  Unit  will  own 
any  property  financed  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Notes  or  will  have  actual  or  beneficial  use  of  such  property 
pursuant  to  a  lease,  a  management  or  incentive  payment  contract,  an  arrangement  such  as  take-or-pay  or  other 
type  of  output  contract  or  any  other  type  of  arrangement  that'differentiates  that  person's  or  entity's  use  of  such 
property  from  the  use  of  such  property  by  the  public  at  large; 

(b)  No  Note  proceeds  will  be  lent  to  any  entity  or  person;  and  no  Note  proceeds  will  be  transferred  directly 
or  indirectly  transferred  or  deemed  transferred  to  a  person  other  than  a  Governmental  Unit  in  a  fashion  that 
would  in  substance  constitute  a  loan  of  such  Note  proceeds; 
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(c)  The  County  will  not  take  any  action  or  fail  to  take  any  action  with  respect  to  the  Notes  that  would 
result  in  the  loss  of  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax  purposes  of  interest  on  the  Notes 
pursuant  to  Section  103(a)  of  the  Code,  and  the  City-County  Council  will  not  act  or  permit  any  actions  by 
officers  or  officials  of  the  County  that  would  in  any  manner  adversely  affect  such  exclusion;  the  County  further

(d)  All  officers,  employees  and  agents  of  the  County  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  provide 
certifications  of  facts  and  estimates  that  are  material  to  the  reasonable  expectations  of  the  County  as  of  the  date 
that  the  Notes  are  issued,  and  to  make  covenants  on  behalf  of  the  County  evidencing  the  County's  commitments 
made  herein  and,  in  particular,  any  and  all  appropriate  officers,  employees  and  agents  of  the  County  are 
authorized  to  certify  and/or  enter  into  covenants  for  the  County  regarding  (i)  the  facts  and  circumstances  and 
reasonable  expectations  of  the  County  on  the  date  that  the  Notes  are  issued  and  (ii)  the  representations  and

C.  All  current  County  employees  who  occupy  positions  normally  requiring  performance  of  services 
of  more  than  one  thousand  (1000)  hours  and  less  than  one  thousand  five  hundred  fifty  (1,550)  during 
a  calendar  year  and  who  are  currently  participating  in  the  P.E.R.F.  shall  have  the  option  of  deciding 
whether  they  wish  to  continue  their  participation  in  the  P.E.R.F.  Employees  who  desire  to 
discontinue  their  participation  in  the  P.E.R.F.  shall  have  until  December  31,1 992  to  notify  the  Marion 
County  Auditor's  Office  that  they  wish  to  discontinue  their  participation.  Any  employee  who  does 
not  notify  the  Auditor's  office  as  to  which  option  he/she  desires  shall  be  continued  in  the  P.E.R.F.

Sec.  23-104.  Sick  leave. 

(a)  Any  active  member  of  the  police  department  hired  on  or  before  December  31,1 984,  or  after  January 
1 ,  1993,  or  any  active  member  who  is  hired  between  these  two  dates  and  who  makes  an  election  pursuant  to  Sec. 
4(d)  who  is  unable  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  employment  by  reason  of  sickness,  accident  or  injury  is  entitled 
to  not  less  than  ninety  (90)  calendar  days  sick  leave  with  full  pay  in  a  calendar  year,  or  for  the  period  of  such 
incapacity,  should  said  period  be  less  than  ninety  (90)  days.  In  the  case  of  an  officer  incurring  a  sickness, 
accident  or  injury  in  the  direct  line  of  duty  the  chief,  with  the  approval  of  the  director  of  public  safety,  may, 
upon  written  application  of  the  officer,  extend  paid  sick  leave.  Before  any  extension  may  be  rendered,  a  medical 
doctor  or  psychologist  retained  by  the  department  must  certify  the  member  as  unfit  for  active  duty.  If  the 
member  is  unable  to  return  to  work  he  shall  apply  for  a  disability  pension  pursuant  to  state  law.  The  merit  board 
shall  establish  guidelines,  policies,  and  procedures  for  the  administration  of  paid  sick  leave  and  extensions 
thereof. 

(b)  Any  active  member  of  the  Indianapolis  Police  Department  hired  between  December  31,  1984  and 
January  1,  1993  and  who  does  not  make  an  election  to  opt  out  pursuant  to  Sec.  4(d),  shall  receive  sick  leaves 
as  follows: 

(1)  On-duty  injury.  Any  such  member  who  is  unable  to  perform  the  duties  of  his/her  employment  by 
reason  of  sickness,  accident  or  injury  incurred  in  the  direct  line  of  duty  as  certified  by  a  medical  doctor 
or  psychologist  retained  by  the  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  such  leave  with  full  pay  for  the  period 
of  such  incapacity;  however,  such  sick  leave  period  shall  not  exceed  ninety  (90)  consecutive  calendar 
days  in  a  calendar  year.  The  chief,  with  the  approval  of  director  of  public  safety,  may,  upon  written 
application  of  the  officer,  extend  paid  sick  leave.  Before  any  extension  may  be  rendered  a  medical 
doctor  or  psychologist  retained  by  the  department  must  certify  the  member  as  unfit  for  active  duty. 
If  the  member  is  unable  to  return  to  work  he  shall  apply  for  a  disability  pension  pursuant  to  state  law. 
The  merit  board  shall  establish  guidelines,  policies  and  procedures  for  the  administration  of  paid  sick 
leave  and  extension  thereof. 

(2)  Nonduty  injury. 

(i)      Definitions. 

a.       "Sick  leave"  shall  mean  time  off  granted  a  police  officer  whose  illness,  accident,  injur.'  or 
disability  prevents  him/her  from  performing  duties  directed  by  the  department.    Sick  leave  is 
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intended  to  provide  relief  from  loss  of  pay  in  cases  of  absence  from  work  due  to  established 
incapacity  to  perform  assigned  duties,  as  defined  and  directed  by  the  department,  but  is  not  to 
be  regarded  as  an  optional  leave  right.  • 

b.  "Reasonable  evidence"  shall  mean  a  certificate  from  a  medical  doctor  licensed  to  practice 
medicine  and  employed  by  the  police  and  fire  medical  clinic  or  another  medical  doctor  approved 
by  the  department  that  the  subject  police  officer  is  incapable  of  performing  assigned  duties  as 
defined  and  directed  by  the  department.  Before  granting  or  continuing  sick  leave  with  pay,  the 
department  may  require  evidence  that  the  employee  is  actually  sick  or  disabled. 

(ii)       Accrual. 

a.  Upon  commencement  of  employment,  police  officers  shall  have  a  bank  of  ninety-six  (96)  hours 
of  sick  leave  for  nonduty  illnesses,  accidents  or  injures.  Upon  completion  of  one  year  of 
employment,  police  officers  shall  accrue  sick  leave  at  the  rate  of  eight  (8)  hours  per  month, 
ninety-six  (96)  hours  per  year. 

b.  Those  police  officers  who  are  starting  to  work  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  month  shall 
have  their  account  credited  with  a  full  month's  accrual  of  sick  time  on  the  first  day  of  the  month 
following  the  month  in  which  they  were  hired. 

c.  Those  police  officers  who  are  starting  to  work  on  or  after  the  sixteenth  day  of  the  month  shall 
have  their  account  credited  with  a  full  month's  accrual  of  sick  time  on  the  first  day  of  the  second 
month  after  they  were  hired. 

d.  Sick  leave  time  will  only  accrue  if  a  police  officer  works  or  is  paid  for  more  than  one-half  the 
month;  provided,  however,  no  police  officer  shall  continue  to  accrue  sick  leave  or  other  fringe 
benefits  while  receiving  pension  disability  payments. 

(iii)  Unearned  leave.  Sick  leave  cannot  be  used  prior  to  accrual  and  cannot  be  earned  while  on  any  leave 
without  pay  status. 

(iv)  Justification.  The  burden  of  proof  rests  with  the  police  officer  to  convince  the  department  that  sick 
leave  is  justifiable.  The  department  may  require  a  medical  certificate  or  other  evidence  of  illness  as 
requested.  Sick  leave  is  only  to  be  used  for  a  personal  doctor's  appointment  and/or  personal  illness. 

(v)  Sick  leave  abuses.  In  the  case  of  sick  leave  abuse,  the  department  may  designate  such  leave  as 
vacation  leave,  leave  without  pay,  or  as  grounds  for  disciplinary  action,  including  dismissal. 

( vi)  Separation  from  employment.  Accrued  sick  leave  will  not  be  paid  upon  termination,  except  as  follows: 
Upon  separation  from  employment  by  reason  of  death,  or  retirement  under  circumstances  such  that 
the  employee  would  be  eligible  for  retirement  benefits  under  state  law,  or  in  the  event  of  a  layoff,  if 
such  layoff  was  anticipated  to  last  longer  than  six  (6)  months,  an  employee  will  be  entitled  to 
compensation  or  accrued  accumulated  sick  leave  at  one-half  his  or  her  regular  daily  rate  of 
compensation. 

(vii)       Charging  sick  leave.   Sick  leave  may  enly-  be  taken  in  eight-one  half  hour  increments. 

(viii)       Carryover.   Accrued  sick  leave  may  be  carried  over  from  year  to  year. 

(ix)       Accrual  of  other  paid  leave.   Vacation  days  shall  accrue  to  police  officers  while  on  paid  sick  leave. 

(c)  Compliance  with  departmental  policy.  All  sick  leaves  related  to  nonduty  sicknesses,  accidents  and 
injuries  must  comply  with  departmental  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  standard  operating  procedures. 

(d)  During  the  period  from  January  1,  1993  through  January  31, 1993,  an  active  member  of  the  Indianapolis 
police  department  who  was  hired  after  December  31, 1984  and  before  January  1,  1 993  shall  have  the  opportunity 
to  opt  out  of  the  sick  leave  provisions  of  Sec.  4(b)  and  into  the  sick  leave  provisions  of  Sec.  4(a).  Such  election 
shall  be  effective  upon  receipt  of  notice  by  the  department.  A  police  officer  who  fails  to  make  the  election 
during  this  period  shall  remain  covered  by  the  provisions  of  Sec.  4(b).

Sec.  2-317.  Additional  Duties  and  Responsibilities.

(e)  To  review  and  approve  all  budgets,  contracts  and  expenditures  for  services,  equipment  purchases,  rents 
or  leases,  consultants,  management  or  technical  personnel,  studies,  programs  and  materials  or  supplies 
for  the  subject  agencies'  common  database  justice  information  system; 

(0  To  conduct  studies  and  evaluations  of  any  and  all  information  needs  and  current  systems  operating  in 
the  subject  agencies; 

(g)     To  contract  for  technical  and  specialized  assistance  in  administering  its  duties; 

(h)  To  require  annual  plans  and  resources  inventories  of  the  subject  agencies  and  submit  such  plans  for 
inclusion  in  the  annual  city/county  master  plan  for  information  services; 

(i)      To  develop,  maintain  and  communicate  information  services  policy  for  the  subject  agencies; 

(j)  To  submit  job  descriptions  and  salary  levels  consistent  with  ISA  and  the  standards  established  by  the 
auditor's  office; 

<-k4 — To  approve  the  employment  or  retention  by  personal  services  contract  a  director  for  justice  systems 
who  shall  have  such  duties  as  directed  herein,  This  director  will  report  administratively  to  the  director 
of  ISA  retained  by  the  ISA  board; 

(Ik)  To  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  for  the  efficient  administrations  of  its  policies  and  procedures  for 
the  subject  agencies; 

(»[)  To  establish  requirements  for  standards  for  privacy  of  personally  identifiable  confidential  information 
and  security  of  systems  and  records  of  subject  agencies; 

(»m)  To  delegate  any  functions  to  the  director,  subject  to  review  by  the  board; 

(en)  To  hire  personnel,  who  serve  at  the  director's  pleasure  according  to  law,  to  carry  out  its  duties; 

(po)  To  undertake  such  other  studies  or  programs  related  to  or  involving  the  subject  agencies  as  may  be 
adopted  by  the  board  or  assigned  to  the  board  by  the  city-county  council; 

(«jd)  To  contract  for  assistance  in  the  collection  of  money  owed  to  the  subject  agencies  and  to  add  the  costs 
of  collection,  if  amount  owed  exceeds  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  and  became  delinquent  after  July, 
1986,  to  the  amount  owed  and  collected; 

(foJ  To  administer  the  Pre-Trial  Services  Division  and  its  subdivisions  including  the  Lock-Up  Services, 
Conditional  Release  Office,  Failure  to  Appear  Office,  and  Office  of  the  Jail  Ombudsman; 

(sr)    To  administer  the  Law  Enforcement  fund  and  to  have  authority  over  expenditures  from  the  fund; 

(ts)  To  coordinate  expenditures  of  the  County  Correction  Fund  in  furtherance  of  streamlining  and 
coordination  of  the  delivery  of  pre-trial  services;  and 

(t)     To  administer  the  Pre-Trial  Release  Fund  and  have  authority  over  expenditures  from  the  fund. 

Sec.  2-455.  Pre-Trial  Release  Fee. 

A  person  arrested  for  a  crime  who  is  released  pre-trial  on  terms  and  conditions  other  than  the  ten  percent 
(10%)  system  of  release  shall  pay  an  administrative  fee  6 f  twenty  dollars  ($20.00)  to  the  Clerk  of  Marion 
County.  The  Clerk  shall  forward  each  month  the  administrative  fees  collected  to  the  Auditor  of  Marion  County. 
in  accordance  with  IC  33-19- 1  -3,  The  Auditor  shall  deposit  said  fees  in  a  special  revenue  fund  to  be  known  as 
the  "Pre-Trial  Release  Fund,"  to  be  appropriated  for  expenditures  for  the  enhancement  of  pre-trial  and  public 
defender  services. 

SECTION  2.    The  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County  is  hereby  amended  by  a  new  Article  II 
in  Chapter  135  to  read  as  follows:

Proposal  No.  151,  1993  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote.  Proposal  No.  151,  1993  was 
retitled  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  NO.  28,  1993  and  reads  as  follows: 

CITY-COUNTY  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  NO.  28,  1993 

A  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  designating  a  section  of  Tenth  Street  as  the  "Vietnam  Veterans  Memorial  Way." 

WHEREAS,  the  Vietnam  War  in  Southeast  Asia  from  1964  through  1975  was  fought  by  the  United  States 
and  several  allied  nations  to  protect  South  Vietnam  from  being  overrun  by  Communist  North  Vietnam;  and 

WHEREAS,  during  that  war  over  eight  million  American  men  and  women  served  honorably  in  America's 
armed  forces,  238  were  awarded  the  Medal  of  Honor  for  exceptional  valor,  and  58,000  lost  their  lives;  and 

WHEREAS,  thousands  of  Indianapolis  citizens  wore  the  army,  navy,  air  force  and  marine  uniforms  during 
that  era,  and  today  25,400  residents  --almost  twice  as  many  as  any  other  Indiana  county-are  Vietnam  era 
veterans;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs,  Veterans  Outreach  Center  in  Indianapolis  has  had  32,760 
visits  by  Vietnam  era  veterans,  and  thousands  have  used  the  Richard  L.  Roudebush  Medical  Center  hospitals- 
indicating  the  intensity  of  that  war  upon  our  citizens;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  fitting  and  proper  that  Indiana's  capital  city  visibly  remembers  the  sacrifices  made  by  these 
sons  and  daughters  who  served  their  nation  during  the  Vietnam  War;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 
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SECTION  1.  The  Indianapolis  City-County  Council,  representing  the  people  of  this  city,  does  hereby  honor 
the  memory  of  those  who  served  in  the  armed  forces  during  the  Vietnam  War  by  designating  Tenth  Street,  from 
White  River  Parkway,  West  Drive  to  Wilson  Street  as  the  "Vietnam  Veterans  Memorial  Way."

SECTION  1 .  It  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the  creation  of 
opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer,  is  desirable,  serves  a  public  purpose, 
and  is  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer;  and  that  it  is  in  the  public  interest  that  this  Issuer 
take  such  action  as  it  lawfully  may  to  encourage  the  diversification  of  industry,  the  creation  of  business 
opportunities,  and  the  creation  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer.

WHEREAS,  specifically  directed  bigotry  rarely  maintains  its  focus  but  tends  to  make  targets  of  both  the 
intended  and  unintended  and  puts  at  risk  any  minority  group  which  embraces  bigotry,  prejudice  and 
discrimination  as  tools  toward  any  end;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  American  constitution  does  not  provide  for  classes  of  citizenship  upon  which  is  based  a 
system  of  selected  rights,  privileges  and  apportioned  entitlements  to  economic  opportunity;  and 

WHEREAS,  though  the  American  ideal  of  justice  and  equality  for  all  citizens  has  not  been  fully  met.  it  must 
remain  a  viable  ideal  toward  which  all  Americans  must  strive;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  city  and  nation  can  never  afford  to  run  the  risk  of  having  quietness  on  issues  of  intolerance, 
injustice  and  denied  opportunity  interpreted  as  acceptance  of  them;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  The  members  of  the  Indianapolis  City-County  Council  join  the  sponsor  and  author  of  this 
resolution,  African- American  Councillor  Rozelle  Boyd,  in  condemning  the  recent  actions  and  boycott  by  the 
Black  Panther  Militia. 

SECTION  2.  Be  it  further  resolved  that  this  Council  reaffirms  its  commitment  to  full  opportunity  for  all;  and 
full  access  of  all  citizens  to  the  Constitutional  rights  and  privileges  of  their  citizenship. 

SECTION  3.    The  Mayor  is  invited  to  join  in  this  resolution  by  affixing  his  signature  hereto. 

SECTION  4.    This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14.

WHEREAS,  the  Loan  Agreement  provides  for  the  repayment  by  the  Company  of  the  loan  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bond  pursuant  to  which  the  Company  will  agree  to  make  payments  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and 
interest  on  the  Bond  as  the  same  become  due  and  payable  and  to  pay  administrative  expenses  in  connection  with 
the  Bond;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  an  Assignment  from  the  Issuer  to  National  Healthcorp,  L.P.  (the  "Purchaser")  (the 
"Assignment")  dated  as  of  May  1,  1993,  the  Issuer  will  assign  certain  of  its  rights  under  the  Loan  Agreement 
as  security  for  the  Bond;  and 

WHEREAS,  American  Health  Care,  Inc.  (the  "Guarantor")  will  enter  into  a  Guaranty  Agreement  (the 
"Guaranty  Agreement")  with  the  Purchaser  dated  as  of  May  1,  1993;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  has  approved  the  final  forms  of  the  Loan 
Agreement,  Assignment,  Guaranty  Agreement,  Promissory  Note,  Real  Estate  Mortgages  and  the  form  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  Economic  Development  Health  Facility  Revenue  Bond,  Series  A  (Castleton 
Nursing  Home  Project)  by  Resolution  adopted  prior  in  time  to  this  date,  which  Resolution  has  been  transmitted 
hereto;  now,  therefore:

SECTION  1.  It  is  hereby  found  that  the  financing  of  the  economic  development  facilities  referred  to  in  the 
Financing  Documents  (as  hereinafter  defined)  consisting  of  the  Project,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bond,  the 
loan  of  the  net  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Company  for  the  purposes  of  financing  or  providing  reimbursement  for 
a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Project,  and  the  repayment  of  said  loan  by  the  Company  will  be  of  benefit  to  the 
health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens  and  does  comply  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the 
Act. 

SECTION  2.  The  forms  of  the  1)  Loan  Agreement;  2)  Assignment;  3)  Guaranty  Agreement;  4)  Promissory 
Note;  5)  Real  Estate  Mortgage  from  the  Company  to  the  Purchaser;  6)  Real  Estate  Mortgage  from  the  Guarantor 
to  the  Purchaser;  and  7)  Bond  (hereinafter  referred  collectively  as  the  "Financing  Documents")  approved  by  the 
Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  are  hereby  approved  and  all  such  documents  shall  be  inserted 
in  the  minutes  of  the  City-County  Council  and  kept  on  file  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  or  City-Controller.  In 
compliance  with  IC  36-1-5-4,  two  (2)  copies  of  the  Financing  Documents  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Council  for  public  inspection. 
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SECTION  3.  The  Issuer  shall  issue  its  Bond  in  the  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  Two  Million  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($2,500,000)  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  loan  to  the  Company  in  order  to  finance  or  provide 
reimbursement  for  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Project  which  Bond  will  be  payable  as  to  principal  and  interest 
solely  from  the  payments  made  by  the  Company  pursuant  to  the  Promissory  Note  in  the  principal  amount  equal 
to  the  principal  amount  of  the  Bond  which  will  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  Company  to  evidence  and 
secure  said  loan  and  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  above  described  Financing  Documents.  The  Bond  shall  never 
constitute  a  general  obligation  of,  an  indebtedness  of,  or  charge  against  the  general  credit  of  the  Issuer.

The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  those  Financing  Documents 
approved  herein  which  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  and  any  other  document  which  may 
be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed  on  behalf  of 
the  Issuer.

Due  to  the  technical  basis  for 
this  Regulation  the  Council  can  only  reject  or  accept  it.  She  asked  David  Jordan,  Assistant 
Administrator,  Environmental  Resources  Management  Division,  to  explain  the  Board's 
recommendation. 

Mr.  Jordan  said  that  the  Board  at  its  April  meeting  passed  amendments  to  the  Asbestos 
Regulation.  Since  that  time  the  Board  discovered  some  additional  information  which  was 
discussed  at  the  May  meeting.  At  that  time  the  Board  voted  to  reconsider  the  Regulation. 
Questions  have  been  raised  because  the  ordinance  is  silent  on  whether  or  not  the  Board  can 
in  fact  reconsider  a  regulation  that  has  already  been  passed.  The  Board  recommends  that  the 
Council  reject  the  Regulation  so  as  to  allow  the  Board  to  reconsider  it. 

Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  he  believes  the  Regulation  goes  further  than  what  is  required. 
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Councillor  West  asked  Robert  G.  Elrod,  General  Counsel,  to  rule  as  to  whether  Council  needs 
to  reject  the  Regulation  or  just  concur  in  sending  it  back  so  as  not  to  make  the  Board  start  the 
process  all  over  again. 

Mr.  Elrod  replied  that  he  reviewed  the  Board's  actions  and  believes  that  there  is  no  action 
required  by  the  Council  to  affirm  the  Board's  reconsideration.  All  the  Council  has  is  a  veto 
power  of  the  Board's  regulations.  He  said  that  there  is  nothing  that  impedes  the  Board  from 
taking  the  action  it  took  to  reconsider  its  vote  adopting  the  Regulation.  He  said  that  he 
believes  that  legally  at  this  point  the  Regulation  has  not  been  adopted.  The  Board  has 
reconsidered  its  vote  adopting  it  and  has  not  acted  subsequent  to  that  reconsideration  vote,  so 
there  is  no  regulation  presently  adopted  and  pending  before  this  Council.  If  this  Council 
wishes  to  move  to  acknowledge  that  the  matter  has  been  withdrawn  it  would  be  appropriate. 
He  said  that  he  does  not  think  there  is  any  necessity  to  reject  it  at  this  point,  because  it  is  not 
adopted  by  the  Board. 

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  for  the  record  he  believes  the  discussion  is  about  Proposal 
No.  236,  1993. 

[Clerk's  Note:  Proposal  No.  236,  1993,  sponsored  by  Councillor  Curry,  rejects  amendments 
to  Regulation  XIII  Asbestos  Abatement,  adopted  April  8,  1993.  The  President  assigned  it  to 
the  Public  Works  Committee.] 

Councillor  McClamroch  asked  what  is  the  harm  of  this  Council  rejecting  the  Regulation. 

Mr.  Elrod  responded  that  it  is  his  understanding  that  if  the  Council  rejects  it  at  this  point,  the 
Board  has  to  start  back  at  the  initial  hearing  process  again  and  go  through  all  of  the 
preliminaries  that  procedure  sets  out  for  adopting  a  new  regulation.  If  the  Board  reconsiders 
it,  the  Board  does  not  have  to  start  again  with  all  the  preliminary  hearings. 

Councillor  McClamroch  said  that  he  is  concerned  from  a  legal  standpoint  that  the  Council 
allow  any  regulations  to  become  law  by  not  taking  action.  He  urged  the  Council  to  vote  yes 
on  Proposal  No.  236,  1993  because  it  calls  for  rejecting  the  amendments. 

Councillor  Curry  said  that  he  agrees  with  Councillor  McClamroch.  The  Council  should  reject 
the  Regulation  and  be  on  record  to  avoid  any  misunderstanding  in  the  future. 

Councillor  Coughenour  asked  Mike  Wallman,  departmental  attorney,  Office  of  Corporation 
Counsel,  if  it  is  his  legal  opinion  that  if  the  Council  rejects  the  Regulation  the  Board  would 
have  to  start  all  over  with  hearings. 

i 
Mr.  Wallman  replied  that  this  procedure  is  sufficiently  new  in  the  sense  that  there  is  no  past 
history  for  a  regulatory  body  to  promulgate  a  regulation,  have  it  pending  for  sixty  days  and 
then  withdraw  it.  He  believes  the  clearest  mechanism  to  give  the  Board  the  fullest 
opportunity  to  reconsider  the  Regulation  would  be  for  the  Council  to  reject  it.  The  Board 
would  then  begin  again,  but  it  is  his  opinion  that  it  would  simply  be  a  matter  of  republication 
and  then  moving  ahead. 

Councillor  West  asked  David  Rees,  member  of  the  Air  Pollution  Control  Board,  to  speak  on 
behalf  of  the  Board  as  to  why  the  Council  should  allow  the  Board's  motion  to  reconsider. 
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Mr.  Rees  stated  that  the  Board  did  not  ask  the  Council  to  reject  the  Regulation.  It  certainly 
is  within  the  Council's  power  to  do  that,  but  that  was  not  the  request.  The  Board  voted  to  call 
it  back  for  further  consideration.  It  is  his  opinion  there  has  been  much  misinformation 
reported  about  this  Regulation.  The  Board  was  informed  that  there  would  be  a  hearing  before 
the  Public  Works  Committee  on  May  26,  1993.  Members  of  the  Board  and  other  persons  with 
technical  insight  would  have  been  prepared  to  address  such  misinformation  at  the  Committee 
meeting.  When  the  Board  voted  to  call  it  back  for  reconsideration  there  was  no  opportunity 
for  the  Committee  to  air  these  matters.  Mr.  Rees  said  the  Board  would  like  an  opportunity 
for  a  hearing  before  the  Public  Works  Committee  and  urged  the  Council  not  to  reject  the 
Regulation  at  this  Council  meeting. 

Councillor  McClamroch  said  that  he  is  concerned  that  if  the  Council  does  not  act  at  this 
Council  meeting,  the  Board's  initial  regulations  will  become  law. 

Mr.  Rees  said  that  it  his  understanding  that  this  Council  has  one  other  session  within  the  time 
period  during  which  it  could  reject. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  it  was  her  impression  from  previous  discussion  that  the 
safe  way  to  go  about  this  was  to  reject.  It  was  never  mentioned  to  her  that  the  Board  would 
have  to  start  the  process  all  over  again.  She  said  that  the  Public  Works  Committee  has  a 
meeting  scheduled  for  May  26,  1993  and  Proposal  No.  236,  1993  could  be  heard  at  that 
meeting. 

The  President  said  that  these  matters  have  previously  come  to  the  Council  before  from  the 
same  Board.  He  has  been  assured  by  City  Legal  and  by  Mr.  Elrod  that  the  Council  can  either 
accept  or  reject  the  matters.  He  believes  that  the  Council  should  have  a  formal  written  legal 
opinion  by  City  Legal  in  writing  either  sustaining  that  point  of  view  or  further  elucidating  that 
point  of  view  and  that  he  suggested  that  it  be  discussed  at  the  May  26th  Public  Works 
Committee  hearing.  The  President  recommended  that  Proposal  No.  236,  1993  be  referred 
again  to  the  Public  Works  Committee  and  that  the  hearing  be  held  in  time  for  the  Council  to 
consider  this  within  the  statutory  limit  which  is  14  days  from  this  date. 

Councillor  Schneider  urged  the  Council  members  to  reject  this  regulation  at  this  Council 
meeting.

WHEREAS,  IC  36-9-15.5  allows  counties  to  establish  a  municipal  cumulative  capital  development  fund; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Special  Ordinance  No.  35, 1984  established  the  Indianapolis  Cumulative  Capital  Development 
Fund; and 

WHEREAS,  Special  Ordinance  No.  55,  1985  amended  the  Indianapolis  Cumulative  Capital  Development 
Fund  to  permit  its  use  for  additional  capital  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  Special  Ordinance  No.  7,  1990  reestablished  the  Indianapolis  Capital  Development  Fund;  and 

WHEREAS,  IC  36-9-15.5-5  and  IC  36-9-15.5-6  provide  that  the  maximum  period  for  which  a  cumulative 
capital  development  fund  may  be  established  is  three  (3)  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  1993  is  the  last  year  of  the  current  fund;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  desires  to  reestablish  the  Indianapolis  Cumulative  Capital 
Development  Fund,  as  necessary  and  prudent  for  the  fiscal  well-being  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis;  now, 
therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA 

SECTION   1.  There  is  hereby  established  an  Indianapolis  Cumulative  Capital  Development  Fund. 

SECTION  2.  An  ad  valorem  property  tax  levy  will  be  imposed  and  the  revenues  from  the  levy  will  be  retained 
in  the  Indianapolis  Cumulative  Capital  Development  Fund. 

SECTION  3.  The  maximum  rate  of  levy  under  Section  2  will  not  exceed  the  following  amounts: 

a.  .15  per  $100.00  assessed  valuation  for  1994 

b.  .15  per  $100.00  assessed  valuation  for  1995 

c.  .15  per  $100.00  assessed  valuation  for  1996 

SECTION  4.  The  funds  accumulative  in  the  Indianapolis  Cumulative  Capital  Development  Fund  will  be  used 
for  the  following  purposes: 

a.  To  provide  for  the  cost  of  construction,  maintenance,  and  repair  of  bridges,  approaches  and  grade 
separations,  as  described  in  IC  8-16-3; 

b.  To  provide  for  the  acquisition  of  real  property  and  the  construction,  enlarging,  improving,  remodeling, 
repairing,  or  equipping  of  buildings,  structures,  runways,  or  other  facilities  for  use  in  connection  with  an  airport 
operated  by  the  Indianapolis  Airport  Authority  as  described  in  IC  8-22-3-25; 

c.  To  provide  for  the  adequate  maintenance  of  channel  improvements,  levees,  and  water  retarding  or 
impoundment  structures,  or  for  the  emergency  of  unusually  expensive  maintenance  for  such  works  of 
improvement,  as  described  in  IC  13-3-3-89; 

d.  To  provide  for  city  hospitals,  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate  and  grounds  for  hospital  purposes,  to 
remodel  or  make  major  repairs  on  any  hospital  building  or  buildings,  to  erect  and  construct  hospital  buildings 
or  additions  or  extensions  to  them,  or  for  any  other  major  capital  improvements,  as  described  in  IC  16-12.2-5- 
32; 

e.  To  provide  for  the  purchase,  construction,  renovation,  or  addition  to  buildings  used  by  the  fire 
department,  for  the  purchase  of  firefighting  equipment,  including  payments  required  under  lease  rental  with 
option  to  purchase  agreements,  and  to  purchase  police  radio  equipment,  and  to  purchase,  construct,  renovate 
or  add  to  a  building  or  to  purchase  equipment  for  use  of  a  provider  of  medical  services  under  IC  16-1-39-15, 
as  described  in  IC  36-8-14-2; 

f.  To  provide  for  the  acquisition  of  buses,  and  for  the  planning,  establishment,  and  maintenance  of  routes 
and  schedules  to  assist  in  the  implementation  of  urban  mass  transportation  systems  as  described  in  IC  36-9-4; 

g.  To  provide  funds  to  purchase,  construct,  equip,  and  maintain  buildings  for  municipal  purpose,  to 
acquire  the  land,  and  any  improvements  on  it,  that  are  necessary  for  construction  of  municipal  buildings,  to 
demolish  any  improvements  on  land  acquired  by  such  means,  and  to  level  grade,  and  prepare  the  land  for  the 
construction  of  a  municipal  building,  to  acquire  land  or  rights-of-way  to  be  used  as  a  public  way  or  other  means 
of  ingress  or  egress  to  land  acquired  for  the  construction  of  a  municipal  building,  to  improve  or  construct  any 
public  way  or  other  means  of  ingress  or  egress  to  land  acquired  for  the  construction  of  a  municipal  building,  as 
described  in  IC  36-9-16-2; 

h.  To  provide  funds  to  acquire  land  or  rights-of-way  to  be  used  for  public  ways  or  sidewalks,  to  construct 
and  maintain  public  ways  or  sidewalks,  to  acquire  land  or  rights-of-way  for  the  construction  of  sanitary  or  storm 
sewers,  or  both,  to  construct  and  maintain  sanitary  or  storm  sewers,  or  both,  to  acquire,  by  purchase  or  lease. 
or  to  pay  all  or  part  of  the  purchase  price  of  a  utility,  to  purchase  or  lease  land,  buildings,  or  rights-of-way  for 
the  use  of  any  utility  that  is  acquired  or  operated  by  the  municipality,  to  purchase  or  acquire  land,  with  or 
without  buildings,  for  park  or  recreation  purposes,  to  purchase  lease,  or  pay  all  or  part  of  the  purchase  of  motor 
vehicles  for  the  use  of  the  police  and  fire  department,  or  both,  including  ambulances  and  firefighting  vehicles 
with  the  necessary  equipment,  ladders,  and  hoses,  to  retire  in  whole  or  in  part  any  general  obligation  bonds  that 
were  issued  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  or  constructing  improvements  or  properties  that  would  qualify  for  the

use  of  these  funds,  to  purchase  or  lease  equipment  and  other  nonconsumable  personal  property  needed  for  any 
public  transportation  use,  or  to  purchase  or  lease  equipment  to  be  used  to  illuminate  a  public  way  or  sidewalk, 
as  described  in  IC  36-9-16-3; 

i.  To  provide  for  the  acquisition  of  rights-of-way  for  public  ways  or  sidewalks,  or  the  construction  or 
reconstruction  of  public  ways  or  sidewalks,  as  described  in  IC  36-9-16.5-2; 

j.  To  provide  funds  to  be  used  to  construct,  repair  or  improve  streets,  alleys,  sidewalks,  curbs,  gutters, 
and  sewers,  as  described  in  IC  36-9-17-3; 

k.  To  provide  for  the  planning,  erection,  remodeling,  extension,  and  repair  of  sewer  disposal  plants  and 
sewers  to  convey  sanitary  sewage  to  those  plants,  for  the  construction,  remodeling,  repair  and  extension  of  storm 
sewers,  for  relief  sewers  and  drains  in  aid  of  the  sanitary  system  or  storm  sewers,  for  the  payment  of  the 
municipality's  part  of  the  costs  of  any  public  sewer  or  drainage  project  that  (a)  lies  wholly  or  partly  within  the 
municipality;  and  (b)  aids  or  is  connected  to  the  sewage  collection  or  drainage  system  of  the  municipality,  and 
for  the  payment  of  the  part  of  any  project  that  is  allocable  to  property  owners  by  special  assessment  under  IC 
36-9-21,  for  repayment  to  the  cumulative  building  and  sinking  fund  as  described  in  IC  36-9-26; 

1.       To  provide  for  the  construction,  reconstruction  or  maintenance  of  drains  as  provided  for  in  IC  36-9-27; 

m.  With  respect  to  municipal  parks  as  described  in  IC  36- 1 0-4,  to  pay  for  the  acquisition  of  any  land  used 
for  those  purposes,  or  for  any  improvement  authorized  by  IC  36-10-4. 

SECTION  5.  Notwithstanding  Section  4,  funds  accumulated  in  the  Indianapolis  Cumulative  Capital 
Development  Fund  may  be  spent  for  purposes  other  than  the  purposes  stated  in  Section  4,  if  the  purpose  is  to 
protect  the  public  health,  welfare,  or  safety  in  an  emergency  situation  which  demand  immediate  action.  Money 
may  be  spent  under  the  authority  of  this  section  only  after  the  Mayor  of  Indianapolis  issues  a  declaration  that 
the  public  health,  welfare  or  safety  is  in  immediate  danger  that  requires  the  expenditure  of  money  in  the  fund. 

SECTION  6.  This  fund  takes  effect  upon  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners. 

SECTION  7.  Should  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be 
invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining  provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions 
can,  without  the  invalid  provision  or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  counsel  in  adopting  this 
ordinance.  To  this  end,  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable. 

SECTION  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14.

A  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  re-establishing  the  Marion  County  Cumulative  Capital  Development  Fund. 

WHEREAS,  IC  36-9-14.5  allows  counties  to  establish  a  county  cumulative  capital  development  fund;  and 

WHEREAS,  Special  Ordinance  No.  36,  1984  established  the  Marion  County  Cumulative  Capital 
Development  Fund;  and 

WHEREAS,  Special  Ordinance  No.  56,  1985  and  Special  Ordinance  No.  15,  1988  amended  the  Marion 
County  Cumulative  Capital  Development  Fund  to  permit  its  use  for  additional  capital  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  Special  Ordinance  No.  8,  1990  reestablished  the  Marion  County  Capital  Development  Fund; 
and 

WHEREAS,  IC  36-9-14.5-5  and  IC  36-9-14.5-6  provide  that  the  maximum  period  for  which  a  cumulative 
capital  development  fund  may  be  established  is  three  (3)  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  1993  is  the  last  year  of  the  current  fund;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Marion  County  desires  to  reestablish  the  Marion  County  Cumulative  Capital  Development 
Fund,  as  necessary  and  prudent  for  the  fiscal  well-being  of  Marion  County;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA 

SECTION   1.  There  is  hereby  established  a  Marion  County  Cumulative  Capital  Development  Fund. 

SECTION  2.  An  ad  valorem  property  tax  levy  will  be  imposed  and  the  revenues  from  the  levy  will  be  retained 
in  the  Marion  County  Cumulative  Capital  Development  Fund. 

SECTION  3.  The  maximum  rate  of  levy  under  Section  2  will  not  exceed  the  following  amounts: 

a.  .10  per  $  1 00.00  assessed  valuation  for  1 994 

b.  .10  per  $100.00  assessed  valuation  for  1995 

c.  .10  per  $100.00  assessed  valuation  for  1996 

SECTION  4.  The  funds  accumulative  in  the  Marion  County  Cumulative  Capital  Development  Fund  will  be 
used  for  the  following  purposes: 

a.  To  provide  for  the  purchase  of  voting  machines  or  devices,  as  described  in  IC  3-1 1-6-1; 

b.  To  provide  for  the  cost  of  construction,  maintenance,  and  repair  of  bridges,  approaches  and  grade 
separations,  as  described  in  IC  8-16-3; 

c.  To  provide  for  the  acquisition  of  real  property  and  the  construction,  enlarging,  improving,  remodeling, 
repairing,  or  equipping  of  buildings,  structures,  runways,  or  other  facilities  for  use  in  connection  with  an  airport 
operated  by  the  Indianapolis  Airport  Authority  as  described  in  IC  8-22-3-25; 

d.  To  provide  for  the  adequate  maintenance  of  channel  improvements,  levees,  and  water  retarding  or 
impoundment  structures,  or  for  the  emergency  of  unusually  expensive  maintenance  for  such  works  of 
improvement,  as  described  in  IC  13-3-3-89; 

e.  To  provide  for  erection  of  county  hospital  buildings  or  other  buildings  or  for  the  erection  of  additions 
to  or  remodeling  of  present  buildings  used  for  hospital  purposes  or  for  equipping  them  as  needed  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  IC  16-12-21,  and  to  provide  for  the  establishment,  enlargement,  construction,  acquisition,  or 
remodeling  of  a  county  hospital  building  or  buildings  or  the  equipping  of  existing  buildings  as  provided  for  in 
IC  16-12.1-4; 

f.  To  provide  for  the  construction  remodeling,  and  repair  of  county  courthouses  as  described  in  IC  36-9- 
14-2; 

g.  To  provide  for  the  construction,  repair,  remodeling,  enlarging,  and  equipping  of  a  county  jail,  a 
juvenile  detention  center  to  be  operated  under  IC  31-6-9.5,  or  for  the  purchase,  lease  or  payment  of  all  or  part 
of  the  purchase,  price  of  motor  vehicles  for  use  of  the  sheriffs  department,  as  described  for  in  IC  36-9-15-2; 

h.  To  provide  funds  to  purchase,  construct,  equip,  and  maintain  buildings  for  public  purpose,  to  acquire 
the  land,  and  any  improvements  on  it,  that  are  necessary  for  construction  of  public  building,  to  demolish  any 
improvements  on  land  acquired  by  such  means,  and  to  level  grade,  and  prepare  the  land  for  the  construction  of 
a  public  building,  to  acquire  land  or  rights-of-way  to  be  used  as  a  public  way  or  other  means  of  ingress  or  egress 
to  land  acquired  for  the  construction  of  a  public  building,  to  improve  or  construct  any  public  way  or  other  means 
of  ingress  or  egress  to  land  acquired  for  the  construction  of  a  public  building,  as  described  in  IC  36-9-16-2; 

i.  To  provide  funds  to  acquire  land  or  rights-of-way  to  be  used  for  public  ways  or  sidewalks,  to  construct 
and  maintain  public  ways  or  sidewalks,  to  acquire  land  or  rights-of-way  for  the  construction  of  sanitary  or  storm 
sewers,  or  both,  to  construct  and  maintain  sanitary  or  storm  sewers,  or  both,  to  acquire,  by  purchase  or  lease, 
or  to  pay  all  or  part  of  the  purchase  price  of  a  utility,  to  purchase  or  lease  land,  buildings,  or  rights-of-way  for 
the  use  of  any  utility  that  is  acquired  or  operated  by  the  municipality,  to  purchase  or  acquire  land,  with  or 
without  buildings,  for  park  or  recreation  purposes,  to  purchase  lease,  or  pay  all  or  part  of  the  purchase  of  motor 
vehicles  for  the  use  of  the  police  and  fire  department,  or  both,  including  ambulances  and  firefighting  vehicles 
with  the  necessary  equipment,  ladders,  and  hoses,  to  retire  in  whole  or  in  part  any  general  obligation  bonds  that 
were  issued  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  or  constructing  improvements  or  properties  that  would  qualify  for  the 
use  of  these  funds,  to  purchase  or  lease  equipment  and  other  nonconsumable  personal  property  needed  for  any 
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public  transportation  use,  or  to  purchase  or  lease  equipment  to  be  used  to  illuminate  a  public  way  or  sidewalk, 
as  described  in  IC  36-9-16-3; 

j.       To  provide  for  the  construction,  reconstruction  or  maintenance  of  drains  as  provided  for  in  IC  36-9-27; 

k.      With  respect  to  parks  as  described  in  IC  36-10-4,  to  pay  for  the  acquisition  of  any  land  to  be  used  for 
those  purposes,  or  for  any  improvement  authorized  by  IC  36-10-4. 

SECTION  5.  Notwithstanding  Section  4,  funds  accumulated  in  the  Marion  County  Cumulative  Capital 
Development  Fund  may  be  spent  for  purposes  other  than  the  purposes  stated  in  Section  4,  if  the  purpose  is  to 
protect  the  public  health,  welfare,  or  safety  in  an  emergency  situation  which  demand  immediate  action.  Money 
may  be  spent  under  the  authority  of  this  section  only  after  the  Mayor  of  Indianapolis,  as  chief  executive  of 
Marion  County,  issues  a  declaration  that  the  public  health,  welfare  or  safety  is  in  immediate  danger  that  requires 
the  expenditure  of  money  in  the  fund. 

SECTION  6.  This  fund  takes  effect  upon  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners. 

SECTION  7.  Should  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be 
invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining  provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions 
can,  without  the  invalid  provision  or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  counsel  in  adopting  this 
ordinance.  To  this  end,  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable. 

SECTION  8.  This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14.

WHEREAS,  at  the  close  of  the  1992-93  school  year  Mr.  Antonopoulos  put  down  his  chalk  for  the  last  time, 
boxed  up  his  notes  and  lesson  plans,  and  said  farewell  to  his  beloved  Ben  Davis  High  School;  now,  therefore:

It  is  hereby  found  that  the  refunding  and  refinancing  referred  to  in  the  Financing  Documents 
consisting  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  to  refund  and  refinance  the  outstanding  principal  amount  of  the  Prior 
Bonds,  as  previously  approved  by  the  Commission  and  now  presented  to  this  City-County  Council,  will  be  of 
benefit  to  the  health  and  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens  and  does  comply  with  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  2.  The  forms  of  the  Financing  Documents  approved  by  the  Commission  are  hereby  approved  and 
all  such  documents  shall  be  inserted  in  the  minutes  of  the  City-County  Council  and  kept  on  file  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Council  or  City  Controller.  Two  (2)  copies  of  the  Financing  Documents  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Council  for  public  inspection. 

Rule  15c2-12  (b)  (1)  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  (the  "SEC  Rule"), 
provides  that,  prior  to  the  time  a  participating  underwriter  bids  for,  purchases,  offers  or  sells  municipal 
securities,  the  participating  underwriter  shall  obtain  and  review  an  official  statement  that  an  issuer  of  such 
securities  deems  a  "near  final"  official  statement.  The  Preliminary  Private  Placement  Memorandum  is  hereby 
deemed  final  as  of  its  date,  except  for  the  omission  of  no  more  than  the  following  information:  the  offering 
price(s),  interest  rate(s),  selling  compensation,  aggregate  principal  amount,  principal  amount  per  maturity, 
delivery  dates,  ratings  and  other  terms  of  the  securities  depending  on  such  matters.

Agent")  that  the  information  in  the  Preliminary  Private  Placement  Memorandum  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  is 
deemed  to  be  final  within  the  meaning  of  the  SEC  Rule  prior  to  the  distribution  of  the  Preliminary  Private 
Placement  Memorandum. 

SECTION  4.  The  Issuer  shall  issue  its  Bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $2,145,000  for 
the  purpose  of  refunding  and  refinancing  the  outstanding  $2,145,000  principal  amount  of  the  Prior  Bonds.

SECTION  6.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  those  Financing  Documents 
approved  herein  which  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  and  any  other  document  which  may 
be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed,  on  behalf  of 
the  city  of  Indianapolis.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds  may  be  facsimile  signatures. 
The  City  Clerk  and  City  Controller  are  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds  to  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers  thereof,  payment  for  which  will  be  made  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  Financing  Documents.  The

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Sec.  4-11  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  the  language  underlined  and  deleting  the  language  stricken-through  as  follows: 

Sec.  4-11.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  chapter  and  its  regulations,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed  to  them: 

Actual  emissions  means  the  emissions  which  occurred  over  a  specified  period  of  time  based  upon  emission 
monitoring,  stack  testing,  emission  factors,  or  other  measures  acceptable  to  the  administrator. 

Administrator  means  the  assistant  administrator  of  the  air  pollution  control  section  of  the  environmental 
resources  management  division  of  the  department  of  public  works,  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and 
Marion  County  or  other  designee  of  the  director  of  the  department  of  public  works. 

Air  contaminant  means  any  solid,  liquid  or  gaseous  matter,  or  any  combination  thereof,  that  may  be  emitted 
into  the  ambient  air  in  any  manner  which  may  cause  or  contribute  to  air  pollution.  Air  contaminant  shall  include 
"regulated  air  pollutant"  as  defined  in  40  C.F.R.  §70.2. 

Air  contaminant  emitter  means  any  vehicle,  process,  facility  or  any  other  device  that  emits  or  is  capable  of 
emitting  an  air  contaminant,  whether  privately  or  publicly  owned  or  operated. 

Air  pollution  means  the  presence  or  threatened  discharge,  from  whatever  source,  of  solid,  semisolid,  liquid 
or  gaseous  matter,  or  any  combination  thereof,  in  the  ambient  air  in  sufficient  quantifies  and  of  such 
characteristics  and  duration  which: 

( 1 )  Injures  or  threatens  to  injure  human,  plant  or  animal  life;  or 

(2)  Damages  or  threatens  to  damage  property;  or 

(3)  Unreasonably  interferes  with  the  comfortable  enjoyment  of  life  and  property. 
Allowable  emissions  means  the  emissions  rate  calculated  using  the  following  factors: 

( 1 )  The  maximum  rated  capacity; 

(2)  Year  round  operation  (8,760  hours  per  year);  and 

(3)  The  most  stringent  emission  limit  applicable  under  federal,  state  or  local  air  pollution  control  laws. 

Allowable  emissions  may  be  limited  further  if  the  facility  or  source  is  subject  to  enforceable  permit 
conditions  that  limit  the  operating  rate,  hours  of  operation  or  emission  rate. 

Ambient  air  means  any  outside  air. 

Asbestos  abatement  permit  means  the  written  authorization  that  allows  a  person  to  remove  asbestos 
materials  and  conduct  asbestos  abatement  projects. 

Board  means  the  Indianapolis  Air  Pollution  Control  Board. 

Clean  Air  Act  of 1990  means  the  Federal  Clean  Air  Act  (42  U.S.C.  7401  et  seq.)  as  amended  bv  the  Clean 
Air  Act  Amendments  of  1 990  (P.L.  1 0 1  -549). 

Construction  permit  means  the  written  authorization  that  allows  a  person  to  construct,  reconstruct  or  modify 
an  air  contaminant  emitter.

Division  means  the  air  pollution  control  section  of  the  environmental  resources  management  division  of  the 
department  of  public  works,  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County. 

Effective  date  means  the  date  on  which  an  action  takes  effect.  For  permits  issued  pursuant  to  Article  V  of 
this  chapter,  the  effective  date  is  fifteen  (15)  days  after  the  administrator  signs  and  issues  the  permit.  For  all 
other  actions,  the  effective  date  is  when  the  person  subject  to  the  action  receives  written  notice  of  the  action. 

Emission  credit  permit  means  the  written  authorization  that  allows  a  person  to  claim  credit  for  emissions 
not  released  to  the  ambient  air. 

Facility  means  any  one  (1)  structure,  piece  of  equipment,  installation  operation  that  emits  or  is  capable  of 
emitting  an  air  contaminant.  Single  pieces  of  equipment  or  installations  with  multiple  emission  points  shall  be 
considered  a  facility  for  purposes  of  this  chapter  and  its  regulations. 

Major  source  means  a  source  with  an  emission  rate  of  any  one  (1)  air  contaminant  of  at  least  one  hundred 
(100)  tons  per  year.  Such  emission  rate  shall  be  calculated  using  maximum  operating  capacity,  year-round 
operation  (8,760  hours  per  year,  unless  restricted  by  enforceable  permit  conditions)  and  the  application  of  air 
pollution  control  equipment. 

Minor  source  means  a  source  with  an  emission  rate  of  any  one  (1)  air  contaminant  of  at  least  twenty  five 
(25)  tons  per  year,  but  less  than  one  hundred  (100)  tons  per  year.  Such  emission  rate  shall  be  calculated  using 
maximum  operating  capacity,  year-round  operation  (8,760  hours  per  year,  unless  restricted  by  enforceable 
permit  conditions)  and  the  application  of  air  pollution  control  equipment. 

Open  burning  or  open  fire  means  any  burning  of  combustible  matter  where  the  products  of  combustion  are 
emitted  directly  into  the  ambient  air  without  passing  through  a  stack  or  chimney. 

Operating  permit  means  the  written  authorization  that  allows  a  person  to  operate  an  air  contaminant  emitter. 

Person  means  any  individual,  proprietorship,  partnership,  firm,  company,  corporation,  association,  joint 
venture,  trustee,  estate,  political  or  governmental  unit  or  any  other  legal  entity. 

Potential  emissions  means  the  emission  rate  calculated  using  the  following  factors: 

(1)  The  maximum  rated  capacity; 

(2)  The  actual  hours  of  operation;  and 

(3)  Operation  without  air  pollution  control  equipment,  unless  such  control  equipment  is  (aside  from  air 
pollution  control  requirements)  necessary  for  the  facility  to  produce  its  normal  product  or  is  integral 
to  normal  operation. 

Process  means  any  action,  operation  or  treatment  that  emits  or  is  capable  of  emitting  an  air  contaminant. 

Regulation  means  the  whole  or  any  part  of  a  board  statement  of  general  applicability  that: 

( 1 )  Has  or  is  designed  to  have  the  effect  of  law;  and 

(2)  Implements,  interprets  or  prescribes: 

a.  Law  or  policy;  or 

b.  The  organization,  procedure  or  practice  requirements  of  the  board  or  division. 

Source  means  one  ( 1 )  or  an  aggregation  of  processes  or  facilities  that  are  located  on  one  ( 1 )  or  more 
contiguous  or  adjacent  properties  and  are  owned  or  operated  by  the  same  person,  or  by  persons  under  common 
control. 

Wood  products  means  dry  materials  consisting  of  vegetation  or  wood  which  does  not  contain  any  other 
substance. 

40  C.F.R.  $70  shall  mean  40  C.F.R.  §70  as  published  in  57  Fed.  Reg.  32,295  (July  21,  1992). 
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SECTION    2.     Sec.  4-13  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  the  language  underlined  and  deleting  the  language  stricken-through  as  follows: 

Sec.  4-13.  Public  records;  confidentiality  of  information. 

All  files,  records  and  data  of  the  board  and  the  division  shall  be  open  to  reasonable  public  inspection  in 
accordance  with  applicable  Indiana  law.  However,  upon  request  by  any  person  to  the  administrator  and  a 
showing  satisfactory  to  the  administrator  by  any  person  that  the  files,  records  and  data  (other  than  emissions  data 
and  the  contents  of  a  permit  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1 990)  contain  information  which  would, 
if  made  public,  divulge  methods  or  processes  entitled  to  protection  as  trade  secrets  of  such  person,  the 
administrator  shall  maintain  the  confidentiality  of  the  information.  However,  any  information  accorded 
confidential  treatment  under  this  section  may  be  disclosed  or  transmitted  to  other  officers,  employees,  or 
authorized  representatives  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  or  Marion  County,  the  State  of  Indiana  or  the  United 
States  concerned  with  carrying  out  or  implementing  this  chapter  or  when  relevant  in  any  proceeding  related  to 
enforcement. 

SECTION    3.     Sec.  4-33  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  the  language  underlined  and  deleting  the  language  stricken-through  as  follows: 

Sec.  4-33.  General  powers  of  the  administrator. 

The  administrator  may: 

(a)  At  any  reasonable  time,  obtain  data  or  other  information  about  any  air  contaminant  emitter,  inspect 
any  air  contaminant  emitter,  enter  the  premises  of  any  air  contaminant  emitter  or  examine  and  copy  the  records 
and  documents  pertaining  to  an  air  contaminant  emitter  for  purposes  of  assessing  air  contaminant  emissions, 
determining  compliance  with  this  chapter  an4  its  regulations  and  any  permit  issued  by  the  division  or  enforcing 
this  chapter  an4  its  regulations  and  any  permit  issued  by  the  division.  The  administrator  may  apply  to  any  judge 
of  the  municipal,  circuit  or  superior  courts  of  Marion  County  for  an  administrative  search  warrant.  The 
application  for  the  warrant  shall  state  the  location  of  the  premises,  the  purpose  for  requesting  inspection,  entry 
or  examination  and  the  facts  supporting  the  request  for  inspection,  entry  or  examination; 

(b)  Require,  when  appropriate,  the  owner  or  operator  of  an  air  contaminant  emitter  to  keep  and  submit  to 
the  division  plans,  drawings,  specifications,  reports  and  other  records  of  information  relating  to  air  contaminant 
emissions,  effectiveness  of  air  pollution  control  equipment,  or  compliance  with  this  chapter  and  its  regulations; 

(c)  Use  all  necessary  equipment  to  evaluate  air  contaminant  emitters  for  compliance  with  this  chapter  and 
its  regulations  or  to  collect  information  about  the  emissions  of  an  air  contaminant  emitter; 

(d)  Require,  when  appropriate,  the  owner  or  operator  of  an  air  contaminant  emitter  to  perform  reasonable 
tests  or  monitoring,  including  continuous  emission  monitoring,  with  the  costs  for  the  tests  to  be  paid  by  the 
owner  or  operator; 

(e)  Enter  into  or  recommend  that  the  director  of  the  department  of  public  works  enter  into  agreements 
necessary  to  administer  and  enforce  this  chapter  and  its  regulations; 

(f)  Delegate  responsibility  and  authority  to  an  acting  administrator  as  necessary,  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
thirty  (30)  days. 

SECTION    4.     Sec.  4-50  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  the  language  underlined  and  deleting  the  language  stricken-through  as  follows: 

Sec.  4-50.  Permit  system. 

(a)  The  board  shall  adopt  regulations  that  create  a  permit  system,  and  the  division  shall  implement  the 
permit  system.  The  permit  system  shall  contain  two  components: 

(1)  The  permit  system  mandated  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990;  and 

(2)  Other  permits  as  required  by  state  law  or  deemed  by  the  board  to  be  necessary  to  earn  out  the 
purposes  of  this  chapter.

(c)  The  permit  system  shall  include  adequate,  streamlined  and  reasonable  procedures  for  expeditiously 
administering  the  system. 

(d)  At  a  minimum,  the  permit  regulations  shall  perform  the  following  functions: 

(1)  Require  permits  in  order  to  construct  new  facilities  or  sources; 

(2)  Require  permits  in  order  to  modify  or  reconstruct  existing  facilities  or  sources; 

(3)  Require  permits  in  order  to  operate  facilities  or  sources; 

(4)  Require  permits  for  processes  and  other  air  contaminant  emitters,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  air 
curtain  incinerators,  asbestos  abatement  projects  and  sandblasting; 

(5)  Require  permits  for  claiming  emission  credits  or  allowances  and  establish  procedures  and 
requirements  for  obtaining  and  using  emission  credits  or  allowances; 

(6)  Establish  minimum  levels  of  emissions  from  a  facility,  source,  process  or  other  air  contaminant  emitter 
for  which  a  permit  and/or  reporting  is  required; 

(+07)    Establish  causes  for  revolting  permits;  Establish  fixed  terms  for  permits  which  terms  shall  be  as 
follows: 

a^      Five  (5)  years  for  permits  required  by  Title  IV  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  (acid  rain);  and 

b^      Not  to  exceed  five  (5)  years  for  all  other  permits. 

(58)  Establish  the  information  necessary  for  complete  permit  applications  and  the  procedures  and  time 
frames  by  which  the  applications'  completeness  shall  be  determined; 

(&) — Establish  procedures  for  public  comment  periods  and  division  review  of  the  permit  application^  which 
may  include  providing  an  opportunity  to  discuss  a  draft  permit  before  it  is  issued; 

(9)  Establish  procedures  and  time  frames  for  division  review  of  permit  applications,  including  initial 
permit  issuance,  modifications  or  revisions  and  renewals; 

(10)  Establish  procedures  and  time  frames  for  notice,  public  comment  periods  and  public  hearings,  which 
procedures  may  include  providing  an  opportunity  to  comment  on  the  draft  permit  before  it  is  issued. 
For  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990.  such  procedures  shall,  as  provided  in 
40  C.F.R.  §70. 7(h),  require  adequate  procedures  for  public  notice,  including  offering  an  opportunity 
for  public  comment  and  a  hearing  on  the  draft  permit,  for  initial  permit  issuance,  significant 
modifications  and  renewals; 

(11)  Require,  when  appropriate,  emission  sources  to  maintain  reasonable  tests  and  monitoring,  including 
continuous  emissions  monitoring,  and  creation,  submission  to  the  division  and  retention  of  reports  and 
records  of  tests,  monitoring,  production,  maintenance  or  other  matters  relating  to  the  quantity  of 
emissions,  the  effectiveness  of  air  pollution  control  equipment  or  compliance  with  this  chapter  and 
its  regulations; 

(12)  Provide,  for  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  if  the  applicant  has  submitted 
a  timely  and  complete  application  for  an  initial  or  renewal  permit,  but  no  final  action  has  been  taken 
on  the  application,  the  applicant's  failure  to  have  a  permit  is  not  a  violation  of  this  chapter  or  its 
regulations  until  after  the  division  takes  final  action  on  the  permit  application. 

(13)  Require,  when  necessary,  that  application  forms,  reports  and  compliance  certifications  shall  contain 
certification  by  a  responsible  official  of  truth,  accuracy  and  completeness. 

(14)  For  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  allow  issuance  of  a  permit  for  a  facility 
or  source  not  in  compliance  with  applicable  requirements. 
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(15)  Require,  when  appropriate,  submittal  of  a  certified  plan  and  schedule  to  attain  and  maintain 
compliance. 

(16)  Require  that  no  permit  shall  automatically  issue,  be  renewed  or  modified  because  of  failure  of  the 
division  to  take  action  on  the  application,  or  for  any  other  reason. 

(17)  Require  that  the  division  shall  not  issue  a  permit  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  if 
the  Administrator  of  the  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency  makes  a  written  objection 
within  the  time  allowed  under  applicable  federal  law. 

(18)  For  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  establish,  consistent  with  the  timing  and 
other  requirements  of  40  C.F.R.  jj70,4(b)3,  an  opportunity  for  judicial  review  of  final  action  on  a 
permit,  by  the  applicant,  any  person  who  participated  in  the  public  participation  process  and  any  other 
person  entitled  to  judicial  review  of  such  action  under  state  law.  The  opportunity  for  judicial  review 
so  provided  shall  be  the  exclusive  means  for  obtaining  judicial  review  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
such  permits. 

(19)  For  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  and  solely  for  purposes  of  obtaining 
judicial  review  to  require  that  action  be  taken  by  the  division  on  the  application  without  additional 
delay,  provide  that  failure  of  the  division  to  act  on  an  initial  or  renewal  application,  or  modification 
or  revision,  within  the  time  periods  specified  in  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  is  a  final  action  of  the 
administrator  appealable  directly  to  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

(920)  Establish  renewal  procedures  transfer  procedures  and  renewal  procedures  and,  for  permits  required 
by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  provide  that  permits  being  renewed  are  subject  to  the  same 
procedural  requirements  that  apply  to  initial  permit  issuance  expiration  dates  for  permits; 

(21)  Require  that  permits  may  be  terminated,  modified,  or  revoked  and  reissued  for  cause  and  establish 
causes  for  such  actions.

~L      inaccurate  statements  were  made  in  establishing  the  emissions  standards  or  other  terms  or 
conditions  of  the  permit:  or 

cf  The  division  or  the  administrator  of  the  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
determines  that  the  permit  must  be  revised  or  revoked  to  assure  compliance  with  the  applicable 
federal  requirements  as  defined  in  40  C.F.R.  j}70.2. 

(24)  Require  that  all  permits  shall  contain  a  severability  clause  to  ensure  the  continued  validity  of  the 
various  permit  requirements  in  the  event  of  a  challenge  to  any  portion  of  the  permit. 
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(25)  Establish  procedures  for  determining  if  information  (other  than  the  contents  of  a  permit  required  by 
Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  or  emissions  data)  maintained  by  the  division,  if  made  public, 
would  divulge  methods  or  processes  entitled  to  protection  as  trade  secrets  and  assuring  security  of 
information  so  determined  to  be  entitled  to  confidentiality. 

(26)  For  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  establish  procedures  allowing  changes 
to  be  made  without  requiring  a  permit  revision  if  the  permit  holder  has  been  issued  an  operating  permit 
or  is  operating  without  a  permit  but  has  made  a  timely  and  complete  application  for  a  permit  and  if: 

cL       the  changes  are  not  modifications  under  any  provision  of  Title  I  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990; 
b.      the  changes  do  not  exceed  emissions  allowable  under  the  permit,  whether  expressed  as  a  rate  of 
emissions  or  as  total  emissions;  and 

a  the  permit  holder  provides  the  division  with  written  notification  at  least  seven  (7)  days  before 
the  proposed  changes  are  made.  However,  the  board,  by  regulation,  may  provide  a  different  time 
period  for  notifications  that  involve  emergency  situations. 

(4227)  Require  that  all  permits  be  consistent  with  all  local,  state  and  federal  air  pollution  control  laws  and 
regulations; 

(-1428)  Require  that  all  permits  not  interfere  with  attainment  of  local,  state  or  federal  air  quality  standards. 

(e)     The  permit  regulations  may: 

(1)  Establish  procedures  for  general  permits  covering  numerous  sources  as  provided  in  40  C.F.R.

(2)  Establish  a  limited  "permit  shield"  from  enforcement  action  as  provided  in  40  C.F.R.  §70. 6(f). 

(3)  Allow  changes  not  addressed  or  prohibited  by  a  permit  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of 
1990,  provided  such  changes  are  not  subject  to  any  requirements  under  Title  IV  or  are  not 
modifications  under  any  provision  of  Title  1  of  that  act. 

(4)  Establish  procedures  for  trading  emission  increases  and  decreases  under  certain  circumstances  as 

provided  in  40  C.F.R.  §70.4(b)(12)(ii). 

(5)  Perform  any  other  function  not  specified  in  this  subsection  or  subsection  (d)  if  such  function  is 
reasonably  necessary  for  efficient  operation  of  the  permit  program  or  reasonably  necessary  to  protect 
the  public  health  or  welfare  or  ensure  compliance  with  local,  state  or  federal  air  pollution  control  laws 
and  regulations. 

SECTION    5.     Sec.  4-51  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  the  language  underlined  and  deleting  the  language  stricken-through  as  follows: 

Sec.  4-51.  Permit  conditions. 

(a)  The  administrator  may  establish  or  modify  permit  conditions  on  any  permit  issued  pursuant  to  this 
chapter  and  its  regulations.  The  conditions  may  be  imposed  to  ensure  compliance  with  this  chapter  or  with  any 
regulation  adopted  by  the  board.  Conditions  may  take  the  form  of  emission  limits  or  technology  requirements, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  maximum  achievable  control  technology  emission  limits  as  provided  in  the  Clean 
Air  Act  of  1990  and  as  determined  on  a  case-by-case  basis,  testing  and  monitoring,  including  continuous 
emissions  monitoring,  reporting  and  recordkeeping  requirements,  operation  and  maintenance  programs  or  any 
other  requirement  necessary  to  ensure  compliance  with  air  pollution  control  laws  and  regulations  and  to  protect 
the  public  health  or  welfare.  * 

(b)  The  administrator  may  impose  permit  conditions  more  stringent  than  regulations  adopted  by  the  board 
or  when  no  such  regulation  applies  only  if: 

( 1 )  The  conditions  are  necessary  to  ensure  compliance  with  local,  state  or  federal  air  pollution  control 
laws  and  regulations;  or 
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(2)  The  permit  holder  has  violated  local,  state  or  federal  air  pollution  control  laws  or  regulations  and  the 
conditions  are  consistent  with  the  terms  of  a  compliance  program  agreement,  agreed  order,  consent 
decree,  court  order  or  some  other  enforceable  mechanism  used  to  resolve  the  violations;  or 

(3)  The  conditions  are  reasonably  necessary  to  protect  the  public  health  or  welfare. 

(c)     The  administrator  may  modify  permit  conditions  at  any  time  after  permit  has  been  issued  only  if: 

( 1 )  The  administrator  has  consulted  with  the  permit  holder  before  modifying  any  permit  conditions;  and 

(2)  The  administrator  notifies  the  permit  holder  of  the  modification  and  the  reasons  for  the  modification 
in  writing. 

<-d-) — A  violation  of  a  permit  condition  is  a  violation  of  this  chapter  and  its  regulations. 

(ed)  Permit  conditions  imposed  by  the  administrator  on  permits  not  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act  of  1990  may  be  appealed  to  the  Board  pursuant  to  section  4-80  of  this  chapter. 

SECTION  6.   Chapter  4  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
a  new  Section  4-5 1(A)  with  language  as  follows: 

Sec.  4-51(A).   Enforcement  of  permits,  permit  fees  and  the  requirement  to  obtain  a  permit. 

Failure  to  obtain  a  permit  when  required  to  do  so,  failure  to  pay  a  permit  fee  when  due,  violation  of  a  permit 
or  violation  of  permit  conditions  imposed  by  the  administrator  are  violations  of  this  chapter  and  its  regulations 
for  which  the  division  may  take  enforcement  action  as  specified  in  article  VI  of  this  chapter. 

SECTION    7.     Sec.  4-53  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  the  language  underlined  and  deleting  the  language  stricken-through  as  follows: 

Sec.  4-53.  Payment;  waivers  and  unpaid  fees. 

(a)  Payment  due.  Application  fees  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  the  application  is  submitted.  Fees  for 
construction  permits  or  the  initial  issuance  of  an  operating  permit,  emission  credit  permit  or  asbestos  abatement 
permit  shall  be  paid  before  the  administrator  issues  the  permit.  Annual  administrative  fees  shall  be  paid  by 
January  31  of  each  year  for  all  air  contaminant  emitters  which  have  operating  permits  as  of  January  1  of  each 
year.  Notwithstanding  the  previous  sentence,  in  calendar  year  1993,  annual  administrative  fees  shall  be  paid 
by  March  31,  1993  for  all  air  contaminant  emitters  which  have  operating  permits  as  of  January  1,  1993. 

(b)  All  permit  fees  established  pursuant  to  this  chapter  and  its  regulations  shall  be  payable  to  the 
Indianapolis  City  Controller  and  shall  become  a  part  of  the  "Air  Pollution  Control  Program  Fund"  created  by 
Sec.  4-55. 

(c)  If  a  permit  applicant  or  holder  of  a  permit  appears  before  the  board  and  demonstrates  that  payment  of 
applicable  permit  fees  will  cause  undue  economic  hardship,  the  board  may  waive  the  fees  for  a  period  deemed 
appropriate  by  the  board. 

(d)  All  permit  fees  established  pursuant  to  this  chapter  and  its  regulations  shall  constitute  a  debt  due  to 
the  consolidated  city  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County.  Failure  to  pay  permit  fees  when  due  is  a  violation  of 
this  chapter  and  its  regulations  for  which  the  division  may  take  enforcement  action  as  specified  in  Article  VI 
of  this  chapter.  At  the  request  of  the  administrator,  the  corporation  counsel  may  institute  a  civil  suit  in  the  name 
of  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  to  recover  any  unpaid  fee.

Sec.  4-54  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  the  language  underlined  and  deleting  the  language  stricken-through  as  follows: 

Sec.  4-54.  Testing  and  monitoring  fees. 

(a)     Fees.  The  division  shall  collect  a  fee  for  reviewing  testing  and  monitoring  data  and  results. 
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( 1 )  The  fee  for  each  stack  test  conducted  for  the  purpose  of  demonstrating  compliance  with  this  chapter, 
any  regulation  adopted  by  the  Board  or  any  permit  issued  by  the  division  shall  be  seven  hundred 
dollars  ($700.00). 

(2)  The  fee  for  continuous  emission  monitor(s)  required  by  this  chapter,  any  regulation  adopted  by  the 
Board  or  any  permit  issued  by  the  division  shall  be  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  per  facility. 

(3)  The  fee  for  air  quality  monitoring  network(s)  required  by  this  chapter,  any  regulation  adopted  by  the 
Board  or  any  permit  issued  by  the  division  shall  be  one  thousand  four  hundred  dollars  ($1,400.00)  per 
source. 

(b)  Payment  due.  Stack  test  fees  shall  be  paid  upon  submission  of  stack  results  to  the  division. 
Continuous  emission  monitor  fees  and  air  quality  monitoring  network  fees  shall  be  paid  by  January  31  of  each 
year. 

(c)  All  testing  and  monitoring  fees  established  pursuant  to  this  chapter  and  its  regulations  shall  be  payable 
to  the  Indianapolis  City  Controller  and  shall  become  a  part  of  the  "Air  Pollution  Control  Program  Fund"  created 
by  Section  4-55. 

(d)  If  a  person  appears  before  the  board  and  demonstrates  that  payment  of  applicable  testing  and 
monitoring  fees  will  cause  undue  economic  hardship,  the  board  may  waive  the  fees  for  a  period  deemed 
appropriate  by  the  board. 

(e)  All  testing  and  monitoring  fees  established  pursuant  to  this  chapter  and  its  regulations  shall  constitute 
a  debt  due  to  the  consolidated  city  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County.  Failure  to  pay  testing  and  monitoring 
fees  when  due  is  a  violation  of  this  chapter  and  its  regulations  for  which  the  division  may  take  enforcement 
action  as  specified  in  Article  VI  of  this  chapter.  At  the  request  of  the  administrator,  the  corporation  counsel  may 
institute  a  civil  suit  in  the  name  of  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  to  recover  any 
unpaid  fee.  In  addition,  the  administrator,  pursuant  to  section  4-61  of  this  chapter,  may  revoke  a  permit  for 
failure  to  pay  testing  and  monitoring  fees  as  required  by  this  chapter.

c.  The  person  is  an  owner  or  operator  of  a  stationary  source  in  violation  of  a  provision  of  new 
source  performance  standards  or  national  emission  standards  for  hazardous  air  pollutants,  as 
adopted  by  the  board;  or  , 

d.  The  person  has  violated  a  provision  of  regulations  adopted  by  the  board  governing  asbestos 
abatement  or  motor  vehicle  tampering;  or 

e.  The  person  has  engaged  in  an  activity  without  a  necessary  permit  issued  by  the  division;  or 

f.  The  administrator  determines  that  the  violation  substantially  impairs  public  health  or  welfare. 
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(b)  The  administrator  shall  initiate  civil  enforcement  by  submitting  a  written  request  to  the  corporation 
counsel  to  file  a  complaint  of  ordinance  violation  and/or  to  seek  an  injunction.  The  administrator  shall  send 
notice  of  the  written  request  to  the  person  subject  to  the  action.

(a)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  chapter  or  its  regulations,  if  the  administrator  determines 
that  emissions  from  an  air  contaminant  emitter  are  presenting  imminent  and  substantial  danger  to  the  public 
health  and  safety  or  welfare,  or  to  the  environment,  the  administrator  may  order  an  immediate  reduction  or 
cessation  of  the  emissions  or  other  actions  necessary  to  abate  the  hazard.  Such  order  shall  be  effective  for  not 
more  than  forty-eight  (48)  hours,  unless  affirmed  pursuant  to  paragraph  (b)  of  this  section.  A  violation  of  the 
order  shall  be  a  violation  of  this  chapter  and  its  regulations. 

(b)  The  administrator  shall  request  the  corporation  counsel  to  initiate  a  civil  action  to  affirm  the 
administrator's  order  and  to  abate  the  hazard. 

(c)  Nothing  in  this  section  limits  any  power  which  the  mayor  or  any  other  official  may  have  to  declare 
an  emergency  and  act  on  the  basis  of  such  declaration. 

(d)  Nothing  in  this  section  precludes  civil  or  criminal  enforcement  against  the  owner  or  operator  of  the 
air  contaminant  emitter  for  violations  of  any  applicable  law.

(2)  For  a  notice  of  violation  (issued  pursuant  to  section  4-60  of  this  chapter)  which  is  referred  to  the 
corporation  counsel  for  civil  enforcement  (pursuant  to  section  4-62  of  this  chapter),  a  person  may 
appeal  to  the  board  only  for  an  interpretation  of  the  regulation,  permit  or  order  allegedly  violated. 

(3)  Pursuant  to  section  4-50(d)(19),  for  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990.  failure 
of  the  division  to  act  on  an  initial  or  renewal  application,  or  modification  or  revision,  within  the  time 
periods  specified  in  that  act  is  an  action  not  appealable  to  the  board. 

(c)     Procedures  for  making  an  appeal. 
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(1)  Within  fifteen  (15)  days  of  the  effective  date  of  the  administrator's  action,  the  appellant  shall  submit 
to  the  administrator  a  written  request  to  appeal  to  the  board.  The  request  shall  be  addressed  to  the 
board  and  shall  state  the  basis  for  the  appeal  and  the  relief  desired.

(i)      For  employees  who  have  completed  at  least  10  years  but  less  than  15  years  of  continuous  service 
with  the  City:  $1500.00. 

(ii)    For  employees  who  have  completed  at  least  1 5  years  but  less  than  20  years  of  continuous  service 
with  the  City:  $3000.00. 

(iii)   For  employees  who  have  completed  20  or  more  years  of  continuous  service  with  the  City: 
$5200.00. 

(3)  Employees  who  elect  to  participate  in  the  program  may  choose  to  have  the  benefit  paid  in  a  lump  sum 
upon  retirement,  or  may  have  the  amount  of  the  benefit  applied  to  the  purchase  of  continued  health 
insurance  under  the  City's  health  insurance  plan,  pursuant  to  state  and  federal  law.  The  selection 
between  these  options  must  be  made  at  least  thirty  (30)  calendar  days  prior  to  retirement. 

(4)  Employees  who  choose  to  apply  the  benefit  to  the  purchase  of  health  insurance  may  do  so  under  rules 
established  by  the  Office  of  the  Controller. 

(5)  The  City  may,  at  its  option,  elect  to  make  this  program  available  from  time  to  time.  However,  the  City 
shall  make  the  program  available  at  least  once  in  calendar  year  1993  and  once  in  calendar  year  1994.

PROPOSAL  NO.  291,  1993.  Councillor  Ruhmkorff  reported  that  the  Community  Affairs

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  she  would  like  to  study  the  State  plan  regarding  the  transfer 
of  Central  State  patients  to  community-based  facilities;  she  suggested  that  Proposal  No.  291, 
1993  be  postponed. 

Councillor  Coughenour  said  that  this  proposal  does  not  contain  specific  recommendations, 
therefore  she  does  not  believe  there  is  a  need  to  postpone  it.

WHEREAS,  there  is  currently  a  need  for  more  adequate  and  appropriate  community-based  services  for 
persons  who  suffer  mental  illness,  including  inpatient  and  residential  care;  and 

WHEREAS,  adequate  funding  to  develop  additional  community-based  programs  must  be  available  to  bridge 
the  gaps  left  by  the  potential  closing  of  Central  State  Hospital  and/or  other  restructuring  initiatives;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  many  states  many  mentally  ill  people  who  were  formerly  in  hospitals  have  been  left  to  take 
care  of  themselves  and  have  swelled  the  ranks  of  the  homeless;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  community  must  have  assurances  if  the  hospital  is  closed  that  there  will  be 
adequate  care  for  both  Central  State  Hospital  residents  who  will  remain  in  the  community  and  all  persons 
needing  community-based  mental  health  services  in  the  future;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  The  Indianapolis  City-County  Council  requests  that  if  the  state  of  Indiana  seeks  to  close  Central 
State  Hospital  and  restructure  its  mental  health  system  statewide,  that  adequate  and  appropriate  community- 
based  services  be  available  to  provide  a  full  continuum  of  care,  including  adequate  levels  of  inpatient  and 
residential  care.

A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  amending  Sec.  18-2  of  the  Code,  regarding  noise  caused  by  the  construction  or 
repair  of  buildings. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF 
INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION   1.  Sec.  18-2  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  are  hereby  amended  by 
deleting  the  stricken-through  text  and  by  inserting  the  underlined  text  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  18-2.  Unlawful  noises. 

(a)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  make,  continue  or 
cause  to  be  made  or  continued  any  loud,  unnecessary  or  unusual  noise,  or  any  noise  which  either  annoys, 
disturbs,  injures  or  endangers  the  comfort,  repose,  health  and  peace  or  safety  of  others  within  the  city. 
Accordingly,  the  following  acts,  among  others,  are  declared  to  be  loud,  disturbing  and  unnecessary  noises  and 
in  violation  of  this  section,  but  such  enumeration  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  exclusive: 

( 1 )  Horns  and  signaling  devices.  The  sounding  of  any  horn  or  signaling  device  on  any  automobile, 
motorcycle  or  other  vehicle  in  any  street  or  public  place  of  the  city,  except  as  a  danger  warning;  the 
creation  by  means  of  any  such  signaling  device  of  any  unreasonably  loud  or  harsh  sound;  the  sounding 
of  any  such  device  for  an  unnecessary  and  unreasonable  period  of  time;  the  use  of  any  signaling  device 
except  one  operated  by  hand,  air  or  electricity;  the  use  of  any  horn,  whistle  or  other  device  operated 
by  engine  exhaust;  and  the  continued  or  repeated  use  of  any  such  signaling  device  which  traffic  is  for 
any  reason  held  up,  or  in  any  parade,  or  in  any  group  of  vehicles. 

(2)  Radios  and  Phonographs.  Playing,  using  or  operating,  or  permitting  to  be  played,  used  or  operated, 
any  radio  or  television  receiving  set,  musical  instrument,  phonograph,  calliope  or  other  machine  or 
device  for  producing  or  reproducing  sound  in  such  a  manner  as  to  disturb  the  peace,  quiet  and  comfort 
of  the  neighboring  inhabitants,  or  at  any  time  with  louder  volume  than  is  necessary  for  convenient 
hearing  for  the  person  or  persons  who  are  in  the  room,  vehicle  or  chamber  in  which  such  machine  or 
device  is  operated,  and  who  are  voluntary  listeners  thereto,  except  when  a  permit  therefor  for  some 
special  occasion  is  granted.  The  operation  of  any  such  set,  instrument,  phonograph,  machine  or  device 
between  the  hours  of  1 1 :00  p.m.  and  7:00  a.m.  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  plainly  audible  at  a  distance 
of  fifty  (50)  feet  from  the  building,  structure  or  vehicle  in  which  it  is  located  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  a  violation  of  this  subsection. 

(3)  Loudspeakers,  amplifiers  for  advertising.  Playing,  using  or  operating,  or  permitting  to  be  played,  used 
or  operated,  any  radio  or  television  receiving  set,  musical  instrument,  phonograph,  loudspeaker,  sound 
amplifier  or  other  machine  or  device  for  producing  or  reproducing  sound  at  any  place  upon  the  public 
streets  or  in  any  vehicle  used  for  the  transportation  of  persons  for  hire  as  a  common  carrier,  for  the 
purpose  of  commercial  or  other  kind  of  advertising  or  attracting  the  attention  of  the  public  to  any 
activity  or  building  or  structure,  which  is  so  used  as  to  disturb  and  annoy  other  persons  in  their 
businesses,  homes  or  elsewhere  in  their  right  of  personal  privacy  and  quiet. 

(4)  Yelling  or  shouting.  Yelling,  shouting,  hooting,  whistling  or  singing  on  the  public  streets,  particularly 
between  the  hours  of  10:00  p.m.  and  7:00  a.m.,  or  at  any  time  or  place  so  as  to  annoy  or  disturb  the 
quiet,  comfort,  repose  of  persons  in  any  office,  or  in  any  dwelling,  hotel  or  other  type  of  residence,  or 
of  any  person  in  the  vicinity. 
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(5)  Animals  or  birds.  The  keeping  of  any  animal  or  bird  which,  by  causing  frequent  or  long-continued 
noise,  shall  disturb  the  comfort  or  repose  of  any  person  in  the  vicinity. 

(6)  Steam  whistles.  The  blowing  of  any  locomotive  steam  whistle,  or  steam  whistle  attached  to  any 
stationary  boiler,  or  one  operated  by  any  other  means,  except  to  give  notice  of  the  time  to  begin  or  stop 
work,  or  as  a  warning  of  fire  or  danger,  or  upon  request  of  the  proper  city  authorities. 

(7)  Exhausts.  The  discharge  into  the  open  air  of  the  exhaust  of  any  steam  engine,  internal-combustion 
engine,  or  any  other  type  of  engine  or  power  unit  on  a  motorboat,  motor  vehicle,  motorcycle  or  other 
vehicle  or  craft  of  any  kind,  except  through  a  muffler  or  other  device  which  will  effectively  reduce  and 
prevent  loud  or  explosive  noises  therefrom. 

(8)  Defect  in  vehicle  or  load.  The  use  of  any  automobile,  motorcycle  or  other  kind  of  vehicle  so  out  of 
repair,  or  so  loaded,  or  in  such  manner  as  to  create  loud  and  unnecessary  grating,  grinding,  rattling  or 
other  noises. 

(9)  Loading,  unloading,  opening  boxes.  The  creation  of  a  loud  and  excessive  noise  in  connection  with 
loading  or  unloading  any  vehicle,  or  the  opening  and  destruction  of  bales,  boxes,  crates  and  containers. 

(10)  Construction  or  repairing  of  buildings.  The  erection,  excavating  for  demolition,  alteration  or  repair 
of  any  building,  or  the  excavation  therefor,  other  than  between  the  hours  of  7:00  a.m.  and  6:00  p.m. 
on  weekdays  Monday  through  Saturday,  except  in  the  case  of  urgent  necessity  in  the  interest  of  public 
health  and  safety,  and  then  only  with  a  permit  from  the  division  of  neighborhood  and  development 
services  of  the  department  of  metropolitan  development  buildings  which  permit  may  be  granted  for 
a  period  not  to  exceed  three  (3)  days  while  the  emergency  continues  and  which  permit  may  be  renewed 
for  periods  of  three  (3)  days  while  the  emergency  continues.  If  the  division  of  neighborhood  and 
development  services  buildings  should  determine  that  the  public  health  and  safety  will  not  be  impaired 
by  the  erection,  demolition,  alteration  or  repair  of  any  building,  or  the  excavation  therefor,  or  of  any 
streets  and  highways,  between  the  hours  of  6:00  p.m.  and  7:00  a.m.,  or  on  Sunday,  and  that  loss  or 
inconvenience  would  result  to  any  party  in  interest,  it  may  grant  permission  for  such  work  to  be  done 
between  the  hours  of  6:00  p.m.  and  7:00  a.m.,  or  on  Sunday,  upon  application  being  made  at  the  time 
the  permit  for  the  work  is  issued  or  during  the  progress  of  the  work. 

(11)  Schools,  courts,  churches,  hospitals.  The  creation  of  any  excessive  noise  on  any  street  adjacent  to  any 
school,  institution  of  learning,  church  or  court  while  it  is  in  use,  or  adjacent  to  any  hospital  which 
unreasonably  interferes  with  the  operation  thereof  or  which  disturbs  or  unduly  annoys  patients  in  the 
hospital;  provided  that  conspicuous  signs  are  displayed  in  such  streets  indicating  that  the  same  has 
been  declared  and  is  a  school,  hospital  or  other  such  quiet  zone. 

(12)  Hawkers  and  peddlers.  The  loud  shouting  and  crying  of  peddlers,  hawkers  and  vendors  which  disturb 
the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  neighborhood. 

(13)  Drums.  The  use  of  any  drum,  horn  or  other  instrument  or  device  for  the  purpose  of  attracting  attention 
by  creation  of  noise  to  any  performance,  exhibition,  show  or  sale;  except  in  a  parade  or  place  for 
which  a  permit  has  been  granted. 

(14)  Transporting  metal  rails,  pillars  and  columns.  The  transportation  of  rails,  pillars  or  columns  of  iron, 
steel  or  other  material  over  and  along  the  streets  and  other  public  places  of  the  city,  upon  carts,  drays, 
cars,  trucks  or  in  any  other  manner  so  loaded  as  to  cause  loud  noises  or  as  to  disturb  the  peace  and 
quiet  of  such  streets  or  other  public  places. 

(15)  Railway  cars,  buses.  Causing,  permitting  or  continuing  any  excessive,  unnecessary  and  avoidable 
noise  in  the  operation  of  a  bus  or  railway  car  by  reason  of  defective  conditions  therein  or  of  its  tracks. 

(16)  Pile  drivers,  hammers.  The  operation  between  the  hours  of  10:00  p.m.  and  7:00  a.m.  of  any  pile 
driver,  steam  shovel,  pneumatic  hammer,  derrick,  steam  or  electric  hoist  or  other  appliance  the  use  of 
which  is  attended  by  loud  or  unusual  noise,  except  when  being  operated  by  a  public  utility  in 
connection  with  emergency  repairs  of  such  utility. 

(17)  Blowers.  The  operation  of  any  noise-creating  blower  or  power  fan,  or  any  internal-combustion  engine. 
the  operation  of  which  causes  noises  due  to  the  explosion  of  operating  gases  or  fluids,  unless  the  noise 
from  the  blower  or  fan  is  muffled  and  the  engine  is  equipped  with  a  muffler  device  sufficient  to  deaden 
such  noise. 
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(18)  Vendor 's  vehicle.  Using,  operating  or  playing,  or  permitting  to  be  used,  operated  or  played,  any  bell, 
radio,  musical  instrument,  phonograph,  loudspeaker,  sound  amplifier  or  other  machine  or  device  for 
producing  or  reproducing  sound  in  or  upon  any  vehicle  used  for  the  transportation  and  sale  of  any 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise  in  or  upon  any  of  the  streets  or  highways  within  the  city,  which  sound- 
producing  instruments  are  set  to  produce  any  noise,  music  or  sound  in  excess  of  one  hundred  fifteen 
(115)  decibels,  measured  at  six  (6)  inches  from  the  sound-producing  amplifier  of  the  speaker;  the  use 
and  operation  of  any  vehicle  so  equipped,  with  such  sound-producing  equipment  in  operation,  between 
the  hours  of  10:00  p.m.  and  10:00  a.m.  of  the  succeeding  day;  or  the  use  or  operation  of  any  sound- 
producing  equipment  in  or  upon  any  such  vehicle  while  the  vehicle  is  moving  along  or  upon  any  street 
or  highway;  it  being  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  subsection  to  permit  the  use  of  such  sound- 
producing  equipment  in  or  upon  any  such  vehicle  only  when  the  vehicle  is  parked  or  standing  still  in 
or  upon  any  street  or  highway  and  during  the  hours  provided  in  this  subsection. 

(19)  Portable  radios  in  public  conveyances.  The  audible  using,  operating  or  playing,  or  permitting  to  be 
used,  operated  or  played,  any  radio,  musical  instrument  or  electronic  recording  device  of  any  kind  or 
character  whatever  in  any  public  conveyance,  except  taxicabs  and  jitneys,  operating  in  the  city; 
provided,  however,  it  shall  not  be  unlawful  to  listen  to  any  such  device  by  means  of  earplugs  inserted 
in  the  hearer's  ear  and  inaudible  to  any  other  person. 

(b)  The  first  violation  in  any  calendar  year  shall  be  subject  to  admission  of  violation  and  payment  of  the 
designated  civil  penalty  through  the  ordinance  violations  bureau  in  accordance  with  Chapter  103  of  the  Revised 
Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County.  All  second  and  subsequent  violations  in  the  calendar  year  are 
subject  to  the  enforcement  procedures  and  penalties  provided  in  Sec.  1  -8  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion 
County,  Indiana.

Eastside  Community  Investments,  Inc.  -  Equity  VI  $800,000 

Project  will  provide  75  rental  units  in  four  areas  of  the  City  (Eastside,  Fountain  Square, 
United  Northwest,  and  Westside),  and  is  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the  Community 
Development  Corporations  in  those  areas.  Investment  leverages  $4,891,044. 

Mapleton-Fall  Creek  Housing  Development  Corporation  -  Reclamation  I  $299,000 

Project  will  provide  32  rental  units  in  the  Mapleton-Fall  Creek  area.  Investment  leverages 
$2,388,533. 

Near  North  Development  Corporation  $  1 05.600 

Projects  will  provide  8  units  for  first  time  home  buyers  (4  of  which  are  new  construction), 
and  rehabilitate  7  owner  occupied  homes.  Investment  leverages  more  than  $220,000. 

Westside  Community  Development  Corporation  $300,000 
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Projects  provide  incremental  rehabilitation  assistance  for  homeowners,  and  homeownership 
opportunities  to  persons  in  the  Stringtown,  Haughville,  and  Hawthorne  areas.  , 

Total  requested  $1,754,600 

PROPOSAL  NO.  298,  1993.  Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and 
Criminal  Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  298,  1993  on  May  26,  1993.  The  proposal, 
sponsored  by  Councillors  SerVaas,  Borst,  Coughenour,  Curry,  Dowden,  Hinkle,  Jimison, 
Moriarty  and  O'Dell,  creates  the  Court  Space  Reorganization  Commission.  By  a  6-1  vote, 
the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass 
as  amended.   Councillor  Dowden  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Gilmer,  for  adoption. 

Councillor  Golc  stated  that  he  supports  this  proposal  and  asked  that  his  name  be  added  as  a 
sponsor. 

Councillor  Jimison  moved  that  the  Court  Space  Reorganization  Commission  include  as  a 
member  Judge  Evan  Goodman,  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Marion  County  Municipal  Court.  She 
said  that  adding  Judge  Goodman  as  a  Commission  member  would  save  a  lot  of  time  and 
resolve  many  potential  differences.   Councillor  Williams  seconded  this  motion. 

Councillor  Dowden  said  that  he  opposes  this  amendment  because  there  is  nothing  in  the 
proposal  that  would  prohibit  Judge  Evan  Goodman  from  being  the  appointee  of  the  Circuit 
Court  Judge. 

Councillor  Williams  said  that  if  the  Council  has  learned  anything  from  the  public  defender 
issue  it  is  that  it  needs  to  be  more  inclusive  rather  than  exclusive.  She  believes  that  adding 
Judge  Goodman  as  an  additional  member  to  the  Commission  would  be  a  good  decision  in  the 
long  run. 

Councillor  Jimison' s  motion  failed  by  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

Councillor  Borst  said  that  he  learned  that  there  were  too  many  judges  involved  with  the  public 
defender  issue.  It  is  his  opinion  that  there  should  be  one  unified  voice  from  the  judiciary. 

Councillor  Jimison  said  that  Judge  Goodman  represents  fifteen  judges  and  it  the  Municipal 
Courts  that  are  going  to  be  affected,  not  the  circuit  courts. 

The  President  said  that  when  proxies  are  named,  they  are  not  named  permanently.  He  said 
he  intends  to  nominate  Councillor  Golc  as  his  proxy  so  he  can  attend  a  meeting  and  state  his 
views.  The  President  said  that  this  Commission  has  no  power;  it  is  a  study  group  which  will 
recommend  a  plan  by  July  30,  1993. 

Councillor  Rhodes  said  whatever  recommendation  this  Commission  makes  will  cost  the 
taxpayers.    Each  of  the  Commission  members  are  elected  by  the  people  in  Marion  County; 
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they  are  not  appointed.  They  will  be  answerable  to  the  electorate.  Judge  Goodman  is  not  an 
elected  official. 

Councillor  Boyd  asked  if  the  person  appointed  by  the  Commission  member  serves  at  the 
pleasure  of  that  appointing  authority  or  does  he/she  serve  until  the  task  is  completed. 

Councillor  Dowden  said  that  he  believes  this  proposal  means  that  the  persons  appointed  will 
be  appointed  for  the  duration  of  the  Commission. 

The  President  said  that  he  does  not  believe  that  if  a  Commission  member  appoints  someone 
to  cover  for  him  at  one  meeting  that  it  would  be  permanent  appointment.  The  President  said 
that  the  persons  named  in  the  proposal  as  members  are  the  ones  who  will  ultimately  have  to 
cast  a  decisive  vote. 

Robert  G.  Elrod,  Parliamentarian  and  General  Counsel,  said  that  he  interprets  it  that  either  the 
person  named  in  the  proposal  or  his  appointee  would  be  a  permanent  person  appointed  to  this 
Commission.  There  is  nothing  in  the  proposal  that  prevents  the  persons  appointed  to  that 
Commission  from  sending  a  proxy  to  the  meeting.  Whether  the  Commission  recognizes  them 
as  voting  proxies  or  not,  is  up  to  the  Commission. 

Councillor  Rhodes  said  he  thinks  the  final  vote  has  to  be  cast  from  the  Commission  members 
who  are  elected  officials.

Proposal  No.  298,  1993  was  retitled  COUNCIL  RESOLUTION  NO.  56,  1993  and  reads  as 
follows: 

CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  RESOLUTION  NO.  56,  1993 

A  COUNCIL  RESOLUTION  creating  the  Court  Space  Reorganization  Commission. 

WHEREAS,  the  U.S.  Justice  Department  reports  that  the  cost  of  courts  has  increased  58%  during  the  past 
twenty  years,  and  that  spending  for  court  legal  services  and  prosecution  has  increased  152%;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indiana  General  Assembly  has  continuously  created  more  Marion  County  courts,  more 
people  are  getting  divorces  and  suing,  drug-related  criminal  activity  has  increased  dramatically  during  the  past 
two  decades,  each  session  of  Congress  and  the  General  Assembly  adds  more  crimes  into  the  lawbooks, 
enforcement  effectiveness  has  steadily  increased,  and  whole  new  legal  subjects  have  come  into  existence  such 
as  environmental  crimes;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  1987,  a  City-County  Building  space  study  was  conducted  which  recommended  that  either 
a  new  Indianapolis  Police  Department  building  be  built  and  the  courts  expand  into  the  east  wing  of  the  City- 
County  Building,  or  that  a  new  courts  building  be  constructed;  and 
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WHEREAS,  in  1990,  a  new  space  study  was  conducted  which  recommended  a  new  $83  million  courts 
building,  or  the  least  expensive  option  for  the  growing  courts  would  be  to  remodel  an  existing,  downtown 
building  for  a  cost  of  $57  million;  and 

WHEREAS,  today  the  courtrooms  and  affiliated  agencies  are  scattered  throughout  the  City-County 
Building,  the  Indianapolis  Police  Department  has  been  decentralized,  and  the  judges  are  requesting  more  court 
security;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Under  the  current  circumstances,  the  prudent  and  cost-effective  action  is  to  expand  and 
consolidate  most  of  the  courts  into  the  east  and  west  wings  of  the  City-County  Building,  then  secure  those  areas 
with  appropriate  modern  security  devices  and  utilize  in  the  most  cooperative  and  efficient  manner  the  court 
bailiffs,  Sheriff  deputies  and  Building  Authority  police. 

SECTION  2.  Special  accommodation  should  be  made  for  the  existing  Mayor's  Action  Center  and  the 
Ordinance  Violations  Bureau,  and  to  some  possible  relocating  of  the  remaining  offices  now  in  the  east  wing. 

SECTION  3.  There  is  hereby  created  the  Court  Space  Reorganization  Commission  to  study,  develop  and 
recommend  implementation  of  this  courts  space  and  building  security  plan. 

SECTION  4.  Such  commission  shall  be  comprised  of  the  following  members: 

(a)  one  member  of  the  Marion  County  Board  of  Commissioners,  or  their  appointee,  who  shall  serve  as 
chairman, 

(b)  the  Mayor  of  Indianapolis  or  the  mayor's  appointee, 

(c)  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court,  or  such  judge's  appointee, 

(d)  the  Marion  County  Sheriff  or  the  sheriffs  appointee, 

(e)  the  City-County  Council  President  or  the  president's  appointee. 

The  general  manager  of  the  Indianapolis-Marion  County  Building  Authority  shall  serve  as  a  non-voting 
technical  advisor  to  the  commission. 

SECTION  5.  All  commission  meetings  shall  be  open  to  the  public,  and  the  commission  shall  prepare  a  written 
plan  of  action  by  July  30,  1993. 

SECTION  6.  This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  299,  1993.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by  Councillor  Curry,  amends  the  Code 
concerning  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency 
and  its  Board.  Councillor  Dowden  asked  for  consent  to  return  Proposal  No.  299,  1993  to 
Committee.   Consent  was  given.

Councillor 
Dowden  asked  for  consent  to  postpone  Proposal  No.  272,  1993  until  June  21,  1993.  Consent 
was  given. 

The  President  convened  the  Fire  Special  Service  District  Council.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Article  I,  Chapter  10  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  the  words  underlined  and  deleting  the  words  stricken  through  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I.  METROPOLITAN  EMERGENCY 
COMMUNICATIONS  AGENCY  BOARD 

Sec.  10-1.  Definition. 

(a)  As  used  in  this  chapter,  "district"  shall  mean  the  public  safety  communications  and  computer  facilities 
district  established  under  IC  36-08-15-67. 

(b)  As  used  in  this  chapter,  "public  safety  communications  system"  shall  have  the  definition  set  forth  in 
IC  36-8-15-3. 

(c)  As  used  in  this  chapter,  "computer  facilities"  shall  mean  computer  hardware  and  computer  software, 
and  all  related  equipment,  apparatus,  devices,  and  instrumentalities  necessary  for  the  proper  operation  of  the 
public  safety  communications  system. 

Sec.  10-2.  Board  established. 

(a)  There  is  established,  pursuant  to  IC  36-3-4-23  and  IC  36-8-15-2,  a  "metropolitan  emergency 
communications  agency  Board."  The  Board  shall  consist  of  the  following  members: 

(1)  The  mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  chief  executive  of  Marion  County; 

(2)  The  county  sheriff;  and 
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(3)  The  executive  director  of  the  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  of  Marion  County; 
who  shall  serve  by  virtue  of  their  offices;  and 

(4)  The  chief  executive  of  an  excluded  city  or  town,  who  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  at  a  meeting 
of  the  mayors  of  Lawrence,  Beech  Grove,  and  Southport  and  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
Town  Council  of  the  Town  of  Speedway;  and 

(5)  A  township  trustee,  who  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  of  the  trustees  of  all  townships 
located  in  Marion  County. 

Persons  elected  pursuant  to  (4)  and  (5)  shall  be  elected  to  one-year  terms  and  may  be  elected  for  successive 
terms.  A  member  shall  serve  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

(b)  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  constitutes  a  quorum  for  a  meeting  with  formal  notice.  The 
Board  may  act  officially  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  the  majority  of  those  present  at  the  meeting. 

(c)  Members  must  vote  in  person  and  may  net  act  by  proxy.  Proxies  shall  be  designated  in  writing 
delivered  to  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  Board  at  the  first  meeting  of  each  year,  and  such  designations 
shall  remain  in  effect  through  December  31  of  the  year  in  which  they  are  made.  The  secretary  of  the  Board  shall 
maintain  a  list  of  proxies.  Board  members  and  their  proxies  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

Sec.  10-3.  Meetings  and  organization. 

(a)  The  Board  shall,  at  its  first  meeting,  establish  a  meeting  schedule  and  elect  from  its  members  a 
chairman.  The  chairman  may  designate  one  of  the  Board  members  to  serve  as  its  secretary. 

(b)  The  Board  may  meet  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  needed  in  special  session  at  the  call  of  the 
chairman.  All  meetings  shall  be  open  to  the  public  in  accordance  with  IC  5-14-1.5.  Board  members  may  confer 
in  executive  sessions  pursuant  to  IC  5-14-1.5. 

Sec.  10-4.  Powers  and  duties  of  Board. 

The  Board  shall  also  be  charged  with  the  following  duties  and  responsibilities: 

(a)  To  have  The  Board,  in  accordance  with  IC  36-8-15,  shall  have  the  authority  to  finance,  purchase, 
contract  for,  acquire,  lease,  construct,  equip,  erect,  upgrade,  install  and  maintain  public  safety  communications 
and  computer  facilities  for  the  public  safety  agencies  within  the  district  which  are  subject  to  budget  review  by 
the  city-county  council; 

(b)  The  Board  may  To  enter  into  interlocal  cooperation  agreements  with  other  political  subdivisions  for 
the  financing,  purchase,  acquisition,  lease,  construction,  equipping,  erection,  upgrade  and  installation  of  public 
safety  communications  and  computer  facilities  for  public  safety  agencies  within  the  district  which  are  not 
subject  to  budget  review  by  the  city-county  council; 

(c)  The  Board  shall  To  coordinate  all  activities  necessary  to  ensure  compatibility  of  all  public  safety  and 
public  service  communications  and  computer  systems  within  the  district; 

(d)  To  review  and  approve  all  budgets,  contracts  and  expenditures  for  services,  equipment  purchases,  rents 
or  leases,  consultants,  management  or  technical  personnel; 

(e)  To  contract  for  technical  and  specialized  assistance  in  administering  its  duties; 

(f)  To  develop,  maintain,  and  distribute  job  descriptibns  and  salary  levels  consistent  with  the  standards 
established  by  the  Marion  County  Job  Classification  and  Compensation  Board; 

(g)  To  hire  a  director  for  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency  who  shall  have  such 
duties  as  provided  herein,  and  who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board; 

(h)     To  hire  personnel,  who  serve  at  the  director's  pleasure  according  to  law,  to  carry  out  its  duties; 

(fj     To  delegate  any  functions  to  the  director,  subject  to  review  by  the  Board; 
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(j)      To  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  for  the  efficient  administration  of  its  policies  and  procedures; 

(k)  To  exercise  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  granted  to  the  city  and  the  county 
under  IC  36-8-15  with  respect  to  the  implementation,  financing,  operation,  and  maintenance  of  the  public  safety 
communications  system  and  computer  facilities  for  the  public  safety  and  public  service  agencies  within  the 
district,  provided,  however,  no  power  or  duty  herein  prescribed  shall  in  any  way  be  permitted  to  derogate  the 
powers,  duties,  or  responsibilities  of  any  elected  officials; 

(41)  To  have  The  Board,  in  accordance  with  IC  36-8-16,  shall  have  the  following  powers  with  respect  to  an 
enhanced  emergency  telephone  system: 

(1)  To  lease,  purchase,  or  maintain  enhanced  emergency  telephone  equipment; 

(2)  To  negotiate  and  enter  into  contracts  with  a  service  supplier  for  the  provision  of  enhanced  emergency 
telephone  system  services; 

(3)  To  authorize  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  other  obligations  to  purchase,  or  to  pay  any  lease  rentals  for  the 
lease  of,  an  enhanced  emergency  telephone  system; 

(4)  To  negotiate  and  enter  into  leases,  contracts  or  other  obligations  to  provide  funds  for  the  making  of 
payments  required  under  contracts  entered  into  with  service  providers  for  the  provision  of  enhanced 
emergency  telephone  system  services; 

(5)  To  pledge  money  in  the  emergency  telephone  system  fund  established  pursuant  to  IC  36-8-16  for  the 
purposes  permitted  by  36-8-16; 

(6)  To  perform  the  obligations  and  exercise  the  rights  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County, 
Indiana,  under  a  certain  Enhanced  9-1-1  Service  Agreement  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis/Marion 
County,  Indiana,  and  Indiana  Bell  Telephone  Company,  dated  August  25,  1988,  and  amended  on 
December  20,  1988,  which  agreement  is  hereby  ratified  by  the  council; 

(7)  To  perform  the  obligations  and  exercise  the  rights  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County, 
Indiana,  under  a  certain  Service  Lease  Agreement  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion 
County,  Indiana,  dated  April  14,  1989  and  Ameritech  Credit  Corporation;  and 

(8)  To  exercise  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  granted  to  the  city  and  the  county 
under  IC  36-8-16  with  respect  to  the  implementation,  financing,  operation  and  maintenance  of  an 
enhanced  9-1-1  emergency  telephone  system,  except  as  such  powers  and  duties  may  be  delegated  by 
statute  to  other  officers  or  agencies; 

provided  that  no  contract  or  lease  entered  into  after  the  effective  date  of  this  section  which  obligates  the  city  or 
county  to  make  annual  contractual  or  lease  payments  in  excess  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000.00) 
and  no  bond  or  other  obligation  issued  after  the  effective  date  of  this  section  to  finance  the  purchase  or  lease 
of  enhanced  emergency  telephone  equipment  or  the  making  of  payments  to  a  service  provider  under  a  contract 
for  enhanced  emergency  telephone  service  shall  be  valid  unless  the  council  has  first  approved  such  contract, 
lease,  bond  or  other  obligation. 

Sec.  10-5.  Annual  Budget. 

The  Board  shall  prepare  budget  estimates  and  submit  them  to  the  controller  county  fiscal  officer  in 
accordance  with  IC  36-3-6.  In  preparing  its  estimates,  the  Board  shall  also  recommend  the  amount,  if  any,  of 
local  option  income  tax  revenues  which  should  be  appropriated  pursuant  to  IC  36-8-15-19(b). 

Sec.  10-6.  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency. 

There  is  created  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency  (MECA)  which  shall  be  under  the 
policy  supervision  of  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency  Board  through  the  director.  MECA 
shall  be  responsible  for  operating  a  public  safety  communications  system  and  computer  facilities  for  all 
participating  public  safety  and  public  service  agencies  in  the  district.  The  Board  shall  approve  the  organization 
of  MECA  along  such  lines  as  are  consistent  with  principles  of  good  management  and  the  provisions  of  this 
article. 
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Sec.  10-7.  Director-Qualifications;  responsibilities  generally. 

The  director  shall  have  such  qualifications  and  experiences  as  set  by  the  Board.  The  director  shall  be  the 
senior  administrator  of  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency  (MECA)  and  shall  act  as 
administrative  advisor  and  provide  staff  support  for  the  Board  in  its  deliberations.  The  director  shall  have  the 
authority  and  responsibility  to  act  for  the  Board  in  its  name  on  a  daily  operational  basis  when  the  Board  is  not 
in  session,  but  all  such  action  shall  be  subject  to  the  review  and  ratification  of  the  Board- 
Sec.  10-8.  Same-Powers  and  duties. 

The  director  shall  have  the  following  additional  specific  duties: 

(a)  To  review  MECA  activities  and  operations,  and  make  recommendations  on  same  to  the  Board;  and 
to  oversee  the  management  activities  which  are  subject  to  this  article; 

(b)  To  receive  and  review  with  comment  and  recommendation  all  reports,  requests,  and  documents  for 
the  Board; 

(c)  At  the  direction  of  the  Board,  to  communicate  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Board  with  the  participating 
agencies,  other  governmental  units,  and  the  private  sector  when  the  Board  is  not  in  session; 

(d)  To  prepare  budget  proposals  for  MECA  and  to  assist  the  Board  in  review  and  evaluation  of  the  budget 
proposals; 

(e)  To  review  all  contracts  and  expenditures  for  MECA,  and  submit  same  with  comment  and 
recommendations  to  the  Board  for  action; 

(f)  To  implement  all  administrative  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Board; 

(g)  To  coordinate  and  supervise  personnel,  who  serve  at  the  director's  pleasure  according  to  law,  to  carry 
out  the  Board's  duties;  and 

(h)  To  coordinate  with  participating  governments  and  agencies  all  activities  necessary  to  insure 
compatibility  of  the  public  safety  communications  systems  and  computer  facilities. 

Sec.  10-9.  Duties  of  Director  with  respect  to  agency. 

MECA  shall  be  managed  and  supervised  by  the  director.  The  director  shall  be  responsible  for  the  planning, 
organization  and  management  of  MECA  within  the  organization  plans  and  policies  developed  and  approved  by 
the  Board.

A  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  authorizing  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  $3,500,000  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  Variable/Fixed  Rate  Demand  Economic  Development  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds,  Series  1993 
(AlliedSignal  Inc.  Project);  authorizing  the  lending  of  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  to  AlliedSignal  Inc.,  a 
Delaware  Corporation;  approving  the  execution  and  delivery  of  certain  documents  in  relation  thereto;  and 
authorizing  certain  other  matters  in  relation  thereto. 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer"),  an  Indiana  political  subdivision,  is  authorized 
by  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  including,  without  limitation,  Title  36, 
Article  7,  Chapters  1 1.9  and  12  and  Title  5,  Article  1,  Chapter  5  of  the  Indiana  Code,  as  amended  (collectively, 
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the  "Act"),  to  provide  for  the  financing  and  refinancing  of  "economic  development  facilities,"  as  defined  in  the 
Act,  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  AlliedSignal  Inc.,  a  Delaware  corporation  (the  "Company"),  has  requested  the  Issuer  to  issue 
its  economic  development  revenue  refunding  bonds  to  provide  refinancing  for  an  "economic  development 
facility,"  as  defined  in  the  Act,  financed  by  the  Issuer  for  the  benefit  of  a  predecessor  in  interest  to  the  Company 
with  the  proceeds  of  the  Issuer's  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bonds  (Engineering  Research,  Inc.  Project) 
(The  Bendix  Corporation  —  Guarantor)  (the  "Prior  Bonds"),  and  the  Issuer  is  authorized  by  the  Act  to  refund

WHEREAS,  the  Issuer  on  December  16,  1982,  issued  the  Prior  Bonds  to  provide  financing  for  certain 
manufacturing  facilities  (the  "Project"),  located  at  10930  East  59th  Street  in  the  City  of  Lawrence,  Indiana, 
constituting  an  "economic  development  facility"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  refinancing  of  the  Project  will  comply  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act,  and 
constitute  the  refinancing  of  an  "economic  development  facility"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  proposed  to  pay  the  cost  of  refinancing  the  Project  through  the  issuance  of  economic 
development  revenue  refunding  bonds  of  the  Issuer  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Issuer  has  held  a  public  hearing  on  the  question  of  the  refinancing  of  the  Project  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  United  States  Tax  Reform  Act  of  1986,  and  has  determined  to  refinance 
the  Project  through  the  issuance  of  its  economic  development  revenue  refunding  bonds  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  July  7,  1993,  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  (the  "Commission") 
adopted  a  Resolution,  which  Resolution  has  been  previously  transmitted  hereto,  finding  that  the  refunding  and 
refinancing  complies  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act,  that  such  refunding  and  refinancing  will  be 
of  benefit  to  the  health  and  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens  and  approving  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds

1993  (AlliedSignal  Inc.  Project)  (the  "Bonds")  as  authorized  and  permitted  by  the  Act  and  as  hereinafter 
provided;  and 

WHEREAS,the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  loaned  by  the  Issuer  to  the  Company  pursuant  to  a  Loan 
Agreement,  dated  as  of  May  1,  1993  (the  "Loan  Agreement"),  in  order  to  carry  out  said  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  an  Indenture  of  Trust,  dated  as  of  May  1, 1993  (the  "Indenture"),  among  the  Issuer, 
The  Bank  of  New  York,  New  York  City,  New  York,  as  trustee  (the  "Trustee"),  and  1st  Source  Bank.  South 
Bend,  Indiana,  as  co-trustee  (the  "Co-Trustee"),  the  Issuer  will  assign  to  the  Trustee  and  the  Co-Trustee  the 
Issuer's  right,  title  and  interest  in,  under  and  to  the  Loan  Agreement  (except  for  certain  rights  of  the  Issuer  to 
be  reimbursed  and  indemnified  by  the  Company,  and  to  receive  notices)  as  security  for  the  payment  of  the 
Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  a  Limited  Offering  and  Remarketing  Agreement,  dated  as  of  May  1,  1993  (the 
"Limited  Offering  Agreement"),  among  the  Issuer,  the  Company  and  First  Chicago  Capital  Markets.  Inc.  (the 
"Limited  Offering  and  Remarketing  Agent"),  the  Limited  Offering  and  Remarketing  Agent  will  undertake  to 
effect  a  limited  offering  of  the  Bonds  and  to  remarket  Bonds  tendered  for  purchase  under  certain  circumstances; 
and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  an  Arbitrage  Compliance  Agreement  (the  "Arbitrage  Compliance  Agreement")  and 
a  Tax  Compliance  Agreement  (the  "Tax  Compliance  Agreement"),  each  dated  as  of  May  1.  1993,  and  each 
among  the  Issuer,  the  Trustee  and  the  Company,  the  Issuer,  the  Trustee  and  the  Company  will  undertake  to 
maintain  the  tax-exempt  status  of  the  bonds  for  Federal  income  tax  purposes  to  the  extent,  and  under  the 
circumstances,  set  forth  therein;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Commission  has  approved  the  final  forms  of  the  Indenture,  Loan  Agreement,  Limited 
Offering  Agreement,  Arbitrage  Compliance  Agreement,  Tax  Compliance  Agreement  and  the  form  of  the  Bonds 
(hereinafter  referred  to  collectively  as  the  "Financing  Documents")  by  Resolution  adopted  prior  in  time  to  this 
date,  which  Resolution  has  been  transmitted  hereto;  and 

WHEREAS,  two  (2)  copies  of  the  Financing  Documents  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  City- 
County  Council  for  public  inspection  and  the  forms  of  the  Financing  Documents  have  been  presented  to  this 
meeting;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  The  refinancing  of  the  Project  through  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  is  hereby  authorized  and  approved,  and  is  found  and  determined  to  be  in  compliance  with  the  purposes 
and  provisions  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  2.  In  order  to  provide  funds  to  refinance  the  Project,  there  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued 
economic  development  revenue  refunding  bonds  of  the  Issuer  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $3,500,000, 
which  economic  development  revenue  refunding  bonds  shall  be  designated  "City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana 
Variable/Fixed  Rate  Demand  Economic  Development  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds,  Series  1993  (AlliedSignal 
Inc.  Project)." 

The  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  fully  registered  form  and  in  such  denominations,  shall  be  dated  as  of  such 
dates,  shall  bear  interest  from  their  dates  on  the  unpaid  principal  amount  thereof  at  such  rates  per  annum,  shall 
mature  on  such  dates  and  in  such  principal  amounts,  and  shall  be  subject  to  purchase  on  such  terms  as  are  set 
forth  in  the  form  of  Indenture  presented  to  this  meeting. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity  at  the  times,  under  the  circumstances,  in  the 
manner,  at  the  prices,  in  the  amounts  and  with  the  effect  set  forth  in  the  form  of  Indenture  presented  to  this 
meeting. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  Issuer  by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the  Mayor, 
shall  be  attested  by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the  Clerk  of  the  City-County  Council,  shall  have  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  Issuer  impressed  or  reproduced  thereon,  shall  be  authenticated  by  the  endorsement  thereon 
of  the  Trustee  or  any  tender  agent  (the  "Tender  Agent")  appointed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Indenture, 
and  on  original  issuance  shall  be  delivered  by  the  Trustee  to  the  Limited  Offering  and  Remarketing  Agent  as 
agent  for  the  original  purchasers  thereof.  Temporary  Bonds  may  be  delivered  pending  preparation  of  definitive 
Bonds. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  compliance  with  and  under  authority  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  this 
Ordinance  and  the  Indenture. 

SECTION  3.  The  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  Issuer,  payable  solely  and 
only  from  the  revenues  and  receipts  derived  by  the  Issuer  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  shall  be 
otherwise  secured  as  provided  in  the  Indenture  and  the  Loan  Agreement.  The  Bonds  shall  not  in  any  respect 
be  a  general  obligation  of  the  Issuer,  nor  shall  they  be  payable  in  any  manner  from  funds  of  the  Issuer  raised 
by  taxation.  The  Bonds  shall  state  that  they  have  been  issued  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  that  they  do 
not  constitute  an  indebtedness  of  the  Issuer  or  a  loan  of  credit  thereof  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional 
or  statutory  provision. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  payable  at  the  principal  corporate  trust  office  of  the  Trustee  in  the  City  of  New  York, 
New  York,  and  at  such  other  offices  as  may  be  chosen  pursuant  to  the  Indenture.  The  Bonds  shall  be  payable 
in  any  medium  which  is  then  legal  tender  for  all  debts  public  and  private. 

Nothing  in  this  Ordinance,  the  Financing  Documents  or  in  any  document  or  agreement  required  hereby  and 
thereby,  shall  be  construed  as  an  obligation  or  commitment  by  the  Issuer  to  expend  any  of  its  funds  other  than 
(i)  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  (ii)  the  revenues  and  receipts  derived  from  the  Loan 
Agreement,  and  (iii)  any  moneys  arising  out  of  the  investment  or  reinvestment  of  said  proceeds,  income, 
revenues,  receipts  or  moneys. 

SECTION  4.  The  form,  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Financing  Documents  presented  to  this  meeting  are  in  all 
respect  approved,  and  the  Mayor  and  Clerk  of  the  City-County  Council  of  the  Issuer  are  hereby  authorized, 
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empowered  and  directed  to  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  the  Financing  Documents,  with  or  without  an 
impression  of  the  official  seal  of  the  Issuer  as  required  thereby.  The  sale  of  the  Bonds  to  the  purchasers 
designated  by  the  Limited  Offering  and  Remarketing  Agent  at  a  price  of  1 00%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
thereof  is  hereby  approved. 

The  Financing  Documents,  as  so  executed  and  delivered,  shall  be  in  substantially  the  forms  now  before  this 
meeting  and  hereby  approved,  with  only  such  changes  therein  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  officers  of  the  Issuer 
executing  the  same,  their  execution  thereof  to  constitute  conclusive  evidence  of  their  approval  and  the  approval 
of  this  City-County  Council  of  any  and  all  changes  or  revisions  therein  from  the  forms  thereof  now  before  this 
meeting  provided  that  such  changes  do  not  affect  terms  set  forth  in  this  Ordinance  and  the  Financing  Documents 
pursuant  to  Indiana  Code  36-7- 1 2-27(a)(  1 )  through  (a)(10);  and  from  and  after  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
the  Financing  Documents,  the  Mayor  and  the  Clerk  of  the  City-County  Council  of  the  Issuer  are  hereby 
authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things,  and  to  execute  all  documents  (including  any 
certifications,  financing  statements,  assignments  and  other  instruments),  as  may  be  necessary,  in  the  opinion 
of  counsel  to  the  Issuer,  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Financing  Documents  as  executed, 
and  in  any  other  documents  and  instruments  required  to  effectuate  any  portion  of  the  financing  transaction. 

If  any  of  the  officers  of  the  Issuer  who  shall  have  signed  or  sealed  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  cease  to  be  such 
officers  of  the  Issuer  before  the  Bonds  so  signed  and  sealed  shall  have  been  authenticated  by  the  Trustee  or  the 
Tender  Agent,  or  delivered  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer,  such  Bonds,  nevertheless,  may  be  authenticated  and 
delivered  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  though  the  person  or  persons  who  signed  or  sealed  the  same  had  not 
ceased  to  be  such  officer  or  officers  of  the  Issuer;  and  also  any  such  Bonds  may  be  signed  and  sealed  on  behalf 
of  the  Issuer  by  those  persons  who,  at  the  actual  date  of  the  execution  of  such  Bonds,  shall  be  the  proper  officers 
to  the  Issuer,  although  at  the  nominal  date  of  such  Bonds  any  such  person  shall  not  have  been  such  an  officer 
of  the  Issuer.

A  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  approving  and  authorizing  certain  actions  and  proceedings  with  respect  to  certain 
proposed  economic  development  bonds. 
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WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer")  is  authorized  by  IC  36-1-11.9  and  IC  36-7-12 
(collectively,  the  "Act")  to  issue  revenue  bonds  for  the  financing  of  economic  development  facilities,  the  funds 
from  said  financing  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition,  renovation,  construction,  installation  and  equipping  of  said 
facilities,  and  said  facilities  to  be  either  sold  or  leased  to  a  company  or  directly  owned  by  the  company; 

WHEREAS,  Brulin  &  Company,  Inc.  (the  "Applicant")  has  advised  the  Indianapolis  Economic

WHEREAS,  having  received  the  advice  of  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission,  it  would 
appear  that  the  financing  of  the  Project  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its 
citizens; 

WHEREAS,  the  acquisition,  construction,  installation  and  equipping  of  the  Project  will  not  have  an  adverse 
competitive  effect  on  similar  facilities  already  constructed  or  operating  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer;  now, 
therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA 

SECTION  1 .  It  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the  creation  of 
opportunities  for  gainful  employment  (eleven  (1 1)  new  jobs  at  the  end  of  one  year  and  thirty-five  (35)  new  jobs 
at  the  end  of  three  years)  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer,  is  desirable,  serves  a  public  purpose,  and  is  of 
benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer;  and  that  it  is  in  the  public  interest  that  this  Issuer  take  such 
action  as  it  lawfully  may  to  encourage  the  diversification  of  industry,  the  creation  of  business  opportunities,  and 
the  creation  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  2.  It  further  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue  bonds  of

will  serve  the  public  purposes  referred  to  above  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

SECTION  3.  In  order  to  induce  the  Applicant  to  proceed  with  the  acquisition,  construction,  installation  and 
equipping  of  the  Project,  this  Council  hereby  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  (i)  it  will  take  or  cause

inducement  resolution  is  still  in  effect  and  (b)  the  aggregate  amount  of  private  activity  bonds  previously  issued 
during  that  calendar  year  will  not  exceed  the  private  activity  bond  limit  for  such  calendar  year,  it  being 
understood  that  the  Issuer,  by  taking  this  action,  is  not  making  any  representation  nor  any  assurances  that  ( 1 ) 
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any  such  allocable  limit  will  be  available,  because  inducement  resolutions  in  an  aggregate  amount  in  excess  of 
the  private  activity  bond  limit  may  and  in  all  probability  will  be  adopted;  (2)  the  proposed  Project  will  have  no 
priority  over  other  projects  which  have  applied  for  such  private  activity  bonds  and  have  received  inducement 
resolutions;  and  (3)  no  portion  of  such  activity  bond  limit  has  been  guaranteed  for  the  proposed  Project;  and  (iii) 
it  will  use  its  best  efforts  at  the  request  of  the  Applicant  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  additional  bonds  for

PROPOSAL  NO.  365,  1993.  This  proposal  is  a  rezoning  ordinance  for  certain  property  in 
Perry  Township,  Councilmanic  District  24,  located  at  8829  and  8835  Madison  Avenue.  The 
proposal  requests  the  rezoning  of  1.677  acres,  from  a  D-A  district,  to  a  C-l  classification  to 
provide  for  commercial  uses.  Proposal  No.  365,  1993  was  certified  by  the  Metropolitan 
Development  Commission  on  June  18,  1993.  On  June  21,  1993  Councillor  Coughenour 
moved  to  schedule  Proposal  No.  365,  1993  for  a  public  hearing  on  July  12,  1993.  This 
motion  passed  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

The  President  stated  that  Robert  Elrod,  General  Counsel,  advised  him  that  a  preliminary 
conference  was  held  with  the  petitioners  and  remonstrators  on  July  7,  1 993  and  there  was  no 
resolution  of  the  matter  at  that  time. 

Councillor  Coughenour  said  that  the  petitioners  propose  to  construct  a  day-care  center  at  this 
location.  The  neighborhood  oppose  the  day-care  center  because  of  traffic  congestion  caused 
by  children  coming  and  going  from  the  center.  In  the  last  year  and  a  half  there  have  been  123 
accidents  on  Madison  Avenue  between  Stop  1 1  Road  and  County  Line  Road.  It  would  be 
helpful  if  a  traffic  signal  could  be  authorized  at  this  intersection.  She  said  that  the 
neighborhood  does  not  oppose  the  rezoning,  but  it  would  prefer  another  C-l  business  where 
the  traffic  flow  could  be  spread  evenly  throughout  the  day. 

Michael  Kias,  petitioners'  attorney,  introduced  Sandor  Kovacs,  developer  of  the  project,  Jim 
Klausmeier,  traffic  engineer  with  Pflum,  Klausmeier  &  Gehrum,  and  Price  Hawkins,  owner 
of  the  property.  Mr.  Kias  stated  that  the  Department  of  Metropolitan  Development  (DMD) 
and  the  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  support  a  day-care  center  on  this  site.  He  agreed 
with  Councillor  Coughenour  in  that  this  is  not  a  zoning  issue,  but  a  traffic  issue.  This  day- 
care facility  is  licensed  for  160  children—twenty  percent  will  arrive  and  depart  in  the  same 
vehicle.  Thirty  percent  will  arrive  after  school,  so  the  traffic  generation  is  not  all  plugged  in 
once  in  the  morning  and  once  in  the  afternoon.  The  petitioners  support  a  traffic  signalization 
of  the  Madison  Avenue  and  Preddy  Drive  intersection  and  are  willing  to  participate  to  some 
extent  with  that  cost.  He  urged  that  the  Council  confirm  the  recommendation  of  the  Hearing 
Examiner  and  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  who  approved  the  rezoning  and 
use  of  the  property. 

Gwen  Freeman,  board  member  and  representative  of  the  South  Madison  Homeowners 
Association,  urged  the  Council  to  vote  "no"  on  this  petition  for  the  following  reasons:  (1)  the 
playground  area  surrounds  one  private  residence;  (2)  the  Association  and  especially  the 
homeowners  on  Preddy  Drive  are  concerned  about  the  traffic  issue;  and  (3)  one  resident  of 
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Preddy  Drive  is  blind  and  daily  gets  on  and  off  the  Metro  Bus  System  at  the  corner  of  Preddy 
Drive  and  Madison  Avenue.  The  Association  is  concerned  because  (1)  the  new  KinderCare 
facility  is  going  to  be  9000  sq.  ft.  which  means  it  could  be  licensed  for  250  children,  not  160 
as  is  proposed,  and  (2)  there  are  only  forty  parking  spaces  and  if  all  of  the  parents  come  to  an 
open  house,  they  will  be  parking  their  cars  along  Preddy  Drive.  The  Association  does  not 
want  another  Castleton.  Right  now  the  City  still  has  some  control  over  the  development  of 
this  area. 

Rosilee  Ballard,  2531  Preddy  Drive,  stated  that  she  believes  if  the  day-care  center  is  approved 
the  resulting  traffic  will  put  her  blind  husband's  life  in  jeopardy.  He  has  already  been  hit 
twice  by  vehicles  on  his  way  to  the  bus  stop. 

Mr.  Kias  asked  Mr.  Klausmeier  to  respond  to  some  of  the  traffic  issues.  Mr.  Klausmeier  said 
from  the  traffic  study  of  this  proposed  site  plan,  the  morning  peak  hours  will  generate  18 
vehicles  turning  left  from  Madison  into  Preddy  Drive  and  1 1  vehicles  turning  left  from 
KinderCare  at  Preddy  Drive;  in  the  evening  peak  hours  there  will  be  an  estimated  35  vehicles 
per  hour  turning  left  into  KinderCare  and  about  an  equal  number  turning  left  out  of 
KinderCare  at  Preddy  Drive.  Even  though  the  volumes  are  relatively  low  turning  in  and  out 
of  the  site  in  peak  hours,  he  recognizes  the  volumes  along  Madison  are  high  and  that  it  is  a 
concern,  but  he  believes  the  site  can  accommodate  this  use. 

Curt  Caplinger,  2521  Preddy  Drive,  stated  that  his  property  abuts  the  proposed  KinderCare 
facility.  The  traffic  load  is  already  a  severe  problem  along  Madison  Avenue  and  will  only 
worsen  with  a  child-care  center  on  this  corner.  He  urged  the  Councillors  to  vote  "no"  to  a 
KinderCare  at  the  corner  of  Madison  Avenue  and  Preddy  Drive. 

Stewart  Spencer,  resident  from  District  No.  22,  said  that  he  believes  there  is  too  much  traffic 
on  Madison  Avenue  now. 

Councillor  Rhodes  asked  that  the  covenants  requested  by  DMD  be  outlined.  Ed  Mitro,  Senior 
Planner,  DMD,  replied  that  there  are  several  conditions  that  the  petitioner  agreed  to  as  a  part 
of  the  rezoning:  (1)  a  solid  six-foot  screened  fence  and  landscaping  which  is  in  addition  to 
the  required  transitional  yard,  (2)  vehicle  access  to  the  site  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
DOT,  (3)  entrance  and  exit  modifications  were  incorporated  into  the  site  plan  and  also  parking 
spaces,  and  (4)  a  final  site  plan  be  submitted  and  approved  by  the  Administrator  prior  to  the 
issuance  of  any  permits. 

Councillor  Rhodes  asked  if  there  were  any  commitments  regarding  limiting  this  KinderCare 
to  a  certain  number  of  children.  Mr.  Mitro  replied  that  because  of  the  C-l  zoning  and  the 
licensing  requirements  there  were  no  specific  commitments  put  on  the  property. 

Councillor  Beadling  said  that  she  believes  the  noise  level  with  160  children  playing  outside 
will  be  high  and  will  be  an  annoyance  to  the  people  in  the  condos  and  surrounding  property. 

Councillor  Gilmer  asked  Mr.  Mitro  for  the  staffs  comments.  Mr.  Mitro  replied  that  from  a 
land  use  standpoint  the  C-l  zone  is  appropriate  and  does  meet  the  terms  of  both  the  South 
Madison  U.S.  31  Corridor  Plan  and  the  Perry  Township  Plan.  The  traffic  problem  is  a 
difficult  one  because  it  would  be  a  problem  no  matter  what  C-l  use  was  developed  at  that 
location.  The  traffic  information  that  was  brought  forward  does  note  that  at  peak  hours  both 
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the  morning  and  the  evening  traffic  would  be  more  intense  than  most  other  types  of  sites  that 
are  allowed  in  a  C-l  district.  However,  any  other  kind  of  C-l  use  will  have  an  impact  on 
traffic  in  this  area  either  at  or  above  the  level  of  this  particular  use.  The  staff  did  have 
concerns  concerning  the  traffic,  but  did  recommend  approval  before  the  Hearing  Examiner 
and  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  Greenwood  Plaza  located  nearby  is  a  big  shopping  center. 
The  Council  should  not  allow  another  Castleton  area  to  be  developed.  She  reminded  the 
Councillors  that  this  petition  passed  the  Commission  by  only  one  vote  and  urged  the 
Councillors  to  vote  it  down. 

The  President  reminded  the  Councillors  that  to  sustain  the  lower  body  will  take  12  green 
votes;  to  reject  the  lower  body  will  take  18  red  votes.  The  Commission's  decision  was 
sustained  and  Proposal  No.  365,  1993  was  approved  by  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

Councillor  Dowden  said  that  Court  Administrator  would  oversee 
Court  Services,  the  Domestic  Relations  Counseling  Bureau,  the  General  Term  Reporter  and 
the  Law  Library.  By  a  7-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  Proposal  No.  354,  1993  to  the 
Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 
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Councillor  Dowden  voted  on  the  minority  side  on  Proposal  No.  355,  1993  so  he  asked 
Councillor  Franklin  to  give  the  Committee  report  on  this  proposal.  Councillor  Franklin  said 
he  supports  funding  the  Court  Administrator  because  he  believes  the  judges  should  adjudicate 
cases,  not  be  business  managers  and  administrators.  By  a  5-2  vote,  the  Committee  reported 
Proposal  No.  355,  1993  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Councillor  West  stated  that  concerning  the  funding  of  this  new  agency  the  Auditor  said  the 
funds  were  available  but  that  there  is  an  effort  being  made  to  reserve  some  funds  in  the 
County  General  Fund.  The  importance  of  this  matter  was  stressed  so  the  Committee  decided 
to  find  the  necessary  funds  through  other  savings  in  order  to  manage  the  court  process  more 
efficiently. 

Councillor  Borst  said  that  he  understood  that  the  funding  would  be  from  the  budgets  of  the 
other  agencies  who  would  use  the  Court  Administrator  rather  than  from  the  County  General 
Fund. 

Judge  Anthony  Metz,  III,  Marion  County  Superior  Court,  Civil  Court,  Room  1,  stated  that 
there  are  16  judges  who  all  have  case  loads.    There  is  a  need  for  a  court  administrator. 
Besides  overseeing  the  four  agencies,  the  Administrator  would  ensure  that  the  courts  are  in 
compliance  with  federal  regulations. 

Councillor  Dowden  said  that  the  Committee  agreed  that  there  is  a  need  for  a  Court 
Administrator.  He  also  agrees  with  Councillor  Borst  that  there  should  be  fund  balances  in  the 
four  agencies'  budgets  sufficient  to  fund  the  Office  of  the  Court  Administrator. 

Councillors  Jimison,  Williams  and  Gilmer  voiced  their  support  for  both  proposals.

Councillor  Franklin  stated  that  repealing  the  supplemental  juror  fees  will  save  the  County 
more  than  $260,000  annually.   He  moved  for  adoption  of  Proposal  No.  615,  1992. 

Councillor  Jimison  said  that  she  will  vote  "no"  on  this  proposal  because,  in  her  opinion, 
repealing  supplemental  juror  fees  may  result  in  only  those  who  are  financially  able  to  serve 
as  perspective  jurors  and  as  a  consequence  the  population  pool  of  perspective  jurors  would 
not  represent  the  majority  population.  She  believes  that  the  county  needs  to  save  money  but 
not  by  decreasing  juror  fees. 
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Councillor  Hinkle  stated  that  instead  of  cutting  juror  fees  to  save  money,  the  inefficiencies 
in  the  jury  system  should  be  addressed  or  a  moratorium  should  be  placed  on  all  remodeling 
in  the  City-County  Building. 

Councillor    Williams    said  that   she   believes   this   proposal    would   have   the   effect   of 
systematically  and  economically  excluding  a  significant  number  of  the  citizens  and  certainly 
low-  to  moderate-income  females  who  are  heads  of  households. 

Councillor  Golc  stated  that  he  believes  that  there  are  efficiencies  to  be  realized  in  the  jury 
system  and  this  is  one  place  to  start.  He  also  believes  that  reducing  juror  fees  will  not  disrupt 
anyone's  right  to  a  trial  by  jury. 

Councillor  West  voiced  his  support  of  this  proposal  because  it  is  an  effort  to  find  savings  and, 
in  his  opinion,  the  citizens  will  still  serve  as  jurors  when  called.  Councillor  Dowden  stated 
that  he  does  not  believe  that  adopting  this  proposal  will  deny  anyone  the  right  of  trial  by  their 
peers. 

Councillor  Rhodes  asked  if  in  civil  cases  there  is  a  statute  enabling  a  judge  to  assess  the  cost 
of  the  jury  to  the  losing  party.  Robert  Elrod,  General  Counsel,  replied  that  in  civil  trials  it  is 
generally  assessed  as  part  of  the  costs,  but  he  does  not  know  in  how  many  cases  the  County 
recovers  those  costs. 

Councillor  McClamroch  said  that  he  believes  most  people  recognize  that  service  on  a  jury  is 
an  obligation  and  a  responsibility  of  citizenship  in  a  free  society.  The  County  can  never  fully 
reimburse  the  cost  of  serving  on  a  jury  and  feels  that  if  service  on  a  jury  is  made  contingent 
on  payment  then  that  obligation  has  been  cheapened. 

Councillor  Smith  seconded  Councillor  Franklin's  motion  and  moved  the  question.  Councillor

before  noon,  or  twenty  dollars  ($20.00)  if  required  to  stay  beyond  noon,  or  thirty-seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
($37,50)  per  day  for  those  citizens  who  are  actually  impaneled  on  a  jury.) 

SECTION  2.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  or  any  other  ordinance  or  part 
of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings  begun 
prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings  are  continued,  and 
penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  had  not 
been  adopted. 

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining  provisions 
shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the  invalid  provision  or  provisions, 
be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.  To  this  end  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  are  severable. 

SECTION  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Council  and  compliance  with 
IC  36-3-4-14.

WHEREAS,  IC  33-19-6-1.5  requires  the  establishment  of  a  clerk's  record  perpetuation  fund;

The  clerk  shall  deposit  into  the  clerk's  record 
perpetuation  fund  all  revenue  for  access  provided  to  public  records  received  pursuant  to  Sec.  385-307(c)  of  the 
Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,  all  revenue  for  facsimile  documents  sent  by  the  clerk,  and 
all  revenue  received  for  the  facsimile  transmission  to  the  clerk  of  court  pleadings.  The  unappropriated  balances 
in  such  fund  at  the  end  of  each  calendar  year  shall  not  revert  to  the  county  general  fund. 

Sec.  135-303.  Uses  and  appropriations. 

(a)  The  money  in  the  clerk's  record  perpetuation  fund  may  be  used  for  the  following  purposes: 

(1)  The  preservation  of  records. 

(2)  The  improvement  of  record  keeping  systems  and  equipment. 

(b)  Amounts  shall  be  paid  from  such  fund  only  pursuant  to  appropriations  authorized  by  the  City-County 
Council  in  the  normal  budgeting  processes. 

SECTION  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  City-County 
Council  and  approval  by  the  Mayor. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  319, 1993.  Councillor  Rhodes  reported  that  the  Administration  and  Finance 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  319,  1993  on  June  28,  1993.  The  proposal  creates  an 
Enhanced  Access  Fund  and  Board.  Enhanced  Access  will  permit  non-governmental  agencies 
access  to  various  public  documents  through  computerization  for  a  fee.  The  Enhanced  Access 
Board  will  consist  of  fifteen  members.  By  a  6-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal 
to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Rhodes  moved  to  amend  Sec.  285-308  by  deleting  the  words  "Notwithstanding 
any  other  provision  of  this  Article"  in  the  first  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  therefor  the  words 
"For  purposes  solely  of  the  distribution  of  enhanced  access  fees."  This  motion  was  seconded 
by  Councillor  Short  and  passed  by  unanimous  voice  vote.  Councillor  Rhodes  commended 
the  County  Clerk  and  County  Treasurer  for  all  their  work  on  this  proposal. 

Councillor  Beadling  asked  what  is  the  initial  cost  and  how  long  will  it  take  to  recover  that 
expense.

WHEREAS,  IC  5-14-3-3.5  authorizes  the  provision  of  enhanced  access  to  public  records  as  an  additional 
means  of  inspecting  and  copying  public  records;  and 

WHEREAS,  IC  5-14-3-8.3  requires  the  creation  of  an  enhanced  access  fund  by  the  fiscal  body  of  any 
political  subdivision  having  a  public  agency  which  charges  a  fee  for  enhanced  access; 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION   I.    Chapter  285  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County 
is  amended  by  adding  a  new  Article  III  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  III.  MARION  COUNTY  ENHANCED  ACCESS  BOARD 

Sec.  285-301.  Intent  of  Article. 

In  enacting  this  article,  the  Council  finds  and  declares  that  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion 
County,  together  with  all  of  its  public  agencies,  exist  solely  to  aid  the  citizens  of  Marion  County.  The  Council 
finds  and  declares  that  the  citizens  of  Marion  County  are  the  owners  of  all  computerized  information  in  the 
custody  of  any  public  agency.  The  purposes  of  this  article  are  to  encourage  and  facilitate  access  to  that 
computerized  information  through  the  establishment  of  enhanced  access  services.  This  article  shall  be  liberally 
construed  to  effect  those  purposes. 

Sec.  285-302.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  article, 

(a)  Board  and  Enhanced  Access  Board  mean  the  Enhanced  Access  Board  of  Marion  County  created  by 
Sec.  285-303  of  this  article.  * 

(b)  Computerized  information  means  any  public  information  which  could  be  made  available  for  inspection 
by  means  of  enhanced  access. 

(c)  Custodian  means  the  public  agency  which  compiles,  collects,  creates  or  otherwise  obtains  or  maintains 
computerized  information  in  the  course  of  carrying  out  its  legal  duties.  "Custodian"  shall  not  mean  the 
Information  Services  Agency  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  or  the  Marion  County  Justice  Agency,  which 
provide  management  information  services  to  other  public  agencies. 
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(d)  Enhanced  access  means  the  inspection  of  a  public  record  by  a  person  other  than  a  governmental  entity 
and  that: 

(1)  is  by  means  of  an  electronic  device  other  than  an  electronic  device  provided  by  a  public  agency  in  the 
office  of  the  public  agency;  or 

(2)  requires  the  compilation  or  creation  of  a  list  or  report  that  does  not  result  in  the  permanent  electronic 
storage  of  the  information. 

(e)  Fund  means  the  Enhanced  Access  Fund  created  by  Sec.  285-304  of  this  article. 

(f)  Public  Agency  means  a  governmental  department,  office,  court,  elected  official  or  other  entity  whose 
budget  is  subject  to  approval  by  the  City-County  Council  of  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion 
County. 

Sec.  285-303.  Enhanced  Access  Board  Created. 

(a)  There  is  hereby  created  the  Enhanced  Access  Board  of  Marion  County.  The  Enhanced  Access  Board 
consists  of: 

(1)  The  Marion  County  Auditor; 

(2)  The  Marion  County  Clerk; 

(3)  The  Marion  County  Prosecutor; 

(4)  The  Marion  County  Recorder; 

(5)  The  Marion  County  Sheriff; 

(6)  The  Marion  County  Treasurer; 

(7)  The  Controller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis; 

(8)  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis; 

(9)  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Administration  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis; 

(10)  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Metropolitan  Development  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis; 

(11)  The  Director  of  the  Information  Services  Agency  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County; 

(12)  One  (1)  person  appointed  by  majority  vote  of  the  Marion  County  Justice  Agency  Board; 

(13)  One  (1)  township  assessor  appointed  by  majority  vote  of  the  nine  (9)  township  assessors  of  Marion 
County; 

(14)  One  (1)  judge  appointed  by  majority  vote  of  the  Judges  of  the  courts  of  record  of  Marion  County;  and 

(15)  One  (1)  City-County  Councillor  appointed  by  majority  vote  of  the  City-County  Council. 

(b)  Any  member  of  the  Board  may  designate  in  writing  any  person  to  serve  as  a  designated  member  in  the 
member's  stead.  Designees  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  designating  member.  A  designee  may  not 
designate  a  person  to  serve  in  the  designee's  stead  under  this  subsection  (b). 

(c)  Members  appointed  to  the  Board  by  majority  vote  of  other  public  officials,  under  the  terms  of 
subsection  (a)  of  this  section,  shall  serve  for  a  fixed  term  of  one  ( 1 )  year,  or  until  a  replacement  member  is  duly 
appointed. 

(d)  The  Enhanced  Access  Board  shall  elect  a  chairman  and  a  secretary,  and  shall  adopt  such  rules  for  the 
performance  of  its  duties  as  it  shall  deem  necessary. 

(e)  Eight  (8)  members  of  the  Enhanced  Access  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  of 
conducting  the  business  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  285-304.  Enhanced  Access  Fund  Created. 

(a)  There  is  hereby  created  the  Enhanced  Access  Fund. 

(b)  The  Enhanced  Access  Fund  shall  consist  of  all  fees  collected  by  any  public  agency,  under  IC  5-14-3- 
8(h)  or  IC  5-14-3-8(i)  of  the  Indiana  Code. 

(c)  The  Enhanced  Access  Fund  is  a  dedicated  fund  and  shall  be  used  for  the  replacement,  improvement 
and  expansion  of  capital  expenditures  and  the  reimbursement  of  operating  expenses  incurred  in  providing 
enhanced  access  to  public  information,  together  with  any  other  purpose  which  is  or  may  hereafter  be  authorized, 
under  IC  5- 14-3-8. 3(b)  of  the  Indiana  Code  or  otherwise. 
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Sec.  285-305.  Fund  Administration. 

The  Enhanced  Access  Board  shall  administer  the  Enhanced  Access  Fund,  and  shall  determine  the  proper 
appropriations  to  be  recommended  to  the  City-County  Council  for  the  Enhanced  Access  Fund. 

Sec.  285-306.  Enhanced  Access  Proposals. 

(a)  Any  public  agency  desiring  to  provide  enhanced  access  shall  first  submit  a  statement  to  the  Enhanced 
Access  Board: 

(1 )  Identifying  the  computerized  information  to  which  enhanced  access  is  to  be  provided; 

(2)  Describing  the  end  product  to  be  provided  to  any  person  who  obtains  the  proposed  enhanced  access; 

(3)  Describing  the  fee  structure  for  the  proposed  enhanced  access; 

(4)  Identifying  all  other  public  agencies  which  the  submitting  public  agency  believes  are  also  custodians 
of  the  computerized  information  to  which  enhanced  access  is  to  be  provided;  and 

(5)  Identifying  all  other  public  agencies  which  the  submitting  public  agency  believes  are  also  providing 
an  enhanced  access  end  product  similar  to  the  proposed  enhanced  access  end  product. 

(b)  Upon  receipt  of  the  statement  required  by  subsection  (a)  of  this  section,  the  Board  shall  determine: 

(1)  Whether  the  submitting  public  agency  has  proposed  a  reasonable  fee  structure  for  the  proposed 
enhanced  access; 

(2)  Which  public  agency  or  agencies  are  the  custodians  of  the  computerized  information  to  which 
enhanced  access  is  proposed  and  the  percentage  the  computerized  information  is  in  the  custody  of  each 
public  agency  in  the  event  the  computerized  information  is  in  the  custody  of  more  than  one  public 
agency;  and 

(3)  Whether  the  proposed  enhanced  access  end  product  is  similar  to  the  enhanced  access  end  product 
being  provided  by  any  other  public  agency. 

(c)  If  the  Board  determines  that: 

(1)  the  submitting  public  agency's  proposed  fee  structure  is  not  reasonable;  and 

(2)  either: 

(i)      the  submitting  public  agency  is  not  the  sole  custodian  of  the  computerized  information  to  which 
enhanced  access  is  proposed;  or 

(ii)    the  proposed  enhanced  access  end  product  is  similar  to  the  enhanced  access  end  product  being 
provided  by  any  other  public  agency, 

then  the  Board  shall  so  advise  the  submitting  public  agency,  and  the  submitting  public  agency  shall  not  provide 
the  proposed  enhanced  access  until  the  submitting  public  agency  and  the  Board  have  agreed  upon  a  reasonable 
fee  structure. 

(d)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (c)  of  this  section,  the  Enhanced  Access  Board  may  neither  prohibit 
nor  require  enhanced  access  to  any  computerized  information  over  the  objection  of  any  custodian  of  that 
computerized  information. 

(e)  The  Enhanced  Access  Board  shall  be  the  final  arbiter  of  enhanced  access  disputes,  including  all 
disputes  concerning  custody  of  computerized  information,  reasonableness  of  fee  structures,  and  the 
determination  of  whether  multiple  enhanced  access  end  products  are  similar,  except  that  the  circuit,  superior 
and  municipal  courts  shall  be  the  final  arbiter  of  enhanced  access  disputes  regarding  their  respective  court 
records. 
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Sec.  285-307.  Distribution  of  Enhanced  Access  Fees. 

The  Enhanced  Access  Fund  is  subject  to  the  appropriation  of  the  City-County  Council.  Fees  collected  for 
enhanced  access  transactions  shall  be  distributed  as  follows: 

(a)  Costs  incurred  by  the  Information  Services  Agency  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  in  enabling 
a  particular  type  of  enhanced  access  shall  be  calculated  and  reimbursed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Information 
Services  Agency's  chargeback  to  other  public  agencies  for  information  services. 

(b)  Costs  (as  approved  by  the  Enhanced  Access  Board)  incurred  by  any  other  public  agency,  including 
the  Marion  County  Treasurer  in  billing  enhanced  access  fees,  and  the  custodian  or  custodians  of  computerized 
information  in  enabling  a  particular  type  of  enhanced  access,  shall  be  reimbursed  to  that  public  agency. 

(c)  After  the  reimbursement  of  costs  under  subsections  (a)  and  (b)  of  this  section  for  each  enhanced  access 
transaction,  twenty  percent  (20%)  of  the  fees  remaining  shall  be  distributed  to  the  custodian  or  custodians  of 
the  computerized  information  to  which  enhanced  access  is  provided,  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  specified  in 
Sec.  285-304(c). 

(d)  With  the  assistance  and  recommendation  of  the  Enhanced  Access  Board,  the  remaining  balance  in  the 
Enhanced  Access  Fund  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  City-County  Council  to  any  of  the  participating  public 
agencies  to  be  expended  for  the  purposes  specified  in  Sec.  285-304(c). 

Sec.  285-308.  Court  records. 

For  purposes  solely  of  the  distribution  of  enhanced  access  fees,  the  Clerk  of  the  Marion  Circuit  Court  shall 
be  deemed  the  custodian  of  all  computerized  information  compiled,  collected,  created  or  otherwise  obtained  or 
maintained  by  the  Clerk  on  behalf  of  the  courts  of  record  of  Marion  County. 

SECTION  2.  This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  City-County 
Council  and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

A  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  approving  the  amounts,  locations  and  programmatic  operation  of  certain  projects 
to  be  funded  from  Community  Development  Grant  Funds. 

WHEREAS,  on  September  21,  1992,  the  City-County  Council,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  of  Marion 
County,  Indiana  ("Council")  adopted  City-County  Fiscal  Ordinance  No.  57, 1992,  1993  Annual  Budget  and  Tax 
levies  for  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  for  Marion  County,  Indiana  ("Budget  Ordinance"):  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  4.01  of  the  Budget  Ordinance,  as  approved  by  the  Council,  reads  as  follows: 

SECTION  4.01.    State,  local  and  federal  grants. 
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(a)  Grant  Applications  Authorized.  The  Mayor  of  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  is 
hereby  authorized  to  make  such  applications  as  may  be  required  by  federal  or  state  laws  or  regulation 
in  order  to  apply  for,  and  receive,  such  state  or  federal  grants  or  payments  as  are  anticipated,  allocated 
and  approved  for  expenditure  by  inclusion  in  this  ordinance. 

(b)  Community  Development  Grant  Funds.  Until  this  Council  has  approved  the  amounts, 
locations  and  programmatic  operation  of  each  project  to  be  funded  from  Community  Development 
Grant  Funds,  the  amounts  appropriated  herein  for  such  purposes  shall  not  be  encumbered  or  spent.

Councillor  O'Dell  led  the  opening  prayer  and  invited  all  present  to  join  him  in  the  Pledge  of 
Allegiance  to  the  Flag.

A  quorum  of  twenty-eight  members  being  present,  the  President  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

INTRODUCTION  OF  GUESTS  AND  VISITORS 

Councillor  Beadling  recognized  George  Lynch,  Executive  Assistant,  Department  of 
Transportation,  and  wished  him  a  Happy  Birthday. 

OFFICIAL  COMMUNICATIONS 

Honorable  Stephen  Goldsmith,  Mayor,  presented  his  annual  city  budget  to  the  Council  with 
the  following  remarks: 

Thank  you.  I'll  try  to  present  the  highlights  of  the  budget  in  a  fairly  brief  way.  Let  me  begin  by  thanking  Jim 
Steele,  who  is  over  my  left  shoulder,  who  has  spent  a  substantial  amount  of  time  trying  to  make  sure  that  our 
budget  is  clear,  concise  and  fundable. 
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I  would  like  to  make  a  few  opening  comments,  if  I  could,  before  talking  directly  about  the  budget.  First,  I  think 
it's  worth  reiterating  the  central  theme  under  which  this  budget  and  the  last  was  submitted,  and  that's  that  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  simply  cannot  afford  to  raise  property  taxes. 

Not  only  can  we  not  afford  to  raise  them  for  whatever  political  reasons  may  be  out  there,  but  economically  we 
cannot  afford  to  raise  property  taxes.  Anything  that  we  do  to  make  Indianapolis  successful  has  to  rest  on  a  base 
of  low  property  taxes. 

I  think  probably  the  most  vivid  way  to  bring  this  message  home  is  to  show  you--although  we  don't  agree  with  the 
message-what  Anderson  is  doing  on  the  outskirts  of  Indianapolis.  There's  a  billboard  in  the  Castleton  area  that 
says,  "Buy  a  New  Home  in  (I  won't  mention  the  name  of  the  city  since  we're  on  Channel  16)  and  Save  $1000s 
in  Taxes."  We  have  economic  pressure  from  surrounding  counties  trying  to  suggest  that  our  citizens  should  take 
their  wealth  outside  of  the  county.  If  in  fact  we  raise  property  taxes,  we,  overtime,  reduce  the  amount  of  revenue 
available.  Not  increase,  but  reduce  the  amount  of  revenue  available  to  city  government.  This  dynamic,  which 
is  now  probably  the  most  important  aspect  of  the  budget,  will  flow  through  my  comments  tonight. 

Today's  budget  that  we  submit  for  your  consideration,  and  hopefully  for  your  approval,  has  several  aspects  to 
it  that  we  consider  accomplishments:  No  new  property  taxes;  a  balanced,  or  nearly  balanced  budget;  decreased 
numbers  of  employees  through  attrition;  increased  services,  particularly  in  the  area  of  public  safety;  and 
increased  percentage  of  resources  spent  on  public  safety. 

The  tax  rate  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  the  Council  well  knows,  because  you've  been  working  on  this  for  a 
number  of  years,  will  remain  the  same  if  approved  by  the  Council  for  1994  as  it  was  in  '93,  as  it  was  in  '92,  as 
it  was  in  '91  and  as  it  was  in  1990.  For  the  fifth  year  in  a  row  there  is  no  proposed  increase  in  the  tax  rate  for 
the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Second,  the  appropriations,  the  amount  of  money  that  we  ask  your  permission  to  spend  next  year,  will  be 
essentially  the  same  or  actually  slightly  down  from  the  appropriations  for  this  year. 

If  we  look  at  the  appropriations  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis  since  1987,  for  example,  we  can  see  that  the  amount 
of  money  available  to  government  kept  increasing  in  part  because  of  new  taxes  and  in  part  because  of  the  new 
increases  in  assessed  value  to  the  time  they  essentially  peaked  in  1992.  For  the  last  three  years,  '92,  '93  and 
'94,  the  appropriations  have  leveled  off  and  the  budget  we  are  asking  this  year-$473  million-is  just  about  the 
same  as  the  budget  we  submitted  last  year-$472  million. 

Third  and  more  importantly  perhaps,  is  that  the  budget  gap  has  essentially  been  closed.  Again,  looking  back 
several  years,  we  can  see  that  the  budget  gap  rose  from  about  $7.7  million  in  1987,  up  to  $20  million  in  1992. 
Last  year  when  I  came  before  you  with  the  1993  budget  we  had  a  gap  of  $2.8  million,  which  we  promised  to  close 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  By  the  end  of  this  year,  that  gap  that  was  $2.8  million  will  turn  into  a  $6  million  surplus. 

This  year  we  are  proposing  a  budget  with  a  gap  of  only  $900,000  down  from  $20  million  two  years  ago,  and  we're 
confident  that  this  will  turn  into  a  budget  surplus  as  well.  So  this  budget  is  a  budget  that  is  balanced  and 
balanced  fairly  precisely. 

Fourth,  inside  this  budget  is  a  further  reduction  in  city  employees.  The  budgeted  full-time  employees  of  city 
government  will  be  down  approximately  1 80  more  next  year  over  this  year.  The  number  of  budgeted  non-public- 
safety  employees  in  the  last  two  years  will  have  been  reduced  from  2,590  budgeted  positions  to  2,089  budgeted 
positions,  or  a  reduction  of  501  in  non-public-safety  employment.  The  number  of  budgeted  non-public-safety 
employees  will  be  down  20%  in  1994. 

For  those  of  you  I  know  who  are  rightly  concerned  about  these  issues,  I  would  like  to  reemphasize  that  attrition 
is  exceeding  outsourcing  or  privatization.  So  there  are  no  lay-offs  of  employees  that  will  be  necessary  over  the 
numbers  that  come  with  the  regular  rate  of  attrition.  Given  essentially  our  flexible  hiring  freeze,  we  will  be  able 
to  continue  to  move  in  a  downward  trend. 

Let  me  make  a  couple  other  observations  about  the  budget.  Last  year  when  I  appeared  before  you,  I  conceded 
that  the  budget  that  I  was  presenting  was  focused  on  the  wrong  thing.  We  were  focused  on  how  much  money 
we  were  spending,  rather  than  providing  you  the  tools  to  hold  us  accountable  for  our  outcomes  or  our  results. 
Managing  government  only  on  the  amount  of  money  it  spends  is  a  not  very  helpful  process  because  doing 
something  efficiently  that  we  shouldn't  be  doing  at  all  doesn't  make  any  sense;  and  neither  does  doing  something 
that  is  valuable  inefficiently. 

So  this  year,  in  addition  to  the  usual  statutory  budget  you  are  used  to,  we  have  presented  a  "popular"  budget. 
This  popular  budget,  we  think,  is  an  important  breakthrough  because  it  will  allow  you  to  hold  us  accountable. 

First  of  all,  the  popular  budget  is  accessible.  It's  not  easy  to  understand,  but  it's  easier  to  understand  than  the 
statutory  budget.    We  have  in  this  popular  budget  a  list  of  all  the  activities  performed  by  Indianapolis  city 
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government  and  how  much  these  activities  cost.  We've  asked  each  division  of  each  department  to  tell  us  how 
you  and  I  should  measure  their  performance. 

The  popular  budget  provides  you  with  a  list  of  all  the  outcomes  that  city  government  wants  to  achieve.  Now 
because  this  is  a  new  process,  you  may  want  to  tinker  with  some  of  these.  You  may  find  mistakes  in  some,  and 
you  may  think  some  of  the  ways  of  measuring  those  performances  are  incorrect.  You  may  say  that  some  are 
things  that  government  shouldn't  even  be  doing.  But  the  purpose  of  this  is  to  make  this  debate  one  that  the 
public  can  understand  and  hold  us  accountable  for. 

As  you  go  through  the  popular  budget,  you  will  be  able  to  see  how  much  money  we  are  spending  for  housing, 
how  much  money  we're  spending  for  smooth  streets,  how  much  money  we're  spending  to  clean  out  the  sewers, 
how  many  miles  of  sewers  we're  going  to  clean  out  for  that  amount  of  money,  how  many  miles  of  smooth  streets 
we're  going  to  have  for  that  amount  of  money,  how  many  houses  we're  going  to  remodel  and  so  on.  We  think 
the  popular  budget  will  provide  a  management  tool  that  will  allow  you  and  the  public  to  hold  us  accountable. 

I  should  also  say  that  we  believe  the  popular  budget  provides  a  recipe  for  pay-for-performance.  The  tendency 
of  city  government  to  either  freeze  everybody's  salaries  or  increase  everybody's  salaries  by  the  same  amount, 
we  think,  misses  the  point.  As  employees  perform  in  an  exceptional  way,  they  should  be  rewarded  for  it.  The 
City  is  trying  to  implement  pay-for-performance,  with  the  Council's  approval,  consistent  with  the  performance 
objectives  that  are  set  out  in  the  budget.  You  should  hold  me  responsible,  I  should  hold  my  employees 
responsible  and  the  citizens  should  hold  all  of  us  responsible  for  the  targets  that  we  say  we  are  going  to  meet 
with  the  money  we  spend.  And  so  this  budget,  for  the  first  time,  is  not  only  an  input  budget  that  just  explains  how 
much  money  we  plan  to  spend,  it's  an  outcome  budget  that  will  allow  you  to  hold  us  responsible  and  measure 
our  performance. 


Now  just  a  couple  of  comments  about  priorities.  The  popular  budget  contains  the  amount  of  money  we  are 
spending  on  infrastructure  and  the  amount  of  money  we  are  spending  on  operations.  In  the  past,  you  have 
received  some  requests  to  appropriate  dollars  for  infrastructure  or  approve  bonds,  and  you  have  received  a 
proposed  budget  for  operating.   In  this  popular  budget,  we  have  put  all  the 

money  together  to  provide  the  total  picture  of  how  much  money  we  are  spending  on  a  given  function,  regardless 
of  whether  the  money  consists  of  capital  dollars  or  operating  dollars. 
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The  fundamental  priority  of  government  has  to  be  public  safety.  If  our  streets  are  not  safe  for  families,  if  they 
are  not  safe  for  our  children  to  go  to  school,  if  they  are  not  safe  for  shoppers,  if  they  are  not  safe  for 
neighborhoods,  then  we  don't  have  a  government  at  all.  And  in  this  budget  the  percentage  of  employees  who 
are  involved  in  public  safety  for  the  first  time  will  exceed  50%  of  the  total  workforce  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 
The  percentage  of  budgeted  city  employees  who  are  public  safety  employees  will  have  moved  from  45%  in  1 992 
to  52%  next  year.  In  fact,  70%  of  the  City's  share  of  the  Center  Township  property  tax  rate  will  be  devoted  to 
public  safety,  and  as  you  know,  98%  of  the  COIT  revenues  are  devoted  to  public  safety. 

The  only  department  of  government  that  is  getting  bigger  and  not  getting  smaller  is  public  safety.  This 
commitment  is  one  that  the  public  needs  to  hear  and  understand.  The  police  department  has  opened  up  28 
resource  centers  since  the  beginning  of  community  policing.  The  budget  contains  funding  for  a  new  district 
headquarters  on  the  southside,  an  expanded  district  headquarters  on  the  northside,  two  new  fire  stations  and 
the  renovation  of  several  older  fire  stations.  Those  are  investments  the  City  needs  to  make  to  anchor  the  safety 
of  our  neighborhoods. 

A  second  priority  is  to  build  better  neighborhoods  by  investing  dollars  in  affordable  housing,  roads,  streets  and 
sewers.  The  budget  for  1994  contains  $151  million  for  the  Building  Better  Neighborhoods  capital  improvement 
plan  to  maintain  a  sound  infrastructure.  Some  of  the  investments:  improve  34  lane  miles  of  streets,  rehabilitate 
six  bridges  and  replace  four  others,  resurface  1 1 7  miles  of  streets  and  do  a  substantial  amount  of  flood  work  and 
evaluation  of  important  flood  issues  with  respect  to  storm  sewers  and  culverts  as  well. 

So  inside  the  budget  and  inside  the  popular  budget  we  can  see  the  commitment  to  public  safety  and  the 
commitment  to  building  better  neighborhoods.  The  highest  priorities  of  this  administration  are  public  safety, 
Building  Better  Neighborhoods  and  job  creation,  and  you  will  see  those  reflected  in  the  numbers  in  the  popular 
budget. 

In  retrospect,  1992  was  a  good  year.  It  was,  despite  the  recession,  the  best  year  in  history  for  the  City's  job 
creation  and  job  retention  programs.  The  Council  approved  a  Building  Better  Neighborhoods  bond  issue,  which 
will  allow  us  to  do  a  substantial  amount  of  work  in  repairing  the  infrastructure,  especially  in  the  older  parts  of  the 
City  that  badly  needed  it.  We  held  the  line  on  taxes.  We  provided  some  reorganization  in  the  Departments  of 
Transportation  and  Public  Works.  We  had  a  government  that  was  more  open  to  opening  up  city  hall  to  citizens' 
complaints. 

But  as  the  Council  knows,  the  challenges  ahead  are  substantial.  We  still  have  to  fund  the  bond  issue  for  United. 
We  have  police  and  fire  pension  issues  of  enormous  dimensions.  We  have  solid  waste  issues  to  consider  We 
have  federal  water  and  air  mandates  that  are  very  expensive  to  face,  and  we  need  to  approach  those  in  ways 
that  hold  the  line  on  property  taxes. 
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As  I  conclude,  let  me  put  my  budget  in  perspective.  If  you  look  at  the  Center  Township  property  tax  rate,  70% 
of  it  is  the  tax  rates  of  the  municipal  corporations,  the  trustee  and  the  school  system.  The  remaining  30%  is  all 
the  City  can  affect.  Twenty-one  percent  of  that  is  for  public  safety  and  only  9%  of  the  Center  Township  property 
tax  rate  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  goes  for  anything  other  than  public  safety. 

This  same  sort  of  ratio  applies  in  the  other  townships  as  well.  As  the  City-County  Council  votes  to  hold  the  line 
on  property  taxes  for  the  organizations  over  which  it  has  authority,  I  think  we  need  to  speak  out  loudly  and  say 
we  would  like  others  to  follow  the  example  of  this  body.  We  cannot  raise  property  taxes  and  continue  to  have 
a  community  that  is  vibrant  and  creates  jobs.  I  would  appeal  to  the  City-County  Council  as  you  hold  me 
accountable  for  how  we  spend  our  money  to  help  us  set  an  example  for  others. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Council,  the  Republicans  and  Democrats,  for  giving  us  an  opportunity  to  be  flexible 
enough  on  the  management  side  that  we  have  dollars  available  to  reinvest  in  infrastructure,  to  reinvest  in  our 
communities  that  have  been  abandoned  or  neglected,  and  to  reinvest  in  creating  jobs.  And  I  hope  that  as  you 
go  through  this  budget  you'll  hold  us  accountable  project  by  project  and  activity  by  activity,  and  we  will  report  to 
you  throughout  the  year  and  in  the  budget  hearings  about  how  we  intend  to  move  forward.  Thank  you  very 
much. 

Honorable  John  von  Arx,  Auditor,  had  the  following  remarks  concerning  the  county  budget: 

Mr.  President,  members  of  the  City-County  Council,  and  citizens  of  Marion  County,  tonight  I  submit  to  you 
the  1994  proposed  budget  for  Marion  County.  Over  the  past  two  years,  the  County,  like  nearly  all  other  taxing 
units  and  local  state  and  federal  governments,  has  seen  a  leveling  off  of  revenues  with  an  ever  increasing 
demand  for  services.  In  fact,  in  some  cases  in  our  county,  we  have  experienced  an  actual  decrease  in  revenues 
over  this  time  period.  And,  it  is  becoming  harder  and  harder  to  hold  the  line  on  the  cost  of  government  and  its 
services.  The  county's  budget  is  approached  differently  than  that  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  due  to  the  fact  that 
no  single  elected  official  stands  before  this  body  and  tells  you  that  they  control  the  way  all  agencies  administer 
their  appropriations.  Our  county  agencies  are  made  up  of  constitutionally  and  individually  elected  offices  and 
agencies.  However,  as  the  County  Auditor,  I  can  stand  here  and  tell  you  that  Marion  County  is  very  fortunate 
to  have  dedicated  officials  and  civil  servants  committed  to  providing  the  citizens  of  this  county  with  the  best  level 
of  services  given  the  resources  available.  Each  individual  office  holder  is  willing  to  detail  their  budget  in  your 
committees  over  the  next  few  weeks.  And,  although  the  City  certainly  presents  you  with  their  top  priorities  for 
the  coming  year,  we  in  the  county  are  presenting  you  our  52  top  priorities.  Those  priorities  are  52  county 
agencies  providing  services  ranging  from  justice  and  law  enforcement,  to  tax  administration,  to  cooperative 
extension  services.  This  budget  for  1994  is  able  to  fund  each  of  these  priorities. 

This  budget  proposal  delivers  to  the  people  of  Marion  County  a  constant  level  of  services  without  an  increase 
in  property  or  income  tax  rates.  As  a  result  of  our  collective  belt-tightening  efforts  through  these  tough  economic 
times,  this  budget  process  requires  county  agencies  to  seek  out  their  own  efficiencies  and  cost-effective 
methods  in  delivery  of  their  services.  As  County  Auditor,  I  can  tell  you  that  the  agencies  of  Marion  County  have 
responded.  Before  you  tonight  is  a  funded  budget.  That  is,  a  budget  where  the  revenues  exceed  the  level  of 
recommended  appropriations.  Before  you  tonight  is  a  budget  that  does  not  subtract  from  our  critical  fund 
balances.  Before  you  tonight  is  a  budget  that  meets  the  service  needs  of  our  constituents.  And,  I  believe,  before 
you  tonight  is  a  budget  that  conservatively  but  adequately  provides  resources  to  each  agency. 

As  you  know,  the  budget  is  a  document  that  covers  an  18  month  period  beginning  July  1,  1993  to  December 
31, 1994.  The  1993  budget  required  some  major  initiatives  that  resulted  in  a  difficult  year  for  administrators,  who 
had  to  make  substantial  sacrifices  to  maintain  the  financial  health  of  this  county.  You'll  recall  that  the  '93  budget 
had  a  2  percent  reduction  in  spending  from  the  prior  year;  that  it  no  longer  relied  on  unspent  monies  from  the 
prior  year;  that  budgeted  revenues  exceeded  expenditures;  and  that  we  continued  to  keep  property  taxes  well 
below  the  maximum  level  allowed  by  law.  As  we  all  know,  Hoosiers  have  come  to  expect  the  qualities  of  hard 
work,  diligence,  and  frugality.  It  is  these  virtues  that  have  brought  this  county  through  difficult  financial  times 
while  others  throughout  the  country  were  less  successful  in  meeting  the  challenge.  However,  we  are  not  yet  out 
of  the  woods,  in  that  we  are  still  experiencing  some  revenue  short  falls  below  our  '93  expectations.  This, 
combined  with  additional  appropriations  that  have  already  occurred  in  '93  and  the  anticipation  of  additional 
appropriations  later  this  year  in  the  area  of  public  defense,  requires  that  we  work  even  harder  to  preserve  our 
County  General  Fund  balances  in  1994.  % 

As  you  know,  our  fund  balance  is  necessary  because  it  is  our  "rainy  day  fund".  Without  an  adequate  fund 
balance  we  would  be  unable  to  respond  to  emergencies  that  require  additional  funding.  Without  an  adequate 
fund  balance,  rating  agencies  in  New  York  would  downgrade  our  credit,  having  significant  financial  impact  on 
both  the  City  and  the  County. 

The  proposal  that  we  have  distributed  here  tonight  maintains  our  fund  balance  at  slightly  over  4  percent  of 
revenues.  This  is  by  no  means  ideal,  and  we  should  not  be  interpreting  this  as  an  amount  with  which  we  can 
relax.  But  as  you  know,  we  have  been  fighting  for  the  last  two  years  to  keep  from  depleting  our  fund  balance 
and,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  with  this  budget,  we  are  able  to  preserve  that  balance. 
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As  a  result,  the  county's  1994  General  Fund  budget  is  a  funded  budget  with  revenues  of  $131.6  million  and 
expenditures  of  $130.1  million  which  leaves  budgeted  revenue  in  excess  of  expenditures  of  approximately  $1.5 
million  dollars. 

Earlier  this  year,  guidelines  were  established  which  focused  upon  accommodating  expenditures  for  essential 
services  within  the  available  resources.  County  agencies  prepared  their  budgets  within  the  following  guidelines: 

1 .  Personal  services  restricted  to: 

A.  No  increase  in  1994  agency  budget  over  1993  amounts. 

B.  No  increases  for  elected  officials. 

2.  No  increase  in  the  combined  categories  of  personal  services,  supplies,  contractual  services  and  capital  outlay 
combined,  excluding  building  rent  and  ISA  Data  Center  charges. 

The  county  has  taken  on  additional  responsibility  formerly  budgeted  under  the  supervision  of  the  City 
administration.  In  addition,  the  county  is  facing  additional  budget  pressures  from  the  judicial  and  public  safety 
sectors  of  government.  This  has  resulted  in  some  significant  exceptions  to  the  guidelines.  The  major  exceptions 
are: 
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1 .  The  county  is  now  budgeting  the  operations  of  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency  (MECA). 
Their  operating  budget  for  1994  will  be  nearly  $2.5  million. 


2.  Sheriff  Merit  Deputy  salary  increases  in  the  amount  of  $750,000  have  been  included  in  the  guideline  budget, 
as  per  the  requirement  of  the  F.O.P.  contract. 

3.  The  Court  Administrator  Agency  is  a  combination  of  four  agencies  and  provides  for  an  administrator  and  staff 
for  the  Superior  courts.  In  addition  to  the  staff  costs,  the  agency  budget  contains  $210,000  in  rental  payments 
to  cover  court  security  costs. 

4.  The  Election  Board  is  again  being  budgeted  at  full  operating  capacity  as  there  will  again  be  elections  in  1 994. 
This  is  an  increase  of  nearly  $1.7  million  over  the  1993  budget. 

As  always,  the  request  for  dollars  by  government  agencies  significantly  exceeds  the  dollars  available  to  fund 
all  projects,  and  1994  is  no  exception.  Although  the  county  has  made  some  strides  in  funding  various  initiatives 
and  priorities  mentioned  above,  there  will  be  additional  requests  that  will  be  very  difficult  to  achieve.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  many  of  the  services  left  unprovided  will  cause  certain  levels  of  stress  and  strain  on  a  number  of 
county  agencies.  This  budget  will  require  tough  choices,  plain  and  simple,  but  not  unlike  any  other  choices  facing 
all  levels  of  government  throughout  the  country. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  decisions  this  body  will  have  to  wrestle  with  this  budget  cycle  is  Public  Defenders. 
The  budget  guidelines  set  the  recommended  level  of  funding  for  Public  Defenders  equal  to  that  in  this  year's 
budget;  that  is,  there  was  no  increase  recommended. 

Your  Public  Defender  Board  has  submitted  a  total  budget  exceeding  the  guidelines  by  $1.2  million.  If  you 
were  to  include  the  unfunded  liability  in  the  Supplemental  Public  Defender  Fund,  which  is  nearly  $400,000  in  fees 
that  should  be  charged  to  the  criminal  defendants,  the  total  needed  to  meet  the  Public  Defender  Board's  request 
is  nearly  $1.6  million  additional  dollars.  A  significant  reason  why  the  board  is  requesting  this  additional  funding 
is  because  of  the  cost  of  death  penalty  cases.  The  average  cost  of  trying  a  death  penalty  case  is  around 
$1 00,000.  There  have  been  four  death  penalty  cases  so  far  this  year,  four  more  are  already  scheduled  and  two 
additional  cases  are  pending. 

The  requirements  of  the  judiciary  are  increasing  at  a  faster  rate  than  any  other  area  of  government.  As  they 
see  it,  the  work  they  are  providing  is  a  mandate  of  the  Federal  and  State  Constitutions,  regardless  of  the 
availability  of  resources.  Make  no  mistake  about  it,  the  total  request  by  the  public  defender  board  will  take  scarce 
resources  away  from  other  priorities.  The  decision  you  have  to  make  is  whether  the  level  of  funding  for  public 
defenders  is  sufficient.  If  not,  the  question  then  becomes  whether  to  take  appropriations  away  from  another  area 
or  program,  raise  the  necessary  resources  through  a  viable  revenue  source  (like  the  supplemental  public 
defender  fee),  or  take  it  out  of  our  fund  balance. 

As  we  look  into  1994  and  beyond,  the  most  critical  challenge  lies  in  the  ability  to  deal  with  the  federal  and 
state  unfunded  mandates.  This  results  in  legal  requirements  in  which  county  government  must  fund  directives 
handed  down  by  other  levels  of  government,  or  by  the  courts,  without  any  recourse  except  to  pay  for  these 
services  through  locally  funded  revenues.  In  many  cases  these  unfunded  mandates  come  as  a  result  of  higher 
levels  of  government  cutting  back  services.  Also  in  many  cases  these  payments  are  for  services  that  are  not 
necessarily  functions  of  local  government.  Whether  we're  dealing  with  a  state  mandated  salary  issue  for  certain 
county  employees,  the  requirements  of  paying  for  students  tuition  transfers,  oreven  the  '94  funding  request  from 
Voter  Registration  (which  becomes  essential  to  pay  for  the  new  motor  voter  bill),  this  practice  of  the  unfunded 
mandate  on  the  backs  of  local  government  is  causing  us  great  distress.  According  to  the  National  Association 
of  Counties,  local  governments  across  the  country  are  crying  foul,  and  saying  that  property  tax  payers  demand 
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that  federal,  state  and  judicial  levels  of  government  not  just  order  this  lunch,  but  that  they  be  forced  to  pay  for 
it  as  well.  , 

You've  also  heard  me  speak  to  you  frequently  regarding  the  State  welfare  expense  to  this  county,  and  its 
drain  on  our  financial  resources.  This  is  certainly  another  form  of  an  unfunded  mandate.  In  fact,  as  of  this  date, 
the  1994  welfare  budget  has  not  yet  been  submitted,  and  it  is  unknown  what  impact  the  Governor's  recently 
announced  budget  cuts  will  have  on  local  government. 

In  closing,  I  believe  that  this  proposed  budget  presents  the  Council  with  the  opportunity  to  address  our 
financial  challenges  head  on  and  in  a  fiscally  prudent  manner,  while  at  the  same  time,  fund  much  needed 
services  that  meet  the  needs  of  the  community  and  protect  the  citizens  of  Marion  County. 

I  thank  you  for  your  attention,  and  submit  this  budget  for  your  review. 

ADOPTION  OF  THE  AGENDA

PROPOSAL  NO.  320,  1993.  Councillor  Borst  reported  that  the  Metropolitan  Development 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  320,  1993  on  July  19,  1993.  The  proposal  consolidates  the 
Commercial  Special  Exception  Ordinance,  the  Adult  Entertainment  Business  Ordinance  and 
the  Commercial  Zoning  Ordinance  into  one  document.  This  ordinance  is  the  product  of  three 
years  of  intensive  work  by  neighborhood  and  business  groups  and  it  was  adopted 
unanimously  by  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  on  May  19,  1993  without 
remonstrance. 

The  President  passed  the  gavel  to  Councillor  West. 
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The  President  said  that  two  years  ago  he  suggested  to  the  administration  that  the  size  of  the 
parking  spaces  not  be  reduced  because  of  the  many  vans,  pick-up  trucks  and' larger  vehicles 
that  are  now  on  the  road.  Section  2.10  (D)(2)  in  Proposal  No.  320,  1993  reduces  the  size  of 
the  parking  spaces.   It  reads  as  follows: 

D.  MINIMUM  PARKING  LOT  AND  PARKING  SPACE  DIMENSIONS 

2.  A  Each  required  off-street  parking  space  shall  have,  regardless  of  angle  of  parking,  a  usable  parking 
space  dimension  measuring  not  less  than  nine  (9)  eight  and  one-half  (8  1/2)  feet  in  width  (measured 
perpendicularly  from  the  sides  of  the  parking  space)  and  not  less  than  eighteen  (18)  feet  in  length; 
provided,  however,  that  the  total  usable  parking  space  area  shall  be,  in  no  instance,  less  than  one  hundred 
eighty  (180)  square  feet  in  total  area  at  least  one  hundred  fifty  three  (153)  square  feet. 

The  President  said  that  he  spoke  with  the  administration  and  that  it  has  no  problem  with 
keeping  the  present  width  for  parking.  He  moved  that  Proposal  No.  320,  1993,  Section  2.10, 
subsection  D,  paragraph  2,  be  amended  to  restore  the  language  as  it  currently  reads.  It  would 
read  as  follows: 

D.  MINIMUM  PARKING  LOT  AND  PARKING  SPACE  DIMENSIONS 

2.  A  required  off-street  parking  space  shall  have,  regardless  of  angle  of  parking,  a  usable  parking  space 
measuring  not  less  than  nine  (9)  feet  in  width  (measured  perpendicularly  from  the  sides  of  the  parking 
space)  and  eighteen  (18)  feet  in  length;  provided,  however,  that  the  total  parking  space  area  shall  be, 
in  no  instance,  less  than  one  hundred  eighty  (180)  square  feet  in  total  area. 

Councillor  Curry  seconded  the  motion. 

Councillor  Borst  asked  Ed  Mitro,  Senior  Planner,  Department  of  Metropolitan  Development, 
if  this  amendment  would  have  an  effect  on  any  other  part  of  the  ordinance  and  what  was  the 
rationale  for  making  it  one  half  foot  less  in  width.  Mr.  Mitro  replied  that  if  this  provision  is 
changed  none  of  the  other  portions  of  the  ordinance  would  be  affected.  He  said  that  the 
present  parking  requirements  date  from  1969.  The  national  trend  has  been  to  reduce  the 
overall  square  footage  of  parking  spaces  because  of  the  downsizing  of  the  current  cars.  He 
said  that  if  the  Council  restores  the  dimension  to  9x18  the  square  footage  requirement  should 
read  162  square  feet,  not  180  square  feet. 

Councillor  Beadling  asked  for  clarification  of  the  President's  amendment:  (1)  are  the 
dimensions  9x18  or  9x20,  and  (2)  is  the  square  footage  162  or  180.  The  President  replied  that 
there  is  no  change  in  the  length,  just  the  width.  It  is  to  retain  the  present  size  of  the  parking 
spaces,  not  reduce  it. 

Robert  Elrod,  General  Counsel,  said  that  he  believes  that  the  original  calculation  was 
incorrect.  The  dimensions  in  the  original  were  9x18,  but  it  called  for  an  area  of  180  square 
footage. 

Councillor  McClamroch  said  that  in  his  opinion  the  dimensions  should  equal  the  square 
footage  requirement. 

Councillor  Rhodes  said  that  he  believes  there  are  three  possibilities  of  dimensions  and  square 
footage:      9x20/180,    9x18/162,   or  816x18/153.      He  moved  to  amend  the  President's 
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amendment  by  making  the  dimensions  9x18  and  the  square  footage  162.  Councillor  Gilmer 
seconded. 

Councillors  Borst  and  Hinkle  said  that  they  would  vote  against  the  amendment  because  so 
many  groups  discussed  this  issue  and  also  because  the  dimensions  and  square  footage  are 
minimum  standards.

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WHEREAS,  The  Commercial  Districts  Zoning  Ordinance  for  Marion  County,  Indiana,  69-AO-l,  has  been 
amended  but  has  not  been  revised  substantially  in  twenty  years;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  the  time  period  since  the  original  adoption  of  the  Commercial  Districts  Zoning  Ordinance, 
commercial  development  technology  has  changed,  with  many  innovations  not  being  allowed  in  the  Commercial 
Districts  Zoning  Ordinance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  the  time  period  since  the  original  adoption  of  the  Commercial  Districts  Zoning  Ordinance 
for  Marion  County,  Indiana,  development  patterns  and  consumer  preferences  within  the  County  have  changed, 
with  these  changes  also  not  being  reflected  in  the  Commercial  Districts  Zoning  Ordinance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  the  same  time  period,  neighborhood  organizations  and  citizens  have  grown  increasingly 
concerned  over  the  type  and  quality  of  commercial  environment  and  development  occurring  in  and  near  their 
areas;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  and  the  City-  County  Council  desire  to  address  the 
needs  of  the  commercial  development  industry,  neighborhood  organizations  and  citizens  in  preparing  an  ordin- 
ance which  meets  the  long-term  needs  of  the  City /County  as  a  whole;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  preparing  such  an  ordinance,  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  and  the 
City-County  Council  desire  to  include  all  commercial  activities  and  therefore  the  ordinance  consolidates  all 
classifications,  applicable  permitted  uses  and  standards  pertaining  to  the  Commercial  Special  Exceptions 
Ordinance  and  The  Adult  Entertainment  Business  Zoning  Ordinance  into  the  revised  Commercial  Zoning 
Ordinance;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  The  Commercial  Districts  Zoning  Ordinance  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  adopted  as  an 
amendment  under  Marion  County  Council  Ordinance  No.  8,  1957,  as  adopted  and  amended  under  Metropolitan 
Development  Commission  Docket  Numbers  69-AO- 1 ,  75-AO-3, 76-AO-3, 79- AO-4  and  80-AO- 1 ,  as  amended, 
pursuant  to  IC-36-7-4,  be  further  amended  by  deleting  the  stricken-through  language  and  inserting  the 
underlined  language  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  I

The  following  primary  Commercial  Zoning  Districts  for  Marion  County,  Indiana,  are  hereby  established, 
and  land  within  said  county  zoned  to  said  district  classifications  shall  be  designated  on  the  applicable  zoning 
maps  by  the  following  zoning  district  symbols,  respectively  (which  maps  are  a  part  of  said  Ordinance  No.

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a.  Restoration  of  legally  established  nonconforming  uses,  structures,  buildings.  Provided,  however. 
^Legally  established  nonconforming  uses  and  structures  or  buildings  not  located  in  any  Flood 
Control  District  may  be  reconstructed  restored  to  their  original  dimensions  and  conditions  if 
damaged  or  partially  destroyed  by  fire  or  other  naturally  occurring  disastert  when  such  provided 
the  damage  or  destruction  does  not  exceed  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  value  gross  floor  area  of  the 
building  or  structures  or  facilities  affected.

CHAPTER  II 
COMMERCIAL  DISTRICT  REGULATIONS 

Sec.  2.00.  General  Commercial  zoning  District  regulations. 

The  following  regulations  and  performance  standards  shall  apply  to  all  land  within  the  Commercial  Zoning 
Districts. 

A.      General  Regulations  Applicability  of  regulations.    1  Conformance    After  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance:

&  3.  No  building,  structure,  premises  or  part  thereof  shall  be  constructed,  erected,  converted,  enlarged, 
extended,  reconstructed  or  relocated  except  in  conformity  with  these  regulations  and  for  uses  permitted 
by  this  ordinance. 
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(2)  the  linear  front  footage  of  the  expansion  does  not  exceed  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  linear 
front  footage  of  the  existing  building,  and  all  other  requirements  of  this  ordinance  are 
maintained  for  the  expansion.

5^  Building  or  structural  height  exception.  The  following  exceptions  to  the  maximum  vertical  height  of 
buildings  and  structures  shall  be  permitted: 

a.  Parapet  walls  not  exceeding  two  (2)  feet  in' height  from  the  roof  line. 

b.  Roof  structures  for  the  housing  of  elevators,  stairways,  air  conditioning  apparatus,  ventilating 
fans,  sky  lights,  or  similar  equipment  to  operate  and  maintain  the  building  or  structure. 

c.  Chimneys,  flag  poles,  radio  and  television  antennas,  satellite  dishes,  and  other  similar  structures, 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  (25)  feet  in  height  from  the  roof  line. 
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6.  Lot  frontage  exception.  Any  lot  recorded  or  any  platted  lot  recorded  prior  to  the  adoption  of  92-AO-4, 
having  less  than  the  minimum  frontage  required  by  the  applicable  Commercial  District  regulations  of 
this  Ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  an  exception  to  such  minimum  frontage  requirement,  and  a 
commercial  establishment  may  be  constructed  thereon  provided  all  other  requirements  of  this 
ordinance,  unless  specifically  excepted  in  Section  2.00,  shall  be  maintained. 

~h  Outdoor  retail  sales  of  beverages,  flowers  and  food  from  carts  on  sidewalks  and  public  areas.  The 
outdoor  retail  sales  of  beverages,  flowers  and  food  from  carts  on  sidewalks  and  public  areas  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of,  and  approved  by  the  City  Controller  in  accordance  with,  Article  XXIII, 
Chapter  17  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

B.  Performance  standards.  All  uses  established  or  placed  into  operation  after  April  8,  1969  the  effective 
date  of  this  ordinance  shall  comply  with  the  following  performance  standards.  No  use  in  existence  on  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  so  altered  or  modified  as  to  conflict  with  these  standards. 


1.  Vibration.  No  use  shall  cause  earth  vibration  or  concussions  detectable  beyond  the  lot  lines  without 
the  aid  of  instruments. 

2.  Smoke,  dust  and  particulate  matter.  Smoke,  dust,  particulate  matter  and  any  other  airborne  material 
shall  be  subject  to  the  standards  and  regulations  of  Chapter  Four  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the  General 
Ordinance  No.  109»  1967,  Air  Pollution  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  ordinance  is  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Division  of  Planning  and  Zoning  Neighborhood  and  Development  Services,  Department  of 
Metropolitan  Development  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  and  is  hereby  incorporated  by  reference  and 
made  a  part  hereof. 

3.  Noxious  matter.  No  use  shall  discharge  across  the  lot  lines  noxious,  toxic  or  corrosive  matter,  fumes 
or  gases  in  such  concentration  as  to  be  detrimental  to  or  endanger  the  public  health,  safety  or  welfare 
or  cause  injury  to  property. 

4.  Odor.  No  use  shall  emit  across  the  lot  lines  odor  in  such  quantities  as  to  be  readily  detectable  at  any 
point  along  the  lot  lines  and  as  to  be  detrimental  to  or  endanger  the  public  health,  safety  or  welfare  or 

cause  injury  to  property.  , 

5.  Sound.  No  use  shall  produce  sound  in  such  a  manner  as  to  endanger  the  public  health,  safety  or 
welfare,  or  cause  injury  to  property.  Sound  shall  be  muffled  so  as  not  to  become  detrimental  due  to 
intermittence,  beat  frequency,  shrillness  or  vibration.

No  use  shall  accumulate  within  the  lot  or  discharge  beyond  the  lot  lines  any  waste 
matter,  whether  liquid  or  solid,  in  violation  of  the  applicable  standards  and  regulations  of  the  Division 
of  Public  Heath  of  the  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  the  Indiana  State 
Board  of  Health,  the  Stream  Pollution  Control  Board  of  the  State  of  Indiana  and  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  or  in  such  a  manner  as  to  endanger  the  public  health,  safety  or 
welfare  or  cause  injury  to  property. 

Sec.  2.01.  C-I  Office-Buffer  Commercial  District. 

Statement  of  Purpose  o/Cl  District.  The  C-l  District  is  designed  to  provide  specific  areas  where  office 
functions  uses,  compatible  office-type  businesses  uses,  such  as  medical  and  dental  facilities,  education  services. 
and  certain  public  and  semi-public  uses  may  be  developed  with  the  assurance  that  retail  and  other  heavier 
commercial  uses  with  incompatible  characteristics  will  not  impede  or  disrupt  this  District's  type  of  use  in  its 
function  as  a  buffer.  Since  these  office,  office-type  and  public  and  semi-public  structures  are  typically  much 
less  commercial  in  appearance  and  architecturally  more  harmonious  with  residential  structures,  this  District  can 
serve  as  a  buffer  between  residential  areas  Protected  Districts  and  th^  more  intense  commercial  uses-or  industrial 
areas/districts.  This  District,  with  its  offices  and  other  buffer-type  functions  uses,  also  is  designed  for  use  along 
certain  thoroughfares  where  a  gradual  and  reasonable  transition  from  existing  residential  use  should  occur.

The  C-2  District  is  designed  to  permit,  in  certain  areas  within  the  inner 
ciryT  along  a  few  suitable  arterial  streets  and  in  association  with  regional  commercial  complexes  in  the  suburbs, 
the  development  of  high-rise  offices  uses  and/or  apartments  intermixed,  grouped  in  varying  combinations  or 
provided  in  the  same  building.  The  structural  similarity  and  the  possible  functional  interrelationship  of  living 
and  working  space  can  create  an  unusual  compatibility  of  land  use,  especially  in  locations  where  access  is 
particularly  good.  This  type  of  District  may  represent  a  subordinate  development  to  and  near  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  dominant  function  of  an  "uptown"  location  within  the  inner  city  or  a  major  feature  of  a 
suburban,  regional  commercial  focal  point  or  planned  community.

Sec.  2.03.  C-3  Neighborhood  Commercial  District. 

Statement  of  Purpose  of  C-3  district.  The  C-3  District  is  designed  to  permit  the  development  of  a  complete 
range  of  retail  sales  and  personal,  professional  and  business  services  required  to  meet  the  maximum  demand 
of  a  fully  developed  residential  neighborhood  -  regardless  of  its  size.  Examples  of  such  types  of  uses  include 
neighborhood  shopping  centers,  sales  of  retail  convenience  or  durable  goods,  shopping  establishments,  retail 
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and  personal  and  professional  service  establishments.  It  does  not  make  provision,  however,  for  those  businesses 
that  draw  customers  in  significant  numbers  from  well  beyond  a  neighborhood  boundary  and  are,  therefore, 
unusually  heavy  traffic  generators,  such  as  department  stores  or  theaters^  It  does  not  allow  those  businesses 
that  require  the  outdoor  display  2  sale  or  storage  of  merchandise^  require  outdoor  services  and  operations^  or 
permit  outdoor  service  and  consumption  of  food  and  beverages.  In  general,  to  achieve  maximum  flexibility  of 
permitted  land  use,  the  C-3  District  makes  possible  a  highly  varied  grouping  of  indoor  retail  and  business 
functions.

Sec.  2.035.  C-3C  Corridor  Commercial  District. 

Statement  of  purpose  of  C-3C  District.  This  District  is  designed  for  a  function  similar  to  that  of  the  C-l 
District. — However,  it  provides  for  a  more  intensive  use  of  frontage  along  selected  portions  of  extremely 
high-volume  primary  thoroughfares  where  a  low-density  residential  area  is  in  a  pattern  of  transition  through 
obsolescence.  The  orderly  development  of  this  more  intensive  use  shall  be  permitted  only  after  recognition  of 
such  need  by  policy  resolution  of  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission. — Offices  and  neighborhood 
commercial  uses  are  permitted  with  sufficient' development  standards  to  protect  abutting  residential  districts. 
As  a  buffer  district,  fences  or  walls  are  required  for  screening  and  separation  of  these  uses  from  residential 
development.  In  addition^  floor  areas  are  restricted,  heights  of  buildings  are  lowered  and  similar  amenities  are 
required  for  optimum  compatibility  of  this  District  with  the  adjacent  residential  areas.  The  C-3C  (Commercial 
Corridor)  District,  like  the  C-3  (Neighborhood  Commercial)  District,  is  designed  for  those  professional  offices 
and  commercial  businesses  which  typically  do  not  draw  customers  from  beyond  their  respective  neighborhood 
boundaries.  Examples  of  such  types  of  uses  include  sales  of  retail  convenience  or  durable  goods,  shopping 
establishments,  and  personal  and  professional  service  establishments.  It  is  planned,  therefore,  for  use  in  older 
urban  commercial  areas  which  are  located  adjacent  to  established  residential  neighborhoods  on  select  segments 
of  primary  and  secondary  thoroughfares.  Characterized  by  small-scale  commercial  buildings  abutting  the 
pedestrian  walkway  and  vehicular  traffic,  these  areas  often  suffer  from  limited  availability  of  off-street  parking. 
In  addition,  certain  redevelopment  areas  and  infill  projects  can  be  suitably  located  in  a  C-3C  District.  To 
encourage  the  optimal  utilization  of  these  types  of  commercial  areas,  residential  units  are  permitted  in 
commercial  buildings.  This  feature  and  the  location  of  this  district  within  walking  distance  to  residential 
districts  dictate  that  selected  types  of  offices  and  other  commercial  uses  which  do  not  generate  substantial 
vehicular  traffic  locate  in  the  C-3C  District.  In  order  to  perform  its  buffering  function,  floor  areas  are  restricted, 
screening  with  fences,  walls  or  landscaping  are  required  and  other  similar  amenities  are  necessary  for  optimum 
compatibility  of  this  District  with  the  adjacent  residential  development.

The  C-4  District  is  designed  to  provide  for  the  development  of  major 
business  groupings  and  regional-size  shopping  centers  to  serve  a  population  ranging  from  a  community  of 
neighborhoods  to  a  major  segment  of  the  total  metropolitan  area.  These  centers  may  feature  a  number  of  large 
traffic  generators  such  as  department  stores,  bowling  alleys  and  theaters.

Statement  of  purpose  of  C-5  district.  The  C-5  District  is  designed  to  provide  areas  for  those  retail  sales  and 
service  functions  whose  operations  are  typically  characterized  by  outdoor  display,  storage  and/or  sales  of 
merchandise;  by  major  repair  of  motor  vehicles;  by  outdoor  commercial  amusement  and  recreational  activities; 
or  by  activities  or  operations  conducted  in  buildings  or  structures  not  completely  enclosed.  The  types  of  uses 
found  in  this  District  tend  to  be  outdoor  functions,  brightly  lighted,  noisy,  etc.  Therefore,  to  provide  a  location 
where  such  uses  can  operate  in  harmony  with  the  vicinity,  they  should  be  grouped  on  heavy  commercial 
thoroughfares  and  should  never  be  avoid  locate4ing  adjacent  to  residential  DISTRICTS  Protected  Districts.

The  limited  land  area  availability  of  locations 
and  limited  land  usage  uses  permitted  in  this  District  provide  for  maximum  compatibility  with  adjacent  Districts.

Because  of  the  character  and  intensity  of  these  uses, 
theis  dDistrict  witt  should  be  suitably  appropriately  located  on  major  commercial  arterial  thoroughfares  but  not 
in  close  association  with  those  commercial  activities  involving  shopping  goods,  professional  services, 
restaurants,  food  merchandising,  and  the  like.  etGr  Due  to  the  intensity  of  uses,  location  of  this  District  adjacent 
to  Protected  Districts  should  be  avoided.

Sec.  2.7408.  C-ID  Commercial-Industrial  District. 

Statement  of  purpose  of  the  C-ID  district.  The  C-ID  District  is  designed  to  accommodate  the 
commercial/industrial  type  of  land  uses  which  by  the  nature  of  operation  sm4k)T  appearance  are  more  compatible 
with  industrial  than  retail  commercial  activi-  ties.  These  uses  generally  are  not  visited  by  customers,  but  rather 
involve  service  operations  from  headquarters  with  some  on-site  fabrication  of  parts  and,  in  some  cases, 
substantial  open  air  storage  of  large  service  vehicles,  raw  materials  or  finished  products.  Because  of  the 
character  and  intensity  of  these  uses,  this  District  should  be  appropriately  located  in  close  association  with  high 
intensity  commercial  uses  or  industrial  uses  and  should  never  be  located  adjacent  to  Protected  Districts.

Provided,  however,  driveways,  off-  street  parking  and  loading  areas  shall  not  be  permitted 
in  the  side  and  rear  transitional  yardsi  If  any  side  or  rear  portion  of  a  lot  other  than  the 
transitional  yards  is  to  be  used  for  a  driveway,  off  street  parking  area  and/  or  loading  aroa, 
there  shall  be  provided  and  maintained  along  the  length  of  the  drive  and/or  parking  or 
loading  area  at  the  lot  line  or  up  to  a  distance  of  forty  (10)  feet  from  the  lot  line,  and  to  the 
front  setback  line,  a  landscaped  screen,  wall  or  fence  of  opaque  landscape  materials, 
ornamental  block,  brick,  solid  wood  fencing  or  combination  thereof.  Said  screen,  wall  or 
fence  shall  be  designed  and  constructed  to  a  height  of  not  less  than  six  (6)  feet  nor  more

No  materials  or  equipment  shall  be  stored  to  a  height  greater  than  said  screen,  wall  or  fence.

Sec.  2.09.  C-S  Special  Commercial  District  Regulations. 

Statement  of  purpose  of  the  C  S  District.   The  Special  Commercial  District  (C-S)  is  established  for  the 
following  purposes:

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The  C-S  Special  District  is  designed  to  permit,  within  a  single  zoning  District,  multi-use  commercial  complexes 
or  land  use  combinations  of  commercial  and  noncommercial  uses,  or  single-use  commercial  projects?.  The 
primary  objective  of  this  District  is  to  encourage  development  which  achieves  a  high  degree  of  due-to  excellence 
©fin  planning,  design  or  function,  andean  be  intermixed,  grouped  or  otherwise  uniquely  located  with  maximum 
cohesiveness,  attractiveness  and  compatibility.  ThusrtThe  District  provides  flexibility  and  procedural  economy  r 
by  permitting  the  broadest  range  of  land  use  choices  within  a  single  District,  with-  while  maintaining  adequate 
land  use  controls.  Under  the  C-S  classification,  particular  regard  can  be  given  property  with  unique  features 
or  significance  such  as  unusual  topography  or  landscape  amenities,  historical,  architectural  or  social 
significance,  or  other  special  land  characteristics.  The  C-S  District  can  include  high-rise  or  low-rise 
developments,  can  be  applied  to  large  or  small  land  areasT  appropriately  located  throughout  the  metropolitan 
areaj  and  can  be  useful  in  areas  of  urban  renewal  or  redevelopment. 

The  C-S  District  is  intended  to  encourage  greater  creativity  in  land  planning,  superior  site  and  structural  design 
and  development;  to  encourage  an  efficient,  aesthetic  and  desirable  use  of  open  space;  to  provide  for  a  use  of 
land  with  high  functional  and  aesthetic  values;  to  assure  compatibility  of  land  uses,  both  within  the  C-S  District 
and  with  adjacent  areas.  It  is  intended  to  provide  maximum  flexibility  in  zoning  and  districting  and  controls 
to  meet  the  changing;,  diverse  developmental  needs  of  the  metropolitan  area. 

Development  site  plans  should  incorporate  and  promote  environmental  considerations,  working  within  the 
constraints  and  advantages  presented  by  existing  site  considerations,  including  vegetation,  topography,  drainage 
and  wild  life. 

A.  Permitted  C-S  District  Uses.  The  following  shall  be  permitted  C-S  District  uses.  Provided,  however, 
all  land  use  within  the  C-S  Districts  shall  be  limited  to  the  use  or  uses  specified  in  the  applicable  rezoning 
petition  or  ordinance  redistricting  and  zoning  the  particular  land  to  the  C-S  District  classification. 

A  site  and  development  plan  for  a  proposed  C-S  District  shall  be  filed  with  the  zoning  petition  and  approved 
by  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission.  The  Commission  may  approve,  amend  or  disapprove  the  plan 
and  may  impose  any  reasonable  conditions  upon  its  approval.  If  such  plan  submitted  is  a  preliminary  rather  than 
final  plan,  the  Commission's  approval  shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  approval,  by  the  Administrator  of  the 
Division  of  Planning  and  Zoning,  of  a  final  site  and  development  plan,  in  total  or  in  phases.  Such  final  plan 
approval  by  the  Administrator  shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  Administrator's  findings  that  the  final  plan  is 
consistent  and  in  substantial  conformity  with  the  preliminary  plan,  as  approved  by  the  Metropolitan 
Development  Commission,_regulations  of  section  3.00  and  2.08,  a  All  development  land  use  within  the  C-S 
Districts  shall  be  subject  to  any  further  standards,  restrictions  or  requirements  specified  in  such  rezoning  petition 
or  ordinance^,  and  to  all  requirements  of  section  2,  B,  3  of  Ordinance  71  AO  1,  the  Improvement  Location 
Permit  Ordinance  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  relative  to  plans  (including  exhibits;  site  plans,  renderings,  plans 
for  buildings,  signs  or  other  structures,  fencing,  landscaping,  off-street  parking  and  loading  areas,  utilities, 
drainage,  sewage  or  other  developmental  or  land  use  plans)  and  covenants  and  commitments  filed,  made  or 
presented  in  support  of  such  rezoning  petition.

(4)  provide  traffic  control  and  street  plan  integration  with  existing  and  planned  public  streets 
and  interior  access  roads;  and, 

(5)  provide  adequately  for  sanitation,  drainage  and  public  utilities;  andL 
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(6)  allocate  adequate  sites  for  all  uses  proposed-the  design,  character,  grade,  location  and 
orientation  thereof  to  be  appropriate  for  the  uses  proposed,  logically  related  to  existing  and 
proposed  topographical  and  other  conditions,  and  consistent  with  the  Comprehensive  ©p 
Master  Plan  of  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

b.      On-site  vehicular  circulation  and  traffic  patterns  for  all  drive-through  facilities  shall  be  subject 
to  the  requirements  of  Section  2.12. 

a       Trash  containers.  Trash  containers  exceeding  six  (6)  cubic  feet  shall: 

(1)  be  completely  screened  on  at  least  three  (3)  sides  within  a  solid-walled  or  fenced  stall  not 
less  than  six  (6)  feet  in  height.  The  open  side  of  the  stall,  if  applicable,  shall  not  face  any 
Protected  District,  nor  shall  it  be  viewed  from  any  street  frontage;  and, 

(2)  be  located  behind  the  established  front  building  line;  and, 

(3)  not  be  located  within  a  required  yard  or  required  transitional  yard. 

d.  Recycling  containers.  Recycling  containers  shall  be  subject  to  the  requirements  of  Section  2.13, 
D,  (Requirements  for  Recycling  Containers).

(3)  not  be  located  within  a  required  yard  or  required  transitional  yard. 

f       Taverns,  package  liquor  stores,  fast  food  or  drive-through  restaurants,  and  such  establishments, 
where  food  or  alcoholic  beverages  may  be  carried  out,  shall: 

(1)  provide  adequate  outdoor  convenience  trash  containers;  and, 

(2)  not  provide  outdoor  tables  or  seats;  and, 

(3)  not  be  located  within  one  hundred  (100)  feet,  measured  in  any  direction,  or  a  Protected 
District.  The  measurement  shall  be  taken  from  the  exterior  of  the  building  (or  the  tenant 
bay  of  the  establishment  if  the  use  is  in  an  integrated  center),  to  the  zoning  boundary  of  the 
Protected  District  except  when  such  establishment  is  separated  from  said  Protected  District 
by  an  intervening  street  (see  Section  2.16,  Diagram  J). 

g.       Gasoline  service  stations,  lubricating  and  oil  change  services,  convenience  markets,  service 
centers  or  functions,  shall:

L  any  outdoor  service  operations  (other  than  the  dispensing  or  installation  of  gasoline,  oil, 
antifreeze,  headlights,  wiper  blades  and  other  similar  products  and  the  performance  of 
minor  services  for  customers  as  related  to  said  dispensing  or  installation); 

ii.  the  sale,  rental,  display  or  storage  of  vehicles,  trailers,  tractors,  machinery  or  other 
similar  equipment; 

iii.  commercial  parking  of  vehicles; 

iv.  major  servicing  or  motor  or  body  repair  such  as,  but  not  limited  to  body  or  fender  work, 
motor  overhaul,  major  transmission  repair  auto  glass  work,  tire  recapping,  muffler 
repair  or  installation,  auto  body  painting  or  trim  shops;  or, 

v.  dismantling  or  wrecking  of  any  vehicles,  or  the  storage  of  inoperable,  damaged  or 
wrecked  vehicles. 
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(2)  The   exterior  display,   sales   or  storage   of  antifreeze,   batteries,   tires,   oil,   and   other 
merchandise  or  products  is  permitted,  provided  such  display  or  storage  is: 

i.     accessory  to  the  primary  use;  and, 

iL    located  immediately  adjacent  to  the  primary  structure,  but  not  within  any  required  yard 
or  required  transitional  yard;  and, 

iii.  not  more  than  two  hundred  (200)  square  feet  in  total  area;  and, 

iv.  maintained  in  an  orderly  manner;  and, 

y^    not  illuminated. 

(3)  A  maximum  of  three  (3)  accessory  indoor  service  bays  may  be  provided  for  minor  automo- 
tive servicing  and  repair.  "Service  Bay"  is  defined  in  Section  2.16. 

h.      Car  wash  establishments  shall: 


(1)     be  subject  to  the  drive-through  off-street  stacking  space  regulations  of  Section  2.12;  and. 


(2)  not  conduct  any  drying,  cleaning,  polishing,  dispensing  of  gasoline,  or  other  comparable 
operation  within  any  required  yard  or  required  transitional  yard;  and, 

(3)  not  be  located  within  one  hundred  (100)  feet,  measured  in  any  direction,  of  a  Protected 
District.  The  measurement  shall  be  taken  from  the  exterior  of  the  building  (or  the  tenant 
bay  of  the  establishment  if  the  use  is  in  an  integrated  center),  to  the  zoning  boundary  of  the 
Protected  District  except  when  such  establishment  is  separated  from  said  Protected  District 
by  an  intervening  street  (see  Section  2.16,  Diagram  J. 

(4)  have  exit  drives  that  are  a  minimum  of  one  hundred  (100)  feet  in  length,  measured  from  the 
vehicle  exit  of  the  car  wash  establishment  to  the  pavement  edge  of  the  street.

Sec.  2.109.  Off-street  parking  regulations. 

All  Ooff-street  parking  facilities  areas  for  motor  vehicles  accessory  to  the  uses  in  the  Commercial  Districts 
shall  be  provided  in  accordance  with  the  following  regulations. 

Regulations  for  commercial  parking  facilities  (i.e.  offering  parking  spaces  for  fees)  are  contained  in  General 
Ordinance  Number  256,  1970  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County. 

However,  commercial  parking  facilities,  including  attendant  parking,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Article  XXV,  Chapter  17  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana  (Volume  II),  and  shall  not 
be  subject  to  the  development  standards  of  this  ordinance  other  than  the  minimum  setback  requirements  of  the 
applicable  District. 

4-     A.      Application  of  regulations. 

a?  h  Buildings,  structures,  uses  established  hereafter  established  -  exception  for  permits  previously  issued^ 
For  all  buildings  and  structures  erected  and  all  uses  of  land  established  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance,  accessory  parking  facilities  shall  be  provided  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  this 
Section.

Sec,  2,12.  Drive-through  off-street  stacking  space  regulations. 

A.  General  provisions.  The  purpose  of  off-street  stacking  space  regulations  is  to  promote  public  safety 
by  alleviating  on-site  and  off-site  traffic  congestion  from  the  operation  of  a  facility  which  utilizes  a 
drive-through  service  unit.

5.  Sites  with  stacking  spaces  shall  include  an  exclusive  bypass  aisle,  driveway  or  other  circulation  area 

in  the  parking  lot  design  to  allow  vehicles  to  bypass  the  stacking  area. 

6.  A  drive-through  service  unit  may  project  up  to  one  (1 )  foot  into  the  stacking  area. 

7.  A  drive-through  service  unit  shall  not  be  permitted  on  the  side  or  rear  of  a  building,  or  within  the  side 
or  rear  yard  of  a  building,  which  abuts  a  Protected  District  unless  the  side  or  rear  setback  of  each 
component  of  a  service  unit  is  located  more  than  one  hundred  (100)  feet  from  the  Protected  District. 

8.  Drive-through  service  units  may  contain  more  than  one  component  part.  Service  units  may  contain 
such  components  as  menu  board(s),  pay  windows,  and  food/service  pickup  windows.  To  determine 
the  number  of  off-street  stacking  spaces  located  before  a  service  unit,  the  final  component  of  the 
service  unit  shall  be  used  in  determining  the  location  of  the  required  off-street  stacking  spaces.  In  the 
case  of  car  washes,  the  final  component  of  a  service  unit  is  the  entrance  to  the  car  wash  building  itself. 

B.  Site  plan  submission.  All  required  off-street  stacking  spaces  and  circulation  pattern(s)  shall  be 
demonstrated  on  the  site  plan  that  is  submitted  at  the  time  of  filing  for  an  Improvement  Location  Permit. 

The  submitted  site  plan  shall  also  delineate: 

L  all  existing  and  proposed  points  of  ingress  and  egress,  circulation  and  maneuvering  areas,  off-street 
parking  and  loading  areas;  and, 

'L  separately  tabulate  the  number  of  required  off-street  parking,  loading,  and  stacking  spaces  in  a 
conspicuous  place  on  the  plan  for  easy  reference. 

Prior  to  obtaining  an  Improvement  Location  Permit,  the  site  plan  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  of 
Transportation  for  its  review  and  comment. 

C.  Required  stacking  spaces. 
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L  Bank  (including  A  TM  's) .  Six  (6)  spaces  before  the  final  component  of  each  service  unit;  one  ( 1 )  space 
after  each  service  unit. 

2.  Drive-in  theatre.  Before  the  ticket  service  window  or  area,stacking  space  shall  be  equal  to  twenty 
percent  (20%)  of  the  total  off-street  parking  capacity  of  the  theatre.  The  inbound  reservoir  area  shall 
not  connect  or  conflict  in  any  way  with  exit  driveways. 

3.  Car  washes. 

au  Self-service  or  hand  wash.  Three  (3)  spaces  before  the  final  component  of  each  service  unit;  two 
(2)  spaces  at  the  exit  of  each  unit. 

K  Semi-  or  fully  automatic.  Twenty  (20)  spaces  before  the  final  component  of  each  service  unit; 
six  (6)  spaces  at  the  exit  of  each  unit.  Spaces  reserved  for  vacuuming  or  drying  of  automobiles 
may  count  in  the  exit  stacking  figure,  parking  spaces  not  required  for  off-street  parking  spaces 
may  be  utilized  for  the  stacking  space  calculation. 

4.  Restaurants.  Number  of  drive-through  service  units. 

£L  One  (1).  Six  (6)  spaces  before  the  final  component  of  the  service  unit;  two  (2)  spaces  at  the  exit 
of  the  unit. 

b.  Two  (2).  Eight  (8)  spaces  before  the  final  component  of  each  service  unit;  two  (2)  spaces  at  the 
exit  of  each  unit. 

For  each  additional  drive-through  service  unit.  Four  (4)  spaces  before  the  final  component  of  each 
additional  service  unit  and  one  (1)  space  at  the  exit  of  each  unit. 

5.  All  other  facilities  utilizing  a  drive-through  service  unit.  Including,  but  not  limited  to  laundry  and  dry 
cleaning  stations,  photo  drop  off/pick-up  stations,  automobile  oil  change  or  lubrication  facilities: 
Three  (3)  spaces  before  the  final  component  of  the  service  unit;  one  (1)  space  at  the  exit  of  each 
service  unit. 

Sec.  2.13  Special  regulations. 

A.  Minimum  front  setback  lines  and  front  yards.  Front  setbacks,  having  a  minimum  depth  in  accordance 
with  the  following  setback  standards,  shall  be  provided  along  all  public  and  private  street  right-of-wav  lines. 
and  the  minimum  required  building  setback  lines  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  No  part  of  any  building  shall  be  built  closer  to  the  proposed  right-of-wav  lines  of  the  following  streets 
than: 

a.  Ten  (10)  feet  from  the  proposed  right-of-way  or  seventy  (70)  feet  from  the  center  line,  whichever 
is  greater— Expressway,  Freeway,  Primary  Arterial  Parkway,  Secondary  Arterial:  (as  designated 
on  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion  County,  Indiana),  adopted  March  6,  1993) 

tx  Ten  (10)  feet  from  the  proposed  right-of-way—Collector  Street,  Local  Street,  Marginal  Access 
Street  (including  Marginal  Access  Streets  with  a  coinciding  right-of-wav  boundary  immediately 
paralleling  either  a  Federal  Interstate  Highway  route  or  any  thoroughfare).  Cul-de-Sac  or  any 
private  street. 

Subject  to  the  following: 

iL  Any  required  front  transitional  yard  shall  have  a  minimum  depth  of  twenty  (20)  feet,  rather  than 
ten  (10)  feet.  However,  there  shall  be  no  transitional  yard  requirement  for  Expressways. 
Freeways  or  Primary  Arterials,  which  shall  only  be  required  to  provide  the  required  front  yard 
setback  often  (10)  feet.

e^  In  the  case  where  a  proposed  right-of-way  line  does  not  exist,  as  determined  by  the  Official 
Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion  County,  Indiana,  (officially  adopted  March  6,  1991 ),  or  where  the 
existing  right-of-way  is  greater,  the  existing  right-of-way  line  shall  be  used  for  the  setback 
measurement. 

2.  No  part  of  any  structure,  including  parking  areas,  parking  spaces,  interior  access  drives,  and  interior 
access  driveways,  shall  be  built  closer  than  twenty  (20)  feet  to  the  right-of-  way  line  of  a  Federal 
Interstate  Highway  route. 

2:      Structures,  including  parking  areas,  parking  spaces,  interior  access  drives  and  interior  access 
driveways  may  be  located  within  the  front  setback  in  an  area  designated  as  proposed  right-of-way 
under  the  following  provisions:

A  required  landscape  strip  shall  be  provided,  measured  from  the  existing  right-of-way,  and  shall 
have  a  minimum  depth  often  (10)  feet.  The  required  landscape  strip  shall  be  located  outside  of 
and  adjacent  to  the  existing  right-of-way  line  of  the  street  while  paralleling  and  extending  the  full 
length  of  such  right-of-way  line,  except  when  interrupted  by  driveway(s). 

In  addition,  sufficient  off-street  parking  shall  be  provided  on  the  outside  of  the  proposed 
right-of-way  so  that  the  applicable  off-street  parking  requirements  for  the  use(s)  are  met. 

In  addition,  if  the  Department  of  Transportation  would  acquire  the  proposed  right-of-way  for 
thoroughfare  development  or  expansion,  the  Department  of  Transportation  shall  have  no  obligation 
to  pay  for  any  structure  located  within  the  proposed  right-of-way. 

In  the  event  of  dedication  of  right-of-way  as  a  result  of  rezoning  or  other  methods  for  both  non-priority 
and  priority  streets,  such  dedication  shall  not  alleviate  the  right  to  use  the  right-of-way  in  the  manner 
provided  above,  until  such  time  as  the  Department  of  Transportation  determines  that  the  additional 
right-of-way  is  needed  for  widening. 

B^  Integrated  shopping  center  or  complex  -  plan  requirements  for  improvement  location  permit  issuance: 
Prior  to  Improvement  Location  Permit  issuance  for  any  building  or  structure  within  an  integrated  shopping 
center  or  complex,  three  copies  of  the  site  plans  and  landscape  plans  for  the  entire  integrated  center  shall  be  on 
file  with  the  Department  of  Metropolitan  Development. 

C.      Street  requirements: 

L      Clear  sight  triangular  area.    The  following  provisions  shall  apply  to  all  streets,  whether  public  or 
private: 

All  landscape  plantings,  structural  barriers,  shrubs,  trees,  structures  or  other  objects,  temporary  or 
permanent,  shall  permit  completely  unobstructed  vision  within  a  clear  sight  triangular  area  between 
the  heights  of  two  and  one  half  (2  1/2)  and  nine  (9)  feet  above  the  crown  of  the  streets,  drives,  or 
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driveways.  A  clear  sight  triangular  area  shall  be  established  as  one  of  the  following,  (See  Section  2.16. 
Diagram  E): 

a.  On  a  corner  lot,  the  clear  sight  triangular  area  is  formed  by  the  street  right-of-way  lines,  the 
pavement  edge  of  the  drives  or  driveways  and  the  line  connecting  points  twenty-  five  (25)  feet 
from  the  intersection  of  such  street  right-  of-way  lines  and  pavement  edge  lines;  or  in  the  case 
of  a  round  or  cut  property  corner,  from  the  intersection  of  the  street  right-of-way  lines  and 
pavement  edge  lines  extended;  or, 

b^  On  a  lot  adjacent  to  an  at-grade  railroad  crossing,  the  clear  sight  triangular  area  is  formed  by  the 
lot  line  coterminous  with  the  railroad  right-of-way,  the  street  right-of-way  line  or  pavement  edge 
line,  and  the  line  connecting  points  twenty-five  (25)  feet  from  the  intersection  of  such  lines;  or, 

c^  On  a  lot  which  has  a  driveway,  abuts  an  alley  or  which  is  next  to  a  lot  which  has  a  driveway,  the 
two  clear  sight  triangular  areas  are  formed  by  the  street  right-of-way  line,  both  sides  of  either  the 
alley  right-of-way  or  of  the  surface  edge  of  the  driveway,  and  the  line  connecting  points  ten  (10) 
feet  from  the  intersection  of  the  street  right-of-way  line  and  driveway  or  alley  lines  extended. 

~L      Requirements  for  Public  Streets. 

a.  All  public  streets  shall  be  dedicated  to  the  public,  accepted  for  public  maintenance  by  the 
Department  of  Transportation,  and  improved  and  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  standards 
required  by  the  Indianapolis  Department  of  Transportation  Standards  for  Street  and  Bridge 
Design  and  Construction,  or  as  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Transportation. 

b.  The  right-of-way  of  any  streets  within  an  integrated  center  which  is  indicated  on  the  Official 
Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion  County,  Indiana,  or  which  has  been  required  by  zoning,  variance, 
or  platting  commitment,  condition  or  covenant  to  be  developed  as  public  streets,  is  to  be  con- 
structed to  specific  standards  based  upon  their  proposed  functional  classification  and  shall  be 
dedicated  to  the  public,  or  the  right-of-way  thereof  shall  be  reserved  for  the  future. 

3i      Requirements  for  Private  Streets,  Driveways,  Interior  Access  Driveways  and  Interior  Access  Drives: 

a^  All  private  streets,  driveways,  interior  access  driveways  and  interior  access  drives  shall  meet  the 
minimum  standards  for  construction,  materials  for  use  in  construction,  and  design  as  specified 
by  the  "Standard  Specifications",  Indiana  Department  of  Transportation  (8-17-1-39),  1988 
Edition,  the  Indiana  Department  of  Transportation  Supplemental  Specifications,  and  the 
Indianapolis  Department  of  Transportation  (IDOT)  Standards  for  Street  and  Bridge  Design  and 
Construction.  In  the  event  DOT  specifications  conflict  with  the  Indiana  Department  of  Trans- 
portation Standard  Specifications,  the  most  stringent  specifications  shall  govern. 

The  "Standard  Specifications"  of  the  Indiana  Department  of  Transportation  (IDOT)  are 
incorporated  into  this  ordinance  by  reference.  Two  copies  of  the  "Standard  Specifications"  are 
on  file  and  available  for  public  inspection  in  the  office  of  the  Division  of  Neighborhood  and 
Development  Services. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  standard  specifications  incorporated  into  this  ordinance  shall  be 
modified  as  follows: 

Private  interior  streets,  private  interior  access  drives  and  private  interior  access  driveways  shall 
have  a  minimum  width,  including  gutters,  curbing,  and  off-street  parallel  parking  spaces,  if 
provided,  of: 

One-way,  no  parking  -  twelve  (12)  feet 

One-way,  parallel  parking  on  one  side  of  the  street  only  -  twenty  (20)  feet 

Two-way,  no  parking  -  twenty  (20)  feet 

Two-way,  parallel  parking  on  one  side  of  the  street  only  -  twenty-seven  (27)  feet 

Two-way,  parallel  parking  on  both  sides  of  the  street  -  thirty-six  (36)  feet 

Ix  Private  streets,  interior  access  drives  and  interior  access  driveways  shall  be  privately  maintained 
(not  by  governmental  agencies)  in  good  condition  and  free  of  chuckholes.  standing  water,  weeds. 
dirt,  trash  and  debris. 
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c.  Interior  access  drives  and  driveways  shall  be  designed  and  maintained  with  sufficient  width  to 
provide  for  the  passage  of  emergency  vehicles  at  all  times. 

d.  Private  streets,  interior  access  drives  and  interior  access  driveways  within  any  Commercial 
Zoning  District  may  be  used  to  provide  ingress  and  egress  to  any  other  Commercial  Zoning 
District  and  to  any  other  zoning  district  having  a  less  intense  use  which  would  include  all 
Protected  Districts. 

D.      Requirements  for  recycling  operations  and  containers: 

L  Requirements  for  recycling  center  operations.  Materials  permitted  for  collection  at  neighborhood 
recycling  collection  points  and  recycling  stations  as  defined  in  Section  2.16,  located  within  a  C-3, 
C-3C  or  C-4  Commercial  District  shall  include  the  following: 

aluminum  cans  tin  and  metal  cans 

plastics  glass  containers 

paper  products 

In  addition  to  the  materials  listed  above,  other  household  scrap  and  minor  automobile  parts  made  of 
aluminum,  brass,  copper,  or  steel  may  also  be  collected  at  these  facilities  in  the  C-3,  C-3C  and  C-4 
Commercial  Districts.  However,  all  materials  collected  for  delivery  to  the  recycling  facilities  in  the 
C-3,  C-3C  and  C-4  Commercial  Districts  shall  be  in  amounts  that  allow  delivery  by  vehicles  which 
do  not  exceed  a  maximum  load  capacity  of  three-quarters  of  a  ton.  All  deliveries  that  necessitate  the 
use  of  vehicles  in  excess  of  this  size  shall  be  required  to  deliver  the  recyclable  materials  to  a  more 
intensive  recycling  facility.  This  restriction  is  intended  to  protect  the  community  character  of  the  C-3, 
C-3C  and  C-4  Commercial  Districts  and  minimize  traffic  created  by  larger  hauling  vehicles. 

In  the  C-3,  C-3C  and  C-4  Commercial  Districts,  those  collection  points  and  recycling  stations  that 
utilize  a  trailer  as  its  primary  structure  shall  be  limited  to  one  trailer  per  site.  The  facility  shall  be 
manned  during  all  hours  of  operation  and  located  during  off  hours.  In  addition  to  these  requirements, 
the  requirements  for  recycling  containers  (as  specified  in  2.13,  D,  2)  shall  also  apply  to  trailer 


facilities. 

din  


In  addition  to  those  requirements  outlined  for  recycling  activities  in  the  C-3,  C-3C,  and  C-4  Districts, 
recycling  activities  permitted  within  the  C-5,  C-6,  C-7  and  C-ID  Commercial  Districts  shall  also  be 
within  a  completely  enclosed  structure  and  may  include  the  crushing  or  compacting  of  the  recyclable 
materials  in  order  to  facilitate  their  handling  and  transport.  This  processing  step  is  considered  to  be 
an  incidental  aspect  of  a  recycling  operation,  rather  than  a  characteristic  of  the  use  itself. 

2.       Requirements  for  recycling  containers.    Recycling  containers  as  defined  in  Section  2.16  shall  be 
subject  to  the  following  requirements: 

cL  The  use  or  structure  shall  not  be  located  within  any  required  yard  or  required  transitional  yard 
or  within  any  street  right-of-way  and  shall  meet  the  minimum  setback  requirements  of  the 
district. 

th  When  the  structure  is  an  accessory  use  located  in  the  parking  area  of  the  primary  use,  the 
structure  shall  be  located  completely  within  a  striped  off-street  parking  space(s)  on  the  site  and 
shall  not  be  within  a  drive  or  maneuvering  area. 

c.  A  minimum  of  three  (3)  off-street  parking  spaces  shall  be  provided  on  site.  These  off-street 
parking  spaces  are  in  addition  to  the  required  parking  provided  for  the  primary  use.  A  suitable 
maneuvering  area  for  access  and  turning  shall  also  be  provided  as  specified  in  Architectural 
Graphic  Standards,  Eighth  Edition,  Ramsey/Sleeper  John  Wiley  and  Sons,  Inc.,  New  York,  New 
York. 

d.  All  recyclable  material  shall  be  stored  within  a  recycling  container  and  the  surrounding  lot  area 
shall  be  maintained  free  of  litter  and  debris  on  a  daily  basis. 
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e.  The  recycling  containers  shall  be  clearly  marked  to  identify  the  type  of  material  which  may  be 
deposited;  and  the  name  and  telephone  number  of  the  operator  and  the  hours  of  operation,  and 
shall  display  a  notice  stating  that  no  material  shall  be  left  outside  the  recycling  containers. 

f.  The  recycling  container  shall  not  reduce  the  amount  of  any  required  landscaping  as  provided  by 
this  ordinance  for  the  primary  or  accessory  use. 

g^  The  recycling  containers  shall  be  emptied  or  exchanged  with  a  new  container  at  or  before  the 
time  the  existing  container  becomes  completely  filled. 

L  The  recycling  container  shall  not  be  located  within  one  hundred  (100)  feet,  measured  in  any 
direction,  of  a  Dwelling  District.  The  measurement  shall  be  taken  from  the  exterior  of  the 
container  to  the  zoning  boundary  of  the  Dwelling  District  except  when  such  container  is 
separated  from  said  Dwelling  District  by  an  intervening  street  (see  Section  2.16,  Diagram  J). 

i.  Recycling  containers  are  prohibited  as  accessory  structures  on  lots  of  less  than  ten  thousand 
(10,000)  square  feet  in  area.  Recycling  containers  shall  be  permitted  as  accessory  uses  on  lots 
often  thousand  (10,000)  square  feet  in  area  or  greater  provided  that  the  combined  total  square 
footage  utilized  for  recycling  containers  on  the  lot  does  not  exceed  one  half  (1/2)  of  one  (1) 
percent  of  the  total  gross  square  footage  of  the  lot. 

j.  An  Improvement  Location  Permit  shall  be  obtained  prior  to  the  placement  of  the  recycling 
container  on  the  commercial  lot. 

E.  Requirements  for  temporary  use  structures  or  buildings:  Temporary  use  structures  shall  be  permitted 
in  all  Commercial  Districts,  under  a  temporary  Improvement  Location  Permit  issued  by  the  Administrator 
subject  to  the  temporary  use  requirements  specified  below: 

_L  Temporary  use  structures  or  buildings  shall  comply  with  all  setback  requirements  for  a  primary 
building  on  the  site. 

2.  Any  floodlights  or  other  lighting  shall  be  directed  upon  the  premises  and  shall  not  be  detrimental 
to  adjacent  properties. 

3.  A  temporary  Improvement  Location  Permit  for  a  temporary  use  structure  shall  be  valid  for  a 
maximum  of  eighteen  (18)  months.  An  extension  of  time,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred-  eighty 
(180)  days,  may  be  granted  by  the  Administrator  for  good  cause  shown.  Said  request  for 
extension  must  be  filed  with  the  Administrator  prior  to  the  termination  date  of  the  temporary 
Improvement  Location  Permit. 

4.  All  structures,  buildings,  appurtenances,  or  debris  associated  with  the  temporary  use  structure 
shall  be  removed  from  the  site  immediately  upon  completion  or  cessation  of  the  temporary  use. 

F.  Requirements  for  temporary  seasonal  retail  sales  uses: 

L^  The  use  or  structure  must  comply  with  all  setback  requirements  for  a  primary  building  on  the 
site. 

2.  A  minimum  of  three  (3)  off-street  parking  spaces  shall  be  provided  on  site  for  the  temporary 
seasonal  retail  sales  use. 

The  location  of  the  temporary  seasonal  retail  sales  use  and  its  required  minimum  reservation  of 
off-street  parking  spaces  shall  not  utilize  any  required  off-street  parking  spaces  for  the 
primary /permanent  use  of  the  site. 

3.  The  location  of  the  temporary  seasonal  retail  sales  use,  and  any  structure  associated  with  such 
use,  shall  be  completely  within  a  striped,  off-street  parking  space(s)  for  the  primary/permanent 
use  on  the  site  and  shall  not  be  located  within  a  drive  or  maneuvering  area  for  that  primary 
permanent  use. 

4.  Final  site  plans,  showing  the  location  of  the  temporary  seasonal  retail  sales  use  within  the  site. 
shall  be  subject  to  Administrator's  review  and  approval  prior  to  the  issuance  of  an  Improvement 
Location  Permit. 
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5;  Signs  for  the  temporary  seasonal  retail  sales  shall  comply  with  the  regulations  regarding  wall 
signs  within  integrated  centers  contained  in  the  Sign  Regulations  of  Marion  County,  Indiana 
(71-AO-4,  as  amended). 

G.  Landscaping,  screening,  and  grounds  maintenance.  Subject  to  the  allowed  uses  in  required  yards, 
landscaping,  screening  and  grounds  maintenance  shall  be  provided  and  maintained,  for  all  development  in  all 
Commercial  Districts  in  accordance  with  the  following  regulations: 

L      Landscaping  and  screening  in  required  yards.

These  required  trees  may  be  grouped  together  in  the  required  front  yard,  however,  in 
no  case  shall  spacing  between  the  trees  exceed  fifty  (50)  feet.  (Refer  to  Section  2.16, 
Diagram  F) 

Deciduous  shade  trees  and  deciduous  ornamental  trees  may  be  grouped  together  in  the 
required  yards,  however,  in  no  case  shall  spacing  between  a  deciduous  shade  tree  and 
a  deciduous  ornamental  tree  exceed  fifty  (50)  feet. 

(2)     Screening  in  the  required  front  yard  of  the  project  may  include: 

i.  Wall  or  fence  -  an  ornamental,  decorative  fence  or  masonry  wall,  not  more  than 
forty-two  (42)  inches  in  height  if  solid,  or  six  (6)  feet  if  the  sight  barrier  is  less  than 
fifty  percent  (50%),  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  required  landscaping;  or, 

n.  Berm  -  an  earthen  berm  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  required  landscaping.  It 
shall  be  a  maximum  height  of  forty-two  (42)  inches,  have  a  minimum  crown  width  of

g^  The  minimum  size  of  all  required  landscape  plant  materials,  at  the  time  of  planting,  including 
substituting  or  replacement  trees  and  shrubs,  shall  be  as  follows: 

(1)  Deciduous  shade  (overstory)  trees  -  two  and  one-half  (2  1/2)  inch  caliper  at  six  (6)  inches 
mi,,  above  the  ground.

h^  All  trees  and  shrubs  shall  be  planted  or  transplanted  in  accordance  with  the  standards  contained 
in  American  Standard  for  Nursery  Stock,  copyrighted  in  1986  by  the  American  Association  of 
Nurserymen  and  approved  May  2,  1986  by  the  American  National  Standards  Institute,  Inc.  (a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Division  of  Neighborhood  and  Development  Services 
and  is  hereby  incorporated  by  reference  and  made  a  part  hereof).  All  trees  and  shrubs  shall  be 
mulched  and  maintained  to  give  a  clean  and  weed-free  appearance.

a.  Maintain  the  landscaping  by  keeping  lawns  mowed,  all  plants  maintained  as  disease-free,  and 
planting  beds  groomed,  except  in  naturally  occurring  vegetation  areas,  such  as  thickets;  and, 

b.  Replace  any  required  planting(s),  which  are  removed  or  die  after  the  date  of  planting.  Such 
replacement  shall  occur  during  the  next  planting  season. 

r 

6.  Administrator  approval  of  alternate  plans.  The  Administrator,  upon  request  by  the  applicant,  shall 
have  the  power  to  modify  any  landscape  requirements  and  approve  alternatives  for  those  requirements 
as  long  as  the  alternative  plan  is  appropriate  for  the  site  and  its  surrounding  and  is  compatible  and 
consistent  with  the  intent  of  the  stated  standards.  Such  modification  shall  be  noted  on  the  alternative 
landscape  plan,  stamped  approved  by  the  Administrator  and  become  a  part  of  the  file  and  requirements 
for  the  Improvement  Location  Permit.

H.      Appeal.     In  all  sections  of  this  ordinance  where  the  Administrator  is  given  the  authority  of 

discretionary  approval  of  plans  and  specifications,  or  the  method  or  manner  of  qualification,  or  any  other  similar 

authority,  any  party  of  interest  shall  have  the  right  to  bring  such  action  by  the  Administrator  before  the 

Metropolitan  Development  Commission  for  its  review  and  approval  or  disapproval.

Sec.  2.14.  Special  exception  provisions. 

Statement  of  purpose.  Because  of  the  exceptional  land  use  characteristics  and  locational  impacts  of  certain 
commercial  uses  which,  if  inappropriately  located  within  Commercial  Zoning  Districts,  may  have  a  deleterious 
effect  upon  other  land  uses  and  values  within  the  County,  it  is  recognized  that  the  further  classification, 
sub-classification  or  subdivision  and  regulation  of  such  uses  is  essential  in  order  to  preserve  property  values, 
as  well  as  to  promote  the  public  health,  safety,  comfort,  morals,  convenience  and  general  welfare  within  Marion 
County. 

A.  Uses  permitted  by  special  exception.  The  following  uses  shall  be  permitted  in  the  applicable 
commercial  zoning  districts  only  upon  the  grant  of  a  Special  Exception  by  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals: 

L  Amusement  arcade;  or  similar  amusement,  recreation  or  entertainment  center  or  facility  (except  any 
such  arcade,  center  or  facility  having  four  (4)  or  less  amusement  machines). 

2.  Massage  parlor,  service,  or  facility  (except  any  therapeutic,  medical  or  surgical  services  or  facilities 
or  regularly  licensed  hospital  or  dispensary,  or  the  professional  services  of  a  physician,  osteopath  or 
chiropractor  duly  registered  with  and  licensed  by  the  state). 

B.  Special  regulations  for  uses  permitted  by  special  exception.  In  whatever  Commercial  Zoning  District 
within  Marion  County  the  uses  designated  in  Section  2.14,  A.  are  included  as  permitted  uses,  such  uses  shall 
be  subject  to  the  following  special  regulations.  These  special  regulations  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  applicable 
district's  standards  and  requirements  and,  in  case  of  any  conflict,  the  more  stringent  regulations  shall  control: 

h  No  use  of  any  land,  structure,  or  premises,  as  designated  in  Section  2.14,  A.,  shall  be  permitted  except 
upon  the  grant  of  a  Special  Exception  by  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  to  permit  such  a  use. 
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2.  No  use  of  any  land,  structure  or  premises,  as  designated  in  Section  2.14,  A.,  shall  be  permitted  if  any 
portion  of  the  perimeter  of  the  subject  lot  is  located  within  five  hundred  (500)  feet  of  the  following 
zoning  districts: 

a.  Dwelling  Districts, 

b.  Historic  Preservation  Districts, 
c      Market  Square  District, 

a\  Park  Districts, 

e^  University  Quarter  Districts, 

I  SU-1  District  (Church), 

g.  SU-2  District  (School), 

h.  SU-37  District  (Library), 

i.  SU-38  District  (Community  Center). 

In  addition  to  the  zoning  districts  noted  above,  this  regulation  shall  also  apply  to  any  portion  of  the 
perimeter  of  a  lot  containing  an  elementary  school,  junior  high  school  or  high  school,  as  defined  in  IC 
20-10.1-1,  regardless  of  zoning  classification. 

If  such  use  is  a  part  of  or  included  within  an  integrated  center,  the  perimeter  of  the  portion  thereof  or 
leased  spaced  occupied  by  such  use  shall  be  deemed  the  perimeter  of  the  lot  for  purposes  of  the  above 
distance  computation  and  as  required  for  Section  2.14,  C,  2.  b. 

C.      Grant  of  special  exception.    The  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant  Special 
Exceptions  to  permit  uses  designated  in  Section  2.14,  A,  subject  to  the  following  requirements: 

1.  A  petition  for  Special  Exception  to  permit  any  use  designated  in  Section  2.14,  A.  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  in  accordance  with  the  Board's  Rules  of  Procedure. 

In  addition  to  the  site  plan  and  area  map  filing  requirements  of  the  Board's  Rules  of  Procedure  or 
Special  Exception  petition  forms,  the  petitioner  shall  file  with  the  Special  Exception  petition: 

cL  An  area  map,  drawn  to  scale,  indicating  the  existing  zoning  classification  of  all  land  within  five 
hundred  (500)  feet  of  the  perimeter  of  the  subject  lot  and  any  elementary  school,  junior  high 
school,  or  high  school,  as  defined  in  IC  20-10.1-1,  located  within  such  distance. 

Jx  Proposed  detailed  Findings  of  Fact  in  support  of  the  four  (4)  determinations  by  the  Board 
(hereinafter  specified  in  Section  2.14,  C,  2  of  this  ordinance),  required  for  the  grant  of  a  Special 
Exception. 

The  petition,  or  evidence  presented  to  the  Board  at  the  public  hearing,  may  include  any  additional 
pertinent  exhibits,  such  as  photographs  depicting  the  subject  site  or  other  land  uses  and  properties  in 
the  subject  area;  neighborhood  or  community  economic,  social,  land  use  or  environmental  impact 
statements:  or  other  relevant  evidence. 

~L  Findings  of  Fact.  A  Special  Exception  shall  be  granted  following  public  hearing  of  the  petition  and 
upon  the  Board's  determination  that: 

a^  The  proposed  use  will  not  be  injurious  to  the  public  health,  safety,  comfort,  morals,  convenience 
or  general  welfare;

]h      The  perimeter  of  any  portion  of  the  subject  lot  is  not  located  within  five  hundred  (500)  feet  of 
the  following  Districts: 

(1)  Dwelling  Districts, 

(2)  Historic  Preservation  Districts,

(4)  Park  Districts, 

(5)  University  Quarter  Districts, 

(6)  SU-1  District  (Church), 
[7]  SU-2  District  (School), 
(8}  SU-37  District  (Library), 

(9)     SU-38  District  (Community  Center). 
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In  addition  to  the  zoning  districts  noted  above,  this  finding  shall  also  apply  to  any  portion  of  the 
perimeter  of  a  lot  containing  an  elementary  school,  junior  high  school  or  high  school,  as  defined 
in  IC  20-10.1-1,  regardless  of  its  zoning  classification. 

c^  The  proposed  use  will  not  injure  or  adversely  affect  the  adjacent  area  or  property  values  therein; 
and, 

d.  The  proposed  use  will  be  consistent  with  the  character  of  the  District,  land  use  authorized  therein 
and  the  Comprehensive  Plan  for  Marion  County. 

3.      The  grant  of  a  Special  Exception  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  requirements: 

a^  The  proposed  use  shall  conform  to  all  performance  and  development  standards  of  the  applicable 
zoning  district. 

b.  The  proposed  use  shall  conform  to  all  conditions  attached  to  the  grant  of  the  Special  Exception 
by  the  Board.  All  such  conditions  shall  be  imposed  by  the  Board  to  ensure  compliance  with 
standards  a,  c,  and  d  of  Section  2.14,  C ,  2  above.  Such  conditions  may  include  any  reasonable 
site,  development,  operational  and  performance  standards,  requirements  and  restrictions.  The 
grant  of  the  Special  Exception  may  be  for  a  limited  period  of  time,  as  specified  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  2.15.  Special  regulations  -  adult  entertainment  business. 


Statement  of  purpose.  In  the  development  and  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  it  is  recognized  that  there  are 
some  adult  business  uses  which  due  to  their  very  nature  have  serious  objectionable  operational  characteristics 

■ ..,  particularly  when  located  in  close  proximity  to  residential  neighborhoods,  thereby  having  a  deleterious  impact 

upon  property  values  and  the  quality  of  life  in  such  surrounding  areas.     It  has  been  acknowledged  by 

|  communities  across  the  nation  that  state  and  local  governmental  entities  have  a  special  concern  in  regulating 

the  operation  of  such  businesses  under  their  jurisdiction  to  ensure  that  these  adverse  secondary  effects  will  not 
contribute  to  the  blighting  or  downgrading  of  adjacent  neighborhoods  nor  endanger  the  well-being  of  the  youth 
in  their  communities.  The  special  regulation  deemed  necessary  to  control  the  undesirable  externalities  arising 
from  these  enterprises  are  set  forth  below.  The  primary  purpose  of  these  controls  and  regulations  is  to  preserve 
the  integrity  and  character  of  residential  neighborhoods,  to  deter  the  spread  of  urban  blight  and  to  protect  minors 
from  the  objectionable  operational  characteristics  of  these  adult  uses  by  restricting  their  close  proximity  to 
churches,  parks,  schools  and  residential  areas. 

A^  Prohibitions.  The  establishment,  enlargement,  reconstruction,  resumption  or  structural  alteration  of 
any  adult  entertainment  business  shall  be  prohibited  if  such  business  is  within  five  hundred  (500)  feet  of  two 
other  such  businesses  or  within  five  hundred  (500)  feet  of  any  existing  church  zoning  district,  school  zoning 
district,  park  zoning  district,  historic  preservation  zoning  district  or  dwelling  zoning  district  within  Marion 
County,  Indiana. 

Provided  further,  that  no  adult  entertainment  business  shall  be  established,  enlarged,  reconstructed,  resumed 
or  structurally  altered  unless  the  site  or  proposed  site  is  located  in  a  C-4  (Community-  Regional  Commercial) 
zoning  district,  C-5  (General  Commercial)  zoning  district,  C-6  (Thoroughfare  Service)  zoning  district,  C-7 
(High  Intensity  Commercial)  zoning  district  or  C-ID  (Commercial-Industrial)  zoning  district. 

Provided  further,  that  no  adult  entertainment  business  shall  be  established,  enlarged,  reconstructed,  resumed 
or  structurally  altered  in  a  C-4  (Community-Regional  Commercial)  zoning  district  unless  the  site  or  proposed 
site  is  located  within  an  integrated  center. 

B.  Measurement  of  distances.  The  distance  between  one  adult  entertainment  business  and  another  adult 
entertainment  business  shall  be  measured  in  a  straight  line,  without  regard  to  intervening  structures  or  objects, 
from  the  closest  exterior  structural  wall  of  each  such  business.  The  distance  between  an  adult  entertainment 
business  and  any  church,  school,  park,  historic  preservation,  or  dwelling  zoning  district  shall  be  measured  in 
a  straight  line,  without  regard  to  intervening  structures  or  objects,  from  the  closest  exterior  structural  wall  of 
the  adult  entertainment  business  to  the  nearest  property  line  of  the  church,  school,  park  or  dwelling  zoning 
district.  If  any  adult  entertainment  business  is  part  of  or  included  within  an  integrated  center,  only  the  portion 
of  said  center  or  leased  space  occupied  by  such  adult  entertainment  business  shall  be  included  in  determining 
the  closest  exterior  structural  wall  of  said  establishment. 

C      Exterior  display. 
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L  No  adult  entertainment  establishment  shall  be  conducted  in  any  manner  that  permits  the  observation 
of  any  material  depicting,  describing  or  relating  to  specified  sexual  activities  or  specified  anatomical 
areas  by  display,  decorations,  sign,  show  window  or  other  opening  from  any  public  view. 

2.  "Number  of  Signs"  Not  more  than  one  business  wall  sign  shall  be  permitted  for  an  adult  entertainment 
business  and  said  sign  shall  be  permitted  only  on  the  front  facade.  In  addition  to  the  one  permitted 
business  wall  sign,  an  adult  entertainment  business  not  located  within  an  integrated  center  shall  be  per- 
mitted not  more  than  one  pole  or  ground  sign  structure  if  it  is  an  entity  of  commercial  development 
held  in  either  private  ownership  or  long-term  lease,  and  which  meets  all  of  the  requirements  of  the 
zoning  district  in  which  it  is  located.  Such  requirements  shall  include  direct  access  to  a  public  street 
from  that  property  and  a  full  amount  of  required  parking  on  the  site  with  the  use.  All  other  sign 
structures  shall  be  prohibited. 

3.  "Sign  Surface  Area"  The  sign  surface  area  of  a  business  wall  sign  for  an  adult  entertainment  business 
shall  not  exceed  an  amount  equal  to  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  front  building  facade  of  the  first  floor 
elevation  (first  ten  (10)  feet)  of  the  premises  occupied  by  the  adult  entertainment  business,  or  one 
hundred  (100)  square  feet,  whichever  is  the  lesser.  The  maximum  sign  surface  area  of  a  ground  or 
pole  sign  structure,  where  permitted,  shall  not  exceed  one  (1)  square  foot  for  each  lineal  foot  of 
frontage  of  the  lot,  or  thirty-six  (36)  square  feet,  whichever  is  the  lesser. 

4^  "Lighting"  signs  and  sign  structure  may  be  illuminated,  provided,  however,  such  illumination  shall  not 
be  by  way  of  exposed  neon,  exterior  lighting  (e.g.,  spot  or  flood  lights),  or  any  flashing  or  animated 
lights  (either  interior  to  the  sign,  on  the  exterior  of  the  sign,  or  as  a  border  to  the  sign). 

D.  Continuation  of  nonconforming  use.  The  lawful  use  of  land  or  building  existing  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  this  ordinance  may  continue  although  such  use  does  not  conform  to  the  regulations  specified  herein, 
subject  to  the  provisions  set  forth  in  Section  A  above. 

Sec.  2.16.  Construction  of  language  and  definitions. 

A.  Construction  of  language.  The  language  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  interpreted  in  accordance  with  the 
following  regulations:

^  Words  used  in  the  present  tense  shall  include  the  future;  and  words  used  in  the  singular  number  shall 
include  the  plural,  and  the  plural  the  singular,  unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  the  contrary. 

5^      A  building  or  structure  includes  any  part  thereof. 

6.  The  phrase  used  for,  includes  arranged  for,  designed  for,  intended  for,  maintained  for,  or  occupied 
I2JL 

2.  Unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  the  contrary,  where  a  regulation  involves  two  or  more  items, 
conditions,  provisions,  or  events  connected  by  the  conjunction  and,  or,  or  either. ..or,  the  conjunction 
shall  be  interpreted  as  follows: 

^      And  indicates  that  all  the  connected  items,  conditions,  provisions,  or  events  shall  apply. 

b.  Or  indicates  that  the  connected  items,  conditions,  provisions,  or  events  may  apply  singly  or  in 
any  combination. 

c.  Either. ..or  indicates  that  all  the  connected  items,  conditions,  provisions,  or  events  shall  apply 
singly  but  not  in  combination. 

B.  Definitions.  The  words  in  the  text  or  illustrations  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  interpreted  in  accordance 
with  the  following  definitions.  The  illustrations  and  diagrams  in  this  section  provide  graphic  representation  of 
the  concept  of  a  definition:  the  illustration  or  diagram  is  not  to  be  construed  or  interpreted  as  a  definition  itself. 
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L  Access.  The  way  by  which  vehicles  shall  have  ingress  to  and  egress  from  a  land  parcel  or  property  and 
the  street  fronting  along  said  property  or  parcel. 

2^  Access  drive.  That  area  within  the  right-of-way  between  the  pavement  edge  or  curb  and  the 
right-of-way  line  providing  ingress  and  egress  to  and  from  a  land  parcel  or  property.  (See  Diagram  A). 

3.  Accessory.  A  subordinate  structure,  building  or  use  that  is  customarily  associated  with,  and  is 
appropriately  and  clearly  incidental  and  subordinate  in  use,  size,  bulk,  area  and  height  to  the  primary 
structure,  building,  and  use,  and  is  located  on  the  same  lot  as  the  primary  building,  structure,  or  use. 

4^  Administrator.  Administrator  of  the  Division  of  Neighborhood  and  Development  Services  or  his/her 
appointed  representative. 

5^  Adult  bookstore.  An  establishment  having  as  a  preponderance  of  its  stock  in  trade  or  its  dollar  volume 
in  trade,  books,  magazines,  periodicals  or  other  printed  matter,  or  photographs,  films,  motion  pictures, 
video  cassettes,  slides,  tapes,  records  or  other  forms  of  visual  or  audio  representations  which  are 
distinguished  or  characterized  by  their  emphasis  on  matter  depicting,  describing  or  relating  to 
specified  sexual  activities  or  specified  anatomical  areas. 

6^  Adult  cabaret.  A  nightclub,  bar,  theater,  restaurant  or  similar  establishment  which  frequently  features 
live  performances  by  topless  or  bottomless  dancers,  go-go  dancers,  exotic  dancers,  strippers,  or  similar 
entertainers,  where  such  performances  are  distinguished  or  characterized  by  an  emphasis  on  specified 
sexual  activities  or  by  exposure  of  specified  anatomical  areas  or  which  regularly  feature  films,  motion 
pictures,  video  cassettes,  slides  or  other  photographic  reproductions  which  are  distinguished  or 
characterized  by  an  emphasis  upon  the  depiction  or  description  of  specified  sexual  activities  or 
specified  anatomical  areas  for  observation  by  patrons. 

7.  Adult  drive-in  theatre.  An  open  lot  or  part  thereof,  with  appurtenant  facilities,  devoted  primarily  to 
the  presentation  of  motion  pictures,  films,  theatrical  productions,  and  other  forms  of  visual 
productions,  for  any  form  of  consideration,  to  persons  in  motor  vehicles  or  on  outdoor  seats  in  which 
a  preponderance  of  the  total  presentation  time  is  devoted  to  the  showing  of  materials  distinguished  or 
characterized  by  an  emphasis  on  matter  depicting,  describing  or  relating  to  specified  sexual  activities 
or  specified  anatomical  areas  for  observation  by  patrons. 

8^  Adult  entertainment  business.  An  adult  bookstore,  adult  motion  picture  theatre,  adult  mini  motion 
picture  theatre,  adult  motion  picture  arcade,  adult  cabaret,  adult  drive-in  theater,  adult  live 
entertainment  arcade  or  adult  services  establishment. 

9.  Adult  live  entertainment  arcade.  Any  building  or  structure  which  contains  or  is  used  for  commercial 
entertainment  where  the  patron  directly  or  indirectly  is  charged  a  fee  to  view  from  an  enclosed  or 
screened  area  or  booth  a  series  of  live  dance  routines,  strip  performances  or  other  gyrational 
choreography  which  performances  are  distinguished  or  characterized  by  an  emphasis  on  specified 
sexual  activities  or  by  exposure  of  specified  anatomical  areas. 

10.  Adult  mini  motion  picture  theatre.  An  enclosed  building  with  a  capacity  of  more  than  five  (5)  but  less 
than  fifty  (50)  persons,  used  for  presenting  films,  motion  pictures,  video  cassettes,  slides  or  similar 
photographic  reproductions  in  which  a  preponderance  of  the  total  presentation  time  is  devoted  to  the 
showing  of  materials  which  are  distinguished  or  characterized  by  an  emphasis  on  matter  depicting, 
describing,  or  relating  to  specified  sexual  activities  or  specified  anatomical  areas  for  observation  by 
patrons  therein. 

11.  Adult  motel.  A  hotel,  motel  or  similar  establishment  offering  public  accommodations  for  any  form 
of  consideration  which  provides  patrons,  upon  request,  with  closed-circuit  television  transmissions, 
films,  motion  pictures,  video  cassettes,  slides  or  other  photographic  reproductions  which  are 
distinguished  or  characterized  by  an  emphasis  upon  the  depiction  or  description  of  specified  sexual 
activities  or  specified  anatomical  areas. 

12.  Adult  motion  picture  arcade.  Any  place  to  which  the  public  is  permitted  or  invited  wherein  coin  or 
slug-operated  or  electronically,  electrically  or  mechanically  controlled  still  or  motion  picture 
machines,  projectors  or  other  image-producing  devices  are  maintained  to  show  images  to  five  (5)  or 
fewer  persons  per  machine  at  any  one  time,  and  where  the  images  so  displayed  are  distinguished  or 
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characterized  by  an  emphasis  on  depicting  or  describing  specified  sexual  activities  or  specified 
anatomical  areas. 

13.  Adult  motion  picture  theater.  An  enclosed  building  with  a  capacity  of  fifty  (50)  or  more  persons  used 
for  presenting  films,  motion  pictures,  video  cassettes,  slides  or  similar  photographic  reproductions  in 
which  a  preponderance  of  the  total  presentation  time  is  devoted  to  showing  of  materials  which  are 
distinguished  or  characterized  by  an  emphasis  on  matter  depicting,  describing  or  relating  to  specified 
sexual  activities  or  specified  anatomical  areas  for  observation  by  patrons  therein. 

14.  Adult  service  establishment.  Any  building,  premises,  structure  or  other  facility,  or  any  part  thereof, 
under  common  ownership  or  control  which  provides  a  preponderance  of  services  involving  specified 
sexual  activities  or  display  of  specified  anatomical  areas. 

15.  Alley.  Any  public  right-of-way  which  has  been  dedicated  or  deeded  to  and  accepted  by  the  public  for 
public  use  as  a  secondary  means  of  public  access  to  (a)  lot(s)  otherwise  abutting  upon  a  public  street 
and  not  intended  for  traffic  other  than  public  services  and  circulation  to  and  from  said  lot(s). 

16.  Alteration.  Any  change  in  type  of  occupancy,  or  any  change,  addition  or  modification  in  construction 
of  the  structural  members  of  an  existing  structure,  such  as  walls,  or  partitions,  columns,  beams  or 
girders,  as  well  as  any  change  in  doors  or  windows  or  any  enlargement  to  or  diminution  of  a  structure, 
whether  it  be  horizontally  or  vertically. 

17.  Amusement  arcade.  A  type  of  indoor  commercial  amusement  recreation  establishment  where  more 
than  four  (4)  amusement  machines  are  available  to  the  public. 

18.  Amusement  machine.  An  amusement  device  operated  by  means  of  the  insertion  of  a  coin,  token,  or 
similar  object  for  the  purpose  of  entertainment,  amusement  or  skill  and  for  the  playing  of  which  a  fee 
is  charged.  Amusement  machine  does  not  include  vending  machines  which  do  not  incorporate  gaming 
amusement  or  skill  features,  nor  does  the  term  include  any  coin-operated  mechanical  musical  device. 

19.  Amusement/recreational  establishment,  commercial.  See  (Indoor/Outdoor)  Commercial 
Amusement/Recreational  Establishment. 

20.  Attached  multi-family  dwelling.  See  Dwelling,  Attached  Multifamily. 

21.  Automated  teller  machine  (A  TM).  A  mechanized  apparatus  which  performs  limited  banking  functions 
for  customers  such  as  deposits,  withdrawals  and  transfers  of  funds  upon  insertion  of  a  customer 
identification  card,  password,  or  similar  device. 

22.  Awning.  A  roof-like  cover,  often  of  fabric,  metal,  plastic,  fiberglass  or  glass,  designed  and  intended 
for  protection  from  the  weather  or  as  a  decorative  embellishment,  and  which  is  supported  and  projects 
from  a  wall  or  roof  of  a  structure  over  a  window,  walk,  door,  or  the  like. 

23.  Basement.  That  portion  of  a  building  with  an  interior  vertical  height  clearance  of  not  less  than 
seventy -eight  (78)  inches  and  having  one-half  or  more  of  its  interior  vertical  height  clearance  below 
grade  level. 

24.  Bed  and  breakfast.  The  commercial  leasing  of  no  more  than  four 

(4)  bedroom(s)  for  no  more  than  eight  (8)  guest(s)  within  a  private  dwelling  unit.  Such  leasing 
provides  temporary  accommodations,  typically  including  a  morning  meal,  to  overnight  guests  for  a 
fee. 

25.  Boarding,  house.  A  building,  other  than  hotels,  motels,  bed  and  breakfasts  or  multifamilv  dwelling, 
containing  accommodation  facilities  in  common  for  up  to  ten  (10)  persons  where  lodging,  typically 
with  meals,  reserved  solely  for  the  occupants  thereof,  is  provided  for  a  fee. 

26.  Buildable  area.  The  area  of  a  lot  remaining  after  the  minimum  yard  and  open  space  requirements  of 
the  applicable  zoning  ordinance(s)  have  been  met.  (See  Diagram  B). 

27.  Building.  Any  structure  designed  or  intended  for  the  support,  enclosure,  shelter,  or  protection  of 
persons,  animals,  or  property  of  any  kind,  having  a  permanent  roof  supported  bv  columns  or  walls. 
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28.  Building  area.  The  total  ground  area,  within  the  lot  or  project,  covered  by  the  primary  structure  plus 
garages,  carports  and  other  accessory  buildings.  The  ground  area  of  a  structure,  or  portion  thereof, 
not  provided  with  surrounding  exterior  walls  shall  be  the  area  immediately  under  the  vertical 
projection  of  the  roof  or  the  floor  above.  (See  Diagram  B). 

29.  Canopy.  A  roof-like  cover,  often  of  fabric,  metal,  plastic,  fiberglass,  or  glass  on  a  support,  which  is 
supported  in  total  or  in  part,  from  the  ground  providing  shelter  over,  for  example,  a  doorway,  outside 
walk  or  parking  area.

30.  Collector  street.   See  Street,  Collector.

32.  Commission.   The  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County,  Indiana.

35.  Comprehensive  plan.  The  Comprehensive  Plan  for  Marion  County,  Indiana,  or  segment  thereof, 
adopted  by  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County,  Indiana  pursuant  to 
IC-36-7-4.

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37.  Convenience  Market.  A  retail  establishment  selling  a  limited  number  of  food  items,  such  as 
sandwiches,  snacks,  staple  groceries,  household  items,  lottery  tickets  and  food  items  prepared  on  the 
premises,  including  reheating,  which  can  be  immediately  consumed.  Such  establishments  may  also 
provide  a  facility  where  gasoline  and  other  motor  fuels  are  stored  and  subsequently  dispensed  by  use 
of  fixed,  approved  dispensing  equipment  by  customers  of  the  establishment  on  a  self-service  basis. 

38.  Corner  lot.   See  Lot,  Corner. 

39.  Covenant.   A  legal  agreement  concerning  the  use  of  land. 

40.  Crown  of  the  street.The  highest  point,  most  often  at  the  centerline,  of  a  street  cross-section  of  the  street 
pavement  between  the  existing  curb  lines 

41.  Cul-de-sac.   See  Street,  Cul-De-Sac. 

42.  Curb  cut.  The  opening  along  the  curb  line,  exclusive  of  handicap  ramps,  at  which  point  vehicles  may 
enter  or  leave  the  street.  (See  Diagram  A). 

43.  Curb  line.  A  line  located  on  either  edge  of  the  pavement,  but  within  the  right-of-way  line.  (See 
Diagram  A). 

44.  Customer  service  window.  Opening  on  the  exterior  of  a  building  through  which  customers  receive 
goods  or  services  in  exchange  for  monetary  compensation. 

45.  Dance  studio.  An  establishment  primarily  engaged  in  operating  and  providing  training,  instruction, 
and  demonstrations  or  recitals  in  various  forms  of  dance  to  individuals  or  groups. 

46.  Day  care  center.   Any  institution  or  place  operated  for  the  purpose  of  providing: 

a.  care; 

b.  maintenance;  or, 


c.       supervision  and  instruction; 
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to  children  who  are  less  than  six  (6)  years  old  and  are  separated  from  their  parent(s),  guardian,  or 
custodian  for  more  than  four  (4)  hours  but  less  than  twenty-four  (24)  hours  a  day  for  ten  (10)  or  more 
consecutive  workdays,  where  tuition,  fees  or  other  forms  of  compensation  is  charged,  and  which  is 
licensed  by,  and  approved  to  operate  as  a  day  care  center  in  accordance  with,  the  requirements  of  the 
State  of  Indiana.  This  definition  shall  not  include  a  "day  care  home"  of  children, 

47.    Day  care  home.   Defined  in  Indiana  Code  12-3-2-3,  as  follows: 

A  residential  structure  where  an  individual  provides  child  care: 

a.  for  compensation; 

b.  for  more  than  four  (4)  hours  but  less  than  twenty-four  (24)  hours  in  each  often  (10)  consecutive 
days  per  year,  excluding  intervening  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays;  and, 

c.  to  more  than  five  (5)  children  at  a  time  who: 

(1)  are  less  than  eleven  (11)  years  of  age;  and 

(2)  are  not  attended  by:

a  custodian;  or 

v.    a  relative  who  is  at  least  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age. 

48.  Day  nursery.   Same  as  Day  Care  Center. 

49.  Display,  outdoor.  An  outdoor  area  where  merchandise  is  displayed  for  sale,  and  which  is  freely 
accessible  to  the  public,  except  that  automobile  retail  sales  areas  shall  be  considered  outdoor  display 
areas  whether  freely  accessible  or  not.  Outdoor  display  may  be  the  principal  use  of  a  lot  or  may  be 
accessory  to  a  commercial  use  (as  allowed  by  the  zoning  district)  when  the  sales  transactions  occur 
within  a  structure. 

50.  Drip  line.  The  perimeter  of  a  tree's  spread  measured  to  the  outermost  tips  of  the  branches  and  extend- 
ing downward  to  the  ground. 

51.  Drive-in.  A  business  establishment  so  developed  that  its  retail  or  service  character  is  dependent  on 
providing  a  driveway  approach  or  parking  spaces  for  motor  vehicles  to  serve  patrons  while  in  or  on 
the  motor  vehicle,  rather  than  within  a  building. 

52.  Drive-through.  A  feature  of  an  establishment  which  encourages  or  permits  customers  to  receive 
services  or  obtain  goods  while  remaining  in  or  on  a  motor  vehicle. 

53.  Drive-through  customer  service  window.   See  Customer  Service  Window. 

54.  Drive-through  restaurant.    See  Restaurant,  Drive-Through. 

55.  Driveway.  Access  for  vehicular  movement  to  egress/ingress  between  the  right-of-way  of  private  or 
public  streets  and  the  required  building  setback  line.  (See  Diagram  A). 

56.  Dry  cleaning  plant.  A  facility  in  which  the  cleaning  of  garments,  fabrics,  draperies,  etc..  is  performed 
with  a  liquid  other  than  water.  The  plant  is  generally  not  visited  by  individual  customers,  but  rather 
by  individual  dry  cleaning  drop-off  establishments. 

57.  Dwelling,  attached  multifamily.  A  building  or  buildings  for  residential  purposes  with  three  or  more 
dwelling  units,  having  common  or  party  wall  or  walls,  on  a  single  lot.  Each  unit  is  totally  separated 
from  the  other  by  an  unpierced  wall  extending  from  ground  to  roof  or  an  unpierced  ceiling  and  floor 
extending  from  exterior  wall  to  exterior  wall,  except  for  a  common  or  individual  stairvvell(s)  exterior 
to  any  dwelling  unit(s). 

58.  Dwelling  unit.  One  or  more  rooms  connected  together  in  a  residential  building  or  residential 
portion  of  a  building,  which  are  arranged,  designed,  used  and  intended  for  use  bv  one  or  more  human 
beings  living  together  as  a  family  and  maintaining  a  common  household  for  owner  occupancy  or  rental 
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or  lease  on  a  weekly,  monthly,  or  longer  basis;  and  which  includes  lawful  cooking,  eating,  sleeping 
space  and  sanitary  facilities  reserved  solely  for  the  occupants  thereof. 

59.  Educational  services.  An  establishment  providing  academic  or  technical  instruction  or  primarily 
engaged  in  offering  educational  courses  and  services,  including  libraries,  student  exchange  programs 
and  curriculum  development, 

60.  Enlargement  (pertaining  to  adult  entertainment  only).  An  increase  in  the  size  of  the  building, 
structure  or  premises  in  which  the  adult  entertainment  business  is  conducted  by  either  construction  or 
use  of  an  adjacent  building  or  any  portion  thereof  whether  located  on  the  same  or  an  adjacent  lot  or 
parcel  of  land. 

61.  Erect.  Activity  of  constructing,  building,  raising,  assembling,  placing,  affixing,  attaching, 
creating,  or  any  other  way  of  bringing  into  being  or  establishing. 

62.  Establishing  an  adult  entertainment  business.   Shall  mean  and  include  any  of  the  following: 

a^      the  opening  or  commencement  of  any  such  business  as  a  new  business; 

K      the  conversion  of  an  existing  business  whether  or  not  an  adult  entertainment  business,  to  any  of 

the  adult  entertainment  business  defined  herein; 
c       the  relocation  of  any  such  business. 

63.  Excavation.  The  breaking  of  ground,  except  common  household  gardening,  ground  care  and 
agricultural  activity. 

64.  Family.  One  or  more  human  beings  related  by  blood,  marriage,  adoption,  or  guardianship  together 
with  incidental  domestic  servants  and  temporary,  non-compensating  guests;  or,  not  more  than  four  (4) 
human  beings  not  so  related,  occupying  a  dwelling  unit  and  living  as  a  single  housekeeping  unit. 

65.  Fast  food  restaurant.    See  Restaurant,  Fast  Food. 

66.  Floor  area,  gross.  The  number  of  the  square  feet  of  horizontal  floor  area  of  a  building  measured  from 
the  exterior  faces  of  the  exterior  walls  or  from  the  center  line  of  walls  separating  two  abutting 
buildings. 

67.  Front  lot  line.   See  Lot  Line,  Front. 

68.  Front  yard.   See  Yard,  Front. 

69.  Frontage  (street  frontage).  The  line  of  contact  of  a  property  with  the  street  right-of-way  along  a  lot 
line. 

70.  Garage,  commercial.  Any  building  designed  and  intended  for  the  storage  or  repair  of  motor  vehicles 
for  compensation. 

71.  Gasoline  service  station.  Any  building,  land  area  or  other  premises  or  portion  thereof,  used  or 
intended  to  be  used  for  the  retail  dispensing  ar  sales  of  vehicular  fuels;  which  may  include  as  an 
accessory  use  minor  automotive  repairs;  the  sale  and  installation  of  lubricants,  tires,  batteries;  car 
washes;  and  similar  accessory  uses.  Such  establishments  shall  provide  a  facility  where  gasoline  and 
other  motor  fuels  are  stored  and  subsequently  dispensed  by  use  of  fixed,  approved  dispensing 
equipment  by  customers  or  employees. 

72.  Grade,  established  street.  The  crown  elevation  of  a  street  pavement  level  abutting  a  property  (as  fixed 
by  the  Department  of  Transportation). 

73.  Grade  level  (adjacent  ground  elevation).  The  lowest  point  of  elevation  of  the  finished 
surface  of  the  ground,  paving  or  sidewalk  and  similar  surface  improvements  within  the  area  between 
the  exterior  walls  of  a  primary  building  or  structure  and  the  property  line,  or  when  the  property  line 
is  more  than  ten  (10)  feet  from  said  walls,  between  said  walls  and  a  line  ten  (10)  feet  away  from  and 
paralleling  said  walls. 
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74.  Grocery  store.  A  commercial  establishment,  commonly  known  as  a  supermarket,  food  or  grocery 
store,  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  canned  foods  and  dry  goods,  such  as  tea,  coffee,  spices, 
sugar,  and  flour;  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables;  and  fresh  and  prepared  meats,  fish  and  poultry, 

75.  Gross  floor  area.   See  Floor  Area,  Gross. 

76.  Gross  floor  area,  total.  The  sum  of  the  gross  horizontal  areas  of  all 
floors  below  the  roof  and  within  the  exterior  faces  of  the  exterior  walls  of  principal  and  accessory 
buildings  or  the  center  lines  of  walls  separating  two  abutting  buildings. 

77.  Gross  leasable  area.  The  total  floor  area  which  is  designed  for  the 
tenant's  occupancy  and  exclusive  use. 

78.  Ground  cover.  Low-growing  plants  less  than  eighteen  (18)  inches  in  height  with  a  spreading  growth 
habit,  such  as,  grasses,  vines,  flowers,  and  the  like. 

79.  Ground  floor.  That  story  which  contains  finished  floor  area  closest  to  but  not  below  grade  level.  In 
cases  in  which  the  only  story  with  finished  floor  area  is  below  grade  level.that  story  with  finished  floor 
area  closest  to  grade  level  shall  be  considered  the  ground  floor. 

80.  Handicap  ramp.   See  Pedestrian  Ramp. 

81.  Hardsurfaced.  Quality  of  an  outer  area  being  solidly  constructed  of  pavement,  brick,  paving  stone, 
or  a  combination  thereof. 

82.  Hardware  store.  A  commercial  establishment  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  a  number  of  basic 
hardware  lines,  such  as  tools,  builders'  hardware,  paint  and  glass,  housewares  and  household 
appliances,  and  cutlery. 

83.  Health  care  facility.  A  facility  or  institution,  principally  engaged  in  providing  services  for  health 
maintenance,  diagnosis  or  treatment  of  human  disease,  pain,  injury,  deformity  or  physical  condition. 

84.  Health  services.  Medical,  surgical  or  other  similar  services  provided  to  individuals,  including  services 
provided  by  physicians,  dentists,  and  other  health  practitioners,  medical  and  dental  laboratories, 
out-patient  care  facilities  or  blood  banks. 

85.  Hedge.  A  row  or  rows  of  closely  planted  shrubs,  bushes,  etc.  creating  a  vegetative  barrier. 

86.  Height,  building.  The  vertical  distance  above  a  reference  line  measured  to  the  highest  point  of  the 
coping  of  a  flat  roof  or  to  the  deck  line  of  a  mansard  roof  or  to  the  height  of  the  highest  gable  of  a 
pitched  or  hipped  roof.  The  reference  line  shall  be  selected  by  either  of  the  following,  whichever 
yields  a  greater  building  height: 

a.  the  elevation  of  the  highest  adjoining  sidewalk  or  ground  surface  within  a  ten  ( 1 0)  foot  horizontal 
distance  from  and  paralleling  the  exterior  wall  of  the  building  or  structure  when  said  sidewalk 
or  ground  surface  is  not  more  than  ten  (10)  feet  above  lowest  grade; 

lx  an  elevation  ten  (10)  feet  higher  than  the  lowest  grade  when  said  sidewalk  or  ground  surface  is 
more  than  ten  (10)  feet  above  the  lowest  grade. 

87.  Home  improvement  store/center.  A  facility  for  the  sale  of  home,  lawn,  and  garden  materials  and 
supplies,  brick,  lumber,  hardware  items  and  other  similar  materials. 

88.  Hotel.  Any  building  or  group  of  buildings  containing  five  (5)  or  more  rooms  without  direct  access  to 
the  outside,  designed  or  intended  to  be  occupied  for  sleeping  purposes  by  guests  for  a  fee,  often  with 
general  kitchen  and  dining  room  facilities  provided  within  the  building  or  an  accessory  building,  and 
which  caters  to  the  travelling  public. 

89.  Indoor  commercial  amusement/recreation  establishment.  A  facility  wholly  enclosed  in  a  building  that 
offers  entertainment  or  games  of  skill  to  the  general  public  for  a  fee.  This  includes  but  is  not  limited 
to  such  facilities  as  bowling  alleys,  billiard  parlors,  or  arcades. 
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90.  Inoperable  vehicle.  A  motor  vehicle  from  which  there  has  been  removed  the  engine,  transmission  or 
differential  or  that  is  otherwise  partially  dismantled  or  mechanically  inoperable,  or  any  motor  vehicle 
which  cannot  be  driven  on  a  city  street  without  being  subject  to  the  issuance  of  a  traffic  citation  by 
reason  of  its  operating  condition  or  the  lack  of  a  valid  license  plate. 

91.  Integrated  center.  An  area  of  development  (commercial,  industrial  or  any  combination  of  commercial, 
industrial  and  residential  uses)  of  one  or  more  lots,  comprised  of: 

a.  two  or  more  individual,  nonrelated  and  separately  operated  uses  in  one  building  sharing  common 
site  facilities;  or, 

b.  one  or  more  buildings  containing  nonrelated  and  separately  operated  uses  occupying  a  common 
site,  which  utilize  one  or  a  combination  of  common  site  facilities,  such  as  driveway  entrances, 
parking  areas,  driving  lanes,  signs,  maintenance  and  similar  common  services;  or, 

a  one  or  more  buildings  containing  non-related  and  separately  operated  uses  occupying  individual 
sites,  which  are  interrelated  by  the  utilization  of  one  or  a  combination  of  common  facilities,  such 
as  driveway  entrances,  public  or  private  street  network,  parking  areas,  maintenance  and  other 
services. 

92.  Interior  access  drive.  A  minor,  private  street  providing  access  within  the  boundaries  of  a  project 
beginning  at  the  required  setback  line.  (See  Diagram  A). 

93.  Interior  access  driveway.  Access  for  vehicular  movement  to  egress/ingress  between  interior  access 
drives  connecting  two  (2)  or  more  projects  or  land  parcels.  (See  Diagram  A). 

94.  Job  printer.  A  facility  for  the  commercial  reproduction,  cutting,  printing,  or  binding  of  written  mater- 
ials, drawings,  or  labels  on  a  bulk  basis  using  lithography,  offset  printing,  blueprinting  and  similar 
methods. 

95.  Landscaping.  Any  combination  of  living  plants,  such  as  trees,  shrubs,  ground  cover,  thickets  with 
grasses  planted,  preserved,  transplanted,  and  maintained  to  develop,  articulate  and  enhance  the 
aesthetic  quality  of  the  area  as  well  as  provide  erosion  and  drainage  control  and  wind  protection. 

96.  Landscaping  interior.  Landscaping  areas  consisting  of  a  combination  of  trees,  shrubs  and  ground 
cover  located  in  the  interior  of  vehicular  use  areas  so  as  to  provide  visual  and  climatic  relief  from 
broad  expanses  of  pavement  and  to  channelize  and  define  areas  for  pedestrian  and  vehicular 
circulation. 

97.  Legally  established  nonconforming  building  or  structure.  Any  continuous,  lawfully  established 
building  or  structure  erected  or  constructed  prior  to  the  time  of  adoption,  revision  or  amendment,  or 
granted  a  variance  of  the  zoning  ordinance,  but  which  fails,  by  reason  of  such  adoption,  revision, 
amendment,  or  variance  to  conform  to  the  present  requirements  of  the  zoning  district. 

98.  Legally  established  nonconforming  use.  Any  continuous,  lawful  land  use  having  commenced  prior 
to  the  time  of  adoption,  revision  or  amendment,  or  granted  a  variance  of  the  zoning  ordinance,  but 
which  fails,  by  reason  of  such  adoption,  revision,  amendment,  or  variance  to  conform  to  the  present 
requirements  of  the  zoning  district. 

99.  Liquor  store,  package.  A  facility  principally  for  the  retail  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  for  off-premise 
consumption.

100.  Loading  area.  An  off-street  area  maintained  and  intended  for  the  maneuvering  and  temporary  parking 
of  vehicles  while  transferring  goods  or  materials  to  and  from  a  facility. 

101.  Loading  space.  An  off-street  space  or  berth  used  for  the  temporary  parking  of  a  commercial  vehicle 
while  transferring  goods  or  materials  to  and  from  a  facility. 

102.  Local  street.   See  Street,  Local. 

103.  Lot.  A  tract  of  land  designated  by  its  owner(s)  to  be  used  or  developed  as  a  unit  under  single 
ownership  or  control.  A  lot  may  or  may  not  coincide  with  a  lot  of  record  and  may  consist  of: 
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£L       a  single  lot  of  record; 
b.      a  portion  of  a  lot  of  record;  or 

a       a  combination  of  complete  lots  of  record,  or  complete  lots  of  record  and  portions  of  lots  of 
record,  or  of  portions  of  lots  of  record. 

For  purposes  of  this  definition,  ownership  includes: 

<l       the  person(s)  who  holds  either  fee  simple  title  to  the  property  or  is  a  life  tenant  as  disclosed  in 

the  records  of  the  township  assessor; 
b.      a  contract  vendee; 
c^      a  long-term  lessee  (but  only  if  the  lease  has  been  recorded  in  the  Office  of  the  County  Recorder 

and  has  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  years  remaining  before  its  expiration  at  the  time  of  applying  for 

a  permit)  (See  Diagram  C). 

104.  Lot  area.  The  area  of  a  horizontal  plane  bounded  on  all  sides  by  the  front,  rear,  and  side  lot  lines  that 
is  available  for  use  or  development  and  does  not  include  any  area  lying  within  the  right-of-way  of  any 
public  or  private  street,  alley,  or  easement  for  surface  access  (ingress  or  egress)  into  the  subject  lot  or 
adjoining  lots. 

105.  Lot,  corner.  A  lot  abutting  upon  two  or  more  streets  at  their  intersections,  or  upon  two  parts  of  the 
same  street  forming  an  interior  angle  of  less  than  135  degrees.  (See  Diagram  C). 

106.  Lot,  through.  A  lot  abutting  two  parallel  streets,  or  abutting  two  streets  which  do  not  intersect  at  the 
boundaries  of  the  lot.  (See  Diagram  C). 

107.  Lot  line.  The  legal  boundary  of  a  lot  as  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Marion  County  Recorder. 

108.  Lot  line,  front.  The  lot  line(s)  coinciding  with  the  street  rights-of-way;  in  the  case  of  a  corner  lot,  both 
lot  lines  coinciding  with  the  street  rights-of-way  shall  be  considered  front  lot  lines;  or,  in  the  case  of 
a  through  lot,  the  lot  line  which  most  closely  parallels  the  primary  entrance  of  the  primary  structure 
shall  be  considered  the  front  lot  line,  or  so  declared  by  the  Administrator.  (See  Diagram  B). 

109.  Lot  line,  rear.  A  lot  line  which  is  opposite  and  most  distant  from  the  front  lot  line,  or  in  the  case  of 
a  triangularly  shaped  lot,  a  line  ten  (10)  feet  in  length  within  the  lot,  parallel  to  and  at  the  maximum 
distance  from  the  front  lot  line.  However,  in  the  case  of  a  corner  lot  line,  any  lot  line  which  intersects 
with  a  front  lot  line  shall  not  be  considered  a  rear  lot  line. 

110.  Lot  line,  side.  Any  lot  line  not  designated  as  a  front  or  rear  lot  line. 

111.  Lot  of  record.  A  lot  which  is  part  of  a  subdivision  or  a  lot  or  a  parcel  described  by  metes  and  bounds, 
the  description  of  which  has  been  so  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Marion  County.  Indiana. 

112.  Main  floor  area.  The  area  of  a  horizontal  plane,  fully  bound  by  the  exterior  walls  of  the  primary 
building  or  structure,  of  the  floor  surface  at  or  above  grade  level  exclusive  of  vent  shafts,  decks.

113.  Marginal  access  street.   See  Street,  Marginal  Access. 

1 14.  Mini-warehouses.  A  building  or  group  of  buildings  containing  one  or  more  individual 
compartmentalized  storage  units  for  the  inside  storage  of  customers'  goods  or  wares,  where  no  unit 
exceeds  six  hundred  (600)  square  feet  in  area. 

1 15.  Minor  emergency  repairs.  Those  maintenance  repairs  necessitating  an  immediate  solution  vet  not 
posing  an  immediate  life-safety  hazard,  nor  altering  the  existing  character  of  the  structure  (See 
Alteration). 

116.  Motel.  Any  building  or  group  of  buildings  containing  five  (5)  or  more  rooms  with  at  least 
twenty-five  percent  (25%)  of  all  rooms  having  direct  access  to  the  outside  without  the  necessity  of 

passing  through  the  main  lobby  of  the  building(s).  designed  or  intended  to  be  occupied  for  sleeping 
purposes  by  guests  for  a  fee,  where  general  kitchen  and  dining  room  facilities  may  be  provided  within 
the  building  or  an  accessory  building,  and  which  caters  to  the  travelling  public. 
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117.  Mulch.  A  protective  covering  of  organic  substances  placed  around  plants  to  control  weeds'  and  prevent 
evaporation  of  moisture  or  freezing.  Plastic,  loose  gravel,  stones  or  rocks  shall  not  be  considered  as 
mulch. 

1 18.  Neighborhood  recycling,  collection  point.  A  site  where  individuals  bring  household  recyclable 
materials  to  either  drop  off  without  compensation,  or,  to  redeem  the  materials  for  monetary 
compensation.  Beyond  any  limited  sorting,  no  other  processing  of  the  materials  takes  place  at  the  site. 
All  material  is  stored  completely  within  the  structure  while  awaiting  periodic  shipment  to  the 
processing  facilities.  While  these  collection  points  may  be  developed  as  freestanding  sites,  they 
typically  are  accessory  uses  sharing  the  site  of  a  larger  primary  use.  Possible  structures  for  this  type 
of  operation  include  such  recycling  containers  as  "igloos",  reverse  vending  machines,  trailers,  or 
similar  structures. 

1 19.  Night  club.  An  establishment  engaged  primarily  in  offering  entertainment  to  the  general  public,  in  the 
form  of  music  for  dancing  or  live  and  recorded  performances.  The  establishment  may  or  may  not 
engage  in  the  preparation  and  retail  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  for  consumption  on  the  premises. 

120.  Nonconforming  Adult  Entertainment  Business.  Shall  mean  any  building,  structure  or  land  lawfully 
occupied  by  an  adult  entertainment  business  or  lawfully  situated  at  the  time  of  passage  of  ordinance 
85-AO-4.  or  amendments  thereto,  which  does  not  conform  after  the  passage  of  that  ordinance  or 
amendments  thereto  with  the  regulations  of  this  ordinance.

121.  Nursen'.  Day.   See  Day  Care  Center.

122.  Off-Street.  A  location  completely  within  the  boundaries  of  the  lot,  and  completely  off  of  public  or 
private  rights-of-way  or  alleys  or  any  interior  surface  access  easement  for  ingress  and  egress.

iufi  124.  Outdoor  Commercial  Amusement/Recreation  Establishment.  An  open  area  offering  entertainment  or 

games  of  skill  to  the  general  public  for  a  fee.  This  includes  but  is  not  limited  to  such  facilities  as  golf 
courses,  swimming  pools,  and  baseball/softball  fields. 

125.  Outdoor  Display.   See  Display,  Outdoor. 

126.  Outdoor  Storage.   See  Storage,  Outdoor. 

127.  Parking  Area.  An  area  of  paving  other  than  an  open  exhibition  or  display  area,  not  inclusive  of 
interior  access  drives,  driveways,  interior  access  driveways  and  access  drives  intended  for  the  tempor- 
ary storage  of  automotive  vehicles  including  parking  spaces  and  the  area  of  access  for  the 
egress/ingress  of  automotive  vehicles  to  and  from  the  actual  parking  space.  (See  Diagram  A). 

128.  Parking  bay.  The  parking  module  consisting  of  one  or  two  rows  of  parking  spaces  and  the  aisle  from 
which  motor  vehicles  enter  and  leave  the  spaces.  (See  Diagram  A). 

129.  Parking  space.  An  off-street  portion  of  the  parking  area,  which  shall  be  used  only  for  the  temporary 
placement  of  an  operable  vehicle.  (See  Diagram  A). 

130.  Pavement.  A  layer  of  concrete,  asphalt  or  coated  macadam  used  on  street,  parking  area,  sidewalk,  or 
airport  surfacing. 

131.  Pedestrian  ramp.  An  inclined  access  opening  along  the  curbline  at  which  point  pedestrians,  unassisted 
or  assisted  by  a  wheelchair,  walker  or  the  like,  may  enter  or  leave  the  street;  or,  an  incline  providing 
pedestrians,  unassisted  or  assisted  by  a  wheelchair,  walker  or  the  like,  access  from  the  ground  to  an 
elevated  surface. 

132.  Permitted  use.  Any  use  by  right  authorized  in  a  particular  zoning  district  or  districts  and  subject  to 
the  restrictions  applicable  to  that  zoning  district. 

133.  Personal  service.   Services  provided  involving  the  care  of  a  person  or  his/her  apparel. 
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134.  Personal  service  establishment.  A  commercial  establishment  primarily  engaged  in  providing  services 
generally  to  individuals  involving  the  care  of  a  person  or  his/her  apparel,  such  as  laundries, 
photographic  portrait  studios,  barber  and  beauty  shops,  shoe  repair,  tailor,  travel  bureaus  or  similar 
facilities. 

135.  Physically  handicapped.  An  individual  who  has  a  physical  impairment  including  impaired  sensory, 
manual  or  speaking  abilities,  which  results  in  a  functional  limitation  in  access  to  and  use  of  a  building 
or  facility. 

136.  Plat.  An  officially  recorded  map,  as  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Marion  County  Recorder,  or  a  map 
to  be  recorded  indicating  the  subdivision  of  land  including,  but  not  limited  to,  boundaries  and  locations 
of  individual  properties,  streets,  and  easements. 

137   Primary  building.   The  building  in  which  the  permitted  primary  use  of  the  lot  is  conducted. 

138.  Printer,  Job.   See  Job  Printer. 

139.  Proposed  right-of-way.   See  Right-of-way,  proposed. 

140.  Protected  district.  Specific  classes  of  zoning  districts  which,  because  of  their  low  intensity  or  the 
sensitive  land  uses  permitted  by  them,  require  additional  buffering  and  separation  when  abutted  by 
certain  more  intense  classifications  of  land  use.  A  protected  district  shall  include  any  Dwelling 
District,  Hospital  District,  Parks  District,  University  Quarter  District,  SU-1  (Church)  District  or  SU-2 
(School)  District. 

141.  Rear  yard.   See  Yard,  rear. 

142.  Reconstruction  (pertaining  to  adult  entertainment  only).  The  rebuilding  or  restoration  of  any 
nonconforming  adult  entertainment  business  which  was  damaged  or  partially  destroyed  by  an  exercise 
of  the  power  of  eminent  domain,  or  by  fire,  flood,  wind,  explosion  or  other  calamity  or  act  of  God  if 
the  damage  or  destruction  exceeds  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  value  of  the  structure  or  the  facilities 
affected. 

143.  Recreation  facility.  A  place,  area  or  structure  designed  and  equipped  for  the  conduct  of  sport,  leisure 
time  activities  and  other  customary  and  usual  recreational  activities. 

144.  Recycling  container.  Receptacle  designed  and  intended  for  the  collection  of  cleaned,  sorted,  solid 
household  waste  products,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  glass,  plastic,  metal  and  paper. 

145.  Recycling  station.  A  recycling  operation  involving  further  processing  (relative  to  a  neighborhood 
recycling  collection  point)  of  materials  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  subsequent  hauling.  Such  a 
facility  typically  features  sorting,  the  use  of  a  crushing  apparatus,  and  the  storage  of  the  material  until 
it  is  shipped  out.  These  businesses  usually  occupy  existing  free-standing  sites,  such  as  former  gasoline 
stations,  or  occupy  parts  of  an  integrated  center  parking  lot. 

146.  Religious  use.  A  land  use  devoted  primarily  to  divine  worship  together  with  reasonably  related 
accessory  uses,  which  are  subordinate  to  and  commonly  associated  with  the  primary  use,  which  may 
include  but  are  not  limited  to,  educational,  instructional,  social  or  residential  uses. 

147.  Restaurant,  drive-in  or  drive  through.  Any  restaurant  designed  to  permit  or  facilitate  the  serving  of 
food  or  beverages  directly  to,  or  permitted  to  be  consumed  by,  patrons  in  or  on  motor  vehicles  parked 
or  stopped  on  the  premises. 

148.  Restaurant,  family.  An  establishment  where  food  and  drink  is  prepared,  served  and  consumed 
primarily  within  the  principal  building  to  the  general  public.  The  establishment  may  have  a  separate 
area,  or  lounge,  where  alcoholic  beverages  are  served  without  full  food  service,  provided  the  area  is 
accessory  to  the  primary  use  in:  1)  square  feet;  or,  2)  sales. 

149.  Restaurant,  fast  food.  An  establishment  whose  principal  business  is  the  sale  of  pre-prepared  or  rapidly 
prepared  food  directly  to  the  customer  in  a  ready-to-consume  state  for  consumption  either  within  the 
restaurant  building,  on-premise  or  off-premises. 
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150.  Resumption  (pertaining  to  adult  entertainment  only).  Shall  mean  the  reuse  or  reoccupation  of  a 
non-conforming  adult  entertainment  business  which  has  been  discontinued  for  a  period  of  six  or  more 
consecutive  months. 

151.  Retail  trade.  Establishments  engaged  in  selling  goods  or  merchandise  to  the  general  public  for 
personal  or  household  consumption  and  rendering  services  incidental  to  the  sale  of  such  goods.  The 
establishment  typically  buys  goods  for  resale  to  the  public. 

152.  Required  yard.   See  Yard,  Required. 

153.  Right-of-way.  Specific  and  particularly  described  strip  of  land,  property,  or  interest  therein  devoted 
to  and  subject  to  the  lawful  use,  typically  as  a  thoroughfare  of  passage  for  pedestrians,  vehicles,  or 
utilities,  as  officially  recorded  by  the  office  of  the  Marion  County  Recorder. 

154.  Right-of-way,  proposed.  Specific  and  particularly  described  land,  property,  or  interest  therein  devoted 
to  and  subject  to  the  lawful  public  use,  typically  as  a  thoroughfare  of  passage  for  pedestrians,  vehicles, 
or  utilities,  as  officially  described  in  the  Marion  County  Thoroughfare  Plan  as  adopted  and  amended 
by  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission.

155.  Right-of-way,  public.  Specific  and  particularly  described  strip  of  land,  property,  or  interest  therein 
dedicated  to  and  accepted  by  the  municipality  to  be  devoted  to  and  subject  to  use  by  the  general  public 
for  general  transportation  purposes  or  conveyance  of  utilities  whether  or  not  in  actual  fact  improved 
or  actually  used  for  such  purposes,  as  officially  recorded  by  the  office  of  the  Marion  County  Recorder.

159.  Screening.  A  method  of  visually  shielding  or  obscuring  a  nearby  structure,  building  or  use  on  an 
abutting  or  adjacent  property  or  lot  from  another  by  fencing,  walls,  berms,  or  densely  planted 
vegetation. 

160.  Seasonal  retail  sales  use,  temporary.  A  temporary  use  established  for  a  fixed  period  of  time,  for  the 
retail  sale  of  seasonal  products,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  such  items  as  food,  Christmas  trees,  and 
live  plants.  This  use  may  or  may  not  involve  the  construction  or  alteration  of  any  permanent  building 
or  structure. 

161.  Semi-public  use.   See  Use,  Semi-public. 

162.  Service  bay.  Individual  area  within  an  automotive  repair  or  service  facility  where  services,  including 
but  not  limited  to  car  washes,  oil  changes  and  repairs,  are  performed  on  a  motor  vehicle. 

163.  Services  involving  specified  sexual  activities  or  display  of  specified  anatomical  areas.  Any 
combination  of  two  or  more  of  the  following  activities: 

<L  the  sale  or  display  of  book,  magazines,  periodicals  or  other  printed  matter,  or  photographs,  films, 
motion  pictures,  video  cassettes,  slides,  tapes,  records  or  other  forms  of  visual  or  audio 
representation  which  are  characterized  by  an  emphasis  upon  the  depiction  or  description  of 
specified  sexual  activities  or  specified  anatomical  areas; 

b.  the  presentation  of  films,  motion  pictures,  video  cassettes,  slides,  or  similar  photographic 
reproductions  which  are  distinguished  or  characterized  by  an  emphasis  upon  the  depiction  or 
description  of  specified  sexual  activities  or  specified  anatomical  areas  for  observation  by  patrons;

165.  Setback  line.  A  line  that  establishes  the  minimum  distance  a  building,  structure,  or  portion  thereof, 
can  be  located  from  a  lot  line  or  proposed  right-of-way  line.  (See  Diagram  B). 

166.  Shopping  center.  A  group  of  commercial  establishments  planned,  constructed  and  managed  as  a  total 
entity  with  customer  and  employee  parking  provided  on-site,  provision  for  goods  delivery  separated 
from  customer  access  and  often  with  protection  from  the  elements. 

167.  Shrub  A  woody  plant  of  relatively  low  height  (not  exceeding  ten  to  twelve  [10-121  feet  in  height), 
branching  from  the  base. 

168.  Side  yard.   See  Yard,  side. 

169.  Sidewalk.  A  hardsurfaced  walk  or  raised  path  along  and  often  paralleling  the  side  of  the  street 
intended  for  pedestrian  traffic. 

170.  Sign.  Any  structure,  fixture,  placard,  announcement,  declaration,  device,  demonstration  or  insignia 
used  for  direction,  information,  identification  or  to  advertise  or  promote  any  business,  product,  goods, 
activity,  services  or  any  interests. 

171.  Site  plan.  The  development  plan,  or  series  of  plans,  drawn  to  scale,  for  one  or  more  lots  on  which  is 
shown  the  existing  and  proposed  location  and  conditions  of  the  lot  including  as  required  by  ordinance, 
but  not  limited  to:  topography,  vegetation,  drainage,  floodplains,  marshes,  and  waterways;  open 
spaces,  walkways,  means  of  ingress  and  egress,  utility  services,  landscaping,  buildings,  structures- 
signs,  lighting  and  screening  devices,  center  lines  of  rights-of-way,  and  dimensions. 

172.  Specified  anatomical  areas.  Any  of  the  following: 

a^  less  than  completely  and  opaquely  covered  human  genitals,  pubic  region,  buttocks,  anus  or 
female  breasts  below  a  point  immediately  above  the  top  of  the  areolae;  or 

b^      human  male  genitals  in  a  discernibly  turgid  state,  even  if  completely  and  opaquely  covered. 

173.  Specified  sexual  activities.   Any  of  the  following: 

£L  human  genitals  in  a  state  of  sexual  stimulation  or  arousal; 

Ix  acts  of  human  masturbation,  sexual  intercourse  or  sodomy; 

a  fondling  or  other  erotic  touchings  of  human  genitals,  pubic  regions,  buttocks  or  female  breasts: 

d  flagellation  or  torture  in  the  context  of  a  sexual  relationship; 

e^  masochism,  erotic  or  sexually  oriented  torture,  beating  or  the  infliction  of  pain:

with  any  of  the  activities  set  forth  in  "a"  through  "f"  above. 

174.  Stacking  space,  off-street.  An  area,  separate  from  or  in  addition  to,  the  required  parking  area,  reserved 
for  the  temporary  retention  of  vehicles  which  are  queuing  up  or  utilizing  the  services  of  a 
drive-through  service  unit. 
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175.  Storage,  outdoor.  An  outdoor  area  used  for  the  long  term  deposit  (more  than  twenty-four  hours)  of 
any  goods,  material,  merchandise,  vehicles  or  junk, 

176.  Storage  area.  An  area  designated,  designed  and  intended  for  the  purpose  of  reserving  property  for  a 
future  use  and  distinguished  from  areas  used  for  the  display  of  property  intended  to  be  sold  or  leased. 

177.  Storage  room.  An  enclosed  area  integrated  into  and  sharing  common  or  party  wall  or  walls  within  a 
primary  building,  while  designed  and  intended  for  the  purpose  of  reserving  property  for  a  future  use.

178.  Story.  That  part  of  a  building,  with  an  open  height  of  not  less  than  seven  feet  six  inches  (7'6"),  except

185.  Street,  parkway.  A  street  serving  through  vehicular  traffic  and  equal  to  or  more  than  5280  feet  in 
length,  the  adjoining  land  on  one  or  both  sides  of  which  is  predominantly  dedicated  or  used  for  park 
purposes,  and  shall  conform  to  the  Comprehensive  Plan  and  the  Thoroughfare  Plan. 

186.  Street,  primary  arterial.  A  street  so  designated  by  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion  County, 
as  amended. 

187.  Street,  private  A  privately-held  right-of-way,  with  the  exception  of  alleys,  essentially  open  to  the  sky 
and  open  for  the  purposes  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian  travel  affording  access  to  abutting  property, 
whether  referred  to  as  a  street,  road,  expressway,  arterial,  thoroughfare,  highway,  or  any  other  term 
commonly  applied  to  a  right-  of-way  for  said  purposes.  A  private  street  may  be  comprised  of 
pavement,  shoulders,  curbs,  sidewalks,  parking  space,  and  the  like. 

188.  Street,  public.  A  publicly  dedicated,  accepted  and  maintained  right-of-way,  with  the  exception  of 
alleys,  essentially  open  to  the  sky  and  open  to  the  general  public  for  the  purposes  of  vehicular  and 
pedestrian  travel  affording  access  to  abutting  property,  whether  referred  to  as  a  street,  road, 
expressway,  arterial,  thoroughfare,  highway,  or  any  other  term  commonly  applied  to  a  public 
right-of-way  for  said  purposes.  A  public  street  may  be  comprised  of  pavement,  shoulders,  gutters, 
curbs,  sidewalks,  parking  space,  and  the  like. 

189.  Street,  secondary  arterial.  A  street  so  designated  by  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion 
County,  as  amended. 

190.  Structural  alteration.  Shall  mean  any  change  which  would  prolong  the  life  of  the  supporting  members 
of  a  building  or  structure  such  as  bearing  walls,  columns,  beams  or  girders,  except  such  changes  as  are 
ordered  made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Unsafe  Building  Law,  IC  36-7-9-1,  and  any 
amendments  thereto. 
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191.  Structure.  A  combining  or  manipulation  of  materials  to  form  a  construction,  erection,  alteration  or 
affixation  for  use,  occupancy,  or  ornamentation,  whether  located  or  installed  on,  above,  or  below  the 
surface  of  land  or  water. 

192.  Subdivision.  The  division  of  any  parcel  of  land  shown  as  a  unit,  as  part  of  a  unit  or  as  contiguous 
units,  on  the  last  preceding  transfer  of  ownership  thereof,  into  two  (2)  or  more  parcels  or  lots,  for  the 
purpose,  whether  immediate  or  future,  of  transfer  of  ownership  or  building  development. 

193.  Tavern.  An  establishment  used  primarily  for  the  serving  of  liquor  by  the  drink  to  the  general  public, 
but  where  minors  cannot  be  within  the  use,  and  where  food  or  packaged  liquors  may  be  served  or  sold 
only  as  accessory  to  the  primary  use. 

194.  Temporary  seasonal  retail  sales  use.   See  Seasonal  use,  temporary. 

195.  Temporary  use.  An  impermanent  land  use  established  for  a  limited  and  fixed  period  of  time  with  the 
intent  to  discontinue  such  use  upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  period. 

196.  Theatre,  drive-in.  An  open  lot  with  its  appurtenant  facilities  devoted  primarily  to  the  showing  of 
motion  pictures  or  theatrical  productions  on  a  paid  admission  basis  to  patrons  seated  in  motor  vehicles.

The  segment  of  the  Comprehensive  Plan  for  Marion  County,  Indiana,  adopted 
by  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  pursuant  to  IC-36-7-4  that 
sets  forth  the  location,  alignment,  dimensions,  identification  and  classification  of  freeways, 
expressways,  parkways,  primary  arterials,  secondary  arterials,  or  other  public  ways  as  a  plan  for  the 
development,  redevelopment,  improvement,  and  extension  and  revision  thereof. 

201.  Through  lot.   See  Lot,  through. 

202.  Total  gross  floor  area.   See  Gross  floor  area,  total. 

203.  Transitional  yard.   See  Yard,  transitional. 

204.  Trash  container.  Receptacle  intended  for  the  disposal,  collection  or  temporary'  storage  of  unsorted 
waste  products  or  refuse. 

205.  Trash  enclosure.  An  accessory  structure  enclosed  on  at  least  three  sides  that  is  designed  to  screen  and 
protect  waste  receptacles  from  view  and  to  prevent  waste  debris  from  dispersing  outside  the  enclosure. 

206.  Tree  survey.  An  inventory  of  all  trees  on  a  lot  or  project  before  construction,  alteration  or  excavation 
activity  occurs  identifying  species,  location,  caliper,  and  drip  line  of  trees.

Sales  usually  are  made  on  a  cash-and-carry  basis,  with  the 
open-selling  method  of  display  and  customer  selection  of  merchandise.  These  stores  generally  do  not 
carry  a  complete  line  of  merchandise,  are  not  departmentalized,  do  not  carry  their  own  charge  service, 
and  generally  do  not  deliver  merchandise.

The  board  of 
public  safety  shall  award  each  towing  contract  to  the  lowest  responsible  and  responsive  bidder  who  offers  to 
pay  the  highest  franchise  fee  above  the  minimum  franchise  fee  set  by  the  board  of  public  safety  or  it  may  reject 
any  and  all  bids  received  and  call  for  new  bids.  A  written  contract  shall  be  executed  between  the  board  of  public 
safety  and  each  successful  bidder. 
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(b)  Franchise  fee.  A  Towing,  storage  and  all  other  such  fees  that  may  be  charged  by  a  franchise  wrecker 
as  well  as  a  minimum  franchise  fee  to  be  paid  by  the  wrecker  shall  be  set  by  the  board  of  public  safety  and 
included  in  the  specifications  for  bids.  The  amount  of  the  franchise  fee  shall  be  established  by  competitive 
bidding  as  provided  in  subsection  (a).  Funds  realized  from  the  collection  of  sueh-  franchise  fees  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  police  general  fund.

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer"),  an  Indiana  political  subdivision,  is  authorized 
by  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  including,  without  limitation,  Title  36, 
Article  7,  Chapters  1 1 .9  and  12  and  Title  5,  Article  1,  Chapter  5  of  the  Indiana  Code,  as  amended  (collectively, 
the  "Act"),  to  provide  for  the  financing  and  refinancing  of  "economic  development  facilities,"  as  defined  in  the 
Act,  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  Federal  Express  Corporation  (the  "Company"),  as  successor  to  the  interests  and  obligations 
of  Purolator  Courier  Corp.,  has  requested  the  Issuer  to  issue  its  economic  development  revenue  refunding  bonds 
to  provide  refinancing  for  an  "economic  development  facility,"  as  defined  in  the  Act,  which  economic 
development  facility  was  previously  financed  by  the  Issuer  for  the  benefit  of  Purolator  Courier  Corp.  with  the 
proceeds  of  the  Issuer's  Airport  Facility  Revenue  Bonds  (Purolator  Courier  Corp.  Project),  Series  1984  (the 
"Prior  Bonds"),  and  the  Issuer  is  authorized  by  the  Act  to  refund  its  Prior  Bonds  and  provide  refinancing  for 
such  "economic  development  facility";  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Issuer,  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Prior  Bonds,  adopted  its  Special  Resolution, 
preliminarily  approving  the  Project  and  evidencing  the  Issuer's  intent  to  issue  its  economic  development 
revenue  bonds  in  order  to  provide  financing  for  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Issuer  issued  the  Prior  Bonds  to  provide  financing  for  certain  air  package  express  sorting 
facilities  (the  "Project"),  located  at  Indianapolis  International  Airport  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
constituting  an  "economic  development  facility"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  refinancing  of  the  Project  will  comply  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act,  and 
constitute  the  refinancing  of  an  "economic  development  facility"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  proposed  to  pay  the  cost  of  refinancing  the  Project  through  the  issuance  of  economic 
development  revenue  refunding  bonds  of  the  Issuer  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Issuer,  through  its  Economic  Development  Commission  (the  "Commission"),  has  held  a 
public  hearing  on  August  18,  1993  on  the  question  of  the  refinancing  of  the  Project  in  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Section  147(f)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  and  has 
determined  to  refinance  the  Project  through  the  issuance  of  its  economic  development  revenue  refunding  bonds 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  August  18,  1993,  the  Commission  adopted  a  Resolution,  which  Resolution  has  been 
previously  transmitted  hereto,  finding  that  the  refunding  and  refinancing  complies  with  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  the  Act,  that  such  refunding  and  refinancing  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  general  welfare 
of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens  and  recommending  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  Issuer;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  order  to  refinance  the  Project,  the  Issuer  now  proposes  to  issue  its  Bonds  in  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  Forty-Five  Million  Dollars  ($45,000,000)  as  authorized  and  permitted  by  the 
Act  and  as  hereinafter  provided;  and 
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WHEREAS,the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  loaned  by  the  Issuer  to  the  Company  pursuant  to  a  Loan 
Agreement,  dated  as  of  September  1, 1993  (the  "Loan  Agreement"),  among  the  Issuer  and  the  Company,  in  order 
to  carry  out  said  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  an  Indenture  of  Trust,  dated  as  of  September  1, 1993  (the  "Indenture"),  among  the 
Issuer,  INB  National  Bank,  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  as  trustee  (the  "Trustee"),  the  Issuer  will  assign  to  the  Trustee 
the  Issuer's  right,  title  and  interest  in,  under  and  to  the  Loan  Agreement  (except  for  certain  rights  of  the  Issuer 
to  be  reimbursed  and  indemnified  by  the  Company,  and  to  receive  notices)  as  security  for  the  payment  of  the 
Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  an  Underwriting  Agreement  (the  "Underwriting  Agreement"),  among  the  Issuer 

and  The  First  Boston  Corporation  (the  "Underwriter"),  the  Underwriter  will  conditionally  purchase  the  Bonds 

,,  which  are  to  be  issued  on  or  about  September  28,  1994;  and

Underwriter  as  agent  for  the  original  purchasers  thereof.  Temporary  Bonds  may  be  delivered  pending 
preparation  of  definitive  Bonds. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  compliance  with  and  under  authority  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  this  Special 
Ordinance  and  the  Indenture. 

SECTION  3.  The  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  Issuer,  payable  solely  and 
only  from  the  revenues  and  receipts  derived  by  the  Issuer  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  and  as  otherwise 
provided  in  the  Financing  Documents,  and  shall  be  otherwise  secured  as  provided  in  the  Financing  Documents.

The  Mayor,  the  Clerk  or  any  other  officer  of  the 
Issuer  familiar  with  the  matters  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  set  forth  in  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  is 
hereby  authorized  to  certify  to  the  Underwriter,  that  the  information  in  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  with 
respect  to  the  Issuer  is  deemed  to  be  final  within  the  meaning  of  the  SEC  Rule  prior  to  the  distribution  of  the 
Preliminary  Official  Statement.  The  use  of  an  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  same  form  as  the 
Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  herein  is  approved  for  use  and  distribution  by  the  Underwriter  and  its 
agents  in  connection  with  the  marketing  of  the  Bonds. 

SECTION  5.  The  form,  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Financing  Documents  presented  to  this  meeting  are  in  all 
respect  approved  and  all  such  documents  shall  be  inserted  in  the  minutes  of  the  City-County  Council  and  kept 
on  file  by  the  Clerk  or  City  Controller.  The  Mayor  and  Clerk  of  the  Issuer  are  hereby  authorized,  empowered 
and  directed  to  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  the  Financing  Documents,  with  or  without  an  impression  of 
the  official  seal  of  the  Issuer  as  required  thereby.

comply  with  the  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this  Special  Ordinance. 

If  any  of  the  officers  of  the  Issuer  who  shall  have  signed  or  sealed  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  cease  to  be  such 
officers  of  the  Issuer  before  the  Bonds  so  signed  and  sealed  shall  have  been  authenticated  by  the  Trustee  [or  the

SECTION  3.   This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  304,  1993.  Councillor  Curry  reported  that  the  Rules  and  Public  Policy 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  304,  1993  on  July  13  and  August  9,  1993.  The  proposal, 
sponsored  by  Councillors  Coughenour,  Beadling,  Borst,  Boyd,  Curry,  Giffin,  Gilmer,  Golc, 
Gray,  Hinkle,  Jimison,  Jones,  McClamroch,  Moriarty,  Mullin,  SerVaas,  Short,  Smith  and 
Williams,  amends  the  Code  concerning  smoking  restrictions.  At  the  July  13th  Committee 
hearing  there  were  a  number  of  people  who  testified  for  and  against  the  proposal,  and  there 
were  also  a  number  of  petitions  filed  both  for  and  against  the  ordinance.  At  the  August  9th 
Committee  hearing  the  proposal  was  amended  to  define  specifically  what  local  government 
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buildings  would  not  be  included  in  the  ordinance.  The  local  government  buildings  which  are 
not  included  in  this  ordinance  are: 

(1)  buildings  owned  or  controlled  by  township  trustees,  the  Marion  County  Healthcare 
Center,  or  independent  municipal  corporations  having  jurisdiction  in  Marion  County, 

(2)  residential  dwelling  units  occupied  as  private  residences  under  agreements  with  the 
City  or  County,  including  public  housing  units, 

(3)  those  portions  of  the  County  Jail  or  other  buildings  used  primarily  as  the  living  areas 
of  inmates  or  other  detainees, 

(4)  any  buildings  of  the  City  or  County  occupied  entirely  by  private  businesses. 

Councillor  Curry  further  stated  that  by  a  5-1  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the 
Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended.  Councillor  Curry  moved, 
seconded  by  Councillor  Coughenour,  for  adoption. 

Councillor  Coughenour  moved  to  delete  the  last  two  sentences  in  Sec.  20-207.  This  motion 
was  seconded  by  Councillor  Gilmer 

Councillor  Moriarty  asked  if  there  will  be  any  penalties  for  people  who  continue  to  smoke  in 
the  building.  Mark  Mertz,  Assistant  Counsel,  Office  of  Corporation  Counsel,  stated  that  the 
penalties  would  be  between  $1  and  $2,500. 

Councillor  Coughenour's  motion  passed  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Councillor  Ruhmkorff  moved  to  substitute  the  following  for  Proposal  No.  304,  1993: 

ARTICLE  VIII.  SMOKING  RESTRICTIONS 

Sec.  20-201.   Policy  to  restrict  tobacco  smoking. 

To  reduce  the  annoyance  and  health  risks  to  nonsmokers  from  exposure  to  tobacco  smoke,  smoking  (as 
herein  defined)  is  restricted  in  certain  local  government  buildings  as  provided  in  this  article. 

Sec.  20-202.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  article,  the  following  terms  shall  mean: 

(a)  Local  government  building  shall  mean  any  enclosed  structure,  or  room  therein,  which  is  owned,  leased 
or  controlled  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  or  Marion  County  or  any  of  their  departments  or  agencies, 
including  courts,  and  which  is  used  or  occupied  for  governmental  purposes. 

(b)  Public  service  area  means  any  room,  corridor  or  similar  confined  area,  wherein  the  public  is  required 
or  directed  to  transact  business  with  local  governmental  officials. 

(c)  Public  assembly  area  means  any  room  regularly  used  for  public  meetings  conducted  by  officials  of 
Indianapolis  or  Marion  County. 

(d)  Responsible  official  means  the  official  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  a  local  government  building 
or  the  landlord  of  such  building  if  it  is  leased  (i)  the  director  of  a  city  department  with  respect  to 
offices  under  his  or  her  control;  (ii)  the  elected  official  as  to  his  or  her  office:  (iii)  the  judge  as  to  his 
or  her  courtroom  and  court  office;  (iv)  the  mayor  or  the  mayor's  designee  as  to  any  other  city  or 
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county  agencyt  and  (v)  the  city-county  council  as  to  shared  public  assembly  areas  and  as  to  council 
staff  offices. 

(e)  Work  area  means  those  portions  of  a  public  building  used  primarily  as  private  offices  or  work  space 
for  employees  of  the  city  or  county,  and  not  normally  accessible  by  the  public  except  by  specific 
invitation  to  confer  with  a  public  employee. 

(f)  Smoking  means  the  use  of  lighted  tobacco  in  the  form  of  a  cigarette,  cigar  or  similar  item  or  in  a  pipe 
or  similar  smoking  equipment,  by  inhaling  and  exhaling  the  smoke  of  the  tobacco,  and  includes  the 
holding  and  carrying  of  such  items  when  burning. 

Sec.  20-203.   Smoking  prohibited  in  public  service  areas;  exception.

(a)  Smoking  is  hereby  prohibited  in  any-  all  local  government  buildings  in  all  public  service  areast  except 
as  provided  in  subsection  (b)  except  in  designated  smoking  areas. 

it 

(&) — Smoking  shall  be  permitted  in  the  public  seating  and  common  area  on  the  first  floor  of  the  police  wing 

of  the  City-County  Building  and  other  areas  on  the  first  floor  of  the  police  wing  of  the  City-County 

Building  where  designated  by  the  director  of  the  department  of  public  safety;  provided  however  such 

director  shall  designate  a  portion  of  the  public  area  on  such  floor  as  an  area  in  which  smoking  is 

r-  prohibited, 

Sec.  20-204.  Smoking  limited  in  public  assembly  areas. 

Smoking  is  prohibited  in  any  public  assembly  area  of  any  local  government  building)  except  in  portions 
thereof  designated  as  smoking  areas.  The  responsible  official  may  designate  a  portion  of  a  public  assembly  area 
as  a  smoking  permitted  area.

Sec.  20-205.   Smoking  restrictions  in  work  areas  authorized.

The  responsible  official  shall  designate  a  portions  of  work  areas  each  local  government  building  under  his 

or  her  control  as  a  nonsmoking  areas.   If  designated  and  posted  as  "nonsmoking"  or  "smoking  prohibited,"  it 

shall  be  unlawful  to  smoke  in  such  areas.  The  responsible  official  shall  give  due  consideration  not  only  to  his 

or  her  personal  preferences  but  attempt  to  reasonably  accommodate  both  nonsmoking  and  smoking  employees 

by  designating  one  or  more  convenient  areas  of  each  local  government  building  as  smoking  areas  or  lounges 

of  a  size  adequate  to  accommodate  employees  and  visitors  who  choose  to  smoke. 

Sec.  20-206.   Posting  of  smoking  regulations. 

The  responsible  official  having  control  of  a  local  government  building  or  portions  thereof  regulated  under 
this  article  shall  make  every  reasonable  effort  to  designate  smoking  and  nonsmoking  areas  by: 

(a)  Posting  signs  prohibiting  or  permitting  smoking  as  appropriate  under  this  article.  Signs  shall  be 
conspicuously  posted  at  each  entrance  and  in  prominent  places  throughout  the  local  government 
building.  The  boundary  between  a  smoking  and  nonsmoking  area  shall  be  clearly  designated  so  that 
persons  may  differentiate  between  the  two  (2)  areas. 

(b)  Every  reasonable  effort  shall  be  made  to  inform  the  public  when  a  designated  smoking  area  is 
available  for  their  preference. 

(c)  Every  reasonable  effort  shall  be  made  to  inform  the  public  that  smoking  is  prohibited  in  designated 
no-smoking  areas. 

(4} — Ever}'  reasonable  effort  shall  be  made  to  inform  the  public  that  there  are  organizations  available  which 
provide  self-help  programs  for  individuals  who  desire  to  quit  smoking. 

(ed)  Any  other  means  which  may  be  appropriate. 

Sec.  20-207.  Penalties  for  violation. 

Any  person  smoking  in  an  area  where  prohibited  by  the  provisions  of  this  article  and  posted  as  a  no-smoking 
area  and  who  continues  smoking  after  being  asked  to  stop  smoking,  shall  be  subject  to  penalties  for  violations 
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of  city  ordinances.  The  penalty  for  the  first  and  second  violation  shall  be  a  fine  of  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00); 
provided,  however,  the  court  may  suspend  such  penalty  if  the  violator  attends  a  free,  no-smoking  clinic,  if 
available,  or  donates  three  (3)  hours  of  community  service  work  in  the  cancer  ward  of  a  local  hospital. 
Subsequent  violations  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  in  section  1-8  of  this  Code. 

Councillor  Black  seconded  the  motion. 

Councillor  Moriarty  asked  if  currently  there  are  designated  smoking  areas  in  the  building. 
Councillor  Ruhmkorff  responded  in  the  affirmative,  but  said  that  it  was  her  understanding  that 
the  smoke  in  the  present  designated  areas  were  bothering  some  people. 

Councillor  Ruhmkorff  moved  to  delete  the  last  two  sentences  in  Sec.  20-207  from  her 
substitute  version  of  Proposal  No.  304,  1993. 

Councillor  Dowden  moved  to  return  Proposal  No.  304,  1993  to  committee.  This  was 
seconded  by  Councillor  Gilmer. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  there  have  been  two  committee  hearings  on  this  issue  and 
that  the  language  in  the  amended  Committee  version  has  been  before  the  council  since  the  end 
of  July.  She  feels  that  the  proposal  deserves  a  vote  at  this  Council  meeting. 

The  President  called  for  a  vote  on  Councillor  Dowden' s  motion.  This  motion  failed  by  the 
following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

Councillor  Ruhmkorff  s  motion  to  amend  her  substitute  version  by  deleting  certain  language 
passed  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Councillor  Williams  asked  if  there  are  areas  in  this  building  that  are  adequately  ventilated  to 
remove  smoke  and  to  assure  persons  that  there  is  no  potential  damage  from  passive  smoke. 
Ron  Reinking,  Administrator,  Building  Authority,  replied  that  there  are  no  areas  in  the 
building  that  have  extra  ventilation  that  would  address  that  problem. 

Councillor  McClamroch  asked  Councillor  Ruhmkorff  if  there  is  anything  in  her  substitute 
version  that  would  require  that  the  designated  smoking  areas  be  in  separate  rooms.  Councillor 
Ruhmkorff  replied  that  she  was  informed  that  she  could  not  pick  the  locations  for  the  smoking 
areas.  Building  Authority  would  decide  where  the  designated  smoking  sections  would  be 
located.  Her  version  states  that  the  smoking  areas  or  lounges  should  be  of  a  size  adequate  to 
accommodate  employees  who  smoke. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  there  are  more  than  4,000  chemical  compounds  in  tobacco 
smoke  and  at  least  43  of  these  are  known  to  cause  cancer.  Non  smokers  who  are  exposed  to 
cigarette  smoke  have  in  their  body  fluids  significant  amounts  of  nicotine,  carbon  monoxide 
and  other  evidence  of  passive  smoke.  She  said  that  she  prepared  this  proposal  at  the  request 
of  people  who  work  in  this  building  who,  even  though  there  are  designated  smoking  areas, 
are  still  very  much  bothered  by  the  smoke  in  the  air  that  is  circulated  in  this  building.    She 
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said  she  worked  with  Mr.  Reinking  and  the  Mayor's  Office  and  both  are  supportive  of 
creating  a  smoke-free  workplace.  She  feels  that  the  Council  owes  the  people  in  this  building 
who  are  sensitive  to  smoke  a  smoke-free  workplace. 

Councillor  Borst  asked  (1)  how  much  it  would  cost  to  ventilate  the  designated  smoking  areas 
so  that  people  would  not  have  to  leave  the  building  to  smoke,  and  (2)  if  areas  will  be  provided 
where  people  can  go  to  smoke  if  this  proposal  passes.  Mr.  Reinking  replied  that  (1)  he  had 
no  figures  on  equipping  the  building  with  better  ventilation,  and  (2)  that  the  only  guidelines 
made  were  to  have  it  a  distance  of  at  least  ten  feet  from  any  major  entrance  with  the 
recommendation  that  the  south  plaza  could  be  used  in  good  weather. 

Councillor  Beadling  stated  that  she  would  like  Building  Authority  to  designate  a  couple  of 
areas  that  are  non  office  and  non  conference  rooms  for  the  smokers.  She  said  she  would  like 
these  people  to  be  able  to  go  somewhere  where  it  is  safe  and  ventilated,  and  she  did  not  want 
them  to  have  to  go  outside  in  subzero  temperatures  to  smoke. 

Councillor  Franklin  said  the  City-County  Building  is  owned  by  the  taxpayers  and  some  of 
those  taxpayers  do  smoke. 

Councillor  O'Dell  asked  Mr.  Reinking  if  the  air  ventilation  system  is  inadequate.  Mr. 
Reinking  said  the  air  ventilation  is  not  inadequate.  Air  quality  tests  have  been  done  and  the 
air  has  proven  to  be  satisfactory  and  the  building  does  meet  all  the  code  regulations  for 

Z  ventilation. 

•t 

Councillor  Williams  said  that  she  believes  that  an  individual  does  have  the  right  to  smoke,  but 
basic  government  courses  teach  that  an  individual's  rights  stop  when  they  begin  to  infringe 
on  other  person's  rights.  The  literature  is  overwhelming  in  support  of  the  fact  that  passive 
smoke  is  dangerous.  No  where  in  this  building  can  a  group  of  smokers  go  and  guarantee  that 
no  one  else  is  going  to  be  affected  by  passive  smoke. 

Councillor  Rhodes  stated  that  he  opposes  this  proposal  because  it  does  not  provide  for  areas 
where  smokers  can  go  and  smoke. 

Councillor  Hinkle  said  that  he  does  indulge  in  certain  passive  smoking  of  his  own  choosing, 
but  he  is  not  required  to  spend  40  hours  a  week  in  that  kind  of  atmosphere. 

Councillor  Giffin  stated  that  he  agrees  with  Councillor  Williams  in  that  the  one  thing  that  the 
Council  has  to  address  is  the  matter  of  passive  smoke.  It  has  been  proven  that  passive  smoke 
is  dangerous.  Workers  exposed  to  second-hand  smoke  on  the  job  are  34%  more  likely  to  get 
lung  cancer.  Four  and  a  half  million  American,  workers  experience  great  discomfort  from 
second-hand  smoke.  Eighty-six  percent  of  businesses  in  this  country  have  addressed  this 
issue  in  corporation  policies.  He  said  he  had  members  of  his  family  lost  to  lung  cancer.  Most 
medical  journals  and  most  medical  surveys  indicate  that  second-hand  smoke  is  very  damaging 
and  very  detrimental  to  a  person's  health.  He  applauded  Councillor  Coughenour  on  her  work 
on  this  proposal.  The  Council  has  to  have  the  courage  to  move  forward  and  support 
Councillor  Coughenour's  proposal  and  defeat  Councillor  Ruhmkorff  s  efforts  to  dilute  it 
further  by  her  substitute  version. 
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Councillor  West  stated  that  the  State  of  Indiana  has  long  been  trying  to  move  in  the  direction 
of  having  no  smoking  in  public  buildings.  The  state  law  reads  that  there  shall  be  no  smoking 
in  public  buildings  but  that  certain  areas  could  be  designated  as  smoking  areas.  It  has  been 
tried  in  the  City-County  Building  to  have  just  designated  areas.  It  has  not  worked  because 
there  are  still  considerable  employee  problems.  There  should  be  concern  for  those  people 
who  are  most  susceptible,  not  least  susceptible,  to  smoking.  He  urged  the  Council  to  get 
behind  the  state's  general  efforts  and  pass  this  proposal. 

Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  he  will  be  voting  in  opposition  to  this  proposal  because  it 
puts  more  power  in  the  hands  of  government. 

Councillor  Jimison  stated  that  if  Councillor  Ruhmkorff  s  substitute  version  is  passed  it  will 
do  nothing  to  change  the  status  quo.  Whether  or  not  a  person  chooses  to  smoke  is  their 
choice;  whether  or  not  a  person  is  forced  to  inhale  passive  smoke  should  not  be  matter  of 
obligation  just  so  a  person  can  have  a  job.  She  urged  the  members  to  vote  against  Councillor 
Ruhmkorff  s  substitute  version  and  to  pass  the  Committee's  amended  version  because  it  is 
needed  and  necessary. 

Councillor  Ruhmkorff  s  substitute  amended  version  of  Proposal  No.  304,  1993  failed  by  the 
following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

Councillor  Dowden  moved  to  amend  Sec.  20-202(a)  by  deleting  the  phrase  "and  which  is  used 
or  occupied  for  governmental  purposes"  and  delete  the  phrase  in  Sec.  20-202(a)(l)  "or 
independent  municipal  corporations  having  jurisdiction  in  Marion  County."  He  said  if  the 
Council  is  courageous  and  really  concerned  about  the  health  of  the  citizens  then  they  will  take 
this  action.   Councillor  Beadling  seconded  this  motion. 

Councillor  West  stated  that  the  Council  cannot  make  decisions  for  municipal  corporations. 
The  state  law  states  that  there  shall  be  no  smoking  in  public  buildings,  but  the  governmental 
entity  may  make  a  decision  to  have  restrictive  areas  as  long  as  it  is  not  a  public  service  area. 
The  municipal  corporations  have  to  make  their  own  decisions  and  for  the  Council  to  make  a 
law  for  them  would  be  the  same  as  if  it  was  making  a  law  for  another  county.  For  this  reason 
he  asked  that  the  Council  not  confuse  the  situation  by  stating  that  it  is  going  to  make  a  ruling 
for  the  municipal  corporations  when  it  is  their  responsibility  to  make  their  own  decisions 
under  state  law. 

Councillor  Dowden  said  that  he  would  like  a  legal  clarification  on  that  issue.  Robert  Elrod. 
General  Counsel,  said  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  answer  is  not  clear.  Under  state  statute  the  right 
of  prohibition  of  smoking  in  governmental  buildings  allows  a  responsible  official  in  charge 
of  that  local  governmental  building  to  designate  smoking  areas.  He  said  that  the  question 
raised  by  Councillor  Dowden's  amendment  is  whether  the  Council  can  make  regulations 
concerning  public  health.  In  his  opinion,  if  it  prohibits  smoking  only  in  buildings  owned  or 
controlled   by  governmental    agencies,  this  classification    may  be  too  narrow  to  not  be 
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discriminatory.  Whether  or  not  a  court  would  deem  that  to  be  a  reasonable  classification  he 
was  not  prepared  to  say  at  this  time. 

Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  he  interprets  that  to  say  that  his  amendment  is  in  order,  that 
it  is  legal  and  that  Council  has  the  power  to  prohibit  smoking  in  government  buildings.  Mr. 
Elrod  stated  that  he  thinks  it  would  be  challenged,  but  that  he  thinks  the  council  has  the  right 
to  make  public  health  regulations,  if  that  is  what  this  amendment  is  deemed  to  be. 

I 

Councillor  Giffin  spoke  in  opposition  to  Councillor  Dowden's  amendment.  Councillor  Giffin 

said  that  he  believes  that  passing  ordinances  in  governing  is  the  art  of  the  possible.  This 
proposal  was  a  carefully  thought-out  and  crafted  ordinance  and  he  feels  that  it  is  ill-suited  for 
the  Council  to  undo  the  work  that  has  been  done  in  committee  hearings  and  understandings 
with  trustees  and  segments  of  governments.  He  urged  the  Council  to  defeat  Councillor 
Dowden's  motion. 

Councillors  Borst  and  Short  both  stated  that  they  support  Councillor  Dowden's  amendment 
because  they  would  like  to  see  all  the  public  buildings  such  as  Hoosier  Dome,  Convention 
Center  and  Market  Square  Arena  smoke-free. 
■ 

Councillor  West  stated  that  he  wants  to  be  sure  that  the  Council  does  not  jeopardize  the  entire 
proposal  by  having  something  included  in  it  that  is  illegal.  This  could  happen  if  Councillor 
Dowden's  amendment  is  passed.  Also  during  the  committee  hearings  on  this  proposal  the 
municipal  corporations  were  told  that  they  were  not  included  in  this  proposal.  If  they  are  now 
included,  they  would  never  have  a  chance  to  testify.  He  urged  the  council  not  to  pass 
something  that  did  not  receive  an  adequate  hearing. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  if  this  issue  is  brought  up  at  a  later  date,  she  would  be  more 
than  happy  to  co-sponsor  it.  She  urged  the  Councillors  to  vote  Councillor  Dowden's 
amendment  down  because  she  believes  it  is  an  obvious  effort  to  sabotage  the  proposal.

The  President  stated  that  some  provisions  need  to  be  made  for  smokers  so  that  the  front  of  the 
City-County  Building  does  not  become  uninhabitable.  He  hopes  that  Mr.  Reinking  will  find 
a  solution  to  this  problem. 

Councillor  Gilmer  asked  for  consent  to  explain  his  vote.  Consent  was  given.  He  said  he 
voted  for  Councillor  Dowden's  amendment  because  the  worse  place  in  the  City  for  passive 
smoke,  in  his  opinion,  is  the  Hoosier  Dome  at  half  time.  He  said  that  avid  smokers  have  told 
him  that  they  do  not  go  out  at  half  time  because  they  cannot  tolerate  the  smoke. 

Councillor  Beadling  asked  for  consent  to  explain  her  vote.  Consent  was  given.  She  said  that 
the  majority  of  people  that  she  heard  from  asked  her  to  vote  the  proposal  down.  She  hopes 
that  since  this  proposal  passed  people  do  not  go  into  the  bathrooms  to  smoke. 

Proposal  No.  304,  1993,  as  amended,  was  retitled  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  101,  1993 
and  reads  as  follows: 

CITY-COUNTY  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  101,  1993

(a)  Local  government  building  shall  mean  any  enclosed  structure,  or  room  therein,  which  is  owned,  leased 
or  controlled  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  or  Marion  County  or  any  of  their  departments  or  agencies, 
including  courts,  and  which  is  used  or  occupied  for  governmental  purposes,  provided,  however,  the 
following  shall  not  be  considered  a  local  government  building  for  purposes  of  this  article: 

(1)  buildings  owned  or  controlled  by  township  trustees,  the  Marion  County  Healthcare  Center,  or 
independent  municipal  corporations  having  jurisdiction  in  Marion  County, 

(2)  residential  dwelling  units  occupied  as  private  residences  under  agreements  with  the  Citv  or 
County,  including  public  housing  units, 

(3)  those  portions  of  the  County  Jail  or  other  buildings  used  primarily  as  the  living  areas  of  inmates 
or  other  detainees, 

(4)  any  buildings  of  the  City  or  County  occupied  entirely  by  private  businesses. 

(b)  Public — sen'ice — mo — means — any — room. — corridor — w — similar — confined — area, — wherein 
the  public  is  required  or  directed  to  transact  business  with  local  governmental  officials. 
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{&) — Public  assembly  area  means  any  room  regularly  used  for  public  meetings  conducted  by  officials 
of  Indianapolis  or  Marion  County. 

(d)  Responsible  official  means  (i)  the  director  of  a  city  department  with  respect  to  offices  under  his  or  her 
control;  (ii)  the  elected  official  as  to  his  or  her  office;  (iii)  the  judge  as  to  his  or  her  courtroom;  (iv)  the  mayor 
or  the  mayor's  designee  as  to  any  other  city  or  county  agency)  and  (v)  the  city  county  council  as  to  shared  public 
assembly  areas  and  as  to  council  staff  offices, 

U^ — Work  area  means  those  portions  of  a  public  building  used  primarily  as  private  offices  or  work  space 
for  employees  of  the  city  or  county,  and  not  normally  accessible  by  the  public  except  by  specific  invitation  to 
confer  with  a  public  employee! 

(f)  Smoking  means  the  use  of  lighted  tobacco  in  the  form  of  a  cigarette,  cigar  or  other  similar  item  or  in 
a  pipe  or  similar  smoking  equipment,  by  inhaling  and  exhaling  the  smoke  of  the  tobacco,  and  includes  the 
holding  or  carrying  of  such  items  when  burning.

A  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  concerning  The  Massachusetts  Avenue  Arts  District. 

WHEREAS,  in  the  1980's,  after  years  of  deterioration,  new  and  restored  housing  sparked  the  downtown 
population  growth  and  provided  store  fronts  along  Massachusetts  Avenue  attracting  art  galleries,  numerous 
restaurants,  specialty  shops,  creative  businesses  and  artists  residences  throughout  the  area;  and 

WHEREAS,  seven  art  galleries,  six  stages  in  four  theaters,  two  museums,  numerous  creative  professionals, 
including  the  Indianapolis  Arts  Academy,  architects,  graphic  and  interior  designers,  ad  agencies,  marketing 
firms  and  others  have  clustered  in  the  Massachusetts  Avenue  Corridor  of  Downtown  Indianapolis;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  area  contributes  in  a  major  positive  way  to  the  promotion  and  development  of  Downtown 
Indianapolis,  providing  inspiration  and  enjoyment  to  thousands  of  downtown  residents  and  visitors  each  month; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  area  has  become  the  most  dense  concentration  of  creative  activity  in  the  State  of  Indiana 
and  is  visited  and  enjoyed  by  citizens  of  Indianapolis  and  beyond;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 
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SECTION  1.  The  Indianapolis  City-County  Council  commends  the  joint  participation  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  Department  of  Transportation,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Indiana,  the  Riley  Area  Revitalization 
Program  and  the  Massachusetts  Avenue  Sidewalk  Renaissance  Committee  in  the  rebirth  of  this  important 
downtown  neighborhood. 

SECTION  2.  The  Council  recognizes  private  sector  organizations  such  as  the  Indianapolis  Foundation, 
Indianapolis  Power  &  Light  Co.,  Engledow,  Inc.  along  with  numerous  individuals,  most  notably  Miss  Ruth 
Lilly,  who  have  contributed  generously  to  provide  landscaping,  lighting  and  other  amenities  to  the  street  scape. 

SECTION  3 .  The  Council  joins  with  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  in  recognizing  the  enormous 
value  of  this  high  concentration  of  creativity  by  designating  officially  the  area  as  show  on  Attachment  A  as: 

The  Massachusetts  Avenue  Arts  District, 

and  calls  upon  all  citizens  to  experience  the  rich  variety  of  activities  in  this  unique  neighborhood  of  our  city. 

SECTION  4.   The  Mayor  is  invited  to  join  in  this  resolution  by  affixing  his  signature  hereto. 

SECTION  5.   This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14.

Benjamin  Harrison,  who  expressed  appreciation  for  the  recognition.  Councillor  Beadling 
moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Gilmer,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.  494,  1993  was  adopted 
by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Proposal  No.  494,  1993  was  retitled  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  NO.  57,  1993  and  reads  as 
follows: 

CITY-COUNTY  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  NO.  57,  1993 

A  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  recognizing  the  90th  Anniversary  of  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison. 

WHEREAS,  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison  was  created  by  Congress  in  1903  to  provide  garrison  space  for  the 
enlarged  National  Army  after  the  Spanish-American  War;  and 

WHEREAS,  at  that  time,  the  War  Department  sold  the  U.S.  Arsenal  to  Indianapolis  for  a  school,  and 
purchased  1,994  acres  northeast  of  the  city  near  the  town  of  Lawrence;  and 

WHEREAS,  after  dwindling  to  a  low  point  of  only  12  soldiers,  the  post  rapidly  came  to  life  during  the  First 
World  War  as  a  training  camp  and  to  muster  in  National  Guard  units  including  the  150th  Field  Artillery 
Regiment  commanded  by  Robert  Tyndall  who  would  later  become  Mayor  of  Indianapolis;  and 

WHEREAS,  from  1933  to  1941  the  fort  was  the  state  headquarters  for  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps;  and 

WHEREAS,  during  WW  II  Fort  Harrison  became  an  induction  center,  a  POW  camp,  an  Army  disciplinary 
barracks,  a  hospital,  and  schools  for  cooks,  chaplains  and  the  Army  Finance  School;  and 

WHEREAS,  after  the  war,  the  U.S.  Army  consolidated  its  financial  operations  at  the  Fort  including  the 
Army  Finance  Center  whose  building  was  constructed  over  the  old  post  airport,  and  established  several  training 
specialties  including  the  Defense  Information  School,  the  Adjutant  General  School  and  the  Soldier  Support 
Center;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  The  Indianapolis  City-County  Council  congratulates  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison  and  all  the 
thousands  of  men  and  women,  military  and  civilians,  who  have  given  it  life  and  vitality  during  the  past  90  years. 
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SECTION  2.   The  Mayor  is  invited  to  join  in  this  resolution  by  affixing  his  signature  hereto. 

SECTION  3.    This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14.

Bank),  as  Co-Trustee  (the  "Co-Trustee"),  dated  as  of  April  1,  1984  (the  "Original  Indenture");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Issuer,  the  Trustee  and  the  Co-Trustee,  with  the  consent  and  at  the  direction  of  General 
Motors  Corporation  (the  "Company")  and  the  holders  of  1 00%  of  the  Bonds  (the  "Holders"),  entered  into  a  1 992 
Supplemental  Trust  Indenture  dated  as  of  September  1,  1992  to  permanently  amend  the  Original  Indenture  to 
remove  the  provisions  of  the  Original  Indenture  and  the  Bonds  with  respect  to  Mandatory  Conversion  Events 
(including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  provisions  in  Section  204(c)  of  the  Indenture),  so  that  at  no  time  will  a 
Mandatory  Conversion  Event  occur;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Company  has  exercised  its  right  pursuant  to  the  Original  Indenture  as  amended  by  the  1 992 
Supplemental  Indenture  (collectively,  the  "Indenture")  to  optionally  convert  the  Bonds  from  the  Adjusted  Rate 
of  Interest  (as  defined  in  the  Indenture)  to  the  Fixed  Rate  of  Interest  (as  defined  in  the  Indenture)  which 
conversion  will  take  place  on  October  1,  1993  (the  "Conversion")  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Indenture;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  connection  with  the  Conversion  and  during  the  Fixed  Rate  Period,  the  Company  wishes  to 
waive,  and  agree  not  to  exercise,  its  right  to  cause  an  optional  redemption  of  the  Bonds  as  provided  under 
Section  301(b)  of  the  Indenture  and  to  make  related  prepayments  under  Section  7.2(b)  of  the  Loan  Agreement; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  Company  has  requested  that  the  Issuer  enter  into  an  Irrevocable  Waiver  and  Agreement 
among  the  Issuer,  Trustee,  Co-Trustee  and  Bear,  Stearns  &  Co.,  Inc.  as  Remarketing  Agent  to  effect  the 
aforesaid  waiver;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  on  September  8,  1993  adopted  a 
Resolution,  which  Resolution  has  been  previously  transmitted  hereto  finding  that  the  execution  of  the

SECTION  1 .  It  is  hereby  found  that  the  execution  of  the  Irrevocable  Waiver  and  Agreement  will  be  of  benefit 
to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  its  citizens  and  does  comply  with  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  2.  The  form  of  the  Irrevocable  Waiver  and  Agreement  approved  by  the  Indianapolis  Economic 
Development  Commission  is  hereby  approved  and  shall  be  inserted  in  the  minutes  of  the  City-County  Council 
and  kept  on  file  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  or  City-Controller.  Two  (2)  copies  of  the  Irrevocable  Waiver  and 
Agreement  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  public  inspection. 

SECTION  3.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  Irrevocable  Waiver  and 
Agreement  approved  herein  and  any  other  document  which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the 
transaction,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  The  Mayor  and  City 
Clerk  may  by  their  execution  of  the  Irrevocable  Waiver  and  Agreement  approve  changes  therein  and  also  in  any 
documents  which  do  not  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and/or  City  Clerk  without  further  approval  of  this 
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City-County  Council  or  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  if  such  changes  do  not  affect 
terms  set  forth  in  IC  36-7-12-27  (a)(1)  through  (a)(10). 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  Irrevocable  Waiver  and  Agreement  shall  constitute  a

A  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  approving  and  authorizing  certain  actions  and  proceedings  with  respect  to  certain 
proposed  economic  development  bonds. 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer")  is  authorized  by  IC  36-1-1 1.9  and  IC  36-7-12 
(collectively,  the  "Act")  to  issue  revenue  bonds  for  the  financing  of  economic  development  facilities,  the  funds 
from  said  financing  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition,  renovation,  construction,  installation  and  equipping  of  said 
facilities,  and  said  facilities  to  be  either  sold  or  leased  to  a  company  or  directly  owned  by  the  company; 

WHEREAS,  Sure  Start,  Inc.  (the  "Applicant")  has  advised  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development 
Commission  and  the  Issuer  that  it  proposes  that  the  Issuer  either  acquire  certain  economic  development  facilities 
and  sell  or  lease  the  same  to  Applicant  or  loan  the  proceeds  of  an  economic  development  financing  to  the 
Applicant  for  the  same,  said  economic  development  facilities  consist  of  the  acquisition,  renovation,  installation

WHEREAS,  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the  creation  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  (the 
retention  of  one  hundred  thirty  (130)  jobs  and  the  creation  of  approximately  sixty-eight  (68)  jobs  by  the  end  of 
one  year  and  one  hundred  sixty-two  (162)  jobs  by  the  end  of  three  (3)  years)  and  the  creation  of  business 
opportunities  to  be  achieved  by  the  acquisition,  renovation,  installation  and  equipping  of  the  Project  will  serve 
a  public  purpose  and  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens; 
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WHEREAS,  having  received  the  advice  of  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission,  it  would 
appear  that  the  financing  of  the  Project  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its 
citizens; 

WHEREAS,  it  presently  does  not  appear  that  the  acquisition,  renovation,  installation  and  equipping  of  the 
Project  will  have  an  adverse  competitive  effect  on  similar  facilities  already  constructed  or  operating  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA 

SECTION  1 .  It  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the  creation  of 
opportunities  for  gainful  employment  (the  retention  of  one  hundred  thirty  (130)  jobs  and  the  creation  of 
approximately  sixty-eight  (68)  jobs  by  the  end  of  one  year  and  one  hundred  sixty-two  (162)  jobs  by  the  end  of 
three  (3)  years)  in  and  near  the  Issuer,  is  desirable,  serves  a  public  purpose,  and  is  of  benefit  to  the  health  or 
general  welfare  of  the  Issuer;  and  that  it  is  in  the  public  interest  that  this  Issuer  take  such  action  as  it  lawfully 
may  to  encourage  the  diversification  of  industry,  the  creation  of  business  opportunities,  and  the  creation  of 
opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  2.  It  further  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue  bonds  of 
the  Issuer  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  Five  Million  Dollars  ($5,000,000)  under  the  Act  to  be  privately  placed 
or  publicly  offered  with  credit  enhancement  for  the  acquisition,  renovation,  installation  and  equipping  of  the 
Project  and  the  sale  or  leasing  of  the  Project  to  the  Applicant  or  the  loan  of  the  proceeds  of  the  revenue  bonds 
to  the  Applicant  for  the  acquisition,  renovation,  installation  and  equipping  of  the  Project  will  serve  the  public 
purposes  referred  to  above  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

SECTION  3.  In  order  to  induce  the  Applicant  to  proceed  with  the  acquisition,  renovation,  installation  and 
equipping  of  the  Project,  this  Council  hereby  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  (i)  it  will  take  or  cause 
to  be  taken  such  actions  pursuant  to  the  Act  as  may  be  required  to  implement  the  aforesaid  financing,  or  as  it 
may  deem  appropriate  in  pursuance  thereof;  provided  (a)  that  all  of  the  foregoing  shall  be  mutually  acceptable 
to  the  Issuer  and  the  Applicant  and  (b)  subject  to  the  further  caveat  that  this  inducement  resolution  expires 
April  30,  1994,  unless  such  bonds  have  been  issued  or  an  Ordinance  authorizing  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  has 
been  adopted  by  the  governing  body  of  the  Issuer  prior  to  the  aforesaid  date  or  unless,  upon  a  showing  of  good 
cause  by  the  Applicant,  the  Issuer,  by  official  action,  extends  the  term  of  this  inducement  resolution;  and  (ii) 
it  will  adopt  such  resolutions  and  authorize  the  execution  and  delivery  of  such  instruments  and  the  taking  of  such 
action  as  it  may  be  necessary  and  advisable  for  the  authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  economic 
development  revenue  bonds,  provided  that  at  the  time  of  the  proposed  issuance  of  such  bonds  (a)  this 
inducement  resolution  is  still  in  effect  and  (b)  the  aggregate  amount  of  private  activity  bonds  previously  issued 
during  that  calendar  year  will  not  exceed  the  private  activity  bond  limit  for  such  calendar  year,  it  being 
understood  that  the  Issuer,  by  taking  this  action,  is  not  making  any  representation  nor  any  assurances  that  ( 1 ) 
any  such  allocable  limit  will  be  available,  because  inducement  resolutions  in  an  aggregate  amount  in  excess  of 
the  private  activity  bond  limit  may  and  in  all  probability  will  be  adopted;  (2)  the  proposed  Project  will  have  no 
priority  over  other  projects  which  have  applied  for  such  private  activity  bonds  and  have  received  inducement 
resolutions;  and  (3)  no  portion  of  such  activity  bond  limit  has  been  guaranteed  for  the  proposed  Project;  and  (iii) 
it  will  use  its  best  efforts  at  the  request  of  the  Applicant  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  additional  bonds  for 
refunding  and  refinancing  the  outstanding  principal  amount  of  the  bonds,  for  completion  of  the  Project  and  for 
additions  to  the  Project,  including  the  costs  of  issuance  (providing  that  the  financing  of  such  addition  or 
additions  to  the  Project  is  found  to  have  a  public  purpose  [as  defined  in  the  Act]  at  the  time  of  authorization  of 
such  additional  bonds),  and  that  the  aforementioned  purposes  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.

The  proposal,  sponsored 
by  Councillor  Williams,  appropriates  $16,833,587  for  the  Department  of  Metropolitan 
Development,  Public  Housing  Division,  to  rehabilitate  Blackburn  and  Hawthorne  Place 
funded  by  federal  monies.  Councillor  Borst  said  that  the  majority  of  this  appropriation  will 
be  spent  on  completely  renovating  Blackburn  Terrace  and  Hawthorne  Place.  Some  of  the 
projects  that  the  remaining  balance  will  be  spent  on:  (1)  $7.3  million  to  install  HVAC  in  the 
senior  buildings,  (2)  $1 .4  million  to  renovate  66  units  at  Twin  Hills,  and  (3)  $655,000  to  cover 
computer  costs.  He  said  the  Committee  is  concerned  about  how  this  money  is  going  to  be 
spent  and  that  it  costs  over  $40,000  to  renovate  one  unit.  By  a  4-3  vote,  the  Committee 
reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

The  President  called  for  public  testimony  at  8:10  p.m.  There  was  no  one  present  to  testify. 

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  he  is  concerned  that  the  Council  is  being  asked  to 
appropriate  $16  million  to  renovate  two  apartment  projects.     If  it  does  cost  $40,000  to 
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renovate  one  unit  than  that  is  more  than  it  would  cost  for  new  construction.  He  said  that  in 
one  of  the  breakdowns  he  received  on  this  appropriation  one  of  the  line  items  was  $1.6 
million  for  resident  leadership  training.  He  said  that  this  is  probably  a  worthwhile  project  and 
it  probably  makes  sense  to  spend  some  money  on  it,  but  not  $1.6  million.  This  is  federal 
money,  but  he  believes  the  Council  has  a  responsibility  and  an  obligation  to  look  at  these 
expenses  in  a  little  more  depth.  If  the  Division  of  Housing's  budget,  which  is  approximately 
$23  million,  is  divided  by  the  number  of  units  that  are  in  service  in  Indianapolis,  vouchers 
could  be  provided  on  a  monthly  basis  of  over  $750  per  resident.  These  residents  could  live 
in  a  much  better  fashion  than  they  do  in  these  projects.  Councillor  McClamroch  said  that  this 
appropriation  deserves  more  investigation  by  this  Council  and  moved  to  return  Proposal  No. 
442,  1993  to  Committee. 

Councillor  West  said  that  it  is  his  understanding  that  it  is  out  of  order  to  speak  about  a  subject 
and  then  afterwards  to  make  a  motion  to  send  it  back  to  committee. 

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  he  would  like  to  move  that  this  proposal  be  sent  back  to 
Committee  before  he  started  his  speech. 

Councillor  Hinkle  seconded  the  motion  to  send  it  back  to  committee. 

Councillor  Franklin  said  that  he  was  asked  by  the  Council  to  sit  on  the  Public  Housing 
Advisory  Council's  Board  to  provide  the  Council  insight  and  information  as  to  what  is  going 
on  with  public  housing.  He  said  that  he  has  attended  every  meeting.  There  has  been  no 
dollars  spent  on  public  housing  in  this  City  in  over  twenty  years.  This  $16  million 
appropriation  cannot  be  used  for  new  construction.  It  must  be  used  for  renovation  and 
renovation  only.  This  City  does  not  have  enough  public  housing  and  a  person  must  wait  for 
years  before  getting  into  public  housing.  This  federal  money  is  supposed  to  provide  safe, 
clean,  decent,  affordable  housing  for  low-income  residents.  His  calculation  for  renovation 
is  about  $30,000  per  unit,  not  $40,000.  The  City  has  just  hired  John  Nelson  as  the  new 
Administrator  of  the  Division  of  Housing  and  Councillor  Franklin  believes  that  he  is  a  good 
strong  leader.  He  said  that  he  thinks  it  is  time  for  the  Council  to  stop  talking  and  do 
something  for  public  housing. 

Councillor  Dowden  moved  the  previous  question  on  Councillor  McClamroch 's  motion. 
Councillor  Schneider  seconded  the  motion. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  she  has  struggled  with  HUD  issues  in  Hometown  and  she  knows 
it  is  impossible  to  use  this  money  for  new  housing  and  it  is  also  impossible  to  have  vouchers 
that  allow  people  to  go  any  place  they  want  to  go  if  they  are  in  HUD  housing.  Some  of  this 
$16  million  will  be  used  to  repair  the  two  elevatprs  at  Lugar  Towers,  which  is  a  fifteen  story 
building  with  only  two  elevators.  She  said  that  everyday  old  people  are  in  danger  in  both 
Lugar  Towers  and  in  the  Barton  buildings  when  they  use  the  elevators.  She  urged  the  Council 
not  to  send  this  proposal  back  to  Committee  where  it  could  be  talked  to  death  when  there  are 
people  being  injured  because  of  the  Council's  inability  to  get  the  job  down.

Councillor  Borst  asked  for  consent  to  explain  his  vote.  Consent  was  given.  Councillor  Borst 
said  that  he  voted  against  sending  it  back  to  Committee  because  (1)  the  Division  of  Public 
Housing  now  has  a  competent  person  who  has  experience  in  administering  public  housing  in 
New  York,  Los  Angeles  and  other  cities,  and  (2)  the  Committee  promised  Blackburn  Terrace 
and  Hawthorne  Place  that  the  Council  would  take  action  in  September. 

Councillor  Gray  asked  for  consent  to  explain  his  vote.  Consent  was  given.  Councillor  Gray 
said  that  two  housing  areas  are  in  his  district  and  they  are  a  fire  hazard  to  the  community.  The 
people  have  been  promised  better  housing.  He  thinks  Mr.  Nelson  will  do  a  good  job  and  the 
Council  should  give  him  that  opportunity. 

Councillor  Jimison  asked  for  consent  to  explain  her  vote.  Consent  was  given.  Councillor 
Jimison  said  that  she  voted  against  sending  it  back  to  Committee  because  the  people  who  live 
in  these  particular  housing  units  are  not  rich  folks,  are  not  middle  income,  but  they  are  poor 
people.  They  should  be  able  to  live  in  surroundings  with  the  same  dignity  as  anyone  else. 
She  said  that  it  does  not  make  sense  to  her  to  send  this  back  to  the  Committee  to  ask  for 
explanations  on  a  breakdown  that  you  can  get  at  any  time.  She  asked  that  all  the  Councillors 
who  voted  to  send  this  back  to  Committee  to  change  their  vote  and  to  be  humane  and 
compassionate  and  concerned  enough  to  vote  to  pass  this  proposal  at  this  meeting. 

Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  it  is  his  understanding  from  the  comments  made  by  Councillors 
Williams  and  Franklin  that  if  the  proposal  goes  back  to  Committee,  the  Committee  cannot 
make  any  decision  concerning  the  expenditures  of  the  money  for  new  construction.  The 
moneys  cannot  be  spent  for  new  construction,  but  are  earmarked  to  be  spent  only  for 
renovation.  He  said  that  he  voted  against  sending  it  back  to  Committee  and  will  vote  to  pass 
the  proposal  at  this  meeting. 

Councillor  Beadling  stated  that  she  voted  against  sending  it  back  to  Committee  because  there 
is  nothing  the  Committee  can  do  about  new  construction  or  vouchers. 

Councillor  Borst  said  that  he  was  using  the  wrong  formula  in  calculating  the  cost  per  unit. 
According  to  his  new  calculation  the  cost  per  unit  is  $31,159.  He  moved,  seconded  by 
Councillor  Boyd,  to  pass  Proposal  No.  442,  1993. 

Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  Councillor  Franklin  suggested  that  the  Council  has  not  spent 
any  money  on  public  housing  in  the  last  twenty  years  in  the  City.    That  is  not  true.    The 
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Council  has  appropriated  many  dollars  for  public  housing  through  the  Model  City  Program 
and  through  the  Community  Development  Block  Grants. 

The  President  said  that  he  knows  that  this  Council  has  a  deep  sense  of  frustration  with  the 
public  housing  program  which  has  been  a  failed  program  for  many,  many  years.  The  Council 
has  no  control  over  the  public  housing  policy  that  the  City  has  to  live  with.

Councillor  Williams  asked  for  a  point  of  special  privilege.  She  said  that  in  the  Baird  versus 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  case,  which  resulted  in  the  redistricting  of  the  County,  the  next  step 
is  a  legal  dispute  about  legal  fees.  She  said  that  she  has  learned  that  $500,000  has  already 
been  spent  on  legal  fees.  If  the  City  objects  to  that  amount  then  more  legal  fees  will  be 
generated.  She  urged  the  Council  to  consider  the  case  finished  and  not  to  spend  one  more 
cent  on  attorneys'  fees. 

The  President  said  that  there  comes  a  time  to  move  on  and  he  believes  that  now  is  the  time. 

The  President  asked  for  public  testimony  at  7:52  p.m.  on  Proposal  Nos.  420,  421,  422,  423. 
424,  425,  459,  460,  461,  462  and  463,  1993. 

Ed  Cottrell,  Jr.  said  that  he  is  a  fire  dispatcher  for  the  City.  He  is  concerned  that  there  may 
be  another  pay  cut  for  fire  and  police  dispatchers.  An  emergency  communications  dispatcher 
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requires  a  lot  of  skill.  The  average  wage  in  Marion  County  is  $19,000  a  year.  In  other 
counties  in  Indiana  some  dispatchers  earn  $25,000  or  more. 

POLICE  SPECIAL  SERVICE  DISTRICT 
FIRE  SPECIAL  SERVICE  DISTRICT 

A  quorum  being  present,  the  President  called  the  Police  Special  Service  District  Council  and 
the  Fire  Special  Service  District  Council  to  order  at  7:55  p.m. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  420,  1993.  The  proposal  is  the  annual  budget  for  the  Police  Special  Service 
District  for  1994.  PROPOSAL  NO.  421,  1993.  The  proposal  is  the  annual  budget  for  the  Fire 
Special  Service  District  for  1994.  Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and 
Criminal  Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  Nos.  420  and  421,  1993  on  September  22,  1993. 
By  6-0  votes,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposals  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation 
that  they  do  pass  as  amended. 

The  President  stated  that  the  total  budget  for  the  Police  Special  Service  District  is  $89,844,000 
and  for  the  Fire  Special  Service  District  is  $60,052,000. 

Councillor  Golc  stated  that  he  has  two  major  concerns  with  the  Indianapolis  Fire 
Department's  (IFD)  budget.  First,  he  is  concerned  about  safety  in  his  neighborhood.  It  takes 
four  firefighters  to  staff  a  firefighting  apparatus,  but  sometimes  there  are  only  three 
firefighters  available  on  an  apparatus  when  they  go  out  on  a  run—one  is  driving,  one  is 
hooking  the  hose  up  and  one  is  doing  the  firefighting.  According  to  the  standard  operating 
procedure  manual  of  IFD  if  a  firefighter  goes  into  a  house  alone  and  as  a  result  has  an  injury, 
the  City  is  not  liable  for  any  resulting  injury.  The  second  concern  is  for  the  firefighters 
themselves.  He  believes  they  lack  some  necessary  equipment.  The  firefighters  must  also 
concern  themselves  with  ambulance  service,  outside  contracts,  equipment  breakdown, 
increase  number  of  runs,  new  technology  and  hazardous  decontamination.  He  believes  that 
in  the  future  there  will  be  either:  (1)  a  reduction  in  service,  or  (2)  the  need  for  a  consolidation 
of  stations.  He  said  that  this  Council  needs  to  start  dealing  with  these  problems.  There  are 
some  simple  solutions,  but  then  there  are  also  some  long-term  decisions  that  must  be  made. 

The  President  said  that  he  shares  Councillor  Golc's  concerns.  For  a  long  time  there  has  not 
been  any  new  moneys  available  for  the  police  and  fire  departments  because  the  property  tax 
base  cannot  afford  it.  The  money  coming  from  the  County  Option  Income  Tax  (COIT),  which 
was  originally  set  up  to  fund  the  police  and  fire  departments  pension  funds,  has  been  helping 
to  fund  the  police  and  fire  departments  current  salaries  and  overhead.  In  1995  the  amount  of 
the  moneys  paid  out  on  pensions  will  exceed  the  income  allocated  for  the  pensions  from 
COIT. 

Councillor  Beadling  asked  if  is  there  is  enough  money  in  IFD's  1994  budget  to  reestablish  the 
two-man  rescue  squads  if  the  ambulance  service  pilot  program  fails. 

Councillor  Dowden  replied  that  the  budget  provides  sufficient  funding  to  deliver  those 
services  that  are  being  described.  He  said  that  every  year  the  funding  for  the  Indianapolis 
Police  Department  (IPD)  and  IFD  increases.  Chief  James  Toler  and  Chief  Keith  Smith  are 
very  concerned  about  their  departments,  but  they  are  two  leaders  who  are  on  top  of  the 
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situation  and  are  working  with  the  men  and  women  in  their  departments  to  deliver  the  caliber 
of  service  that  is  necessary  and  they  are  constantly  looking  at  better  utilization  of  the 
resources  available.  Chief  Smith  is  in  fact  looking  at  consolidating  where  it  is  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  department  and  the  taxpayer. 

Councillor  Williams  said  that  the  tax  base  is  eroding  in  Center  Township.  The  township  has 
no  control  over  the  school  budget  and  no  control  over  the  welfare  budget.  She  reminded  the 
Council  that  people  who  live  outside  Center  Township  but  who  come  into  the  township  to 
work  and  for  entertainment  create  tremendous  demands  on  the  system.  For  example,  there 
was  not  one  Center  Township  taxpayer  who  was  involved  in  the  Athletic  Club  fire.  She  said 
that  her  constituents  believe  that  this  fire  department  budget  will  cause  a  reduction  in  service 
and  are  therefore  opposed  to  it. 

Councillor  Boyd  asked  if  sometime  in  future  there  might  be  some  general  discussion  in  the 
Public  Safety  and  Criminal  Justice  Committee  about  community-based  policing.  Councillor 
Dowden  said  that  he  will  put  that  on  the  agenda  at  some  future  time. 

Councillor  West  said  that  if  the  1994  IFD  budget  does  not  pass  then  the  State  Tax  Board  has 
to  put  into  effect  the  budget  for  1993.  The  1993  IFD  budget  is  $40,830,254;  the  1994  IFD 
budget  is  $44,186,679~an  increase  of  8.2%.  Councillor  West  said  that  he  does  not  believe 
that  would  be  the  best  thing  to  do.

SECTION  3.  (a)  The  salaries,  wages,  and  compensation  of  the  various  officers  and  employees  of  the  Police 
Special  Service  District  for  the  ensuing  year  are  now  fixed  and  approved  as  follows:  (i)  for  all  classified 
personnel  of  the  Police  Special  Service  District  in  accordance  with  schedule  set  forth  in  the  Mayor's  Executive 
Order  No.  2,  1993,  and  (ii)  for  all  merit  police  officers  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  labor  agreements 
approved  by  the  Mayor.  Such  compensation  shall  not  be  increased  without  approval  of  the  Council  or  as 
provided  in  such  wage  and  salary  classification  ordinance  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  adopted  for  employees 
of  the  Police  Special  Service  District. 

(b)  The  respective  amounts  herein  specified  for  personal  services  are  hereby  appropriated  therefor;  provided, 
however,  that  no  person,  official,  or  employee  whose  salary  or  compensation  has  been  approved  as  part  of  the 
"Personal  Services"  appropriations  in  this  ordinance,  or  any  ordinance  hereafter  adopted,  shall  have  any  vested 
right  to  receive  such  amount,  except  as  may  be  accrued,  or  otherwise  provided  by  statute.  Control  as  to  any 
decrease  shall  be  vested  in  the  body  or  executive  having  direction  over  the  one  affected,  as  provided  by  law. 
Provided  that,  certain  employees  classified  as  "exempt"  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  shall 
be  salaried  employees,  and  such  salaries  shall  be  paid  on  an  annualized  basis.  Exempt  salaried  employees  shall, 
however,  be  required  to  work  a  regularly  scheduled  40-hour  week.  Provided  further,  that  the  compensation  of 
employees  classified  as  "non-exempt"  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  may  fluctuate  from  pay  period  to  pay  period, 
in  accordance  with  actual  hours  worked.  Non-exempt  employees  shall  also  be  required  to  work  a  regularly 
scheduled  40-hour  week.  Wages  and  hours  of  uniformed  employees  shall  be  determined  in  accordance  with 
applicable  provisions  of  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act. 

SECTION  4.  To  defray  the  costs  of  government  of  the  Police  Special  Service  District  in  accordance  with  the 
appropriations  stated  in  sections  1  and  2  of  this  ordinance,  certain  anticipated  and  estimated  revenues  are 
allocated  as  follows: 

(a)  The  Police  Service  District  Fund  for  1994  shall  consist  of  all  balances  as  of  the  end  of  fiscal  1993 
available  for  transfer  into  said  fund,  all  miscellaneous  revenues  derived  from  sources  connected  with  the 
operation  of  the  Police  Force,  including  traffic  fines  and  intergovernmental  reimbursements,  Police  Training 
Fund  Transfers,  Court  Docket  Fees,  portions  of  the  receipts  from  the  County  Option  Income  Tax  allocated  to 
this  fund,  those  distributions  of  taxes  allocated  by  state  law  on  the  basis  of  property  taxes  levied  and  assessed 
as  this  fund,  and  all  amounts  received  by  the  levy  of  a  rate  of  tax  for  this  fund  on  all  taxable  property  located 
in  the  Police  Special  Service  District  by  virtue  of  section  5  of  this  ordinance. 
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(b)  The  Police  Pension  Fund  for  1994  shall  consist  of  all  balances  at  the  end  of  fiscal  1993  available  for 
transfer  into  said  fund,  all  miscellaneous  revenues  derived  from  sources  connected  with  the  operation  of  the 
Police  Pension  Fund,  amounts  allocated  herein  from  the  Supplemental  Pension  Trust,  those  distributions  of  taxes 
allocated  by  state  law  on  the  basis  of  property  taxes  levied  and  assessed  as  this  fund,  all  amounts  received  by 
the  levy  of  a  rate  tax  for  this  fund  on  all  taxable  property  located  in  the  Police  Special  Service  District  by  virtue 
of  section  5  of  this  ordinance. 

SECTION  5.  There  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed  or  confirmed  as  may  be  required  by  law  on  all  real  estate 
and  improvements  and  all  business  personal  property  of  whatever  description,  tangible  and  intangible,  and 
choses  in  action  of  every  kind  and  character  in  the  Police  Special  Service  District  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
as  assessed  and  returned  for  taxation  in  said  District  for  the  year  1993,  payable  in  1994,  a  tax  rate  of  One  dollar

SECTION  3.  (a)  The  salaries,  wages,  and  compensation  of  the  various  officers  and  employees  of  the  Fire 
Special  Service  District  for  the  ensuing  year  are  now  fixed  and  approved  as  follows:  (i)  for  all  classified 
personnel  of  the  Fire  Special  Service  District  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  set  forth  in  the  Mayor's  Executive 
Order  No.  2, 1993,  and  (ii)  for  all  merit  firefighters  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  labor  agreements  approved 
by  the  Mayor.  Such  compensation  shall  not  be  increased  without  approval  of  the  Council  or  as  provided  in  such 
wage  and  salary  classification  ordinance  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  adopted  for  employees  of  the  Fire  Special 
Service  District. 


(b)  The  respective  amounts  herein  specified  for  personal  services  are  hereby  appropriated  therefor;  provided, 
however,  that  no  person,  official,  or  employee  whose  salary  or  compensation  has  been  approved  as  part  of  the 
"Personal  Services"  appropriations  in  this  ordinance,  or  any  ordinance  hereafter  adopted,  shall  have  any  vested 
right  to  receive  such  amount,  except  as  may  be  accrued,  or  otherwise  provided  by  statute.  Control  as  to  any 
decrease  shall  be  vested  in  the  body  or  executive  having  direction  over  the  one  affected,  as  provided  by  law. 
Provided  that,  certain  employees  classified  as  "exempt"  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  shall 
be  salaried  employees,  and  such  salaries  shall  be  paid  on  an  annualized  basis.

The  1994  budget  is  for  a  total  of  $207,000,000.  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  (H&H)  does 
have  a  tax  rate  but  there  is  no  increase  over  1993's  tax  rate.  On  September  2,  1993  by  an  8-0 
vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do 
pass.  Councillor  Schneider  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Giffin,  for  adoption. 

Councillor  Jimison  moved,  to  amend  Proposal  No.  461,  1993,  namely  the  budget  of  Health 
and  Hospital  Corporation  of  Marion  County,  by  the  addition  of  $300,00  to  Section  2,  Division 
of  Public  Health,  by  adding  a  category  five  (5)  entitled  Healthy  Baby  Project,  thereby 
increasing  the  total  from  the  current  $19,347,500  to  $19,647,500.  This  motion  was  seconded 
by  Councillor  Williams. 

Councillor  Jimison  said  that  she  is  aware  of  a  document  that  has  been  distributed  titled  "Infant 
Mortality  Budget  Implementation  Plan"  (Plan).  This  Plan  does  not  cover  transportation  and 
childcare  costs  for  women  who  are  unable  to  provide  transportation  to  the  sites  where  prenatal 
care  can  be  obtained  and  to  pay  for  childcare.  She  said  that  there  is  a  need  for  funding  for 
those  women  who  do  not  come  within  the  Medicaid  guidelines,  but  who  are  on  the  brink  of 
poverty,  to  enable  them  to  be  able  to  receive  this  very  much  needed  care. 
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Councillor  West  said  that  the  Plan  does  include  some  of  the  transportation  services  on  page 
2,  Community  Centers  of  Indianapolis  (transportation  services).  He  pointed  out  that  H&H 
has  adopted  a  budget  after  its  hearings  and  after  Municipal  Corporation  Committee  budget 
hearings  which  reaches  the  maximum  allowable  rate  permitted  under  the  property  tax  laws 
of  this  state.  He  believes  that  the  $300,000  that  Councillor  Jimison  is  seeking  is  already  in 
H&H's  budget. 

Councillor  Schneider  said  that  the  Plan  lists  different  organizations  and  services  all  concerned 
with  healthy  babies  and  infant  mortality  programs.  The  total  budget  for  the  Infant  Mortality 
Implementation  Plan  is  $1.2  million.   He  opposes  Councillor  Jimison's  amendment. 

Councillor  Williams  said  that  the  Plan  lists  the  Peoples  Health  Center  will  receive  $122,000. 
She  asked  if  this  $122,000  is  earmarked  for  healthy  babies  alone  or  is  this  the  total  amount 
that  Peoples  Health  Center  receives  for  all  services.  Councillor  West  replied  that  it  is  his 
understanding  that  the  $122,000  is  for  healthy  babies. 

Councillor  Jimison  said  that  if  Councillors  Schneider  and  West  can  assure  her  that  every 
woman  in  Marion  County  who  becomes  pregnant  and  desires  prenatal  care  is  able  (1)  to 
obtain  it,  whether  she  has  the  income  or  not,  (2)  to  have  transportation,  (3)  to  have  childcare 
services,  and  (4)  to  receive  those  services  unencumbered,  especially  during  the  first  trimester, 
then  she  would  withdraw  her  amendment. 

Councillor  Schneider  said  that  he  cannot  assure  that  any  more  than  he  can  assure  that  a  home 
would  not  be  destroyed  by  fire  even  though  the  City  has  the  very  best  fire  department. 

Councillor  West  asked  Elvin  Plank,  Coordinator  of  Maternal  Child  Health,  to  answer 
Councillor  Jimison's  question. 

Mr.  Plank  said  that  prenatal  care  is  available  to  any  woman  in  this  county  regardless  of  ability 
to  pay  at  any  of  the  health  centers  including  the  Wishard  Community  Centers.  Transportation 
services  paid  by  Medicaid  are  only  available  to  those  women  who  qualify.  Women  who  do 
not  have  transportation  and  who  do  not  qualify  for  Medicaid  will  have  a  transportation 
problem.  Childcare  services  are  not  provided  nor  paid  for  by  any  program,  although  some  of 
the  health  centers  have  some  childcare  provided  in  their  centers  while  mothers  receive  care.

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ARTICLE  FOUR 
MISCELLANEOUS  APPROPRIATIONS  AND  ALLOCATIONS 

Section  4.01.    State,  Local  and  Federal  Grants. 

(a)  Grant  Applications  Authorized.  The  Mayor  of  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  is  hereby 
authorized  to  make  such  applications  as  may  be  required  by  federal  or  state  laws  or  regulations  in  order  to  apply 
for,  and  receive,  such  state  or  federal  grants  or  payments  as  are  anticipated,  allocated  and  approved  for 
expenditure  by  inclusion  in  this  ordinance. 

(b)  Community  Development  Grant  Funds.  Until  this  Council  has  approved  the  amounts,  locations  and 
programmatic  operation  of  each  project  to  be  funded  from  Community  Development  Grant  Funds,  the  amounts 
appropriated  herein  for  such  purposes  shall  not  be  encumbered  or  spent. 

(c)  Public  Purpose  Local  Grants.  The  sums  appropriated  for  public  purposes  grants  as  part  of  this 
ordinance  shall  not  be  spent  until  this  Council  by  resolution  approves  the  amount  and  identity  of  the  recipient 
of  each  grant. 

Section  4.02.    Appropriations  for  Certain  Allocated  Expenses. 

As  part  of  the  appropriations  authorized  for  the  various  offices  by  Section  1.02  and  included  under  "3. 
Other  Services  and  Charges"  are  amounts  allocated  for  payment  of  City-County  Building  rent,  jail  rent, 
telephone  services  and  information  services  agency  charges.  The  building  rent,  information  services  agency 
and  telephone  charges  cannot  be  transferred  without  City-County  Council  approval.  In  total  there  is 
appropriated: 

(1)  City-County  Building  Rent  3,637,758 

(2)  Jail  Rent  3,558,250 

(3)  Telephone  Services  2,523,411 

(4)  Information  Services  Agency  Charge  4,939,540 

The  Auditor  is  authorized  to  pay  such  charges  to  the  extent  of  the  total  appropriations  and  allocate  the  total  to 
the  respective  offices  on  the  basis  of  actual  use  and  charges  without  further  action  by  this  Council,  unless  the 
aggregate  totals  exceed  the  total  appropriations  for  such  purpose  or  the  allocation  to  any  specific  office  would 
exceed  the  unencumbered  balance  for  Character  3  expenditures  of  any  such  office. 

Section  4.03.  Allocation  of  County  Option  Income  Tax  Revenues. 

Pursuant  to  IC  6-3.5-6-19  (d),  the  City-County  Council  may  determine  the  distribution  to  be  made  of  the 
revenue  received  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  County  of  Marion  as  a  single  taxing  unit  from  the  County 
Option  Income  Tax.  The  City-County  Council  hereby  determines  that  from  the  certified  distribution  of  Eighty- 
six  Million  Four  Hundred  Eighty-four  Thousand  Dollars  ($86,484,000)  after  the  County  Auditor  deposits  Two 
Million  Dollars  ($2,000,000)  in  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Fund,  retains  the  homestead 
credit  distribution  of  Ten  Million,  Four  Hundred  Seventy-one  Thousand  Four  Hundred  Twenty-three 
($10,471,423)  and  distributes  the  shares  of  other  units  entitled  to  distributions,  the  balance  for  the  Consolidated 
City  and  County  of  Sixty -three  Million  Six  Hundred  Twenty-one  Thousand  Three  Hundred  Fifty-eight  Dollars 
($63,621,358)  are  hereby  allocated  and  shall  be  distributed  by  the  County  Auditor  and  City  Controller  as 
follows: 

( 1 )  To  the  County  General  Fund,  the  sum  of  $2 1 ,207, 1 20; 

(2)  To  the  Consolidated  County  Fund,  the  sum  of  $295,801; 

(3)  To  the  Police  Special  Service  District  Fund,  the  sum  of  $23,480,000; 

(4)  To  the  Fire  Special  Service  District  Fund,  the  sum  of  $10,275,000; 

(5)  To  the  DMD  General  Fund,  the  sum  of  $200,000; 

(6)  To  the  Housing  Authority  Fund,  the  sum  of  $250,000; 

(7)  To  the  Youth  and  Family  Services  Fund  the  sum  of  $150,000; 

(8)  To  the  Police  Pension  Fund  the  sum  of  $4,1 15,000;  and 

(9)  To  the  Fire  Pension  Fund  the  sum  of  $3,635,000. 
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Section  4.04.    Assistance  to  Division  of  Housing  and  Parks  and  Recreation  Department. 

Pursuant  to  IC  36-7-19,  the  City-County  Council  authorizes  aid  to  the  Division  of  Housing  in  the 
Department  of  Metropolitan  Development  by  exempting  it  from  sewer  user  charges  and  fees  and  from  solid 
waste  collection  charges  and  fees  and  to  the  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  by  exempting  it  from  sewer 
user  charges  and  fees.

ARTICLE  FIVE 
COMPENSATION  OF  OFFICERS  AND  EMPLOYEES 

Section  5.01.    Elected  Officers. 

Pursuant  to  IC  36-3-6-2,  the  annual  compensation  of  elected  officers  of  the  consolidated  city  and  county 
are  fixed  for  the  calendar  year  1994  and  thereafter,  as  follows: 

(a)  Mayor.  Effective  January  1,  1994,  the  compensation  for  the  mayor  of  Indianapolis  as  an  annual  salary 
for  the  calendar  year  1994  and  thereafter  until  modified,  shall  be  Eighty-Three  Thousand,  Two  Hundred  Eleven 
Dollars  ($83,21 1)  and  a  deferred  compensation  plan  funded  by  contributions  equalling  Seven  Thousand,  Five 
Hundred  Dollars  ($7,500)  which  amounts  for  each  year  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  use  of  an  automobile,  an 
account  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  office,  and  participation  in  other  employee 
benefits  on  the  same  basis  as  other  city  employees. 

(b)  Elected  County  Officers.  Effective  January  1,  1994  the  annual  compensation  of  the  elected  county 
officers  for  the  calendar  year  1994  and  thereafter  until  modified  shall  be  as  follows: 

(1)  County  Assessor  51,484 

(2)  County  Auditor  55,867 

(3)  County  Clerk  55,867 

(4)  County  Coroner  30,741 

(5)  County  Prosecutor  13,209 

(6)  County  Sheriff  28,250 

(7)  County  Recorder  48,454 

(8)  County  Surveyor  46,124 

(9)  County  Treasurer  55,867 

(10)  Center  Township  Assessor  49,324 

(11)  Decatur  Township  Assessor  38,390 

(12)  Franklin  Township  Assessor  38,390 

(13)  Lawrence  Township  Assessor  43,068 

(14)  Perry  Township  Assessor  43,068

The  county  prosecutor  receives  Sixty  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Forty  Dollars  ($6 1 .740)  from  the  state 
(IC  33-14-7-5).  The  county  contribution  for  Circuit,  Superior,  and  Municipal  Court  Judges  shall  be  Twenty 
Three  Thousand  Six  Hundred  Eighty  Four  Dollars  ($23,684),  consisting  of  Ten  Thousand  Four  Hundred 
Seventy  Five  Dollars  ($10,475)  required  by  IC  33-13-12-7  and  an  additional  Thirteen  Thousand  Two  Hundred 
Nine  Dollars  ($13,209). 
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The  salary  fixed  for  the  County  Sheriff  shall  be  increased  to  $88,250  per  annum  if  the  sheriff  has  entered 
into  a  salary  contract  pursuant  to  either  applicable  ordinance  or  IC  36-2-13-2.5. 

All  elected  county  officers  shall  be  entitled  to  participate  in  other  employee  benefits  on  the  same  basis  as 
other  county  employees. 

(c)  City-County  Council.  Effective  January  1,  1994,  the  annual  compensation  of  members  of  the 
City-County  Council  for  the  calendar  year  1994  and  thereafter  until  modified  shall  be  as  follows: 

(1)  Each  member  of  the  city-county  council  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  in  an  amount  equal  to  twelve 
(12)  percent  of  the  annual  salary  of  the  mayor  as  fixed  in  subsection  (a). 

(2)  Each  member  of  the  city-county  council  shall  receive,  in  addition  to  the  annual  salary,  a  per  diem 
allowance  of  One  Hundred  Twelve  Dollars  ($112)  for  each  regular  council  meeting  attended,  not  to 
exceed  twenty-one  (21)  in  any  calendar  year,  attendance  to  be  determined  solely  on  the  basis  of  the 
roll  call  taken  at  the  opening  of  each  regular  meeting. 

(3)  Each  member  of  the  city-county  council,  in  addition  to  the  annual  salary  and  per  diem  for  council 
meetings,  shall  receive  a  per  diem  of  Sixty-two  Dollars  ($62)  for  attendance  at  each  meeting  of  a 
committee  of  which  he  is  a  member,  not  to  exceed  forty  (40)  meetings  in  any  calendar  year.  The 
council  may  authorize  the  per  diem  fee  to  be  paid  to  a  member  representing  the  council  on  a  specific 
council  assignment. 

(4)  In  addition  to  the  annual  salary  and  per  diem  fees,  the  officers  of  the  council  shall  receive  the 
following  additional  compensation: 

a.  The  president  shall  be  paid  an  additional  annual  compensation  of  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred 
Eighty-two  Dollars  ($1,982); 

b.  The  vice  president,  majority  leader  and  minority  leader  shall  be  paid  an  additional  annual 
compensation  of  One  Thousand  Three  Hundred  Twenty  Dollars  ($1,320);  and 

c.  The  chairman  of  each  standing  committee  for  the  president  of  each  special  service  district 
council  shall  be  paid  an  additional  annual  compensation  of  Seven  Hundred  Ninety-seven  Dollars 
($797). 

d.  The  chairman  of  each  special  committee  shall  be  paid  an  additional  monthly  compensation  of 
Sixty-six  Dollars  ($66)  for  each  calendar  month  during  which  the  committee  meets. 

No  member  shall  be  entitled  to  but  one  additional  compensation  as  provided  in  this  paragraph  (4).  The 
right  to  each  such  additional  compensation  shall  be  established  by  the  council  rules  and  resolutions 
providing  for  the  organization  of  the  council  or  the  establishment  of  the  special  committee. 

(d)  Members  of  the  City-County  Council,  as  part-time  employees,  may  participate  in  employee  benefit 
programs  on  the  same  basis  as  other  elected  and  part-time  employees  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Section  5.02.  Annual  Compensation  of  Employees  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County. 

(a)  Pursuant  to  IC  36-3-6-3,  the  City-County  Council  fixes  the  annual 

compensation  for  the  calendar  year  1994  for  all  appointed  officers,  deputies  and  employees  under  its 
jurisdiction,  as  set  forth  in  this  section. 

(b)  The  Annual  Compensation  for  1994  for  all  appointed  officers,  deputies  and  employees  of  the 
Consolidated  City,  except  those  of  a  special  services  district,  is  hereby  fixed  for  all  classified  personnel  as 
follows: 

(1)  as  set  forth  in  the  schedule  in  the  Mayor's  Executive  Order  No.  2,  1993,  or 

(2)  for  hourly  employees  in  a  bargaining  unit  shall  be  paid  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Master 
Agreement  as  approved  by  the  Mayor.  * 

Such  compensation  shall  not  be  increased  without  approval  of  the  Council  or  in  accordance  with  such  wage  and 
salary  classification  ordinance  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  adopted  for  city-county  employees.  For  employees 
of  the  City-County  Council,  the  President  of  the  City-County  Council  shall  classify  all  employees  of  the  Council 
pursuant  to  the  pertinent  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Council  and  establish  their  rates  of  compensation. 

(c)  For  all  appointed  officers,  deputies  and  employees,  whose  compensation  is  payable  from  the  County 
General  Fund  or  any  other  fund  from  which  the  County  auditor  issues  warrants  for  compensation,  are  hereby 
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fixed  in  accordance  with  schedules  of  compensation  adopted  pursuant  to  Article  VI  of  Chapter  23  of  the  Code 
of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  provided;  however,  that  this  subsection  shall  not  affect  the  salaries  of 
judges,  officers  of  courts,  prosecuting  attorneys  and  deputy  prosecuting  attorneys  whose  minimum  salaries  are 
fixed  by  statute. 

(d)  The  respective  amounts  set  forth  in  Sections  1.01  and  1.02  of  this  ordinance  for  personal  services  are 
hereby  appropriated  and  include  all  salaries,  wages,  compensation  and  fringe  benefits  associated  therewith.  No 
person  whose  compensation  is  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council  shall  be  paid  in  excess  of  the  amounts 
scheduled  for  such  position  pursuant  to  subsections  (b)  or  (c)  of  this  section  without  action  by  this  Council. 

(e)  The  scheduled  annual  salaries  shall  be  paid  on  the  basis  of  forty  hours  per  week  for  hourly  paid 
employees.  Employees  classified  as  "exempt"  for  purposes  of  the  Federal  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  shall  be 
salaried  and  such  salaries  paid  on  an  annualized  basis,  and  shall  be  required  to  regularly  work  a  forty-hour  (40) 
week,  except  for  certain  county  offices  which  normally  work  only  thirty-seven  and  one-half  (37)  hours  per  week 
in  which  case  the  salary  scheduled  shall  be  reduced  by  1/16  of  the  scheduled  compensation. 

Section  5.03.  No  Vested  Rights  Created. 

The  respective  amounts  specified  for  "Personal  Services"  in  Sections  1.01  and  2.01  are  appropriated  subject 
to  this  section.  No  officer  or  employee,  except  elected  officers  whose  salaries  are  stated  in  Section  4.01,  shall 
have  any  vested  right  to  receive  such  amount  or  any  minimum  amount  except  as  may  be  accrued  or  otherwise 
provided  by  law.  Control  as  to  any  decrease  in  compensation  shall  be  vested  in  the  body  or  officer  having 
direction  over  the  person  affected,  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  5.04.  Enforcement. 

Any  employee  of  the  city  or  county  who  authorizes  the  payment  of,  or  accepts,  any  salary,  wage  or 
compensation,  either  as  to  separate  persons  or  in  gross,  in  excess  of  that  authorized  in  this  article  or  Sections 
1.01  or  1.02,  shall  be  indebted  to  the  city  or  county  for  repayment  of  the  excess;  and  such  actions  shall  be 
grounds  for  impeachment,  removal,  or  dismissal  in  the  manner  provided  by  law.

ARTICLE  SEVEN 
LEVY  OF  PROPERTY  TAXES 

Section  7.01.  Tax  Levies  for  Consolidated  City  and  Its  Special  Taxing  Districts. 

(a)  CONSOLIDATED  COUNTY  FUND.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Consolidated  County  Fund  for 
the  county-wide  functions  of  the  consolidated  city,  there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed,  in  the  year  1993, 
collectible  in  the  year  1994,  the  sum  of  Sixteen  and  Four  hundredths  cents  ($.1604)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of  said  Marion  County,  which  taxes,  when  collected, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  Consolidated  County  Fund. 

(b)  CITY  SINKING  FUND.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  City  Sinking  Fund,  there  is  hereby  levied  and 
assessed,  in  the  year  1993,  collectible  in  the  year  1994,  the  sum  of  Two  and  Ten  hundredths  cents  ($.0210)  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  Consolidated  City 
of  Indianapolis,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Sinking  Fund. 

(c)  INDIANAPOLIS  CUMULATIVE  CAPITAL  DEVELOPMENT  FUND.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  Indianapolis  Cumulative  Capital  Development  Fund,  there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed,  in  the  year  1993, 
collectible  in  the  year  1994,  the  sum  of  Fifteen  cents  ($.15)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  taxes,  when  collected, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  Indianapolis  Cumulative  Capital  Development  Fund. 

(d)  SPECIAL  TAXING  DISTRICTS'  FUNDS.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Consolidated  City  of 
Indianapolis,  there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed,  in  the  year  1993,  collectible  in  the  year  1994,  on  the  assessed 
valuation  of  taxable  property  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  a  consolidated  city  or  in  the  applicable  special  taxing 
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district  thereof,  as  assessed  and  returned  for  taxation  in  said  City,  all  of  which  levies  are  duly  authorized  by 
specific  law,  tax  rates  as  follows: 

(1)  Redevelopment  General  Fund:  Zero  and  Seventy  hundredths  cents  ($.0070)  for  the  Redevelopment 
General  Fund  for  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  such  special  taxing  district,  taxable 
property; 

(2)  Flood  Control  General  Fund:  Two  and  Fifty  Three  hundredths  cents  ($.0253)  for  the  Flood  Control 
General  Fund  for  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  such  special  taxing  district,  taxable 
property,  County  Assessed  Valuation; 

(3)  Transportation  General  Fund:  Zero  cents  ($.0000)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation 
of  the  Metropolitan  Thoroughfare  Special  Taxing  District  property.  County  Assessed  Valuation; 

(4)  Park  General  Fund:  Seventeen  and  Twenty  Three  hundredths  cents  ($.1723)  for  the  Park  General 
Fund  for  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  such  special  taxing  district,  taxable  property, 
County  Assessed  Valuation;

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Speedway,  Indiana,  as  assessed  and  returned  for  taxation  in  said  County  for  the  year  1993,  collectible  in  the 
year  1994,  a  tax  rate  of  twenty-seven  and  eighty-four  hundredths  cents  ($.2784)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  valuation  of  such  taxable  property,  which  levy  is  duly  authorized  by  specific  law. 

(b)  INDIANAPOLIS-MARION  COUNTY  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SINKING  FUND.  For  the  use  and  benefit

(e)  HEALTH  AND  HOSPITAL  FUND.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Health  and  Hospital  Fund,  there 
is  hereby  levied  and  assessed  in  1993,  collectible  in  the  year  1994,  the  sum  of  seventy-eight  and  twenty-eight 
hundredths  cents  ($.7828)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property 
of  said  Marion  County,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Health  and  Hospital  Fund. 

(0  HEALTH  AND  HOSPITAL  BOND  FUND.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Health  and  Hospital  Bond 
Fund,  there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed  in  1993,  collectible  in  the  year  1994,  the  sum  of  five  and  thirty-six 
hundredths  cents  ($.0536)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property 
of  said  Marion  County,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Health  and  Hospital  Bond  Fund. 

(g)  HEALTH  AND  HOSPITAL  CUMULATIVE  BUILDING  FUND.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
Health  and  Hospital  Cumulative  Building  Fund,  there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed  in  1993,  collectible  in  the 
year  1994,  the  sum  of  twenty  hundredths  cents  ($.0020)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  taxable  property  of  said  Marion  County,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Health 
and  Hospital  Bond  Fund. 

ARTICLE  EIGHT 
COLLECTION  AND  EFFECTIVE  DATE 

Section  8.01.  Collection  of  Tax  Levies. 

The  Auditor  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  place  all  the  tax  levies  set  forth 
in  this  ordinance  (as  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners)  upon  the  property  tax  duplicate.  The 
County  Treasurer  of  such  county,  ex-officio  City  Treasurer,  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  collect  the  levies 
stated  in  Section  6.01  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  a  Consolidated  City,  and  its  special  taxing  districts,  and  make 
due  report  thereof  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  8.02.    Effective  Date. 

This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  beginning  January  1, 1994,  after  passage  by  the  City-County 
Council,  approval  by  the  Mayor,  (or  passage  over  his  veto),  and  approval  by  the  County  Tax  Adjustment  Board 
and  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners  as  required  by  law;  except  that,  any  part  of  this  ordinance  providing  for 
the  budget  or  appropriating  money  for  an  office  or  officer  of  the  county  provided  for  by  the  Constitution  of 
Indiana  or  a  judicial  office  or  officer  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  veto  of  the  Mayor. 
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PROPOSAL  NO.  423,  1993.  Councillor  Ruhmkorff  reported  that  the  Community  Affairs 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  423,  1993  on  September  16,  1993.  The  proposal  is  the  annual 
budget  for  the  Marion  County  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  1994.  The  budget  submitted 
by  the  Welfare  Department  was  for  $66  million,  but  the  Committee  reduced  that  amount  to 
$44  million.  She  stated  that  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  is  now  known  as  the  Marion 
County  Office  of  Family  and  Children.  By  an  8-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal 
to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended.  Councillor  Ruhmkorff 
moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Franklin,  for  adoption. 

Councillor  Moriarty  asked  if  the  shortfall  for  the  Welfare  Budget  is  $22  million.  Councillor 
Ruhmkorff  answered  in  the  affirmative.  Councillor  Moriarty  asked  what  measures  have  been 
taken  to  alleviate  the  problem  that  they  have  had  in  the  past  with  sending  children  out-of-state 
for  special  care.  Councillor  Ruhmkorff  responded  that  the  State  and  the  County  are  working 
together  on  this  problem  and  she  thinks  that  problem  will  be  solved  in  the  very  near  future. 

Councillor  Rhodes  asked  if  this  will  result  in  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate.  Robert  Wilkes,  Chief 
Financial  Analyst,  stated  that  there  is  approximately  a  fourteen  cent  increase  that  is  due 
primarily  to  the  debt  service. 

Councillor  Jimison  asked  if  this  amount  would  be  sufficient  to  totally  fund  this  agency  or  will 
it  come  back  and  ask  for  additional  appropriations.  Councillor  Ruhmkorff  replied  that  the 
agency  will  be  probably  be  back  to  ask  for  additional  appropriations  in  1994. 

William  Lantz,  III,  Deputy  County  Auditor,  stated  that  if  the  Council  does  not  approve  of  the 
1994  welfare  budget,  then  the  State  Tax  Board  is  allowed  to  approve  the  amount  that  was 
advertised,  which  was  the  original  $66  million,  not  the  $44  million  that  was  passed  out  of 
committee. 

Councillor  McClamroch  said  that  if  the  Council  rejects  this  budget,  it  would  then  allow  the 
Department  of  Welfare  to  have  a  budget  of  $66  million  as  opposed  to  $44  million,  therefore 
it  does  not  make  sense  to  vote  against  the  1 994  budget. 

Robert  G.  Elrod  said  that  there  are  two  things  that  determine  what  the  tax  rate  actually  is:  (1) 
the  appropriation  and  (2)  the  levy.  If  the  Council  rejects  the  1994  welfare  budget,  the  State 
Tax  Board  has  the  authority  to  (1)  grant  an  excess  levy  since  the  County  has  not  set  a  rate, 
or  (2)  to  approve  1993's  appropriation  level  and  tax  rate. 

Councillor  Jimison  asked  for  consent  to  explain  her  vote.  Consent  was  given.  She  said  that 
since  she  believes  the  Welfare  Department  will  be  back  for  more  money,  she  did  not  think  her 
constituents  would  appreciate  her  sanctioning  this  budget. 

Councillor  Rhodes  said  he  had  one  more  comment  and  an  explanation  of  his  vote.  He  said 
this  whole  cycle,  in  his  opinion,  started  back  in  the  early  1970"s  at  a  trial  in  Danville  where 
the  county  employees  had  sued  the  county.  The  county  employees  said  that  they  should  be 
paid  as  state  employees  because  they  had  to  pass  the  state  exams.  They  won.  He  believes  this 
has  completely  snowballed  to  the  problem  it  is  today.  It  is  his  opinion  that  count) 
government  would  have  a  much  better  handle  on  the  welfare  issue  if  the  county  was 
administering  the  budget  instead  of  the  state. 
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The  President  passed  the  gavel  to  Councillor  West. 

The  President  said  that  many  years  ago  when  this  budget  was  administered  by  the  county  the 
Wall  Street  Journal  ran  an  article  about  how  Marion  County  had  one  of  the  very  best  welfare 
offices  at  the  lowest  budget  per  capita  in  the  country.  The  County  administered  that  budget. 
Now  the  County  has  nothing  to  say  about  how  welfare  is  handled.  He  said  he  thinks  it  is  a 
travesty  to  send  so  many  young  people  out  of  Indiana  at  several  hundred  dollars  a  day.  He 
believes  the  State  realizes  now  that  this  is  a  hardship  and  unfortunately  this  hardship  is  falling 
the  hardest  on  those  who  can  least  afford  it. 

Councillor  West  returned  the  gavel  to  the  President.

For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Welfare  General  Fund,  there  is  hereby  levied  and 
assessed  in  1993,  collectible  in  the  year  1994,  the  sum  of  thirty-four  and  fifty  hundredths  cents  ($.3450)  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property  of  said  Marion  County,  which  taxes, 
when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Welfare  General  Fund  in  the  County  Treasury. 

(b)  Welfare  Administration  Fund.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Welfare  Administration  Fund,  there  is 
hereby  levied  and  assessed  in  1993,  collectible  in  the  year  1994,  the  sum  of  six  and  forty-three  hundredths  cents 
($.0643)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property  of  said  Marion 
County,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Welfare  Administration  Fund  in  the  County  Treasury 
and  transferred  to  the  State  of  Indiana. 

(c)  Welfare  Medical  Care  Assistance  to  Wards.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Welfare  Medical  Care 
Assistance  to  Wards  Fund,  there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed  in  1993,  collectible  in  the  year  1994,  the  sum  of 
thirty -nine  hundredths  cents  ($.0039)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable 
property  of  said  Marion  County,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Welfare  Medical  Care 
Assistance  to  Wards  Fund  in  the  County  Treasury  and  transferred  to  the  State  of  Indiana. 

(d)  Welfare  Bond  Sinking  Fund.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  County  Welfare  Bond  Sinking  Fund,  there 
is  hereby  levied  and  assessed  in  1993,  collectible  in  the  year  1994,  the  sum  of  twenty-six  and  ninety-four 
hundredths  cents  ($.2694)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property 
of  said  Marion  County,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Welfare  Bond  Sinking  Fund  in  the 
County  Treasury. 

(e)  Hospital  Care  for  the  Indigent  Fund.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Hospital  Care  for  the  Indigent  Fund, 
there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed  in  1993,  collectible  in  the  year  1994,  the  sum  of  forty-eight  hundredths  cents 
($.0048)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property  of  said  Marion 
County,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Hospital  Care  for  the  Indigent  Fund  in  the  County 
Treasury  and  transferred  to  the  State  of  Indiana. 

(f)  County  Children  with  Special  Health  Care  Needs  Fund.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  County  Children 
With  Special  Health  Care  Needs  Fund,  there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed  in  1993,  collectible  in  the  year  1994, 
the  sum  of  one  and  twenty-five  hundredths  cents  ($.0125)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  taxable  property  of  said  Marion  County,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  County 
Children  With  Special  Health  Care  Needs  Fund  in  the  County  Treasury  and  transferred  to  the  State  of  Indiana. 

SECTION  7.    Collection  of  tax  levies. 

The  Auditor  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  is  hereby  orderbd  and  directed  to  place  all  the  tax  levies  set  forth 
in  this  ordinance  (as  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners)  upon  the  property  tax  duplicate. 

SECTION  8.    Effective  date. 

This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  beginning  January  1,  1994,  after  passage  by  the  City-County 
Council,  approval  by  the  Mayor  (or  passage  over  his  veto),  and  approval  by  the  County  Tax  Adjustment  Board 
and  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners  as  required  by  law. 
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PROPOSAL  NO.  424,  1993.  Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and 
Criminal  Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  424,  1993  on  September  22,  1993.  The 
proposal  is  the  annual  budget  for  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency  for 
1994.  This  Agency's  1994  budget  totals  $8,752,975.  By  a  7-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported 
the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended.  Councillor 
Dowden  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Curry,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.  424,  1993,  as 
amended,  was  adopted  on  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

SECTION  3.  The  salaries,  wages,  and  compensation  of  the  various  officers  and  employees  of  the  Metropolitan 
Emergency  Communications  Agency  for  the  ensuing  year  are  now  fixed  and  approved  for  all  employees  of  the 
Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  of  compensation  adopted 
pursuant  to  Article  VI  of  Chapter  23  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County. 

Such  compensation  shall  not  be  increased  without  approval  of  the  Council  or  as  provided  in  such  wage  and 
salary  classification  ordinance  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  adopted  for  employees  of  the  Metropolitan 
Emergency  Communications  Agency,  and  the  respective  amounts  herein  specified  for  personal  services  are 
hereby  appropriated  therefor;  provided,  however,  that  no  person,  official,  or  employee  whose  salary  or 
compensation  has  been  approved  as  part  of  the  "Personal  Services"  appropriations  in  this  ordinance,  or  any 
ordinance  hereafter  adopted,  shall  have  any  vested  right  to  receive  such  amount,  except  as  may  be  accrued,  or 
otherwise  provided  by  statute.  Control  as  to  any  decrease  shall  be  vested  in  the  body  or  executive  having 
direction  over  the  one  affected,  as  provided  by  law.  Provided  that,  certain  employees  classified  as  "exempt"  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  shall  be  salaried  employees,  and  such  salaries  shall  be  paid  on  an 
annualized  basis.  Exempt  salaried  employees  shall,  however,  be  required  to  work  a  regularly  scheduled  40-hour 
week.  Provided  further,  that  the  compensation  of  employees  classified  as  "non-exempt"  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Act  may  fluctuate  from  pay  period  to  pay  period,  in  accordance  with  actual  hours  worked.  Non-exempt 
employees  shall  also  be  required  to  work  a  regularly  scheduled  40-hour  week.  Wages  and  hours  of  uniformed 
employees  shall  be  determined  in  accordance  with  applicable  provisions  of  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act. 

SECTION  4.  To  defray  the  costs  of  government  of  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency 
in  accordance  with  the  appropriations  stated  in  sections  1  and  2  of  this  ordinance,  certain  anticipated  and 
estimated  revenues  are  allocated  as  follows: 

(a)  The  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  A.gency  Fund  for  1994  (County  Auditor)  shall  consist 
of  all  balances  at  the  end  of  fiscal  1993  available  for  transfer  into  said  fund  from  the  City  Controller,  and  all 
fees,  charges,  miscellaneous  revenues  derived  from  sources  connected  with  the  operation  of  the  Metropolitan 
Emergency  Communications  Agency  and  the  portion  of  County  Option  Income  taxes  allocated  to  such  purposes, 
all  of  which  does  not  involve  a  property  tax  levy  for  said  fund. 

(b)  The  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency,  Indianapolis  Emergency  Telephone  System 
Fund  for  1994  shall  consist  of  all  balances  at  the  end  of  fiscal  1993  available  for  transfer  into  said  fund, 
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Enhanced  9-1-1  fees  and  interest  allocated  to  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency,  all  of 
which  does  not  involve  a  property  tax  levy  for  said  fund. 

(c)  The  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency  Sinking  Fund  for  1994  shall  consist  of  all 
balances  at  the  end  of  fiscal  1993  available  for  transfer  into  said  fund,  all  miscellaneous  revenues  derived  from 
sources  connected  with  the  operation  of  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency  Sinking  Fund, 
those  distributions  of  taxes  allocated  by  state  law  on  the  basis  of  property  taxes  levied  and  assessed  as  this  fund, 
all  amounts  received  by  the  levy  of  a  rate  tax  for  this  fund  on  all  taxable  property  located  in  the  Indianapolis 
Public  Safety  Communications  System  and  Computer  Facilities  District  (county-wide  assessed  valuation)  by 
virtue  of  section  5  of  this  ordinance.

SECTION  8.  The  Auditor  of  Marion  County,  be,  and  he  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  place  the  aforesaid 
tax  levies  upon  the  property  tax  duplicates;  and  the  County  Treasurer  of  such  county,  ex-officio  city  treasurer, 
be  and  she  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  collect  the  same  for  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications 
Agency  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  make  due  report  thereof  as  provided  by  law.

The 
proposal,  sponsored  by  Councillor  Franklin,  appropriates  $16,927  for  the  Superior  Court, 
Criminal  Division,  Room  Five,  to  cover  overtime  expenses  and  the  salary  of  an  additional 
clerk.  By  a  7-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended.  Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  part  of  the 
amendment  was  that  certain  fiscal  matters  would  be  worked  out.  This  has  not  happened  and 
asked  for  consent  to  return  Proposal  No.  108,  1993  to  Committee.    Consent  was  given. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  489,  1993.  The  proposal  appropriates  $370,000  for  the  County  Sheriff  to 

cover  food  expense  for  the  jail  inmates  through  the  end  of  the  year. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  490,  1993.  The  proposal  transfers  and  appropriates  $93,053  for  the  Clerk 

of  the  Circuit  Court  to  transfer  the  Court  Services  payroll  into  the  Court  Administrator's 

budget  for  1993  and  to  cover  shelving  expenses  at  the  juvenile  facility. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  491,  1993.    The  proposal  appropriates  $18,100  for  the  Superior  Court, 

Criminal  Division,  Probation  Department,  to  cover  postage,  supplies  and  telephone  sen  ice 

expenses. 

The  President  asked  for  consent  to  postpone  Proposal  Nos.  489,  490  and  491,  1993  until 
October  1 1,  1993.

Consent  was 
given.

A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  approving  transfer  of  certain  territory  from  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis 
to  the  City  of  Beech  Grove. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION   1 .  The  owners  of  the  real  estate  described  in  Section  2  of  the  ordinance  having  petitioned  the 

City  of  Indianapolis  to  disannex  such  territory  and  having  petitioned  the  City  of  Beech  Grove  to  annex  such 
territory,  the  transfer  of  such  territory  from  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  to  the  City  of  Beech  Grove 
is  hereby  approved,  effective  upon  the  City  of  Beech  Grove  approving  such  transfer. 

SECTION  2.  Sec.  111-1  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City"  be  and  is  hereby  amended  to 

reflect  the  change  in  boundaries  of  the  Consolidated  City  by  adding  a  new  paragraph  (5)  reading  as  follows:

WHEREAS,  by  shifting  costs  to  counties  and  cities,  unfunded  federal  mandates  breach  the  underlying 
principles  of  federalism  which  assumes  a  working  partnership  and  shared  responsibilities  between  the  federal, 
state  and  local  governments;  and 

WHEREAS,  American  citizens  are  unaware  of  the  impact  of  unfunded  mandates  on  local  services  and  their 
own  local  taxes;  and 

WHEREAS,  risk  assessment  is  an  essential  component  to  any  cost-benefit  analysis  of  mandates  and  should 
be  included  in  all  bills  that  impose  mandates  on  counties  and  cities;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  The  Indianapolis  City-County  Council  urges  Congress  and  the  Administration  to  enact  legislation 
that  would  relieve  counties  and  cities  of  all  obligations  to  carry  out  any  new  mandate  arising  from  federal  law. 
regulation  or  policy  unless  federal  funds  are  provided. 

SECTION  2.  The  Council  resolves  that  Congress  and  the  Administration  are  urged  to  enact  legislation  to 
reimburse  local  governments  for  the  costs  of  complying  with  existing  federal  mandates.

The  President  stated  that  Proposal  Nos.  398  and  399,  1993  will  be  heard  at  this  time. 

The  proposal, 
sponsored  by  Councillors  Moriarty,  Beadling,  Dowden,  Golc,  Jimison,  McClamroch,  Mullin, 
O'Dell,  Schneider,  Short  and  Smith,  amends  the  Code  by  establishing  that  vehicles  used  in 
an  act  of  prostitution  are  public  nuisances.  PROPOSAL  NO.  399,  1993.  The  proposal, 
sponsored  by  Councillors  Moriarty,  Beadling,  Dowden,  Golc,  Jimison,  McClamroch,  Mullin, 
O'Dell,  Schneider,  Short  and  Smith,  amends  the  code  by  establishing  that  vehicles  used  in  an 
act  of  prostitution  which  are  public  nuisances  may  be  abated  by  sale  at  a  public  auction. 
Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  on  August  16,  1993  the  Public  Safety  and  Criminal  Justice 
Committee  heard  Proposal  Nos.  398  and  399,  1993  and  recommended  do  pass.  On  September 
13,  1993  the  Council  voted  to  return  the  proposals  to  Committee.  On  October  6,  1993  the 
proposals  were  heard  again  in  Committee.  By  a  6-2  vote  on  October  6,  the  Committee 
reported  Proposal  No.  398,  1993  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass.  By 
a  5-2  vote  on  October  6,  the  Committee  reported  Proposal  No.  399,  1993  to  the  Council  with 
the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended.  Councillor  Dowden  moved,  seconded  by 
Councillor  Moriarty,  for  adoption. 

Councillor  Moriarty  stated  that  prostitution  is  an  ongoing  and  increasing  problem  for  some 
of  the  residents  in  her  district.  The  two  proposals  seek  to  address  this  problem.  The  first 
proposal  would  establish  that  vehicles  used  in  the  act  of  prostitution  are  public  nuisances.  The 
second  proposal  would  establish  that  public  nuisance  vehicles  used  in  the  act  of  prostitution 
may  be  sold  at  a  public  aution.  She  said  that  the  Police  Department  needs  additional  tools  to 
help  alleviate  this  problem  of  solicitation.  The  statutes  on  the  books  presently  are  not  enough. 

Councillor  Short  asked  that  Jeffrey  Modisett,  County  Prosecutor,  address  this  issue. 

Mr.  Modisett  stated  that  these  proposals  are  modeled  after  Portland,  Oregan  ordinances  where 
the  City  of  Oregan  has  had  tremendous  success—there  has  been  a  dramatic  reduction  of 
solicitations. 
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Councillor  Williams  voiced  her  appreciation  to  Councillor  Moriarty  for  her  work  on  this 
issue.  She  said  that  her  district  has  a  similar  problem  and  she  supports  both  of  these 
ordinances. 

Councillor  Gilmer  stated  that  he  believes  that  the  state  should  pass  stricter  laws  on 
prostitution. 

Councillor  Golc  said  that  his  district  used  to  be  a  haven  for  massage  parlors.  Twelve  years 
ago  the  Council  passed  legislation  banning  massage  parlors  and  that  started  the  demise  of 
crime  along  West  Washington  Street.  He  supports  these  ordinances. 

Councillor  Borst  stated  that  there  is  already  a  law  against  prostitution  and  he  believes  that 
these  proposed  ordinances  will  be  difficult  to  enforce.

Sec.  19-2  Structures,  vehicles  or  things  detrimental  to  health  and  safety. 

(a)  No  building,  vehicle,  structure,  receptacle,  yard,  lot,  premises,  or  part  thereof,  shall  be  made,  used, 
maintained  or  operated  in  the  city  in  any  manner  so  as  to  cause  or  produce  a  nuisance  or  be  dangerous  or 
detrimental  to  the  public  health  and  safety. 

(b)  The  use  of  any  motor  vehicle  on  the  streets  of  the  city,  where  by  reason  of  any  defect  or  other  condition 
in  such  vehicle  the  driving  thereof  on  the  streets  constitutes  a  menace  or  hazard  to  the  life,  safety  or  property 
of  any  person,  shall  be  a  public  nuisance. 

(c)  The  use  of  any  motor  vehicle  on  the  streets  or  alleys  of  the  city  to  solicit,  facilitate  or  consummate  an 
act  of  prostitution  as  defined  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  in  such  a  way  as  to  constitute  an  injury  and 
offense  to  the  health  and  senses  of  the  citizenry  shall  be  a  public  nuisance.  A  public  nuisance  as  described  by 
this  subsection  may  be  abated  in  accord  with  the  provisions  of  section  41,  Chapter  19  of  the  Code. 

SECTION  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  council  and  compliance  with 
IC  36-3-4-14.

CITY-COUNTY  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  119,  1993 

A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  amending  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  by  establishing  that 
vehicles  used  in  an  act  of  prostitution  which  are  public  nuisances  may  be  abated  by  sale  at  a  public  auction. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION   1.  Chapter  19  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  section 
41  as  follows: 

Sec.  19-41  Abatement  of  vehicles  constituting  a  public  nuisance. 

(a)  When  a  motor  vehicle  is  impounded  and  removed  to  a  place  of  safekeeping  pursuant  to  an  arrest  for 
an  offense  described  in  Sec.  19-2(c)  of  the  code,  the  Office  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  or  its  designee  may  file 
with  a  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction  an  action  to  abate  the  nuisance  by  requesting  the  vehicle's  sale  at  public 
auction.  The  Corporation  Counsel  or  its  designee  shall  not  bring  such  an  action  unless  it  be  shown  that  the 
person  creating  the  nuisance  has  a  prior  conviction  for  an  offense  as  described  in  Sec  19-2(c)  of  the  code.  If 
the  Corporation  Counsel  or  its  designee  elects  to  bring  an  action  under  this  section,  such  an  action  must  be  filed 
within  two  days  of  the  vehicle's  impoundment  excepting  weekends  and  legal  holidays.  The  Court  shall  not 
grant  this  remedy  unless  it  be  proved  that  the  owner  of  record  with  the  bureau  of  motor  vehicles  knew  or  had 
reason  to  know  that  the  vehicle  was  being  used  in  such  a  way  as  to  constitute  a  nuisance  as  described  in  Section 
2(c),  Chapter  19  of  the  code.  The  complaint  shall  be  filed  in  the  name  of  the  city  and  shall  be  served  on  each 
person  whose  right,  title  or  interest  is  of  record  with  the  bureau  of  motor  vehicles. 

(b)  The  Office  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  or  its  designee  shall  receive  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200)  and 
any  law  enforcement  agency  assisting  in  such  an  action  shall  receive  Three  Hundred  Thirty  Dollars  ($330)  as 
reimbursement  for  their  expenses  in  bringing  an  action  under  Sec.  19-2.,  other  departments  of  the  city  and  any 
assisting  law  enforcement  agencies  are  entitled  to  reimbursement  for  their  expenses  including  reasonable 
attorney  fees  in  enforcing  Sec.  19-2.  Said  expenses  and  fees  shall  be  satisfied  from  the  sale  of  the  vehicle  after 
the  costs  of  the  sale  and  any  valid  liens  or  encumbrances  are  satisfied  as  the  court  may  determine.  These  funds 
shall  be  considered  miscellaneous  revenue  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  or  its  designee  or  any  other  law 
enforcement  agency.  The  remaining  balance  after  the  sale  of  the  vehicle  shall  be  disbursed  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  record  prior  to  the  sale. 

(c)  If  the  Court  finds  in  favor  of  the  City  and  orders  a  vehicle  sold  at  public  auction,  and  a  person  holding 
a  valid  lien  or  security  interest  of  record  shall  appear,  the  Court  shall  determine  whether  the  secured  interest  is 
equal  to  or  in  excess  of  the  appraised  value  of  the  vehicle.  Appraised  value  is  to  be  determined  as  of  the  date 
of  judgment  on  a  wholesale  basis  by  agreement  between  the  secured  party  and  the  city  or  by  the  inheritance  tax 
appraiser  for  Marion  County. 

If  the  amount  due  the  secured  party  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  appraised  value  of  the  vehicle  the  court 
shall  order  the  vehicle  released  to  the  secured  party.  If  the  amount  due  the  secured  party  is  less  than  the 
appraised  value,  the  secured  party  may  pay  into  court  an  amount  equal  to  the  owner's  equity.  The  owner's 
equity  is  the  difference  between  the  appraised  value  and  the  security  interest.  Upon  payment  into  court  of  the 
owner's  equity,  the  Court  shall  order  the  vehicle  released  to  the  secured  party  and  distribute  the  amount  paid 
into  Court  as  provided  in  subsection  (b).  If  the  secured  party  declines  to  pay  the  owner's  equity  into  Court,  the 
vehicle  shall  be  sold  at  auction  and  the  proceeds  distributed  as  provided  by  subsection  (b). 

(44 — A  vehicle  that  is  the  subject  of  a  nuisance  action  under  this  section  is  not  subject  to  replevin  but  is 
considered  to  be  in  the  custody  of  the  law  enforcement  agency  originally  impounding  the  vehicle. 

SECTION  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  council  and  compliance  with 
IC  36-3-4-14. 
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Councillor  Gilmer  asked  for  consent  to  explain  his  vote.  Consent  was  given.  He  stated  that 
he  voted  against  the  proposals  because  he  believes  they  are  "overkill"  ordinances. 

The  President  stated  that  these  ordinances  should  be  given  a  chance  to  see  if  they  work.  If  it 
is  determined  that  they  are  ineffective  the  Council  can  reconsider  the  ordinances  after  a 
prescribed  period  of  time. 

Councillor  Smith  said  that  he  believes  these  proposals  will  act  as  a  deterrent  to  prostitution 
and  are  excellent  tools  for  law  enforcement.  It  allows  equal  prosecution  of  the  prostitute  and 
the  solicitor  and  gives  law  enforcement  a  civil  remedy  as  opposed  to  a  criminal  one.

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer")  is  authorized  by  IC  36-1-1 1.9  and  IC  36-7-12

WHEREAS,  the  acquisition,  construction,  renovation,  installation  and  equipping  of  the  Project  will  not  have 
an  adverse  competitive  effect  on  similar  facilities  already  constructed  or  operating  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Issuer;  now,  therefore:

SECTION  1.  It  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the  creation  of 
opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer,  is  desirable,  serves  a  public  purpose, 
and  is  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer;  and  that  it  is  in  the  public  interest  that  this  Issuer 
take  such  action  as  it  lawfully  may  to  encourage  the  diversification  of  industry,  the  creation  of  business 
opportunities,  and  the  creation  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  2.  It  further  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue  bonds  of 
the  Issuer  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  Five  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,500,000)  under  the  Act 
to  be  privately  placed  or  publicly  offered  with  credit  enhancement  for  the  acquisition,  construction,  renovation, 
installation  and  equipping  of  the  Project  and  the  sale  or  leasing  of  the  Project  to  the  Applicant  or  the  loan  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  revenue  bonds  to  the  Applicant  for  the  acquisition,  construction,  renovation,  installation  and 
equipping  of  the  Project  will  serve  the  public  purposes  referred  to  above  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

SECTION  3.  In  order  to  induce  the  Applicant  to  proceed  with  the  acquisition,  construction,  renovation, 
installation  and  equipping  of  the  Project,  this  Council  hereby  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  (i)  it

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WHEREAS,  RMC  provides  lawn-mowing  services  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  Public  Housing  Division  and 
desires  to  own  lawn-mowing  equipment;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  and  RMC  seek  to  enter  into  an  agreement  for  the  transfer  of  certain  of  City's  lawn- 
mowing  equipment  to  RMC  to  assist  RMC  in  providing  lawn-mowing  services  to  City. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  promises  and  covenants  hereinafter  enumerated,  the 
parties  agree  as  follows:

The  City  also  has  a  training 
program  for  minorities  and  the  contractors  are  to  hire  workers  from  this  program  as  part  of 
the  bid  contract. 

Councillor  Ruhmkorff  stated  that  last  January  the  Councillors  submitted  to  DOT  a  list  of 
streets  that  they  wanted  resurfaced.  She  asked  if  this  appropriation  will  fund  any  resurfacing 
that  may  be  completed  this  year.  Mr.  Roob  replied  that  this  appropriation  will  be  spent  on 
1994  repaving  projects. 

Councillor  Borst  stated  that  there  has  not  been  much  repaving  in  his  district.  Mr.  Roob  stated 
that  paving  will  continue  through  the  end  of  November  and  a  significant  amount  of  work  is 
being  done  in  Perry  Township.

PROPOSAL  NO.  558,  1993.  Councillor  Coughenour  reported  that  the  Public  Works 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  558,  1993  on  October  21,  1993.  The  proposal  approves  a  loan 
agreement  and  a  note  between  the  City  and  the  Local  Public  Improvement  Bond  Bank  in  the 
amount  of  $20,000,000  and  appropriates  said  funds  (Barrett  projects).  By  a  5-0  vote,  the 
Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  Barrett  Law  projects  can  be  initiated  by  property  owners, 
the  Marion  County  Health  and  Hospital,  or  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  Barrett  Law 
process  provides  a  joint  funding  effort  between  the  City  and  property  owners  who  are 
benefiting  from  these  improvements,  i.e.,  sewers.  The  City  will  now  pay  the  contractors  up 
front  from  DPW  approved  funds,  payments  made  by  properly  owners,  or  funds  provided  by 
this  loan  agreement.  The  bids  should  come  in  twenty  to  thirty-five  percent  lower.  Property 
owners  can  choose  the  following  options  to  pay  their  portion  of  these  improvements: 

1 .  pay  prior  to  the  commencement  of  construction, 

2.  pay  after  the  construction  is  completed,  or 

3.  pay  their  assessment  plus  7%  interest  over  ten  years  by  signing  Barrett  Law  waivers. 

Councillor  Moriarty  asked  if  there  is  a  term  on  the  bond.  James  Snyder,  Executive  Director. 
Indianapolis  Local  Public  Improvement  Bond  Bank,  stated  that  there  is  a  ten-year  term.  He 
said  that  the  goal  is  to  save  the  construction  costs  and  reduce  the  assessments  to  the 
homeowners. 

Councillor  Moriarty  asked  if  taxpayers  will  pay  for  this  through  properly  taxes.  James  Steele. 
Jr.,  City  Controller,  replied  that  with  the  ten-year  wavier  plan  property  owners  will  be  billed 
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annually  by  the  Controller's  Office.  This  is  a  bill  separate  from  property  taxes,  and  due  either 
in  May  or  November. 

Councillor  Boyd  urged  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  because  it  seems  like  a  win-win 
situation.  He  believes  that  there  will  be  a  better  opportunity  for  minority  and  small 
contractors  to  participate  in  these  projects  because  of  the  cash-flow  situation.

CITY-COUNTY  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  13,  1993 

A  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  (the  "City")  authorizing  the  issuance  of  its  City  of 
Indianapolis  Barrett  Projects  Note,  Series  1993 A  (the  "Note"),  an  obligation  of  the  City  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  Twenty  Million  Dollars  ($20,000,000),  payable  by  Barrett  Bonds  issued  by  the 
City  or  from  other  moneys  which  may  be  available  therefor,  and  approving  and  authorizing  other  actions  in 
respect  thereto. 

WHEREAS,  the  City  has  been  duly  established  and  exists  as  a  consolidated  city  of  the  first  class  in  the  State 
of  Indiana  pursuant  to  IC  36-3-1,  et  seq.  and  has  been  granted  home  rule  powers  by  IC  36-1-3,  et  seq.;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Local  Public  Improvement  Bond  Bank  (the  "Bond  Bank")  is  a  public  body 
corporate  and  politic,  not  a  state  agency,  but  an  independent  public  instrumentality  exercising  essential  public 
functions  created  under  IC  5-1.4,  et  seq.,  as  amended  (the  "Act");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  is  a  Qualified  Entity  (as  defined  in  the  Act). 

WHEREAS,  the  Bond  Bank  is  authorized  under  the  Act  to  make  loans  to  Qualified  Entities;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  is  authorized  to  issue  and  sell  the  Note  to  the  Bond  Bank  in  accordance  with  IC  5-1.4- 
8-6;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  under  the  Act  and  other  applicable  provisions  of  law,  the 
Bond  Bank  has  agreed  to  loan  to  the  City  an  amount  necessary  to  enable  the  City  to  finance  certain  of  the  Costs 
of  Construction  of  the  Barrett  Projects  (both  as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement)  on  a  current  and  continuing 
basis;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  desires  to  borrow  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  (the  "Loan  Agreement")  attached 
hereto  as  Appendix  A  the  Loan  Amount  (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement)  from  the  Bond  Bank  subject  to  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  and  for  the  purposes  set  forth  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  intends  to  issue  its  Note  to  evidence  its  borrowing  from  the  Bond  Bank;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  City  will  through  its  Department  of  Public  Works,  or  any  successor  thereto,  use  the 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  Note  to  pay  the  Costs  of  Construction  of  the  Barrett  Projects  on  a  monthly  basis; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  plans  to  repay  its  Note  by  issuing  its  Barrett  Bonds  (as  defined  in  the  Loan 
Agreement)  to  the  Bond  Bank  or  by  repaying  it  from  other  moneys  which  may  be  available;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  are  insufficient  funds  available  or  provided  for  in  the  existing  budget  and  tax  levy  which 
may  be  applied  to  the  Costs  of  Construction  of  the  Barrett  Projects  and  the  issuance  of  the  Note  has  been 
authorized  to  procure  funds  and  an  extraordinary  emergency  and  necessity  exists  for  making  the  additional 
appropriation  set  out  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Clerk  of  this  City-County  Council  (the  "Clerk")  has  caused  notice  of  a  hearing  on  said 
appropriation  to  be  published  as  required  by  law;  and 

WHEREAS,  such  public  hearing  on  said  appropriation  was  held  at  a  meeting  of  this  City-County  Council 
on ,  1993  at EST  in  the  Public  Assembly  Room  on  the  second  floor  of  they  City- 
County  Building,  Indianapolis,  Indiana  at  which  all  taxpayers  and  interested  persons  had  an  opportunity  to 
appear  and  express  their  views  as  to  such  additional  appropriation;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION   1 .   The  City  shall  proceed  to  provide  funding  for  the  Barrett  Projects. 

SECTION  2.  For  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  pay  for  the  Barrett  Projects,  including  all  expenses  in 
connection  with  or  on  account  of  the  issuance  of  the  Note,  the  City  shall  enter  into  a  Loan  Agreement  and  Note 
in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  Twenty  Million  Dollars  ($20,000,000). 

The  Controller  of  the  City  (the  "Controller")  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  have  prepared  and  to  issue 
and  sell  to  the  Bond  Bank  the  Note  designated  as  "City  of  Indianapolis  Barrett  Projects  Note,  Series  1993  A", 
in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  Twenty  Million  Dollars  ($20,000,000).  The  Note  shall  be  issued  pursuant  to  a  loan 
agreement  similar  in  form  and  substance  to  the  Loan  Agreement. 

The  Note  shall  have  a  final  maturity  no  later  than  November  1,  1997,  in  amounts  negotiated  with  the  Bond 

Bank,  shall  have  a  net  interest  cost  which  does  not  exceed percent  ( %),  shall  be  sold  at  par  or  with 

an  original  issue  discount  which  does  not  exceed percent  ( %),  shall  be  in  a  form  similar  in 

substance  and  content  to  the  form  of  the  Note  contained  in  the  Loan  Agreement. 

The  Note  or  a  portion  thereof  may  be  redeemable  prior  to  maturity  upon  terms  and  conditions  provided  in 
the  Loan  Agreement  as  are  further  detailed  through  negotiation  with  the  Bond  Bank  by  the  Controller  and  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  (the  "Mayor")  consistent  with  the  best  interest  of  the  City  and  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance. 

SECTION  3.  The  Controller  and  the  Mayor  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  sell  the  Note  issued  to  the 
Bond  Bank  at  a  negotiated  sale. 

Prior  to  delivery  of  the  Note,  the  Controller  shall  obtain  a  legal  opinion  as  to  the  validity  of  the  Note  and 
shall  furnish  such  opinion  addressed  to  the  Bond  Bank.  The  Cost  of  said  opinion  shall  be  considered  as  part  of 
the  costs  incidental  to  these  proceedings  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  proceeds  of  the  Note. 

SECTION  4.  The  Loan  Agreement  and  the  Note  contemplated  by  this  Special  Ordinance  shall,  upon  execution, 
as  contemplated  herein,  constitute  the  valid,  legal  and  binding  obligations  of  the  City,  the  full  performance  and 
satisfaction  of  which  by  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed. 

SECTION  5.  The  City-County  Council  hereby  approves  the  Loan  Agreement  and  the  Note,  in  the  form 
attached  hereto  as  Appendix  A  and  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute,  and  the  Clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  attest  and  affix  the  seal  of  the  City  to,  the  Loan  Agreement  and  the  Note  with 
such  changes  and  revisions  thereto  as  they  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  to  consummate  the  transaction 
contemplated  hereby  if  such  changes  do  not  increase  the  interest  rates,  principal  amount  or  discount  in  excess 
of  that  authorized  in  Section  2,  and  such  execution  and  attestation  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  their  approval 
of  such  changes  and  revisions.  The  Loan  Agreement  and  the  Note  in  the  forms  executed  shall  constitute  the 
valid,  legal  and  binding  agreements  of  the  City,  the  full  performance  and  satisfaction  of  which  by  the  City  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed. 
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SECTION  6.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Note  with  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and 
the  Clerk  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  the  Note  with  her  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  cause  the  seal  of 
the  City  to  be  impressed  or  a  facsimile  thereof  to  be  printed  on  the  Note,  all  in  the  form  and  manner  herein 
provided.  Upon  the  consummation  of  the  sale  of  the  Note,  the  Controller  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  County,  ex- 
officio  Treasurer  of  the  City,  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  the  proceeds  of  the  Note  from  the  Bond  Bank  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law. 

SECTION  7.  The  City-County  Council  hereby  authorizes  and  directs  any  officers  of  the  City,  and  each  of 
them,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  hereby  authorizes  and  directs  any  officers  of  the  County,  and  each  of 
them,  for  an  on  behalf  of  the  County,  to  prepare,  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  instruments,  letters,  certificates, 
agreements  or  documents  as  the  officer  executing  the  same  determines  are  necessary  or  appropriate  to  effect 
and  to  consummate  the  transactions  described  in  this  Ordinance  and  the  Appendix  hereto,  such  determination 
to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  such  officer's  execution  thereof. 

SECTION  8.  The  City-County  Council  hereby  authorizes  and  directs  any  officers  of  the  City,  and  each  of 
them,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  hereby  authorizes  and  directs  any  officers  of  the  County,  and  each  of 
them,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  County,  to  take  any  actions  as  such  officer  determines  is  necessary  or  appropriate 
to  consummate  the  transactions  contemplated  by  or  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  this  Special  Ordinance,  such 
determination  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  such  officer's  taking  of  such  action. 

SECTION  9.  After  passage  and  upon  execution  of  the  Loan  Agreement  by  the  Mayor  and  attestation  by  the 
City  Clerk,  this  Special  Ordinance  shall  be  irrevocable  and  shall  not  be  amended  in  any  manner  which  would 
adversely  affect  the  rights  of  the  holder  of  the  Note  until  the  Note  has  been  paid  in  full. 

SECTION  10.  The  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Note  and  all  investment  earnings  thereon  shall  be,  and 
they  hereby  are,  appropriated  by  the  City-County  Council  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  pay  for  the  Costs 
of  Construction  of  the  Barrett  Projects,  including  all  expenses  in  connection  with  or  on  account  of  the  issuance 
of  the  Note. 

SECTION  1 1 .  Such  appropriation  shall  be  in  addition  to  all  appropriations  provided  for  in  the  regular  budget 
and  levy,  and  shall  continue  in  effect  until  the  completion  of  the  activities  described  in  Section  10  above.  Any 
surplus  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  credited  to  the  proper  fund  as  provided  by  law. 

SECTION  12.  The  Clerk  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  certify  a  copy  of  this  Special  Ordinance  together 
with  such  other  proceedings  and  actions  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  Controller  for  purposes  of  reporting  to  the 
State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  complying  with  IC  6-1.1-18-5. 

SECTION  13.  This  Special  Ordinance  shall  rescind  and  repeal  any  portions  of  any  special  ordinances  or  general 
ordinances  of  the  City  or  County  which  conflict  with  the  terms  hereof  if  the  conflict  would  have  a  material 
adverse  impact  on  the  Note. 

SECTION  14.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14. 

APPENDIX  A  TO  CITY-COUNTY  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  ,  1993 

LOAN  AGREEMENT 

THIS  LOAN  AGREEMENT,  dated  as  of  the day  of ,  1993,  between  The  Indianapolis 

Local  Public  Improvement  Bond  Bank,  a  body  corporate  and  politic  (the  "Bond  Bank"),  created  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Indiana  Code  5-1.4  ("the  Act"),  having  its  principal  place  of  business  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  a  consolidated  city  of  the  first  class  with  home  rule  powers  organized  and  existing 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  located  in  Marion  County,  Indiana  ("City"). 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  Act,  the  Bond  Bank  is  authorized  to  purchase  securities  (as  defined  in  the 
Act)("Securities"),  issued  by  qualified  entities  (as  defined  in  the  Act);  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  has  duly  authorized  the  issuance  of  its  note  designated  City  of  Indianapolis  Barrett 
Projects  Note,  Series  1993 A  in  the  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  Twenty  Million  Dollars  ($20,000,000)(the 
"Note"),  and  the  Note  is  a  Security  to  be  purchased  by  the  Bond  Bank  in  accordance  with  this  Loan  Agreement; 
and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Bond  Bank  has  adopted  a  resolution  authorizing  the  purchase  of  the  Note. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  the  Bond  Bank  and  the  City  agree: 

ARTICLE  I 
DEFINITIONS 

Unless  the  context  or  use  indicates  another  meaning  or  intent,  the  following  words  and  terms  when 
capitalized  and  used  in  this  Loan  Agreement  have  the  following  meanings: 

"Act"  means  Indiana  Code  5-1.4,  as  amended. 

"Barrett  Project  Fund"  means  the  Department  of  Public  Works  Barrett  Project  Fund  No.  _. 

"Barrett  Projects"  means  generally  the  construction,  which  includes,  planning,  supervising,  inspecting, 
actual  building  and  all  expenses  incidental  to  the  construction  of  local  public  improvement  projects  within  the 
City  as  permitted  by  IC  36-9-36,  IC  36-9-37,  IC  36-9-38  and  IC  36-9-39  including,  but  not  limited  to,  those 
sewer  projects  described  in  Exhibit . 

"Bond  Bank"  means  Indianapolis  Local  Public  Improvement  Bond  Bank,  a  public  body  politic  and 
corporate,  not  a  state  agency,  but  an  independent  public  instrumentality  exercising  essential  public  functions, 
duly  organized  and  existing  under  the  Act,  and  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"City"  means  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  and  any  successor. 

"Code"  means  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended,  and  the  regulations  promulgated  thereunder. 

"Costs  of  Construction"  means  all  costs  associated  with  the  Barrett  Projects. 

"Department"  means  the  City's  Department  of  Public  Works  or  its  successors. 

"Event  of  Default"  means  a  failure  by  the  City  to  make  any  payment  pursuant  to  the  Note. 

"Line  of  Credit  Bank"  means  the  state  or  federally  chartered  financial  institution  designated  by  the  Bond 
Bank  from  time  to  time  to  provide  the  Bond  Bank  with  a  revolving  line  of  credit 

"Loan  Advances"  means  each  advance  of  money  by  the  Bond  Bank  from  its  line  of  credit  with  the  Line  of 
Credit  Bank  to  the  City  pursuant  to  a  requisition  of  the  City  signed  by  the  City's  fiscal  officer. 

"Loan"  means  the  loan  made  to  the  City  evidenced  by  the  Note. 

"Loan  Amount"  means  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  money  loaned  from  time  to  time  by  the  Bond  Bank 
to  the  City  as  evidenced  by  the  Record  of  Loan  Advances  shown  on  the  Note  which  shall  not  exceed  Twenty 
Million  Dollars  ($20,000,000)  together  with  interest  thereon  as  provided  in  the  Note. 

"Note"  means  the  promissory  note  in  substantially  the  form  attached  to  this  Loan  Agreement  as  Exhibit  A 
with  such  changes  as  are  provided  for  herein,  made  by  the  City  and  payable  to  the  Bond  Bank  and  providing 
for  Loan  Payments. 

"Ordinance"  means  this  City-County  Special  Ordinance  No.  _  1993. 

"State"  means  the  State  of  Indiana. 

(End  of  Article  I) 

ARTICLE  II 
THE  LOAN,  LOAN  ADVANCES  AND  NOTE 

Section  2.01 .  The  Loan,  (a)  The  Bond  Bank  shall  loan  moneys  to  the  City  up  to  the  Loan  Amount  subject 
to  the  terms  and  conditions  contained  herein,  and  the  City  shall  appropriate  all  Loan  Advances  to  the 
Department's  Barrett  Project  Fund.  The  Bond  Bank  does  not  warrant  or  represent  that  the  amount  deposited 
in  the  Department's  Barrett  Project  Fund  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  all  Costs  of  Construction  associated  with  the 
Barrett  Projects. 
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(b)  Loan  Advances,  The  Bond  Bank  shall  cause  the  Line  of  Credit  Bank  to  advance  to  the  City  for  the 
account  of  the  Bond  Bank  up  to  Twenty  Million  Dollars  ($20,000,000)  from  the  Bond  Bank's  line  'of  credit. 
Each  Loan  Advance  shall  be  made  by  the  Line  of  Credit  Bank  directly  to  the  Department's  Barrett  Project  Fund, 
upon  a  receipt  of  a  requisition  requesting  such  an  advance  signed  by  the  City's  fiscal  officer. 

Section  2.02.  The  Note,  (a)  The  City  authorizes  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Note  to  the  Bond  Bank  in  the 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  Twenty  Million  Dollars  ($20,000,000)  in  substantially  the  form  set 
forth  herein  as  Exhibit  A  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  moneys  to  pay  the  Costs  of  Construction  of  the  Barrett 
Projects,  the  costs  of  issuing  the  Note  and  to  evidence  and  secure  its  obligation  hereunder  to  repay  the  Loan, 
together  with  interest  thereon.  The  net  interest  cost  on  the  Note  shall  not  exceed  _%.  The  Note  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Bond  Bank. 

(b)  The  Mayor,  the  City  Controller,  the  Clerk  of  the  City-County  Council,  the  Director  of  the 
Department  and  any  other  officer  of  the  City  and  each  of  them,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  are  authorized  and 
directed  to  prepare,  execute  and  attest,  and  deliver  respectively,  this  Loan  Agreement,  the  Note  and  any  other 
document  which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction  contemplated  herein,  and  their 
execution  is  hereby  confirmed  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  Mayor  may  approve  any  necessary  changes  in  the 
Note  by  his  execution  of  the  Note  and  other  documents  necessary  to  consummate  the  transaction  contemplated 
herein.  Should  the  Bond  Bank  issue  bonds  secured  by  Barrett  Bonds  related  to  the  Barrett  Projects,  the  Mayor 
may  approve  the  Bond  Bank's  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and  the  Official  Statement  as  may  reasonably  be 
required  by  the  Bond  Bank  and  its  counsel  without  further  approval  of  the  City-County  Council. 

(End  of  Article  II) 

ARTICLE  III 
LOAN  PAYMENT,  FEES  AND  EXPENSES 

Section  3.01.  Loan  Payments.  The  City  shall  repay  the  Loan  Amount  to  the  Bond  Bank  upon  the  earlier 
of  six  (6)  months  (or  such  lesser  time  as  the  City  may  agree  to)  written  notice  from  the  Bond  Bank  or  the  date 
specified  in  the  Note.  Such  repayment  shall  be  made  to  the  Bond  Bank  from  Barrett  Bond  proceeds  or  from 
other  moneys  available  therefor. 

Section  3.02.  Absolute  and  Unconditional  Payment.  The  obligation  of  the  City  to  repay  the  Loan  Amount 
and  to  perform  and  observe  the  other  covenants  and  agreements  contained  herein  shall  be  absolute  and 
unconditional.

ARTICLE  IV 
PREPAYMENT 

Section  4.01 .  The  City  may  prepay  the  Loan  Amount  at  any  time.  If  the  Loan  is  prepaid,  the  City  shall  pay 
the  Loan  Amount,  together  with  any  expenses  or  fees,  including  reasonable  attorney's  fees  incurred  by  the  Bond 
Bank  because  of  the  prepayment. 

(End  of  Article  IV) 

ARTICLE  V 
BINDING  EFFECT 

The  provisions  of  this  Loan  Agreement  and  the  Note  shall  constitute  a  contract  binding  between  the  Issuer 
and  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  Note  and  after  the  issuance  of  said  Note,  this  Loan  Agreement  shall  not  be 
repealed  or  amended  in  any  respect  which  would  adversely  affect  the  right  of  such  holder  or  holders  so  long  as 
said  Note  or  the  interest  thereon  remains  unpaid.

(a)  Corporate  Organization  and  Power  of  the  City.  The  City: 

( 1 )  is  a  consolidated  city  of  the  first  class  duly  organized  and  validly  existing  under  the  Constitution 
and  the  laws  of  Indiana; 

(2)  constitutes  a  "qualified  entity"  as  defined  in  the  Act  with  the  power  and  authority  to  appropriate 
the  Note  proceeds  for  their  intended  purposes; 

(3)  has  all  requisite  power  and  authority,  licenses  and  permits  to  own  and  undertake  and  carry  out 
the  Barrett  Projects; 

(4)  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  State;

(6)  has  the  power  and  authority  to  execute  and  issue  the  Note  and  comply  with  its  terms;  and 

(7)  has  the  power  and  authority  to  adopt  and  comply  with  the  Ordinance. 

(b)  Full  Disclosure.  There  is  no  fact  that  the  City  has  not  specifically  disclosed  in  writing  to  the  Bond 
Bank  that  materially  and  adversely  affects  or  that  will  materially  and  adversely  affect  the  City's  ability  to 
perform  its  obligations  hereunder  and  under  the  Note. 

(c)  Pending  Litigation.  To  the  knowledge  of  the  City  there  are  no  proceedings  pending,  or  threatened, 
against  or  affecting  the  City  in  any  court  or  before  any  governmental  authority  or  arbitration  board  or  other 
tribunal  that,  if  adversely  determined,  would  materially  and  adversely  affect  (i)  the  City's  right  to  issue  the  Note, 
(ii)  the  City's  right  to  issue  Barrett  Bonds,  (iii)  the  City's  prospects  or  condition  (financial  or  otherwise),  (iv)  the 
City's  existence  or  (v)  the  City's  power  and  ability  to  enter  into  and  perform  its  obligations  hereunder  and  under 
the  Note. 

(d)  Borrowing  Legal  and  Authorized.  The  execution  of  this  Loan  Agreement  and  the  execution  and 
delivery  of  the  Note  and  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  provided  for  herein  and  in  the  Note  and 
compliance  by  the  City  with  the  provisions  of  this  Loan  Agreement  and  the  Note. 

(1)  are  within  its  corporate  powers  and  have  been  duly  and  effectively  authorized  by  all  necessary 
action  on  the  part  of  the  City. 

(2)  do  not  and  will  not  conflict  with  or  result  in  any  material  breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions 
or  provisions  of,  or  constitute  a  default  under,  or  result  in  the  creation  or  imposition  of  any  lien,  charge  or 
encumbrance  upon,  any  property  or  assets  of  the  City  pursuant  to  any  court  order,  indenture,  loan  agreement 
or  other  agreement  or  instrument  or  corporate  restriction  to  which  the  City  is  a  party  or  by  which  the  City, 
its  properties  or  operations  may  be  bound  or  with  the  giving  of  notice  or  the  passage  of  time  or  both  would 
constitute  a  breach  or  default  or  result  in  the  creation  or  imposition  of  any  lien,  charge  or  encumbrance, 
which  breach,  default,  lien,  charge  or  encumbrance,  could  materially  and  adversely  affect  the  validity  or 
the  enforceability  of  the  Note  or  this  Loan  Agreement  or  the  City's  ability  to  perform  fully  its  obligations 
under  the  Note  and  this  Loan  Agreement;  nor  will  such  action  result  in  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
any  laws,  ordinances,  governmental  rules  or  regulations  or  court  or  other  governmental  orders  to  which  the 
City  its  properties  or  operations  is  subject. 

The  City  is  not  in  violation  in  any  material  respect,  and  has  not  received  notice  of  any 
claimed  material  violation  (except  such  violations  which  (i)  have  heretofore  been  specifically  disclosed  in 
writing  to,  and  have  been  specifically  consented  to  in  writing  by,  the  Bond  Bank  and  (ii)  do  not,  and  shall  not. 
have  any  material  adverse  effect  on  the  transactions  herein  contemplated  and  the  compliance  by  the  City  with 
the  terms  hereof  or  the  Note),  of  any  terms  of  any  agreement,  charter,  court  order,  if  any.  or  other  instrument 
to  which  it  is  a  party  or  by  which  it  or  its  properties  or  operations  may  be  bound. 

(f)  Governmental  Consent.  The  City  has  obtained  prior  to  entering  into  this  Loan  Agreement,  all 
approvals  and  consents  required  by  any  governmental  body  or  officer  for  the  borrowing  contemplated  hereby. 

(g)  Compliance  With  Law.  The  City  is  in  compliance  with  all  laws,  ordinances,  governmental  rules  and 
regulations  to  which  it  is  subject  and  which  are  material  to  its  properties,  operations,  finances  or  status. 
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Section  6.02.  Covenants  of  the  City. 

(a)  Exempt  Status.  The  City  will  to  the  extent  of  its  ability  maintain  its  status  as  a  consolidated  city  of 
the  first  class  and  a  political  subdivision  of  the  State. 

(b)  Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  will  not  use  any  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Loan  to  purchase  or  carry  any 
"margin  security"  within  the  meaning  of  Regulation  U  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Federal  Reserve  System, 
12  C.F.R.,  Chapter  11,  or  in  any  manner  that  would  cause  the  Bond  Bank's  line  of  credit  with  the  Line  of  Credit 
Bank  to  be  an  "arbitrage  bond"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the  code  and  the  regulations  promulgated 
thereunder  and  will  take  such  actions  as  are  necessary  and  within  their  power  to  assure  that  the  interest  on  the 
Bond  Bank's  line  of  credit  will  not  be  subject  to  federal  income  taxation  by  virtue  of  the  Bond  Bank's  line  of 
credit  being  an  "arbitrage  bond."  The  City  and  the  Department  will  not  use  the  proceeds  of  the  Loan  to  pay, 
finance  or  refinance,  or  reimburse  the  City  for,  the  cost  of  property  used  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  trade  or 
business  to  any  extent  which  would  cause  the  interest  on  the  Bond  Bank's  line  of  credit  to  lose  its  exemption 
from  federal  income  tax.  None  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Loan  are  being  or  will  be  used  to  refinance  any 
indebtedness  arising  from  a  loan  to  the  City  which  was  funded  from  the  proceeds  of  obligations  the  interest  on 
which  is  or  was  exempt  from  federal  income  taxes  under  existing  statutes,  regulations  or  court  decisions. 

[(c)  Indemnity.  The  City  will  pay,  and  will  protect,  and  does  hereby  indemnify  and  save  the  Bond  Bank, 
each  member,  officer,  commissioner,  employee  and  agent  of  the  Bond  Bank  and  each  other  person,  if  any,  who 
has  the  power,  directly  or  indirectly  to  direct  or  cause  the  direction  of  the  management  and  policies  of  the  Bond 
Bank,  harmless  from  and  against  any  and  all  liabilities,  losses,  damages,  costs  and  expenses  (including 
reasonable  attorneys'  fees),  suits,  claims  and  judgments  of  whatsoever  kind  or  nature  (including  those  in  any 
manner  directly  or  indirectly  arising  or  resulting  from,  out  of  or  in  connection  with  any  injury  to,  or  death  of, 
any  person  or  any  damage  to  property  resulting  from  the  construction,  use  or  operation  of  the  Barrett  Projects) 
in  any  manner  directly  or  indirectly  (in  any  case,  whether  or  not  by  way  of  the  City  or  its  successor  and  assigns) 
arising  or  resulting  from,  out  of  or  in  connection  with  the  Bond  Bank's  line  of  credit,  the  Barrett  Projects,  this 
Loan  Agreement,  the  Note  or  the  breach  or  violation  of  any  agreement,  covenant,  representation  or  warranty 
of  the  City  set  forth  in  this  Loan  Agreement,  the  Note  or  any  document  delivered  pursuant  hereto  or  thereto  or 
in  connection  herewith  or  therewith. 

An  indemnified  person  shall  promptly  notify  the  City  in  writing  of  any  claim  or  action  brought  against  it 
with  respect  to  which  indemnity  may  be  sought,  setting  forth,  to  the  extent  reasonably  practicable  under  the 
circumstances,  the  particulars  of  such  claim  or  action,  and  the  City  will  promptly  assume  the  defense  thereof, 
including  the  employment  of  competent  counsel  and  the  payment  of  expenses. 

An  indemnified  person  may  employ  separate  counsel  with  respect  to  any  such  claim  or  action  and 
participate  in  the  defense  thereof,  but,  except  as  provided  herein,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  such  separate  counsel 
shall  not  be  payable  by  the  City  unless  such  employment  has  been  specifically  authorized  by  the  City,  as  the 
situation  requires,  or  unless  such  employment  was  occasioned  by  conflicts  of  interest  between  the  indemnified 
person  and  the  City.  If  the  City  shall  fail  to  assume  the  defense  of  any  action  as  required  hereunder,  or,  within 
a  reasonable  time  after  commencement  of  such  action,  shall  fail  to  retain  counsel,  the  fees  and  expenses  of 
counsel  to  such  indemnified  person  hereunder  shall  be  paid  by  the  City. 

The  provisions  of  this  sub-section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Loan  Agreement  and  the  payment 
in  full  of  the  Note.] 

(d)  Compliance  With  Laws.  The  City  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  all  applicable  laws, 
ordinances,  court  orders,  the  terms  of  all  grants,  rules  and  regulations  which  materially  adversely  affect  its 
business,  properties,  earnings,  prospects  or  credit,  or  the  Revenues.

ARTICLE  VII 
EVENTS  OF  DEFAULT  AND  REMEDIES 

If  an  Event  of  Default  occurs,  the  holder  of  the  Note  may  accelerate  payment  of  the  entire  principal  amount, 
together  with  interest,  and  may  collect  same  by  use  of  all  legal  and  equitable  remedies  which  may  be  available.

Simultaneously  with  the  delivery  to  the  Bond  Bank  of  the  Note,  the  City  shall 
furnish  to  the  Bond  Bank  a  transcript  of  proceedings  and  an  opinion  of  the  City's  legal  counsel  as  to,  among 
other  things,  the  validity  of  the  Note. 

Section  8.03.  Financial  Statements.  The  City  agrees  to  furnish  to  the  Bond  Bank,  as  long  as  the  Note 
remains  outstanding  annual  financial  reports,  audit  reports  and  such  other  financial  information  as  is  reasonably 
requested  by  the  Bond  Bank. 

Section  8.04.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  Loan  Agreement  shall  for  any  reason  be  held  to  be 
invalid  or  unenforceable,  the  invalidity  or  unenforceability  of  such  provision  shall  not  affect  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions  of  this  Loan  Agreement  and  this  Loan  Agreement  shall  be  construed  and  be  in  force  as 
if  such  invalid  or  unenforceable  provision  had  not  been  contained  herein. 

Section  8.05.  Counterparts.  This  Loan  Agreement  may  be  executed  in  one  or  more  counterparts,  any  of 
which  shall  be  regarded  for  all  purposes  as  an  original  and  all  of  which  constitute  but  one  and  the  same 
instrument.  The  Bond  Bank  and  the  City  each  agree  that  it  will  execute  any  and  all  documents  or  other 
instruments,  and  take  such  other  actions  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  terms  of  this  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  8.06.  Waiver.  No  waiver  by  either  the  Bond  Bank  or  the  City  of  any  terms  or  conditions  of  this 
Loan  Agreement  shall  be  deemed  or  construed  as  a  waiver  of  any  other  terms  or  conditions,  nor  shall  a  waiver 
of  any  breach  be  deemed  to  constitute  a  waiver  of  any  subsequent  breach. 

Section  8.07.  Merger.  This  Loan  Agreement  merges  and  supersedes  all  prior  negotiations,  representations, 
and  agreements  between  the  Bond  Bank  and  the  City  relating  to  the  subject  matter  hereof  and  constitutes  the 
entire  agreement  between  the  Bond  Bank  and  the  City  in  respect  hereof.

FOR  VALUE  RECEIVED,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  ("Issuer"),  a  consolidated  city  of  the  first  class  with 
home  rule  powers  located  in  Marion  County,  Indiana,  hereby  promises  to  pay  to  The  Indianapolis  Local  Public 
Improvement  Bond  Bank  (the  "Bond  Bank")  or  its  assigns  at  the  Issuer's  principal  office  with  all  unpaid

AVAILABLE  TO  THE  ISSUER.  THIS  NOTE  DOES  NOT  HAVE  THE  BENEFIT  OF  A  TAX  LEVY  AND

SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  FINAL  ADOPTION 

PROPOSAL  NO.  197,  1993.  Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and 
Criminal  Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  197,  1993  on  October  20,  1993.  The 
proposal  transfers  and  appropriates  $2,000  for  the  Superior  Court,  Juvenile 
Division/Detention  Center  to  purchase  supplies.  By  a  5-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the 
proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  be  stricken.  Councillor  Dowden 
moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Jimison,  to  strike.  Proposal  No.  197,  1993  was  stricken  by 
unanimous  voice  vote. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  400,  1993.  Councillor  Curry  reported  that  the  Rules  and  Public  Policy 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  400,  1993  on  August  24,  September  14  and  October  12,  1993. 
The  proposal  amends  the  Revised  Code  concerning  the  rules  of  the  City-County  Council.  By 
a  6-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that 
it  do  pass  as  amended.  Councillor  Curry  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  West,  for  adoption. 

Councillor  Curry  said  that  in  his  opinion  the  most  significant  changes  in  the  rules  are  as 
follows: 

(1)  Sec.  151-14.  A  specific  paragraph  relating  to  caucuses  has  been  added.  This 
paragraph  defines  caucuses  consistent  with  state  law.  It  also  provides  in  writing  for 
the  first  time  what  actions  caucuses  can  or  cannot  take  with  respect  to  the  "open  door" 
laws. 

(2)  Sec.  151-23.  The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Public  Policy  has  the  responsibility  to 
review  procedures  and  policies  relating  to  the  awarding  and  monitoring  of  consultant 
contracts. 

(3)  Sec.  151-30.  A  means  to  clean-up  the  calendar  has  been  added.  Also  in  that  same 
section  it  states  that  information  that  is  received  at  committee  meetings  can  be 
appended. 

(4)  Sec.  151-31.  If  one  of  the  members  of  a  committee  has  a  medical  condition  which 
prevents  them  from  attending  meetings  for  some  indefinite  period,  there  is  an 
opportunity  to  redefine  that  committee  for  purposes  of  legislative  intent. 

(5)  Sec.  151-47.  A  new  subparagraph  (b)  has  been  added  which  provides  that  any 
member  of  the  public  who  has  been  granted  the  privilege  of  addressing  the  Council 
on  a  particular  subject  must  remain  on  the  subject—it  must  be  germane  to  that  issue 
before  the  Council. 

(6)  Sec  151-52.  Three  paragraphs  have  been  added  concerning  the  means  by  which  a 
Councillor  can  abstain  from  voting  in  the  event  that  there  is  an  impropriety,  a  financial 
interest  or  a  personal  interest  involved. 
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(7)  Sec.  151-61.   The  specific  determination  of  the  kinds  of  ordinances  and  resolutions 
that  can  come  before  the  Council. 

(8)  Sec.  151-63.  Procedures  for  the  introduction  of  proposals  has  been  added. 

(9)  Sec.  171-4.   A  provision  to  replace  the  General  Counsel  in  the  event  that  there  is  a 
ethical  conflict  has  been  provided. 

(10)   Sec.  171-7.  The  office  of  chief  financial  officer  has  been  reidentified. 

Councillor  Golc  asked  why  the  Rules  and  Public  Policy  Committee  was  chosen  as  the 
committee  for  reviewing  consultant  contracts  rather  than  the  Administration  and  Finance 
Committee.  Councillor  Curry  replied  that  the  intent  of  this  change  is  to  have  the  Committee 
review  policies  and  procedures,  not  individual  contracts. 

Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  this  was  his  amendment  and  he  is  pleased  that  this  responsibility 
concerning  consultant  contracts  has  been  placed  in  a  permanent  committee.  The  basic 
concern  is  to  make  sure  that  there  is  a  process  involved  and  that  it  is  protected. 

Councillor  Williams  asked  if  there  are  any  changes  concerning  the  "open  door"  policy  with 
respect  to  the  caucuses.  Councillor  Curry  stated  that  the  intent  in  Sec.  15 l-14(a)  is  silent  with 
respect  to  the  opening  or  closure  of  the  caucuses;  that  is  strictly  up  to  the  caucus  members. 
Councillor  McClamroch  said  that  this  proposal  does  not  address  that  issue  and  there  is  no 
legal  reason  why  the  rules  of  the  Council  should  address  it.  It  is  a  matter  of  state  law. 

Councillor  Giffin  moved  to  delete  "or  appointed  and  acting"  which  appears  in  the  first 
sentence  in  Sec.  151-24.  He  said  that  language  is  ineffective  by  subsequent  statutory  change 
in  terms  of  filling  vacancies  on  the  Council.  Councillor  Hinkle  seconded  the  motion  and  it 
passed  by  unanimous  voice  vote.

A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  amending  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County",  specifically 
Chapter  151,  the  rules  of  the  City-County  Council. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 
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SECTION   1.  Chapter  151  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County  be,  and  is  hereby, 
amended,  by  deleting  the  stricken-through  text  and  inserting  the  underlined  text,  to  read  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  151  -  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL 
ARTICLE  1.  AUTHORITY  AND  MEETINGS 

Sec.  151-1.       Authority. 

The  city-county  council  is  the  legislative  and  fiscal  body  of  both  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and 
the  County  of  Marion  with  such  powers  as  provided  by  statutes  or  ordinances.  The  police  special  service  district 
council,  the  fire  special  service  district  council  and  the  solid  waste  special  service  district  council  are  the 
legislative  body  respectively  for  the  police  special  service  district,  fire  special  service  district  and  solid  waste 
special  service  district.  Each  special  service  district  council  of  the  consolidated  city  shall  have  such  limited 
legislative  and  fiscal  powers  as  are  provided  by  statute. 

Sec.  151-2.       Membership  of  councils. 

The  city-county  council  and  each  special  service  district  council  shall  consist  of  twenty-nine  members 
elected  as  provided  by  statute.  The  preferred  form  of  address  for  members  of  the  council  shall  be  councillor. 

Sec.  151-3.       Meetings  concurrent. 

Regular  meetings  shall  be  convened  as  concurrent  sessions  of  the  city-county  council  and  each  special 
service  district  council. 

Sec.  151-4.      Days,  time  and  place  of  regular  meetings. 

Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once  each  month  on  such  dates  and  at  such  times  as  the  council  shall 
establish  by  resolution  adopted  at  least  forty-five  (45)  days  prior  to  such  meeting.  If  no  such  dates  are  so 
established,  the  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  at  7:00  p.m.  prevailing  local 
time,  in  the  council  chamber,  on  the  second  floor  of  the  City-County  Building  in  Indianapolis.  In  the  event  that 
the  date  of  the  regular  meeting  is  on  a  holiday  observed  by  state  law  or  local  ordinance  for  employees  of  the 
consolidated  city,  the  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  is  not  such  a  holiday  nor  a 
Saturday,  or  Sunday,  unless  the  council,  by  a  majority  vote  at  a  prior  meeting,  shall  cancel  the  meeting  or 
postpone  it  to  another  date.  The  time  or  place  of  any  regular  meeting  may  be  changed  by  majority  vote  at  a  prior 
regular  meeting. 

Sec.  151-5.       Special  meetings. 

Special  meetings  may  be  held  on  call  of  the  president  or  forty  (40)  per  cent  of  the  members  of  the  council, 
by  having  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  delivered  to  each  member  personally  or  sent  by 
mail  or  telegram  so  that  each  member  has  at  least  seventy-two  (72)  hours'  notice  of  the  meeting. 

Sec.  151-6.       Statutory  meetings. 

Statutory  meetings  shall  be  held  as  required  by  law  upon  such  notice  as  is  provided  by  the  statute  requiring 
the  meeting;  if  the  statute  requires  publication  of  notice,  no  further  notice  need  be  given  to  members.  As  a 
courtesy  to  members,  the  clerk  shall  endeavor  to  give  members  the  same  notice  as  this  division  prescribes  for 
special  meetings. 

ARTICLE  2.  ORGANIZATION  AND  OFFICERS 

Sec.  151-11.     Election  of  officers. 

At  its  first  regular  meeting  in  each  calendar  year,  the  city-county  council  shall  elect  by  roll  call  vote,  the 
following  officers  of  the  city-county  council: 

(1)  President; 

(2)  Vice  President.

The  city-county  council  officers  so  elected  shall  also  serve  as  president  and  vice  president,  respectively  of  each 
special  service  district  council  and  shall  hold  office  until  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  city-county  council  in 
the  next  calendar  year. 

Sec.  151-12.     Appointment  of  clerk. 

A  clerk  of  the  council,  who  shall  also  be  clerk  of  each  special  service  district  council,  shall  be  appointed 
at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  each  calendar  year  for  a  term  of  one  ( 1 )  year,  to  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
council. 

Sec.  151-143.  Manner  of  electing  and  removing  officers;  terms  of  officers;  filling  vacancies. 

(a)  A  majority  vote  of  all  members  of  the  city-county  council  shall  be  required  for  the  election  of  all 
officers  of  the  city-county  council,  except  the  majority  and  minority  leaders. 

(b)  All  officers  elected  by  the  city-county  council  shall  hold  their  office  until  a  successor  is  chosen  or  they 
are  removed. 

(c)  Any  officer  elected  by  the  city-county  council  may  be  removed  upon  a  majority  vote  of  all  the 
members  of  the  city-county  council;  however,  no  vote  shall  be  had  upon  a  removal  until  the  motion  to  do  so  has 
been  made  a  special  order  of  business  by  vote  at  a  meeting  at  least  one  (1)  week  prior  thereto. 

(d)  A  vacancy  created  pursuant  to  subsection  (c)  shall  be  filled  by  election  in  the  manner  of  election  of 
the  officer  so  removed. 

Sec.  151-154.  Caucuses,  majority  and  minority  caucus  leaders. 

(a)  Members  of  the  city-county  council  may  attend  caucuses,  which  are  gatherings  of  members  of  a  political 
party  or  coalition  held  for  purposes  of  planning  political  strategy  and  holding  discussions  designed  to  prepare 
the  members  for  taking  official  action.  No  caucus  shall  be  deemed  an  official  part  of  the  council  or  any 
committee  of  the  council.  A  caucus  may  review  public  information  and  discuss  the  political  ramifications  of 
expected  issues,  anticipated  official  action  and  public  business.  Such  caucuses  may  not  take  any  official  action 
and  shall  not  vote  upon  any  matter  pending  before  the  council  or  one  of  its  committees  in  accordance  with  IC 
5-14-1.5. 

(b)  The  members  of  the  city-county  council  belonging  to  each  political  party  shall  hold  separate  caucuses 
and  each  shall  elect  a  caucus  leader.  The  caucus  leader  of  the  party  which  has  the  allegiance  of  the  greatest 
number  of  members  of  the  city-county  council  shall  be  called  the  "majority  leader."  The  caucus  leaders  of  the 
other  parties  shall  be  called  "minority  leaders."  When  used  elsewhere  in  this  article,  "minority  leader"  shall 
mean  the  minority  leader  whose  election  was  certified  by  the  most  members  of  the  city-county  council.  The 
election  of  caucus  leaders  shall  be  official  upon  filing  with  the  clerk  a  certificate  of  election  signed  by  the 
members  of  the  caucus. 

ARTICLE  3.  COMMITTEES 

Sec.  151-21.     Permanent  committees  designated. 

The  permanent  committees  of  the  city-county  council  shall  be  as  follows: 

( 1 )  The  committee  on  committees; 

(2)  The  committee  on  rules  and  public  policy; 

(3)  The  committee  of  the  whole  council. 

Sec.  151-22.     Composition  and  function  of  the  committee  on  committees. 

(a)  The  committee  on  committees  shall  consist  of  three  (3)  members:  The  president  of  the  city-county 
council,  the  majority  leader  and  the  minority  leader. 

(b)  The  president  of  the  city-county  council  shall  act  as  chairmaftperson  of  the  committee. 
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(c)  The  committee  on  committees  shall  name  the  members  of  the  standing  committees  and  such  members 
of  the  permanent  committees  as  are  not  specified  in  these  rules.  The  membership  of  all  standing  committees 
shall  be  named  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  of  each  year.  Any  vacancy  on  any  committee  shall  be 
filled  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  it  occurs. 

Sec.  151-23.     Composition  and  functions  of  the  committee  on  rules  and  public  policy. 

The  committee  on  rules  and  public  policy  shall  consist  of  seven  (7)  members,  including  the  president,  the 
majority  leader  and  the  minority  leader  of  the  city-county  council.  The  chairma»person  of  the  committee  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  president.  The  committee  shall  consider  and  recommend  proposed  changes  in  the  rules  of 
the  council  and  may  function  in  the  manner  of  a  standing  committee  upon  any  matter  referred  to  it  by  the 
president  or  on  motion  of  a  council.  The  committee  shall  also  be  responsible  for  recommendations  upon  the 
employment  of  the  staff  of  the  council  and  supervising  its  performance.  The  committee  on  rules  and  public 
policy  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  to  review  the  policies  and  procedures  for  awarding  and 
monitoring  consultant  contracts  by  agencies  whose  budgets  are  reviewed  and  approved  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  151-24.     Composition  and  functions  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  council. 

The  committee  of  the  whole  council  shall  consist  of  every  duly  elected  or  appointed  and  acting  member  of 
the  council.  The  council  shall,  by  declaration  of  the  president,  or  by  a  motion  duly  carried,  form  itself  as  a 
committee  of  the  whole  council  whenever  by  statute  or  under  these  rules  the  public  is  entitled  to  a  hearing  before 
the  council  upon  any  matter  of  business  properly  before  the  council.  The  committee  of  the  whole  council  may 
also  function  in  the  manner  of  a  standing  committee  upon  any  matter  referred  to  it  by  the  president  or  upon 
motion  of  the  council.  The  president  shall  be  chairoanperson  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  council,  but  may 
designate  another  member  to  preside  or  act  as  chairmaftperson  at  such  times  and  for  such  periods  as  he-  the 
president  may  designate. 

Sec.  151-25.     Standing  committees  enumerated. 

The  standing  committees  of  the  council  shall  be  as  follows: 

( 1 )  The  administration  and  finance  committee; 

(2)  The  community  affairs  committee; 

(3)  The  economic  development  committee; 

(4)  The  metropolitan  development  committee; 

(5)  The  municipal  corporations  committee; 

(6)  The  parks  and  recreation  committee; 

(7)  The  public  safety  and  criminal  justice  committee; 

(8)  The  public  works  committee; 

(9)  The  transportation  committee. 

Sec.  151-26.     Composition  and  chairmeapersons  of  standing  committees. 

The  standing  committees  of  the  council  shall  consist  of  the  number  of  members  determined  by  the 
committee  on  committees,  but  shall  not  be  less  than  three  (3)  members  and  shall  have  at  least  one  ( 1 )  minority 
member.  The  president  of  the  council  shall  name  the  chairmanperson  of  each  standing  committee  from  among 
the  members  named  to  the  committee  by  the  committee  on  committees. 

Sec.  151-27.     President  of  the  council  to  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  standing  committees. 

The  president  of  the  council  shall  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  each  standing  committee  of  the  council  and 
may  participate  in  its  deliberations.  The  president  shall  not  vote  unless  his- such  vote  would  break  a  tie.  and  then 
only  if  he  the  president  chooses  to  do  so. 
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Sec.  151-28.     Functions  of  standing  committees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  standing  committees  of  the  council  to  consider  all  proposals  referred  to  it  as 
provided  in  these  rules.  A  standing  committee  may  consider  any  other  matter  properly  concerning  departments 
or  subject  matter  indicated  by  the  name  of  the  standing  committee.  Meetings  of  the  standing  committees  shall 
be  open  to  the  public.  A  standing  committee  may  hear  such  testimony  or  public  comment  as  the  committee 
deems  proper.  In  lieu  of  separate  hearings,  standing  committees  may  meet  with  the  boards  of  corresponding 
city  departments. 

Sec.  151-29.     Attendance  at  meetings  of  standing  committees  by  council  members  who  are  not  on  the 
committee. 

Any  member  of  the  council  shall  be  entitled  to  attend  and  participate  in  the  discussions  before  any  standing 
committee.  The  councilmaftlor(s)  introducing  any  proposal  referred  to  a  standing  committee  shall  be  a  member 
of  that  committee  while  it  is  considering  that  proposal,  but  he-  such  councillors  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  nor 
be  counted  in  determining  a  quorum. 

Sec.  151-30.     Action  and  reports  on  proposals. 

Any  permanent  or  standing  committee  of  the  council  to  which  a  proposal  has  been  referred  shall  report  to 
the  council  upon  each  such  proposal  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  its  referral,  either  with  or  without  a 
recommendation,  unless  the  president  of  the  council  shall  withdraw  the  proposal  or  reassign  it.  After  any 
hearing  by  the  committee  upon  a  proposal,  the  chairmaftperson  of  the  committee  shall  submit  a  formal  report 
of  the  committee's  action,  in  writing,  to  the  clerk.  If  a  proposal  is  tabled  by  a  committee  and  no  action  is  taken 
to  remove  it  from  the  table  or  to  reassign  it  during  a  period  of  six  (6)  months,  the  proposal  shall  be  deemed 
postponed  indefinitely  and  shall  be  removed  from  the  calendar  of  pending  proposals.  The  report  shall  include 
any  recommendations  supported  by  a  majority  of  the  committee  and  may,  upon  request  of  any  member  of  the 
council,  include  a  minority  position.  Any  member  of  a  committee  may  file  a  minority  report  or  ask  that  other 
information  received  at  the  committee  meeting  be  appended  to  the  committee  report.  Such  reports  shall  be  filed 
in  sufficient  time  to  permit  the  clerk  to  circulate  copies  to  all  members  of  the  council  prior  to  the  next  scheduled 
meeting  of  the  council.  Copies  of  all  committee  reports  shall  remain  on  file  in  the  clerk's  office  readily 
available  to  the  press  and  public. 

Sec.  151-31.     Meetings  of  standing  committees;  quorum. 

Standing  committees  of  the  council  shall  establish  at  least  one  ( 1 )  regular  meeting  time  and  date  each  month. 
Other  meetings  of  standing  committees  shall  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  committee  chairmaftperson  upon  not  less 
than  twenty-four  (24)  hours'  actual  notice  to  each  member  of  the  committee;  provided  public  notice  is  given 
as  required  by  law  at  least  forty-eight  (48)  hours  excluding  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  legal  holidays  before  the 
meeting.  A4J  At  any  regular  meeting  of  a  committee  any  proposals^  which  has  been  referred  to  the  committee 
but  has  not  been  reported  back  to  the  council,  shall  be  a  proper  item  of  business,  at  each  regular  meetings  unless 
the  proposal  has  been  reported  back  to  the  council.  At  any  regular  meeting  of  a  committee,  a  quorum  for 
purposes  of  taking  official  action  on  any  proposal  assigned  to  the  committee  shall  be  a  majority  of  the 
committee.  If  the  committee  on  committees  determines  that  a  member's  medical  condition  prevents  attendance 
for  an  indefinite  period,  that  person  shall  not  be  considered  a  member  of  the  committee  for  purposes  of 
determining  a  quorum. 

Sec.  151-32.     Special  committees. 

Special  committees  of  a  council  may  be  formed  by  the  president  of  the  council  or  by  a  vote  of  the  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  city -county  council  for  any  specific  purpose  proper  for  council  consideration.  Special 
committees  shall  consist  of  an  odd  number  of  members  and  shall  have  at  least  one  (1)  minority  member. 

* 
Sec.  151-33.     Investigating  committees. 

Investigating  committees  of  a  council  may  be  formed  by  resolution  of  the  council  for  any  lawful  purpose. 
The  resolution  establishing  the  committee  shall  specify  the  membership  of  the  committee,  the  general  nature 
of  its  investigation  and  the  power  to  subpoena  witnesses,  if  the  power  is  granted. 
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ARTICLE  4.  PROCEDURE  AND  DECORUM 

Sec.  151-41.     Presiding  officer. 

The  president  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  of  the  city-county  council  and  each  special  service  district 
council.  In  the  absence  of  the  president,  the  vice  president  shall  preside.  In  the  absence  of  both  the  president 
and  vice  president,  the  majority  leader  and  then  the  chairmenpersons  of  the  standing  committees  in  the  order 
listed  in  section  2-10  Sec.  151-25  shall  be  entitled  to  preside,  unless  another  shall  be  designated  to  preside  by 
the  president  before  surrendering  the  gavel. 

Sec.  151-42.     Powers  of  the  presiding  officer  generally. 

The  presiding  officer  of  the  council  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  president  thereof  with  respect  to  the 
conduct  of  the  business  before  the  meeting  while  presiding,  but  only  the  president  or  vice  president  with  respect 
to  matters  adopted  while  presiding  shall  have  the  authority  to  sign  ordinances  or  resolutions  adopted  by  a 
council  or  to  exercise  other  powers  conferred  on  the  president  by  state  statute,  this  Code  or  other  ordinance. 

Sec.  151-43.  Convening  council;  roll  call. 

The  president  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  designated  for  convening  a  council  for  any  regular,  special  or 
statutory  meeting.  The  president  shall  call  the  council  to  order  and  instruct  the  clerk  to  call  the  roll.  If  the  roll 
call  establishes  that  a  quorum  is  present,  the  president  shall  proceed  in  the  manner  and  order  prescribed  by  these 
rules.  A  majority  of  the  members  elected,  qualified  and  serving  as  members  of  the  council  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Sec.  151-44.    Procedure  upon  absence  of  a  quorum. 

If  the  roll  call  taken  pursuant  to  this  division  article  does  not  establish  that  a  quorum  of  a  council  is  present, 
the  president  shall  recess  the  council  for  three  (3)  successive  fifteen-minute  periods  and  shall  have  the  roll 
called  at  the  end  of  each  such  recess  until  a  quorum  is  present.  If  a  quorum  is  not  present  at  the  end  of  the  third 
recess,  the  council  shall  not  meet  until  the  next  regular  or  special  meeting  is  duly  convened. 

Sec.  151-45.     Preservation  of  order  and  decorum. 

The  president  of  the  council  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum  and,  in  the  case  of  a  disturbance  or  disorderly 
conduct  in  the  chamber  or  in  the  adjacent  lobbies,  may  cause  the  areas  to  be  cleared.  The  president  may  appoint 
a  sergeant-at-arms  to  assist  in  maintaining  order  and  decorum  at  council  meetings.  The  president  may  require 
the  county  sheriff,  his  a  deputy  sheriff  or  an  officer  of  the  city  police  force  to  be  present  to  assist  in  preserving 
order. 

Sec.  151-46.     Council  chamber  floor  described;  admittance. 

The  floor  of  the  council  chamber  shall  consist  of  that  portion  of  the  chamber  from  beyond  the  last  seats  of 
members  of  the  council  to  the  front  of  the  room.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  on  the  floor  of  the  council 
chamber  while  the  council  is  in  order  other  than  the  members  thereof,  its  staff  and  accredited  reporters  of  the 
news  media.  The  mayor  and  other  city  or  county  officials  may  be  admitted  upon  permission  from  the  presiding 
officer  or  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  council.  Any  person  who  is  entitled  under  this  division  chapter  to  address 
the  council  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  during  the  time  he-  such  person  is  permitted  to  speak. 

Sec.  1 5 1  -47.     Addresses  to  the  council  by  others  than  members. 

(a)  No  person  other  than  a  member  or  officer  of  a  council  shall  be  permitted  to  address  a  council  during 
its  meeting  except  as  provided  in  this  rule  as  follows: 

(1)  The  president  may  recognize  any  distinguished  guest  under  "Introduction  and  Recognition  of  Guests 
and  Visitors"  and  permit  a  two-minute  response  to  the  introduction; 

(2)  The  president  may  permit  any  city  or  county  officer  or  employee  to  address  the  council  in  response 
to  a  question  or  request  for  information  by  a  member  of  the  council;  such  person's  response  shall  be 
limited  in  his  reply  to  two  (2)  minutes; 

(3)  Any  member  of  a  council  desiring  that  someone  be  heard  that  is  denied  the  floor  by  these  rules  or  the 
president,  may  move  to  recess  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  council  to  hear  the  allow  such  person  to

address  the  council.  The  motion  shall  state  the  person  to  be  heard,  the  subject  to  which  the  discussion 
will  be  limited  and  the  time  to  be  granted  the  speaker.  The  motion  shall  require  a  second;  it  shall  be 
privileged  and  immediately  put  to  vote  without  debate.  The  motion  shall  be  carried  only  if  receiving 
a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  council.  If  the  motion  is  carried,  the  meeting  chall  recess 
and  reconvene  as  the  committee  of  the  whole  council  the  person  shall  be  permitted  to  address  the 
council  in  accordance  with  the  motion; 

(4)  If  an  item  of  business  before  a  council  is  one  for  which  a  notice  of  public  hearing  has  been  given,  the 
president  shall  inquire  before  stating  the  question  whether  members  of  the  public  desire  to  be  heard 
on  that  item.  If  any  person  indicates  a  desire  to  be  heard,  the  president  shall  recess  the  council  to  a 
committee  of  the  whole  council  for  the  public  hearing  recognize  such  person.  The  committee  of  the 
whole  council  may,  by  majority  vote,  impose  reasonable  limits  upon  the  time  and  number  of  persons 
to  be  allowed  to  speak. 

(b)  Any  member  of  the  public  having  been  properly  granted  the  privilege  of  the  council  floor  for  purposes 
of  offering  comment  or  testimony  on  a  particular  proposal  or  issue  before  the  council,  must  speak  to  that  issue. 
Any  member  of  the  council,  having  been  recognized  by  the  president,  may  question  the  relevancy  of  comment 
or  testimony  being  given  by  members  of  the  public  by  asking  the  president  to  rule  on  the  germaneness  of  such 
comment  or  testimony.  The  president  may  also  rule  on  germaneness  without  request.  All  such  decisions  of  the 
president  may  be  challenged  and  sustained  or  overruled  by  a  simple  majority  vote. 

Sec.  151-48.     Leave  Permission  for  member  to  absent  himself  from  meeting  leave  before  adjournment. 

After  a  meeting  of  a  council  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  b»  a  member  thereof  shall  absent  himself  from 
the  council  chamber  without  first  having  been  remain  in  attendance  until  adjournment  unless  excused  by  the 
presiding  officer.  If  the  presiding  officer  refuses  to  grant  an  excuse,  the  member  seeking  to  be  excused  shall 
have  the  right  to  appeal  to  a  vote  of  the  council  upon  his-  the  request  to  be  excused,  and  the  affirmative  vote  of 
a  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  sufficient  to  excuse  him- such  member  from  further  attendance  at  that 
meeting  of  the  council.  The  question  upon  excusing  a  member,  notwithstanding  the  refusal  of  the  presiding 
officer  to  do  so,  shall  be  a  question  of  privilege  and  shall  be  immediately  put  to  vote  by  the  presiding  officer, 
taking  precedence  over  all  other  questions  and  motions  that  may  be  before  the  council  at  that  time.  When  any 
member  shall  be  excused  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  rule,  the  clerk  shall  note  in  the  journal  that 
the  leave  was  granted,  showing  whether  leave  was  granted  by  the  presiding  officer  or  by  vote  of  the  council. 

Sec.  151-49.     Calling  members  to  order  for  violation  of  rules. 

If  any  member  of  a  council,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgresses  the  rules  of  the  council,  the  presiding 
officer  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  hi»  such  member  to  order,  in  which  case  he  such  member  shall 
immediately  surrender  the  floor,  unless  permitted  on  motion  of  another  member  to  explain,  and  the  council 
shall,  if  appealed  to,  decide  the  case  without  debate.  If  the  decision  is  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order, 
he  such  member  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed,  but  not  other  wise,  and  if  the  case  requires  it,  he  such  member 
shall  be  liable  to  such  censure  or  such  punishment  as  the  council  may  deem  proper  or  the  law  may  provide. 

Sec.  151-50.     Procedure  when  exception  is  taken  to  spoken  words. 

If  a  member  of  a  council  is  called  to  order  for  words  spoken  in  debate,  the  member  calling  him- such  member 
to  order  shall  indicate  the  words  excepted  to  and  the  words  shall  be  taken  down  in  writing  at  the  clerk's  desk 
and  read  aloud  to  the  council;  however,  the  member  shall  not  be  held  to  answer,  nor  be  subject  to  the  censure 
of  the  council  therefor,  if  further  debate  or  other  business  shall  have  intervened. 

Sec.  151-51.     Time  limit  on  speaking. 

No  member  of  a  council  shall  speak  more  than  twice,  nor  for  more  than  five  (5)  minutes  on  each  occasion, 
upon  any  one  question  in  debate  during  the  same  session  or  meeting,  without  leave  therefor  of  the  council, 
except  in  explanation,  unless  he  such  member  is  the  mover,  proposer  or  introducer  of  the  matter  pending,  in 
which  case  he  such  member  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  in  reply,  but  not  until  every  other  member  desiring  to 
speak  shall  have  spoken. 

Sec.  151-52.     Roll  call  votes. 

(a)  All  votes  upon  the  final  adoption  of  proposals  for  ordinances  or  general  resolutions,  motions  to 
reconsider  or  motions  to  suspend  the  rules,  shall  be  by  roll  call  vote.  If  electronic  or  mechanical  voting  systems 
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are  installed  for  use  by  the  council,  the  recording  of  the  vote  by  such  methods  shall  be  the  same  as  a  vote  by 
calling  the  roll  and  may  be  used  for  the  roll  call  at  the  opening  of  a  meeting  and  to  determine  a  quorum.  All 
ordinances  or  resolutions  shall  be  adopted  solely  upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  members  of  the 
council.  All  members  present  shall  vote  on  all  roll  call  votes  except  where  permitted  to  abstain  by  vote  of  a 
majority  present  after  stating  the  reasons  therefor. 

(b)  Any  councillor,  who  has  a  material  financial  or  personal  interest,  whether  direct  or  indirect,  in  any 
matter  pending  before  the  council,  which  interest  is  distinguishable  from  the  interests  of  the  public  in  general, 
shall  not  engage  in  deliberations  concerning  such  matter,  shall  be  disqualified  from  acting  on  such  matter,  and 
shall  not  communicate  about  such  matter  with  any  person  who  will  participate  in  the  action  to  be  taken  on  such 
matter.  Such  councillor  shall  disclose  the  nature  of  such  disqualifying  interest  at  the  first  meeting  at  which  the 
matter  is  considered  after  such  disqualifying  interest  is  apparent  to  the  councillor  or  is  suggested  by  some  other 
person  and  shall  thereafter  remain  silent  and  abstain  from  any  votes  on  such  matter. 

(c)  Whenever  because  of  personal,  business  or  financial  relationships  potentially  affected  by  any  matter 
pending  before  the  council,  a  councillor  believes  that  his  participation  in  the  matter  might  cause  an  appearance 
of  impropriety  even  though  there  is  not  a  disqualifying  interest  under  subsection  (b),  such  councillor  shall 
disclose  such  relationship  and  request  to  abstain  from  any  votes  on  such  matters.  The  presiding  officer  shall 
permit  such  abstention. 

(d)  Whenever  the  propriety  of  voting  of  a  councillor  on  any  matter  is  challenged  by  another  councillor 
and  such  councillor  refuses  to  abstain,  a  motion  shall  be  in  order  to  disqualify  such  councillor  on  the  grounds 
provided  in  subsection  (b).  Such  motion  shall  be  decided  by  majority  vote  of  those  present.  If  the  motion  to 
disqualify  carries,  the  vote  of  such  member  shall  not  be  counted  on  the  matter  with  respect  to  which  the 
councillor  was  disqualified. 

Sec.  151-53.     Motions  entertained  during  debate. 

When  a  question  is  under  debate,  including  while  special  orders  are  under  consideration  no  motion  shall 
be  considered  except  one  of  the  following,  which  motions  shall  take  precedence  in  the  order  stated: 

(1)  To  recess  or  adjourn; 

(2)  For  the  previous  question; 

(3)  To  postpone  to  a  time  certain; 

(4)  To  recommit  to  a  committee; 

(5)  To  amend; 

(6)  To  postpone  indefinitely  or  to  strike  a  proposal. 

When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  a  motion  to  amend  and  a  motion  to  amend  that  amendment  shall 
be  in  order,  but  no  further  motion  to  amend  shall  be  in  order  until  the  disposition  of  that  motion. 

Sec.  151-54.     Previous  question. 

The  form  of  the  previous  question  shall  be:  "Shall  the  debate  now  close?"  The  motion  for  the  previous 
question  shall  require  a  majority  of  those  voting  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  All  incidental  questions 
of  order  arising  after  a  motion  is  made  for  a  previous  question  and  pending  the  motion  shall  be  decided,  whether 
on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  debate.  When  the  previous  question  has  been  ordered  on  a  proposition  under 
debate,  the  proponent  of  the  question  shall  have  two  (2)  minutes  to  close  the  debate,  immediately  following 
which  the  previous  question  shall  be  decided. 

Sec.  151-55.     Motion  to  adjourn  or  recess. 

(a)     A  motion  to  adjourn  or  recess  shall  be  in  order,  except  as  follows: 

( 1 )  When  a  member  is  speaking; 

(2)  While  the  same  item  of  business  is  pending  during  which  such  a  previous  motion  was  defeated: 
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(3)     During  a  roll  call. 

» 

(b)     A  motion  to  recess  shall  take  precedence  over  a  motion  to  adjourn. 

Sec.  151-56.     Suspension  of  these  rules. 

These  rules  (except  where  required  by  statute)  may  be  suspended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  elected  and 
qualified  members  of  the  council.  If  a  rule  is  suspended,  a  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  decide  the 
procedure  to  follow  in  lieu  of  the  suspended  rule.  The  power  to  suspend  these  rules  shall  not  apply  to  rules 
which  are  required  by  statutory  or  constitutional  law. 

Sec.  151-57.     Amendment  of  rules. 

These  rules,  as  set  forth  in  this  chapter,  may  be  amended  only  by  adopting  an  amending  ordinance  in 
accordance  with  these  rules,  except  that  the  approval  of  the  mayor  shall  not  be  required  with  respect  to  an 
ordinance  amending  these  rules. 

Sec.  151-58.     Parliamentary  authority. 

All  meetings  of  a  council  and  its  committees  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set  forth 
in  "Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Newly  Revised,"  except  where  a  different  procedure  is  required  by  state  law,  this 
Code  or  other  ordinances  of  the  city-county  council.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  council  shall  decide  all 
matters  of  procedure  not  covered  by  the  authorities  stated  in  this  section. 

Sec.  151-59.     General  counsel  to  act  as  parliamentarian. 

The  general  counsel  shall  attend  all  council  meetings  and  advise  the  president  as  the  parliamentarian.  With 
permission  of  the  presiding  officer,  the  general  counsel  may  address  the  council  with  respect  to  any  point  of 
order  or  law  arising  during  a  meeting  of  the  council. 

ARTICLE  5.  PREPARATION  AND  INTRODUCTION  OF  PROPOSALS 

Sec.  151-61.     Designation  of  proposals 

(a)  Any  proposal  for  action  by  a  council  by  ordinance  or  general  resolution  shall  be  in  writing  and  entitled 

in  the  following  form:    "A  Proposal  for  a ,"  inserting  therein  the  class  of  ordinance  or 

general  resolution  and  the  subject  matter  of  the  proposal. 

(b)  Any  proposal  which  contemplates  a  resolution  or  other  action  by  a  council  in  the  nature  of  a  memorial, 
commendation  or  other  admonishment  or  proclamation  shall  be  designated  "A  Proposal  for  a  Special 
Resolution."  The  proposal  shall  be  properly  before  the  council  for  final  action  unless  the  president  or  the 
council  refers  or  tables,  the  proposal.  If  eight  (8)  councillors  so  request  the  proposal  shall  be  referred  to  a 
committee. 

(c)  Any  proposal  which  contemplates  action  relating  only  to  the  internal  procedures  of  a  council,  its 
finances  or  its  staff,  or  relates  to  appointments  or  confirmation  of  appointments  made  exclusively  by  the  council, 
shall  be  designated  "A  Proposal  for  a  Council  Resolution."  The  proposal  shall  be  properly  before  the  council 
for  final  action  at  the  same  meeting  at  which  it  is  introduced,  unless  the  president  or  the  council  refers  or 
postpones  it. 

(d)  All  other  actions  of  a  council,  shall  be  taken  by  ordinance  or  general  resolution.  Ordinances  or  general 
resolutions  shall  be  designated  in  one  of  the  following  classes: 

( 1 )  General  ordinances;  which  shall  include  all  ordinances  of  general  application  to  the  public, 

(2)  Fiscal  ordinances;  which  shall  include  all  ordinances  establishing  annual  budget  or  appropriations,  and 
any  revisions  to  such  budgets  or  appropriations, 

(3)  Special  ordinances;  which  shall  include  ordinances  of  special  application  or  private  concessions, 

(4)  Rezoning  ordinances;  which  are  zoning  map  changes  certified  by  the  Metropolitan  Development 
Commission; 
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(5)     General  resolutions;  which  are  resolutions  effecting  official  actions  of  governmental  or  general 
application. 

(e)  Proposals  for  action  by  a  special  service  district  council  shall  be  designated  similarly  including  the 
respective  council. 

Sec.  151  62. — Initiation  of  proposal. 

A  proposal  ie  initiated  when  fifty  (50)  copies  of  the  written  proposal  are  submitted  to  the  clerk  in  proper 
foim)  bearing  the  written  approval  of  the  general  counsel.  A  proposal  may  be  initiated  by  any  member  of  a 
council  or  other  person  authorized  by  law,  but  the  person  initiating  a  proposal  shall  sign  the  original  proposal 
or  such  other  form  as  is  required  by  the  clerk  to  record  the  source  of  the  proposal.  When  all  steps  required  by 
this  rule  are  completedt  the  clerk  shall  assign  the  proposal  a  number.  If  such  steps  are  completed  on  the  last 
full  business  day  prior  to  the  date  of  the  meeting  of  the  council  the  proposal  shall  be  entered  on  the  agenda  of 
that  meeting  for  introduction. 

Sec.  151-63-2.  Drafting  of  proposals  and  approval  as  to  form. 

The  general  counsel,  upon  request  of  any  member  of  a  council,  a  department  director,  the  county  auditor, 
the  city  controller  or  other  person  authorized  by  law  to  initiate  an  ordinance  or  resolution  shall  review  any 
suggested  ordinance  or  resolution  and  cause  the  suggested  ordinance  or  resolution  to  be  placed  in  proper  form 
for  initiation  and  shall  draft  appropriate  proposals  for  any  member  of  a  council  or  city  or  county  official.  Such 
requests  shall  be  made  sufficiently  in  advance  as  to  give  adequate  time  for  compliance  with  the  request.  The 
general  counsel  shall,  within  five  (5)  working  days  after  receiving  the  request,  advise  when  the  requested  action 
will  be  completed.  In  general,  the  general  counsel  shall  have  five  (5)  working  days  in  which  to  draft  fiscal 
ordinances  or  Code  amendments.  If  the  general  counsel  has  previously  reviewed  the  proposal,  he- the  general 
counsel  shall  have  at  least  three  (3)  working  days  in  which  to  place  the  proposal  in  final  form  and  approve  it  for 
initiation.  If  the  general  counsel  refuses  to  approve  a  proposal  for  legal  reasons  introduction,  he-  the  general 
counsel  shall  so  advise  in  writing  stating  briefly  those  reasons. 

Sec.  151-63.     Procedures  for  introduction  of  proposals. 

(a)  Councillors  or  other  persons  authorized  by  law  may  initiate  proposals  for  introduction  by  submitting 
such  proposals  to  the  clerk  for  review  by  the  general  counsel  as  to  form  and  legality.  If  such  person  is  not  a 
councillor,  the  person  shall  indicate  the  councillor  who  has  agreed  to  sponsor  the  proposal. 

(b)  If  such  proposal  is  approved  by  the  general  counsel  and  was  submitted  by  noon  on  the  fifth  business 
day  prior  to  the  date  the  preliminary  agenda  is  to  become  available  to  the  public  pursuant  to  Sec.  161-5(b)(3). 
the  proposal  shall  be  entered  on  the  agenda  of  that  meeting  for  introduction. 

(c)  The  deadline  established  by  subsection  (b)  may  be  waived  only  by  the  president  of  the  council. 

Sec.  151-64.     Fiscal  ordinances. 

No  proposal  for  a  fiscal  ordinance  shall  be  initiated  unless  approved  by  the  proper  fiscal  officer  of  the  city 
or  county  or  unless  that  officer  has  been  notified  by  the  clerk  of  its  receipt  at  least  seven  (7)  days  before 
introduction.  Any  proposal  for  a  fiscal  ordinance  appropriating  or  transferring  funds  shall  not  be  approved  for 
introduction  if  any  of  the  financial  data  or  reports  required  by  this  Code  are  delinquent  as  to  a  fund  which  is  the 
subject  of  such  proposal. 

Sec.  151-65.     Rezoning  Ordinances. 

Rezoning  ordinances  are  proposed  ordinances  certified  from  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission 
changing  zone  maps  incorporated  by  reference  into  the  zoning  ordinance. 

Sec.  151-66.     Requirements  for  proposals  concerning  real  estate  transactions. 

Any  proposal  for  an  ordinance  or  resolution  which  contemplates  the  approval  of  the  acquisition  or  disposal 
(whether  by  sale  or  by  lease)  of  real  property  shall  not  be  introduced  unless  either  ( 1 )  the  transfer  will  occur  only 
after  a  public  bidding  process  or  (2)  the  owner  of  property,  which  is  to  be  acquired  or  the  transferee  of  property 
which  is  to  be  acquired,  is  identified  in  the  proposal.  For  purposes  of  the  section,  "owner"  or  "transferee"  shall 
mean  all  persons  or  firms  owning  or  acquiring  10%  or  more  of  the  equity  in  the  property  and,  with  respect  to 
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any  firm  owning  10%  or  more  of  the  equity,  any  persons  or  firms  owning  10%  or  more  of  the  equity  of  such 
firms. 

ARTICLE  6.  CONSIDERATION  AND  ADOPTION  OF  PROPOSALS 

Sec.  151-71.     Order  of  business. 

The  order  of  business  at  each  regular  or  special  meeting  of  a  council,  shall  be  determined  by  the  president 
in  advance  of  the  meeting,  subject  to  adoption  of  an  agenda  by  the  council.  If  such  determination  is  not  made, 
the  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business: 

(a)  Formal  opening  ceremony; 

(b)  The  roll  call; 

(c)  The  introduction  and  recognition  of  guests  and  visitors; 

(d)  Official  communications  from  the  mayor  and  other  city  and  county  officials; 

(e)  Adoption  of  the  agenda; 

(f)  Approval  of  the  journal; 

(g)  Presentations  of  petitions,  memorials,  special  resolutions  and  council  resolutions; 
(h)  The  introduction  of  proposals; 

(i)      Special  orders  -  priority  business 

(1)  Reconsideration  of  the  Mayor's  Vetoes 

(2)  Rezoning  Ordinances  (not  scheduled  for  public  hearing) 

(3)  Economic  Development  Bonds 

(4)  Suspension  of  Regulations 
(j)      Special  orders  -  public  hearings; 

(k)     Special  orders  -  unfinished  business; 

(1)      Special  orders  -  final  adoption  of  proposals; 

(m)    Special  service  district  council  meetings; 

(1)  Police 

(2)  Fire 

(3)  Solid  Waste 
(n)     New  business; 

(&) — Pending  proposals; 
(po)       Announcements;  and  adjournment. 
(p)     Ceremonial  adjournments  and  recognitions  of  deceased  persons; 
(q)     Traditional  adjournment. 
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Sec.  151-72.     Approval  of  journal. 

At  each  meeting  of  a  council,  if  it  is  held  at  least  seven  (7)  days  after  the  prior  meeting,  the  clerk  shall  make 
available  for  public  inspection  and  distribute  to  the  members  of  the  council  that  request  them,  copies  of  the 
journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  preceding  meeting.  The  president  shall  call  for  corrections  of  the  journal  in 
the  regular  order  of  business.  Unless  that  order  of  business  is  postponed  or  a  motion  carried  to  read  the  journal, 
the  corrections,  if  any,  shall  be  noted  and  the  journal  shall  stand  approved  without  motion. 

Sec.  151-73.     Petitions. 

Any  petition  directed  to  a  council,  whether  specifically  authorized  by  law  or  not,  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk 
and  called  to  the  attention  of  the  council  by  the  clerk  under  the  proper  order  of  business.  If  the  petition  is  one 
specifically  authorized  by  law,  the  president  shall  refer  it  to  a  proper  committee.  As  to  all  other  petitions,  any 
motion  for  referral  or  other  appropriate  action  shall  be  in  order  unless  the  motion  requires  action  which  is 
proper  only  by  a  general  resolution  or  ordinance.  In  calling  the  petition  to  the  attention  of  the  council,  the  clerk 
need  not  read  the  petition  in  full  but  shall  report,  fairly  describing  its  contents. 

Sec.  151-74.     Introduction  of  proposals. 

Proposals  shall  be  introduced  and  presented  to  the  city-county  council  only  in  the  following  manner:  Under 
the  proper  item  of  business,  the  clerk  shall  read  the  proposal,  stating  only  the  number,  reciting  the  title  and 
stating  the  name  of  the  person  initiating  the  proposal.  After  each  proposal  is  introduced,  the  president  shall  state 
the  committee  to  which  the  proposal  is  referred  or,  if  the  proposal  has  been  previously  referred  to  a  committee, 
the  committee  to  which  the  referral  was  made.  If,  by  law,  a  public  hearing  before  the  entire  council  is  required, 
the  public  hearing  shall  be  at  the  next  regular  meeting  unless  the  president  shall  state  another  date  for  the  public 
hearing.  If  the  proposal  is  for  a  rezoning  ordinance,  the  approval  of  which  by  the  metropolitan  development 
commission  has  been  certified  to  the  clerk,  the  president  shall  inquire  if  any  member  moves  that  the  proposal 
be  set  for  public  hearing  before  the  entire  city-county  council^  and,-  if  no  such  motion  is  adopted,  the  proposal 
shall  be  deemed  adopted. 

Sec.  151-75.     Consideration  for  final  adoption. 

No  proposal  for  an  ordinance  or  general  resolution  shall  be  considered  for  final  adoption  except  when  placed 
upon  the  agenda  as  a  special  order.  Any  proposal  reported  by  a  committee  shall  be  placed  on  the  agenda  under 
the  proper  category  of  special  orders.  Under  the  order  of  business  "Adoption  of  Agenda,"  it  shall  be  in  order 
to  move  to  advance  any  proposal  then  introduced  to  "Special  Order  -  Final  Adoption  of  Proposals."  If  the 
motion  is  to  advance  a  proposal  first  introduced  at  the  same  meeting,  the  motion  shall  be  carried  only  if  eighteen 
(18)  members  of  the  council  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  the  proposal  has  been  distributed  in  advance  of  the 
meeting.  No  proposal  for  an  ordinance  shall  be  adopted  at  the  same  meeting  or  on  the  same  day  of  introduction, 
unless: 

(a)  By  unanimous  consent  of  the  council  members  present  the  matter  is  considered  and  at  least  two-thirds 
of  all  members  are  present  and  vote  for  its  adoption. 

(b)  The  ordinance  was  initiated  by  a  director,  board  or  commission  and  does  not  provide  for  an 
appropriation  or  tax  levy  or  the  incurring  of  general  obligation  indebtedness;  or 

(c)  The  ordinance  is  for  the  reappropriation  or  transfer  of  funds  previously  appropriated  by  the  annual 
budget  ordinances. 

Sec.  151-76.     Public  hearings. 

Whenever  a  proposal  is  such  that  by  law  a  hearing  must  be  held  before  the  entire  council,  the  clerk  shall 
advertise  the  hearing  on  the  date  set  by  the  president  and  place  the  proposal  on  the  agenda  for  that  meeting  under 
the  order  of  business  "Special  Orders  -  Public  Hearings,"  in  the  order  of  introduction. 

Sec.  151-77.     Special  orders  -  public  hearing. 

Upon  reaching  the  order  of  business  "Special  Orders  -  Public  Hearings,"  the  president  shall  inquire  as  to 
each  proposal  if  members  of  the  public  desire  to  be  heard  on  that  proposal.  If  any  appear  wishing  to  be  heard 
the  president  shall  recognize  such  persons,  the  city-county  council  shall  recess  to  a  committee  of  the  whole 
council;  as  provided  in  these  rules.  If  none  desire  to  be  heard  or>  upon  reconvening  the  city  count)  council. 
the  president  shall  state  that  the  question  before  the  council  is  on  the  final  adoption  of  Proposal  No. . 
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Sec.  151-78.     Reconsideration  after  veto. 

If  the  mayor  shall  veto  any  ordinance  or  general  resolution  of  a  council,  upon  receipt  of  the  communication 
from  the  mayor  so  informing  the  council  and  at  the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting  of  the  council,  any  member 
thereof  may  move  to  have  the  ordinance  or  general  resolution  made  a  special  order  of  unfinished  business. 
Upon  coming  to  that  order  of  business,  the  president  shall  state  the  question:  "Shall  the  ordinance  or  resolution 
be  effective  notwithstanding  the  veto?"  If  the  question  receives  the  statutory  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  the  council,  the  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect.  If  the  veto  is  of  one  or  more  items  of  appropriation, 
the  motion  to  make  a  special  order  of  business  shall  specify  which  items  shall  be  considered  for  adoption, 
notwithstanding  the  veto  and,  upon  consideration  of  those  items,  any  member  of  the  council  may  require  that 
the  question  be  separately  put  on  any  one  or  more  of  the  vetoed  items. 

Sec.  151-79.     Special  procedures  for  rezoning  ordinances. 

(a)  Proposals  for  changing  the  zone  maps  incorporated  by  reference  into  the  Marion  County  zoning 
ordinance  may  be  amended  or  rejected  only  after  the  council  holds  a  public  hearing  pursuant  to  IC  36-7-4-608. 
Whenever  pursuant  to  IC  36-7-4-608  the  council  schedules  such  a  public  hearing,  the  rules  set  forth  in  this 
section  shall  apply. 

(b)  After  such  public  hearing  is  scheduled  by  vote  of  the  council,  a  preliminary  investigation  shall  proceed 
as  follows: 

(1)  The  general  counsel  shall  notify  the  administrator  of  the  division  of  development  services  within  two 
(2)  days  after  a  rezoning  hearing  is  scheduled,  and  the  administrator  shall  distribute  in  writing  to  all 
council  members  and  the  general  counsel  the  staff  comments  and  any  other  information  deemed  by 
him  relevant  to  the  matter  to  be  heard.  Such  materials  shall  be  mailed  or  delivered  at  least  seven  (7) 
days  prior  to  the  hearing  date. 

(2)  Any  interested  party  may  distribute  any  relevant  written  materials  to  council  members,  provided  all 
such  information  is  distributed  to  all  council  members.  Such  materials  will  be  distributed  to  council 
members  by  the  clerk's  staff  if  thirty-five  (35)  copies  are  delivered  at  the  staff  conference  provided 
in  paragraph  (3)  of  this  subsection. 

(3)  The  general  counsel  shall  conduct  a  preliminary  staff  conference  on  all  rezoning  petitions  on  the 
Wednesday  immediately  preceding  the  scheduled  hearing  beginning  at  2:00  p.m.  in  the  clerk's  officesl 
unless  the  petitioners  and  remonstrators  agree  to  a  different  time.  The  petitioner(s)  and  any 
remonstrator(s)  each  shall  be  represented  at  such  conference  by  not  more  than  two  (2)  persons  for  each 
side,  one  of  whom  may  be  their  attorney. 

(4)  The  purpose  of  the  staff  conference  shall  be  to  insure  agreement  as  to  the  procedures  for  the  public 
hearing,  to  promote  agreement  on  order  of  presentation,  to  list  witnesses  and  exhibits,  and- to  narrow 
issues  to  be  heard,  and  to  consider  compromises. 

(c)  Order  of  public  hearings: 

( 1 )  Councillor  requesting  hearing  (two  (2)  minutes); 

(2)  Petitioner(s)'  presentation  (twenty  (20)  minutes  or  less); 

(3)  Remonstrator(s)'  presentation  (twenty  (20)  minutes  or  less); 

(4)  Public  comment  from  any  citizen  who  has  an  interest  distinct  from  that  represented  by  petitioner(s) 
or  remonstrator(s)  (two  (2)  minutes  or  less  each); 

(5)  Petitioner(s)  to  close  (remainder  of  twenty  (20)  minutes  if  any); 

(6)  Remonstrator(s)  to  close  (remainder  of  twenty  (20)  minutes  if  any); 

(7)  Council  questioning  and  debate: 

a.       Each  council  member  has  the  floor  only  once  for  not  more  than  two  (2)  minutes; 
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b.      All  questions  by  council  members  and  the  responses  shall  be  counted  within  the  time  allocated 
in  subparagraph  a; 

(8)  Councillors  requesting  hearing  has  five  (5)  minutes  to  close  debate; 

(9)  Hearing  ends,  petition  is  decided. 

(d)  The  petitioner(s)  and  remonstrator(s)  each  shall  have  twenty  (20)  minutes  total  per  side  for 
presentation  and  closing,  which  may  be  used  at  their  discretion.  All  testimony,  except  public  comment  and 
questions  by  council  members  and  the  response  thereto,  shall  be  treated  as  part  of  either  the  petitioner(s)'  or 
remonstrator(s)'  time  whether  or  not  called  by  a  party. 

(e)  If  either  party  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  issues  are  sufficiently  complex  to  justify  additional  time,  such 
request  shall  be  made  at  the  staff  conference  and  decided  by  the  council  prior  to  the  hearing.  No  additional  time 
shall  be  allowed  after  the  hearing  begins  except  by  action  suspending  these  rules. 

(f)  After  the  public  hearing  on  a  proposal  for  a  rezoning  ordinance,  by  a  vote  of  eighteen  of  the  members 
of  the  city-county  council,  the  proposal  is  adopted  or  rejected  as  the  case  may  be.  Any  vote  of  less  than  eighteen 
shall  be  indecisive;  and  the  proposal  shall  take  effect  as  adopted  pursuant  to  IC  36-7-4-608(c)(3)  on  the  final 
action  date  (as  extended). 

Sec,  151-80, — Action  to  change  or  postpone. 

Action  to  change  or  postpone  the  effective  date  of  a  transportation  board  resolution  adopted  pursuant  to  this 
Code  purporting  to  establish  traffic  regulations  pursuant  to  authority  delegated  by  the  council,  shall  be  taken 
by  council  resolution. 

Sec.  151-8-W.  Committee  reports. 

Whenever  a  committee  acts  to  return  a  proposal  to  a  council,  the  chairmaaperson  of  the  committee  shall  so 
inform  the  clerk,  stating  in  writing  whether  the  committee  recommends  adoption  or  denial  or  reports  without 
recommendation. 

Sec.  151-82L  Special  orders  -  final  adoption. 

Upon  reaching  the  order  of  business  "Special  Orders  -  Unfinished  Business"  and  the  order  of  business 
"Special  Orders  -  Final  Adoption  of  Proposals,"  the  president  shall  state  with  respect  to  each  proposal  in  the 
order  listed  in  the  agenda,  that  the  question  is  on  the  final  adoption  of  Proposal  No. . 

Sec.  151-83-2.  Order  of  debate. 

When  the  presiding  officer  has  stated  a  question  on  final  adoption,  he  shall  then  recognize  the 
chairmanperson  of  the  committee  to  which  the  proposal  was  referred  or  if  the  chairmaftperson  has  voted  with 
the  minority  on  the  proposal  in  committee  a  member  of  the  committee  which  voted  for  the  committee 
recommendation,  and  the  member  of  the  council  introducing  the  proposal,  if  there  is  one.  After  the  committee 
recommendations  have  been  announced  and  after  the  sponsoring  council  member  has  spoken  or  declined  to 
speak,  any  member  of  the  council  may  be  recognized  for  debate  or  any  other  matter  in  order.  If  the  committee 
has  recommended  that  the  proposal  be  amended,  the  question  before  the  council  shall  be  on  adoption  of  the 
proposal  as  amended  by  the  committee. 

Sec.  151-843.  Roll  call  votes. 

The  presiding  officer  may  state  the  question  of  final  adoption  jointly  on  more  than  one  proposal;  however, 
if  any  member  of  the  council  objects,  the  roll  call  on  adoption  shall  be  taken  separately  on  each  proposal. 

Sec.  1 5 1-854.  Amendments. 

No  amendment  to  a  proposal  shall  be  in  order  unless  in  writing  and  copies  presented  to  the  president  and 
the  clerk.  Any  amendment  may  be  referred,  delayed  or  otherwise  disposed  of  without  delay  or  prejudice  of  the 
proposal  itself.  The  adoption  of  any  amendment  not  having  the  prior  approval  of  the  general  counsel  as  to  form 
shall  have  the  effect  of  tabling  the  proposal  until  the  next  meeting. 
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Sec.  151-865.  Indecisive  vote. 

If,  after  the  president  has  stated  the  question  on  final  adoption  and  the  council  has  postponed  the  final  vote 
or  if  on  final  vote  the  proposal  fails  to  obtain  the  necessary  vote  for  adoption  or  defeat,  the  proposal  shall  be 
placed  on  the  agenda  of  the  next  meeting  under  the  order  of  business:  "Special  Orders  -  Unfinished  Business," 
unless  it  is  referred  back  to  a  committee  or  tabled  or  postponed  to  a  time  certain  or  indefinitely. 

Sec.  1 5 1  -86.     Adjournment  motions  recognizing  deceased  persons. 

At  the  conclusion  of  each  Council  meeting  immediately  prior  to  traditional  adjournment,  the  Clerk  or  a 
member  of  the  Council  as  designated  by  the  President  shall  have  the  opportunity  to  adjourn  the  meeting  in 
recognition  of  and  respect  for  the  life  and  contributions  of  specifically  named  deceased  persons.  The  name(s) 
of  such  deceased  persons  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Clerk  by  the  sponsoring  Councillor  by  5:00  P.M.  at  least  two 
work  days  before  the  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  Council  at  which  the  motion  is  to  be  offered.  The 
motion  shall  be  in  writing  on  a  form  devised  and  approved  by  the  Clerk  and  shall  contain  all  information 
necessary  to  facilitate  the  full  intent  and  process  of  this  ordinance.  The  following  protocol  for  offering  motions 
is  to  be  used.

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ARTICLE  7  -  COUNCIL  STAFF 

Sec.  161-1.    Appointment  and  term  of  office. 

The  clerk,  pursuant  to  state  law,  shall  be  appointed  by  and  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  city-county  council  for  a  term  of  one  (1 ) 
year. 

Sec.  161-2.    Duties  generally. 

The  clerk  shall  act  as  the  secretary  of  the  city-county  council;  he  shall^send  out  all  notices  of  city-county  council  meetings, 
keep  the  official  records  of  city-county  council  proceedings  and  shall  have  the  duty,  pursuant  to  state  law,  of  keeping  an  ordinance 
book  and  seeing  to  the  publication  of  ordinances.  The  clerk  shall  be  the  keeper  of  the  city  seal  and  Code. 

Sec.  161-3.    General  duties  of  the  clerk. 

In  addition  to  any  other  duties  imposed  by  state  law,  this  Code  or  other  ordinances  of  the  consolidated  city  and  county,  the  clerk 
shall  perform  the  following  duties  with  respect  to  the  proceedings  of  the  city-county  council: 

(1)  Act  as  secretary  of  the  city-county  council  and  each  special  sen/ice  district  council  and  keep  and  preserve  an  accurate 
journal  of  all  proceedings  of  the  councils; 

(2)  Shall  cause  all  notices  of  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  Councils  and  its  committees  to  be  served  in  accordance  with 
state  statutes,  this  Code  and  other  city-county  ordinances,  these  rules  and  the  directions  of  the  president  of  the  council: 
shall  cause  the  publication  of  all  notices  of  public  hearings  as  required  by  law  or  these  rules  and  shall  also  deliver  all 
subpoenas  issued  by  authority  of  the  councils. 

(3)  Shall  be  the  legal  custodian  of  all  records  of  the  councils  and  of  all  ordinances  and  resolutions  of  the  consolidated  city 
and  county. 

(4)  Shall  maintain  complete  and  orderly  Files  containing  all  papers  and  documents  of  every  kind  and  character  pertaining  to 
the  business  of  the  councils  and  hold  them  available  for  the  use  and  reference  of  the  councils  and  their  members. 

(5 )  Shall  call  the  roll  when  directed  by  the  presiding  officer  in  alphabetical  order,  except  that  the  president  shall  be  called  last. 

Sec.  161-4.    Journal. 

The  journal  of  the  council  shall  contain  a  complete  and  accurate  record  of  the  official  proceedings  of  the  city-county  council 
and  each  special  service  district  council  and  shall  be  prepared  and  kept  in  the  following  manner: 

( 1 )  Contents.  The  clerk  shall  enter  in  the  journal  at  least  the  following  information: 

a.  The  complete  text  of  all  correspondence  from  the  mayor; 

b.  The  numbers  and  titles  of  all  proposed  ordinances  and  resolutions  when  introduced; 

c.  A  brief  statement  of  the  contents  of  any  petition  or  other  paper  presented  for  consideration; 

d.  The  complete  text  of  each  ordinance,  resolution  or  other  proposal  when  before  the  council  for  adoption  and  each 
amendment  proposed  thereto; 

e.  Every  vote  of  the  council,  including  the  yeas  and  nays; 

f.  Such  other  matters  as  are  necessary  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  councils. 

(2)  Publication.  After  the  journal  is  approved,  the  clerk  shall  have  one  hundred  (100)  copies  of  the  journal  of  each  meeting 
printed.  One  (1)  copy  shall  be  delivered  to  each  member  of  the  city-county  council  as  soon  as  possible.  At  least  fifty 
(50)  copies  shall  be  preserved  to  be  bound  with  a  proper  index  after  the  end  of  each  year  as  the  permanent  official  journal 
of  the  councils;  one  (1)  bound  copy  shall  be  delivered  to  each  councilman  who  served  during  that  year. 

Sec.  161-5.    Calendar  and  agenda. 

The  clerk  shall  prepare  a  calendar  of  pending  matters  and  agendas  for  each  meeting  of  a  council,  as  follows: 

(a)  A  current  calendar  shall  be  available  to  members  of  the  council  within  three  (3)  days  after  each  meeting  indicating  the 
status  of  each  matter  pending  before  the  council. 

(b)  (1)  The  council  staff  will  prepare  in  advance  of  each  council  meeting  a  preliminary  agenda. 
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(2)  The  preliminary  agenda  shall  list  all  items  of  business  on  which  action  is  anticipated  as  of  the  date  of  such  preliminary 
agenda,  but  might  not  contain: 

a.  Economic  development  bond  proposals  not  yet  heard  by  the  economic  development  committee; 

b.  Rezoning  proposals  not  then  certified  by  the  administrator  of  zoning; 

c.  Resolutions  not  then  submitted  to  the  clerk;  and 

d.  Items  which  may  be  added  to  the  agenda  by  suspension  of  the  rules  or  other  lawful  procedures. 

(3)  The  preliminary  agenda  shall  be  available  to  the  public  by  2:00  p.m.  on  the  last  business  day  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
meeting  and  shall  be  mailed  to  the  councillors  requesting  the  same  that  afternoon. 

(c)  The  clerk  shall  prepare  an  agenda  prior  to  each  meeting  of  the  council  showing  all  matters  eligible  for  consideration  under 
each  order  of  business. 

Sec.  161-6.    Notice  of  claims;  service  of  civil  process. 

The  clerk  shall  be  the  person  upon  whom  notices  of  claims  and  civil  processes  shall  be  served  in  all  civil  actions  against  the 
city. 

Sec.  161-7.    Fees  for  furnishing  copies  of  documents. 

The  clerk  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  and  shall  made  a  charge  for  furnishing  certified  copies  of  any  of  the  official  records  in  his- 
the  clerk's  possession.  The  rate  of  such  fees  shall  be  the  same  as  that  for  similar  service  allowed  by  state  law  to  the  clerk  of  the  county 
circuit  court. 

Sec.  171-1.    Staff  officers. 

The  city-county  council  shall  consider  for  approval  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  on  rules  and  public  policy  for 
appointments  to  the  following  staff  officer  positions: 

(1)  Office  manager; 

(2)  Assistant  clerks; 

(3)  A  general  counsel; 

(4)  Research  directors; 

(5)  Fiscal  analysts  chief  financial  officer; 

(6)  Assistant  attorneys. 

The  president  of  the  council  shall  be  the  personnel  administrator  for  salary  and  compensation  of  the  staff. 

Sec.  171-2.    General  duties  of  the  assistant  clerk. 

The  assistant  clerks  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  clerk,  be  authorized  to  perform  all  of  the  duties  prescribed  by  these  rules  for 
the  clerk  including  signing  any  documents  which  may  require  the  signature  of  the  clerk.  One  or  more  senior  assistant  clerks  shall  be 
designated  to  act  when  the  clerk  is  absent. 

Sec.  171-3.    Appointment  and  supervision  of  the  general  counsel. 

The  general  counsel  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  council  upon  recommendation  by  the  committee  on  rules  and 
public  policy,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  corporation  counsel  and  subject  to  approval  by  the  council.  The  general  counsel  shall  be 
responsible  to  the  corporation  counsel  for  the  performance  of  those  duties  which  by  statute  the  legal  division  is  to  perform  for  tire- 
council.  The  president  shall  be  responsible  for  supervision  of  the  general  counsel. 

Sec.  171-4.    Duties  of  the  general  counsel  generally. 

(a)  The  general  counsel  shall  be  responsible  to  see  that  all  ordinances  and  resolutions  requested  by  members  of  the  council 
are  drafted,  shall  review  and  approve  all  proposed  ordinances  and  resolutions  as  to  form  and  legality,  shall  advise  the  clerk  as  to  all 
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matters  regarding  publication  and  codification  of  ordinances  and  shall  give  legal  advice  as  requested  by  the  councils,  their  committees 
and  their  members. 

(b)  The  general  counsel  shall  be  responsible  for  editing  and  supervising  of  the  codification  of  the  ordinances  and  is  authorized 
to  renumber  and  rearrange  sections  of  ordinances  or  the  codification  as  deemed  appropriate. 

(c)  The  general  counsel  shall  also  attend  meetings  of  the  majority  caucus  and  advise  such  caucus  unless  the  majority  caucus 
requests  other  legal  representation  or  if  the  general  counsel  determines  that  an  ethical  conflict  requires  withdrawal  from  such 
representation. 

Sec.  171-5.    Assistant  attorney.

The  assistant  attorney 
shall  be  available  to  minority  council  members  to  render  assistance  and  legal  counsel  to  them  and  the  minority  caucus  at  the  direction 
of  the  minority  leader  upon  matters  pertaining  to  council  business.  The  assistant  attorney  shall  also  assist  the  general  counsel  in  the 
preparation  of  proposals  and  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  routine  business  of  the  council  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the 
general  counsel.  The  assistant  attorney  shall  not  be  authorized  to  perform  any  function  by  statute  delegated  to  the  corporation  counsel 
nor  any  function  by  these  rules  pertaining  to  the  office  of  general  counsel  except  with  the  permission  of  the  general  counsel,  and  shall 
not  institute  or  represent  any  councilman  member  with  respect  to  any  litigation.

NEW  BUSINESS 

Councillor  Boyd  moved  that  before  final  arrangements  are  made  and  final  documents  signed 
by  the  Capital  Improvements  Board  concerning  the  construction  of  a  downtown  professional 
baseball  stadium,  at  the  discretion  of  the  President,  the  issue  be  assigned  either  to  a  standing 
committee  of  the  Council  for  review  and  public  hearing  or  to  the  Council  itself  sitting  as  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole.  Councillor  Williams  seconded  the  motion. 

Councillor  Boyd  said  that  this  simple  motion  does  not  question  the  authority  of  the  Capital 
Improvements  Board  (CIB).  All  this  motion  does  is  bring  the  Council  into  the  process  loop 
as  elected  officials  who  have  constituents  to  which  they  are  responsible.  The  development 
of  a  downtown  baseball  stadium  is  going  to  be  a  tremendous  investment  for  the  City  and  it 
is  also  going  to  change  significantly  the  landscape  downtown.  There  needs  to  be  an 
opportunity  for  public  input  and  public  dialogue  concerning  this  issue. 

Councillor  Borst  asked  who  is  the  point  person  or  group  on  this  issue.  He  said  that  he  did  not 
think  CIB  had  the  power  to  do  this.  Councillor  Boyd  replied  that  CIB  does  have  the  authority 
to  carry  the  construction  of  a  baseball  stadium  through  to  completion  without  stopping  at  the 
Council.  Councillor  Short  said  that  state  statute  gives  them  the  authority.  CIB  is  a  separate 
municipal  corporation. 

The  President  said  he  believes  that  the  Council  does  have  the  forum  to  discuss  this  and  to  ask 
responsible  officials  to  report  directly  to  the  Council,  either  to  a  Committee  or  to  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Councillor  Golc  suggested  that  the  Municipal  Corporations  Committee  hear  the  CIB 
presentation  on  this  issue. 

Councillor  West  stated  that  in  order  to  move  ahead  in  the  Regional  Center  requires  (1)  proper 
zoning  and  (2)  Regional  Center  approval.  The  rezoning  process  often  involves  both  the 
Commission  and  the  Council;  Regional  Center  approval  normally  involves  the  Commission. 

Councillor  Hinkle  said  that  it  is  highly  probable  that  taxpayers  dollars  might  find  their  way 
into  the  building  of  a  new  stadium;  therefore,  he  endorsed  Councillor  Boyd's  motion. 

Councillor  Boyd's  motion  passed  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Councillor  Williams  acknowledged  Councillor  Short's  fortieth  birthday. 

ANNOUNCEMENTS  AND  ADJOURNMENT 

Councillor  Boyd  moved  the  adjournment  of  this  meeting  of  the  Indianapolis  City-County 
Council  in  recognition  of  and  respect  for  the  life  and  contributions  of  Machinist  Mate  Petty 
Officer  Thomas  S.  Mosley  and  Doris  Means.    He  respectfully  asked  the  support  of  fellow 
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Councillors.  He  further  requested  that  the  motion  be  made  a  part  of  the  permanent  records 
of  this  body  and  that  a  letter  bearing  the  Council  seal  and  the  signature  of  the  President  be  sent 
to  the  family  of  each  person  advising  of  this  action.

Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  a  class  action  suit  has  been  brought  against  the  Marion  County 
Clerk  in  Federal  Court  concerning  the  Clerk's  method  in  processing  support  payments.  Over 
52,000  people  send  support  money  into  the  Clerk  which  is  then  forwarded  to  the  spouses  to 
whom  it  belongs.  The  Clerk  holds  a  check  that  is  written  on  an  in-state  bank  for  ten  days  and 
an  out-of-state  check  for  twenty  days  to  make  sure  the  check  clears.  During  that  period  of 
time  the  money  is  in  a  trust  fund  and  draws  interest.  This  interest  amounts  to  approximately 
$200,000  a  year  which  is  deposited  into  the  County  General  Fund  and  used  to  defray  other 
expenses  of  the  County.  The  Clerk  has  been  ordered  to  repay  the  interest  earned  on  the 
support  money  since  August  1991  to  the  proper  recipients.  Also  any  interest  that  accrues  on 
support  money  in  the  future  must  be  passed  along  to  the  recipients.  In  the  future,  the  Clerk 
will  only  accept  certified  checks,  money  orders  or  cash;  the  Clerk  will  not  accept  any  more 
personal  checks.  Councillor  Dowden  said  that  he  believes  it  is  an  unfortunate  case  that  was 
brought  against  the  Clerk  and  it  will  have  a  serious  impact  on  the  people  who  are  waiting  for 
their  child  support  payments  and  on  the  taxpayers  in  Marion  County. 
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Councillor  Coughenour  asked  for  a  point  of  personal  privilege.  She  said  that  she  believed  it 
is  time  to  recognize  the  accomplishments  of  Councillor  Stuart  Rhodes.  The  following  is  a 
list  of  his  activities  with  the  Association  of  Indiana  Counties,  Inc.  (AIC):  Board  of  Directors, 
1988-present;  East  Central  District  Vice  President,  1988-1989;  East  Central  District  President, 
1989-1990;  AIC  Treasurer,  1990;  Third  Vice  President,  1991;  Second  Vice  President,  1992;

Councillor  Rhodes  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  recognition.  He  said  that  he  is  looking 
forward  to  1994  as  President  of  AIC.  Part  of  his  duties  is  to  visit  with  all  of  the  county 
councils  throughout  the  state.  He  said  sometime  next  year  he  will  have  to  have  an  official 
visit  with  this  Council.

This  case  is  similar  to  one  which  occurred  about  a  year  ago  that  the  Council 
had  a  hearing  on  which  was  in  his  district.  The  developers  are  the  same  developers  and  had 
said  that  the  property  would  be  a  taxable  properly  and  would  add  to  the  tax  base,  and  their 
major  tenant  would  be  Methodist  Hospital.  As  it  turned  out,  Methodist  Hospital  owns  the 
facility  and  their  first  act  after  their  petition  was  approved  was  to  ask  for  a  complete  tax 
exemption  on  the  land.  Due  to  the  protests  submitted  by  the  neighborhood,  township  assessor 
and  a  number  of  others,  Methodist  Hospital  was  only  granted  a  66%  tax  exempt  status.   He 
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feels  the  same  thing  will  happen  in  this  case  on  the  southside.  This  facility  will  be  no  more 
than  medical  offices  with  laboratories  supporting  them.  Other  private  physicians  have  group 
practices  with  medical  offices  and  laboratories  and  they  must  pay  their  full  share  of  taxes. 
Councillor  Rhodes  said  that  this  is  a  legal  loophole  which  must  be  addressed  in  the  state 
legislature. 

Councillor  Borst  said  that  Methodist  Hospital  has  told  him  that  this  facility  on  the  southside 
will  be  paying  anywhere  from  $50,000  to  $100,000  in  property  tax  per  year.

(g)  The  term  "cable  television  system,"  "cable  system"  or  "system"  means  a  facility,  consisting  of  a  set 
of  closed  transmission  paths  and  associated  signal  generation,  reception  and  control  equipment  that 
is  designed  to  provide  cable  service  which  includes  video  programming  and  which  is  provided  to 
multiple  subscribers  within  the  city,  but  such  term  does  not  include  (A)  a  facility  that  serves  only  to 
retransmit  the  television  signals  of  one  or  more  television  broadcast  stations;  (B)  a  facility  that  serves 
only  subscribers  in  one  or  more  multiple-unit  dwellings  under  common  ownership,  control  only 
subscribers  in  one  or  more  multiple-unit  dwellings  under  common  ownership,  control,  or  management, 
unless  such  facility  or  facilities  use  any  public  right-of-way;  (C)  a  facility  of  a  common  carrier  which 
is  subject,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  the  provisions  of  Title  II  of  the  Communication  Act  of  1934,  as 
amended  except  that  such  facility  shall  be  considered  a  cable  system  (other  than  for  purposes  of 
Section  621(c)  of  the  Act  (47  U.S.C.  Section  424-  541(c))  to  the  extent  such  facility  is  used  in  the 
transmission  of  video  programming  directly  to  subscribers;  or  (D)  any  facilities  of  any  electric  utility 
used  solely  for  operating  its  electric  utility  systems;

(m)  The  term  "subscriber"  means  any  person  who  contracts  or  agrees  to  purchase  the  regular  subscriber 
service,  pay  television,  or  any  other  service  provided  by  the  cable  system,  and  includes  anyone 
actually  using  such  service; 

(n)  The  term  "video  programming"  means  programming  provided  by,  or  generally  considered  comparable 
to  programming  provided  by,  a  television  broadcast  station; 

(0)  The  term  "gross  accrued  revenues"  means  any  and  all  revenues  derived  from  the  cable  television 
operations  of  grantee  under  the  franchise  granted  by  the  city  as  those  terms  are  defined  herein  and  as 
reflected  in  the  financial  statements  of  grantee,  but  specifically  excluding  ( 1 )  any  and  all  taxes  or  fees

(q)  The  term  "city"  means  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana,  a  municipal 
corporation  of  the  State  of  Indiana.

(1)  The  cable  franchise  board  shall  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  the  review  and  regulation  of  rates  and 
charges  for  cable  services  provided  by  franchisees  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act, 
applicable  F.C.C.  regulations  and  this  chapter.  Because  of  the  deadlines  contained  in  current  F.C.C. 
regulations,  the  procedures  contained  in  sec.  8'/2-3  shall  not  apply  to  the  initial  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  by  the  cable  franchise  board  pursuant  to  this  paragraph,  but  such  rules  and  regulations  shall

'(-§-) — Any  disagreement  between  the  city  and  the  operator  concerning  interpretations  and  calculations  of  the 
financial  and  statistical  information  provided  by  the  operator  may  be  submitted  to  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 

(63)  The  city  reserves  the  right  to  review  the  purchase  price  of  any  transfer  or  assignment  of  the  system, 
and  any  assignee  to  the  franchise  expressly  agrees  that  any  negotiated  sale  value  which  the  council 
deems  unreasonable  will  not  be  considered  in  the  rate  base  for  any  subsequent  request  for  service 
increases. 

(e) — The  procedures  specified  in  subsection  (b)  hereof  shall  apply  only  to  the  extent  they  do  not  conflict 
with  regulations  concerning  rates  promulgated  by  the  federal  communications  commission  pursuant  to  Section 
633  of  the  Act  (17  U.S.C.  Section  623). 

444 — Any  request  for  a  change  in  subscriber  rates  and  charges,  whether  filed  under  the  procoduros  set  forth 
in  subsection  (b)  hereof  or  filed  pursuant  to  any  other  procedures  which  may  apply,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
granted  if  final  action  has  not  been  taken  by  the  city  on  such  request  within  one  hundred  eighty  (180)  days  after 
receipt  of  the  request  by  the  board  unless  the  one-hundred-eighty-day  period  is  extended  by  mutual  agreement 
of  the  operator  and  the  city. 

(ec)  Regardless  of  whether  the  city  regulates  or  is  authorized  to  regulate  rates  and  charges  to  subscribers, 
the  operator  shall  not  discriminate  as  to  rates  and  charges  among  customers  of  basic  service. 

((d)  In  any  request  for  proposals  or  as  a  condition  of  the  renewal  of  existing  franchises,  the  city  may  require 
and  regulate  the  installation  or  rental  of  equipment  which  facilitates  the  reception  of  basic  cable  service  by 
hearing-impaired  individuals.

This  Agreement  is  entered  into  by  and  between  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  by  and  through 
its  Department  of  Public  Works,  Suite  2460,  200  East  Washington  Street,  Indianapolis,  Indiana  46204  (City) 
and  the  Indianapolis  Museum  of  Art,  1200  West  38th  Street,  Indianapolis,  Indiana  46208  (Museum). 

WITNESSETH  THAT: 

WHEREAS,  in  the  mid-1970's  the  City  purchased  the  Mark  DiSuvero  "Snow  Plow"  sculpture  (Sculpture) 
to  commemorate  its  sesquicentennial  using  monies  raised  by  the  Indianapolis  Sesquicentennial  Commission  and 
a  grant  from  the  National  Endowment  of  the  Arts  (NEA);  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  desires  to  transfer  its  right,  title,  ownership  or  other  interest  in  the  Sculpture  to  the 
Museum  and  the  Museum  agrees  to  purchase  the  City's  right,  title,  ownership  or  other  interest  in  the  Sculpture 
in  order  to  improve  access  to  and  appreciation  of  the  work  by  displaying  it  on  Museum  grounds;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  the  Museum  both  desire  that  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  Sculpture  be  used 
to  acquire  or  develop  other  works  of  art  for  display  in  public  or  publicly  accessible  spaces  in  the  City  and 
Marion  County,  Indiana;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  NEA  has  no  objection  to  this  sale  of  the  Sculpture  and  use  of  the  proceeds,  which  is 
consistent  with  the  overall  objectives  of  the  NEA's  original  grant  to  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  such  a  transfer  between  the  City  and  the  Museum  is  authorized  by  IND.  CODE  36-1-1 1- 1(b)(7) 
and  Section  2-516  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
the  parties  may  agree  and  as  are  approved  by  the  City's  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  City  County  Council. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  contained  herein,  the  parties  agree  as 
follows: 

1.  In  exchange  for  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  ($120,000),  payable  in  three 
installments,  without  interest,  on  the  first  business  day  of  January  in  1994,  1995  and  1996  (the  Proceeds),  the 
City  agrees  to  transfer  the  City's  right,  title,  ownership  or  other  interest  in  the  Sculpture  to  the  Museum  for 
public  display  on  the  Museum's  grounds. 

2.  The  Museum  agrees  to  pay  all  costs  associated  with  the  deinstallation  and  removal  of  the  Sculpture 
from  the  City's  property,  transportation  to  the  Museum's  grounds,  and  refurbishing  and  reinstallation  of  the 
Sculpture  at  the  Museum. 

3.  The  Museum  agrees  to  consult  with  Mr.  DiSuvero  to  assure  the  Sculpture's  artistic  integrity  during 
its  transfer  and  reinstallation  on  Museum  grounds. 

4.  The  City  transfers  and  the  Museum  accepts  the  Sculpture  "as  is."  The  City  disclaims  all  warranties 
including  implied  warranties  of  merchantability  and  fitness  for  a  particular  purpose. 

5.  The  Proceeds  shall  be  placed  in  a  separate  account  administered  by  the  Controller  at  the  direction  of 
a  seven  (7)  member  committee  (Committee),  consisting  of  the  following  persons:  the  director  of  the 
Indianapolis  Museum  of  Art,  the  director  of  the  Indianapolis,  Children's  Museum,  the  director  of  the  City's 
Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  who  shall  serve  as  Committee  chair,  a  person  appointed  by  the  Mayor  to 
serve  at  his  pleasure,  the  executive  director  of  the  Indianapolis  Arts  Council,  the  director  of  the  City's 
Department  of  Public  Works,  and  a  City  County  Councillor  appointed  by  the  City  County  Council  to  serve  at 
its  pleasure. 

6.  The  Committee  shall  accept  and  review  proposals  for  and  approve  the  expenditure  of  the  Proceeds  to 
acquire  or  develop  art  by  living  artists  to  be  placed  in  public  or  publicly  accessible  spaces  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana.  The  terms  art  and  artists  shall  be  interpreted  broadly  to  include  any 
proposals  from  creditable  sources  which  the  Committee  believes  will  enhance,  preferably  on  a  permanent  basis, 
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the  artistic  and  cultural  value  of  the  City's  public  or  publicly  accessible  spaces  or  Capital  Improvements 
Program  projects. 

7.  The  Committee  shall  establish  procedures  for  the  solicitation  of  proposals  and  the  review  and  award 
of  the  proposals  received  using  the  following  guidelines: 

a)  The  artistic  merit  of  the  proposal,  interpreted  broadly  to  include  as  arts,  among  other  disciplines,  the 
creative  fields  of  architecture,  landscape  architecture,  and  related  design  disciplines. 

b)  The  ability  of  a  proposal  to  attract  additional  monies  from  other  federal  or  state  agencies  and/or  private 
funding  sources. 

c)  The  appropriateness  of  a  proposal  to  its  intended  neighborhood  and  its  ability  to  involve  the  residents 
of  that  neighborhood  by  either  documented  support,  in-kind  donations,  or  their  participation  in  the 
planning  of  the  proposal  or  the  creation  of  the  art. 

d)  The  ability  of  a  proposal  to  be  constructed  expeditiously  and  soundly  with  the  funds  available  and  to 
be  utilized  with  the  highest  degree  of  safety. 

e)  A  low  long-term  maintenance  cost  of  the  proposal. 

8.  The  Committee  may  fund  proposals  in  part  or  in  whole  to  maximize  the  distribution  of  the  Proceeds, 
but  in  no  event  shall  more  than  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000.00)  be  awarded  to  any  one  proposal. 

9.  The  Committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  negotiate  with  artists  regarding  the  scale  and  deployment 
of  proposals. 

10.  The  Committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  assist  other  federal  or  state  agencies  and/or  private  funding 
sources  in  applying  for  grants  in  support  of  the  Committee's  objectives  and  to  permit  the  use  of  those  grants  in 
conjunction  with  the  use  of  the  Proceeds. 

1 1 .  The  Committee  and  the  Controller  shall  establish  such  procedures  as  are  necessary  to  account  for  the 
use  of  the  Proceeds  by  the  recipients,  including  but  not  limited  to  receiving  progress  reports  for  each  awarded 
proposal.  Copies  of  such  reports  shall  be  provided  to  the  Mayor  and  to  the  Clerk  of  the  City-County  Council. 

12.  The  Committee's  administrative  expenses,  if  any,  shall  be  paid  by  the  City's  Department  of  Parks  and 
Recreation.  The  Museum  will  assist  the  City  in  reducing  the  administrative  expenses  of  the  Committee  through 
its  volunteers  and  other  non-financial  means. 

13.  The  Museum  warrants  that  it  is  an  Indiana  not-for-profit  corporation  as  defined  by  IND.  CODE  36-1- 
ll-l(b)(7)  and  is  an  eligible  corporation  as  defined  by  Section  2-513  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion 
County,  Indiana. 

14.  The  Museum  agrees  to  indemnify  and  hold  harmless  the  City  and  its  officers,  agents  or  employees, 
from  any  and  all  claims  or  threats  of  claims,  costs,  losses,  liabilities,  judgments,  or  liens  arising  out  of  or  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  ownership  of  the  Sculpture,  or  the  deinstallation,  transfer,  refurbishing,  reinstallation, 
and  display  of  the  Sculpture  at  the  Museum.

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  has  approved  the  substantially  final 
forms  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  Indenture,  Regulatory  Agreement,  Bond  Purchase  Agreement,  Preliminary 
Official  Statement,  Preliminary  Confidential  Placement  Memorandum,  the  form  of  the  Bonds  (hereinafter 
referred  to  collectively  as  the  "Financing  Documents")  and  this  proposed  form  of  special  ordinance  by 
Resolution  adopted  prior  in  time  to  this  date,  which  Resolution  has  been  transmitted  hereto;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  is  hereby  found  that  the  financing  of  the  economic  development  facilities  referred  to  in  the 
Financing  Documents  consisting  of  the  Project,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  the  loan  of  the  net  proceeds 
thereof  to  the  Company  for  the  purposes  of  financing  or  providing  reimbursement  for  a  portion  of  the  cost  of 
the  Project,  and  the  repayment  of  said  loan  by  the  Company  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare 
of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens  and  does  comply  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  2.  The  forms  of  the  Financing  Documents  presented  herewith  are  hereby  approved  and  all  such 
documents  shall  be  inserted  in  the  minutes  of  the  City-County  Council  and  kept  on  file  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council  or  City-Controller.  In  compliance  with  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  1,  Chapter  5,  Section  4.  two  (2) 
copies  of  the  Financing  Documents  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  public  inspection. 

SECTION  3.  The  Issuer  shall  issue  its  Bonds  in  the  total  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  Six  Million 
Dollars  ($6,000,000)  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  loan  to  the  Company  in  order  to  finance  or  provide 
reimbursement  for  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Project  which  Bonds  will  be  payable  as  to  principal  and  interest 
solely  from  the  payments  made  by  the  Company  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  to  evidence  and  secure  said 
loan  and  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  above  described  Financing  Documents.  The  Bonds  shall  never  constitute 
a  general  obligation  of,  an  indebtedness  of,  or  charge  against  the  general  credit  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  4.  Rule  15c2-12(b)(l)  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  (the  "SEC  Rule"), 
provides  that,  prior  to  the  time  a  participating  underwriter  bids  for,  purchases,  offers  or  sells  municipal 
securities,  the  participating  underwriter  shall  obtain  and  review  an  official  statement  that  an  issuer  of  such 
securities  deems  a  "near  final"  official  statement.  The  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and  Preliminary 
Confidential  Placement  Memorandum  are  each  hereby  deemed  final  as  of  the  date  of  each,  except  for  the 
omission  of  no  more  than  the  following  information:  the  offering  price(s),  interest  rate(s),  selling  compensation, 
aggregate  principal  amount,  principal  amount  per  maturity,  delivery  dates,  ratings  and  other  terms  of  the 
securities  depending  on  such  matters.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Clerk  or  any  other  officer  of  the  Issuer  familiar  with 
the  matters  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  set  forth  in  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and  Preliminary 
Confidential  Placement  Memorandum  is  hereby  authorized  to  certify  to  Miller  &  Schroeder  Financial.  Inc.  (the 
"Underwriter")  that  the  information  in  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and  Preliminary  Confidential 
Placement  Memorandum  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  is  deemed  to  be  final  within  the  meaning  of  the  SEC  Rule 
prior  to  the  distribution  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and  Preliminary  Confidential  Placement 
Memorandum. 

SECTION  5.  The  City  Clerk  and  City  Controller  are  authorized  and  directed  to  sell  such  Bonds  to  the 
Underwriter  at  a  price  not  less  than  98%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  thereof,  plus  accrued  interest,  if  any. 
and  at  a  stated  per  annum  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  10%.  The  use  of  a  Final  Official  Statement  and  a  Final 
Confidential  Placement  Memorandum  in  substantially  the  same  form  as  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and 
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Preliminary  Confidential  Placement  Memorandum  approved  herein  are  each  approved  for  use  and  distribution 
by  the  Underwriter  and  its  agents  in  connection  with  the  marketing  of  the  Bonds. 

SECTION  6.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  those  Financing  Documents 
approved  herein  which  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  and  any  other  document  which  may 
be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed  on  behalf  of 
the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds  may  be  facsimile  signatures.  The  City 
Clerk  and  City  Controller  are  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds  to  the  purchaser,  payment 
for  which  will  be  made  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  Financing  Documents.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  may, 
by  their  execution  of  the  Financing  Documents  requiring  their  signatures  and  imprinting  of  their  facsimile 
signatures  thereon,  approve  changes  therein  and  also  in  those  Financing  Documents  which  do  not  require  the 
signature  of  the  Mayor  and/or  City  Clerk  without  further  approval  of  this  City-County  Council  or  the 
Commission  if  such  changes  do  not  affect  terms  set  forth  in  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12, 
Section  27(a)(1)  through  (a)(10).

(a)  The  following  scheduled  shall  be  in  effect  from  October  1,  1989  through  December  31,  1993.  The 
solid  waste  disposal  user  fee  shall  be  billed  semiannually.  The  owner  of  each  unit  shall  pay  a  solid  waste 
disposal  user  fee  of  sixteen  dollars  ($16.00)  semiannually,  amounting  to  thirty-two  dollars  ($32.00)  per  year. 
In  addition  to  the  user  fee,  a  one-time  administrative  charge  of  three  dollars  ($3.00)  per  unit  shall  be  assessed 
against  all  owners  to  defray  administrative  costs.  The  administrative  charge  shall  be  payable  with  the  initial 
installment. 

(b)  (1)  The  initial  installment  shall  be  billed  by  the  department  of  public  works  prior  to  the  provision  of 
collection  services  on  January  1,  1990. 

(2)  The  initial  installment  shall  be  due  and  payable  upon  issuance,  and  payment  shall  be  the  obligation 
of  the  owner  of  the  real  property  charged.  The  initial  installment  shall  become  delinquent  if  not  paid 
in  full  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  billing  date. 

(3)  Delinquent  bills  are  subject  to  a  ten  percent  (10%)  penalty  of  the  amount  of  the  delinquent  user  fees, 
including  the  one-time  administrative  charge.  All  bills  which  become  delinquent  shall  constitute  a  lien 
against  the  real  property  against  which  the  user  fees  have  been  imposed.  The  department  shall  certify 
such  liens  to  the  auditor  in  accordance  with  IC  36-3-7-5. 

(4)  The  department  shall  certify  such  delinquent  user  fees  on  or  before  February  28,  1990,  unless 
otherwise  agreed  by  the  auditor  and  the  department  to  the  auditor.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  such 
delinquent  user  fees  in  the  same  manner  as  property  taxes  are  collected. 

(c)  The  second  and  subsequent  installments  of  the  user  fee  shall  appear  on  the  semiannual  property  tax 
statement  as  provided  by  IC  36-9-31 -8(c).  On  or  before  February  28  of  the  year  the  user  fees  are  due,  unless 
otherwise  agreed  by  the  auditor  and  the  department,  the  department  shall  certify  such  current  user  fees  to  the 
auditor.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  such  current  user  fees  in  the  same  manner  as  property  taxes  are  collected. 

(d)  ( 1 )  Whenever  a  unit  does  not  appear  on  the  assessment  rolls,  whether  due  to  new  construction  or  to  error, 
and  such  unit  has  either  been  connected  to  the  sanitary  sewer  system  or  has  begun  generating 
residential  solid  waste,  whichever  occurs  first,  the  owner  of  such  unit  shall  be  subject  to  the  imposition 
of  the  solid  waste  disposal  user  fee. 

(2)  Until  the  department  certifies  the  user  fees  to  the  auditor  as  provided  below  in  subsection  (d)(7),  the 
department  shall  bill  the  owner  of  such  property. 

(3)  The  one-time  administrative  charge  described  above  in  subsection  (a)  shall  not  apply  to  owners  under 
this  subsection  (d). 

(4)  The  department  shall  bill  such  owners  for  semiannual  installments  of  the  user  fee  according  to  the 
following  schedule  example: 

User  Fee  Payable  For  Service  Provided 

May  1990  July  1990  through  December  1990 

November  1990  January  1991  through  June  1991 

May  1991  July  1991  through  December  1991 

November  1991  January  1992  through  June  1992 

May  1992  July  1992  through  December  1992

May  1993  July  1993  through  December  1993 

November  1993  January  1994  through  June  1994 

For  units  receiving  service  for  part  of  a  billing  cycle,  the  department  shall  prorate  the  user  fee  on  a 
monthly  basis.  Such  billing  shall  reflect  the  current  user  fee  as  well  as  any  amount  due  for  past  service 
provided  but  unbilled  in  previous  billing  cycles  due  to  new  construction  or  erroneous  omission  of 
units. 

(5)  Each  installment  shall  be  due  and  payable  upon  issuance,  and  payment  shall  be  the  obligation  of  the 
owner  of  the  real  property  charged.  Each  installment  shall  become  delinquent  if  not  paid  in  full  within 
seventeen  (17)  days  of  the  billing  date. 

(6)  Each  delinquent  installment  is  subject  to  a  ten  percent  ( 1 0%)  penalty  on  the  amount  of  delinquent  user 
fees.  Each  installment  which  becomes  delinquent  shall  constitute  a  lien  against  the  real  property 
against  which  the  user  fees  have  been  imposed.  The  department  shall  certify  such  liens  to  the  auditor 
in  accordance  with  IC  36-3-7-5. 

(7)  On  or  before  February  28  each  year,  the  department  shall  certify  the  current  user  fees  and  the 
delinquent  user  fees,  if  any,  attributable  to  the  owner  of  newly  constructed  or  erroneously  omitted 
units,  to  the  auditor.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  such  current  and  delinquent  user  fees  in  the  same 
manner  as  property  taxes  are  collected.  All  subsequent  installments  of  the  user  fee  shall  appear  on  the 
semiannual  property  tax  statement  as  provided  by  IC  36-9-3  l-8(c). 

SECTION  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  627,  1993.  Councillor  Coughenour  reported  that  the  Public  Works 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  627,  1993  on  November  11,  1993.  The  proposal  amends  the 
Code  by  increasing  air  pollution  control  construction  permit  and  operating  permit  fees  for 
1994.  By  an  8-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  do  pass.  Councillor  Coughenour  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor 
Hinkle,  for  adoption. 

The  President  passed  the  gavel  to  Councillor  West. 

The  President  asked  how  much  revenue  will  be  realized  from  these  permit  fees.  Sue  Michael, 
Contract  Regulatory  Analyst,  Air  Pollution  Control  Section,  replied  that  these  fees  are  based 
on  regulating  the  sources,  they  are  not  emission-based  fees.  The  total  air  pollution  control 
budget  for  1994  is  approximately  $1.8  million,  and  approximately  $1.4  million  will  be 
revenue  from  permit  fees. 

The  President  asked  how  many  pollutants  are  tested.  Rick  Martin,  Engineer  and  Planning 
Manager,  Air  Pollution  Control  Section,  stated  that  there  are  now  95  criteria  pollutants  that 
are  regulated  under  the  Clean  Air  Act.  The  President  asked  if  there  is  a  charge  for  a  trace 
pollutant  and  what  is  considered  a  trace  pollutant.  Mr.  Martin  replied  that  there  are  permits 
for  different  levels.   It  depends  on  the  type  of  pollutant  as  to  the  level. 

The  President  asked  how  the  plants  in  surrounding  counties  are  regulated  for  pollutants.  Mr. 
Martin  replied  that  the  Indiana  Department  of  Environmental  Management  regulates  all  the 
surrounding  counties. 

Councillor  West  passed  the  gavel  back  to  the  President. 
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Councillor  Gilmer  asked  how  often  plants  are  checked  for  pollutants.  Mr.  Martin  replied  that 
inspectors  drive  by  plants  daily  and  if  they  see  a  problem,  they  stop  and  find  out  what  the 
problem  is.  There  are  also  annual  inspections  conducted  by  engineers  and  inspectors.

CITY-COUNTY  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  160,  1993 

A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  amending  Chapter  4  of  the  Code  dealing  with  air  pollution  control  to  increase  for 
calendar  year  1 994  the  permit  fees  charged  by  the  Air  Pollution  Control  Section  of  the  Environmental  Resources 
Management  Division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  levels  necessary  to  continue  the  process  of 
developing  and  administering  for  Marion  County  the  operating  permit  program  required  by  Title  V  of  the  federal 
Clean  Air  Act  of  1990. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Sections  4-52,  4-53,  4-54  and  4-55  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  are 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  language  underscored  and  deleting  the  language  cross-hatched  as  follows: 

Sec.  4-52.  Permit  fees. 

(a)  Purpose.  This  section  4-52  establishes  permit  fees  due  to  the  division  in  calendar  year  1994  1993  to 
at  levels  necessary  to  begin-  continue  the  process  of  developing  and  administering  for  Marion  County  the  permit 
program  requirements  required  by  Title  V  of  the  federal  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990.  The  fees  set  by  this  section  are 
interim  level  fees  which  will  be  examined  annually  as  a  part  of  the  development  of  a  federally  enforceable  Title 
V  operating  permit  program.  This  section  4-52  and  section  4-54  also  establish  all  other  types  of  permit  fees  due 
to  the  division. 

(b)  Application  fees.  The  division  shall  collect  a  nonrefundable  an  application  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  whenever  a  person  submits  an  application  to: 

( 1 )  Obtain  a  construction  permit; 

(2)  Obtain  an  operating  permit; 

(3)  Obtain  an  asbestos  abatement  permit; 

(4)  Obtain  an  emission  credit  permit; 

(5)  Change  the  name  of  the  permittee  on  a  permit  issued  by  the  administrator; 

(6)  Transfer  a  permit  to  a  new  owner  of  the  air  contaminant  emitter  subject  to  a  permit; 

(7)  The  application  fee  for  (1)  through  (6)  above  is  waived  if: 

a.  A  permittee  has  already  obtained  a  construction  permit,  and  is  submitting  an  application  for  an 
initial  operating  permit; 

b.  A  permittee  is  renewing  an  operating  permit; 
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c.  A  permittee  is  renewing  an  asbestos  abatement  permit; 

d.  A  permittee  is  renewing  an  emission  credit  permit. 

e^  A  permittee  has  already  obtained  an  operating  permit  and  is  submitting  an  application  for  an 
initial  Title  V  operating  permit. 

(8)     If  a  permittee  is  applying  simultaneously  for  permits  for  several  facilities  at  the  same  source,  the 
permittee  shall  pay  a  single  application  fee. 

(c)     Construction  permits.  The  division  shall  collect  a  fee  for  reviewing  plans  and  issuing  a  construction 
permit. 

(1)  Base  fees. 

a.  The  fee  for  each  facility  with  potential  emissions  of  any  one  (1)  pollutant  less  than  ten  (10)  tons 
per  year  shall  be  th*ee  eight  hundred  dollars  ($300,00  $800.00).

e.  The  fee  for  each  facility  with  potential  emissions  of  any  one  (1)  pollutant  of  greater  than  one 
hundred  ( 1 00)  tons  per  year  or  greater  shall  be  fiw  six  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($5,000,00 
$6,500.00). 

(2)  In  addition  to  fees  collected  under  paragraph  (1)  above,  the  division  shall  collect  all  applicable  fees 
specified  in  a.  through  4  g .  below. 

a.  The  fee  for  each  review  involving  a  facility  or  facilities  subject  to  federal,  state,  or  local  new 
source  performance  standards  shall  be  tw»  five  hundred  dollars  ($200,00  $500.00)  per  standard. 

b.  The  fee  for  each  review  involving  a  facility  or  facilities  subject  to  federal,  state,  and  local 
national  emission  standards  for  hazardous  air  pollutants  shall  be  twe-  five  hundred  dollars 
($200,00  $500.00)  per  pollutant. 

c.  The  fee  for  each  public  notice  required  as  a  part  of  a  construction  permit  review  shall  be  few 
three  hundred  dollars  ($100.00  $300.00). 

d.  The  fee  for  each  facility  subject  to  best  available  control  technology  (BACT)  ©f  ,  maximum 
achievable  control  technology  (MACT)  or  lowest  achievable  emission  rate  (LAER)  shall  be  tw© 
three  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.00  $3,000.00)  per  pollutant  for  each  applicable  pollutant. 

e^  The  fee  for  each  facility  subject  to  generally  achievable  control  technology  (GACT)  shall  be  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  per  pollutant  for  each  applicable  pollutant. 

ef.  The  fee  for  each  facility  subject  to  modeling  analysis  shall  be  three  four  thousand  dollars 
($3,000,00  $4,000.00)  per  pollutant  for  each  applicable  pollutant,  except  where  such  analysis  is 
performed  by  the  division,  in  which  case  the  fee  shall  be  five-  six  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00 
$6.000.00)  per  pollutant  for  each  applicable  pollutant. 

g.  The  fee  for  each  facility  which  has  federally  enforceable  permit  restrictions  to  allow  the  facility 
to  be  exempt  from  federal  Prevention  of  Significant  Deterioration  or  Nonattainment  New  Source 
Review  requirements  shall  be  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  per  permit. 
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(d)  Operating  permits.  This  part  (d)  shall  not  apply  to  all  operating  permito  except  gasoline  dispensing 
facility  operating  permitSj  a»4  portable  air  curtain  incinerator  and  portable  sandblasting  operation  operating 
permitST  and  sources  which  are  required  to  pay  Title  V  operating  permit  fees  pursuant  to  section  (e). 

(1)  Initial  and  annual  fee.  The  division  shall  collect  a  fee  for  the  initial  issuance  of  an  operating  permit 
and  an  annual  administrative  fee  for  each  succeeding  year  for  the  maintenance  and  renewal  of  an 
operating  permit.  The  total  fee  for  each  air  contaminant  emitter  shall  be  the  per  facility  fee  specified 
in  subpart  (4-2)  below,  plus  the  source  category  fee  or  fees  specified  in  subpart  (2-3)  below,  if 
applicable.  The  total  fee,  exclusive  of  the  source  category  fees  in  subparts  (3)c  and  (3)d.  shall  not 
exceed  three  thousand  three  hundred  dollars  ($3,300.00).

If  a  source  contains  facilities  that  fit  into  more  than  one  industry  category,  the  administrator 
shall  assess  the  fee  from  the  one  applicable  category  that  most  reasonably  represents  the  cost  of 
regulating  the  sources.

Major  source  has  the  meaning  set  forth  in  40  C.F.R.  §  70.2. 

Regulated  air  pollutant  has  the  meaning  set  forth  in  40  C.F.R.  §  70.2. 

(3)  In  Table  1  below  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual  (1987)  has  been  used  to  define 
categories  for  assessment  of  fees.  Two  digits  refer  to  a  major  group,  three  digits  refer  to  an  industry 
group  and  four  digits  refer  to  the  industry  number.

(c)  The  fund  shall  include  be  created  by  transfer  of  few  one  hundred  fifty-seven  thousand  seven  hundred 
dollars  ($400,000.00  $157,700.00)  from  consolidated  county  in  calendar  year  1993  1994,  by  deposit  of  all 
permit  fees  and  testing  and  monitoring  fees,  including  any  penalties  and  interest  thereon,  required  to  be  collected 
by  the  division  by  section  4-52  and  section  4-54,  deposit  of  any  grants  from  state  or  federal  governmental 
agencies,  any  gifts  and  donations  intended  for  the  fund  and  deposit  of  monies  recovered,  exclusive  of  court 
costs,  from  enforcement  actions  brought  pursuant  to  Article  VI  of  this  Chapter. 

(d)  The  division  shall  provide  a  separate  accounting  for  those  permit  fees  in  the  fund  required  to  be 
collected  by  the  division  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990.  (Title  V  operating  permit  program  fees).  The 
accounting  shall  be  sufficient  to  demonstrate  that  such  permit  fees  are  being  used  solely  to  cover  the  reasonable, 
direct  and  indirect  costs  of  the  Title  V  operating  permit  program.

SECTION  2.  The  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  new  Section 
4-56  as  follows:

Controller  and  shall  become  a  part  of  the  "Air  Pollution  Control  Program  Fund"  created  by  Section  4-55. 

(b)  All  fees  established  pursuant  to  this  chapter  are  non  refundable.  If  the  permit  is  denied  or  revoked  or 
the  plant  or  facility  is  shut  down,  the  fees  shall  neither  be  refunded  nor  applied  to  any  subsequent  application 
or  reapplication.  Fees  paid  annually  may  be  pro  rated  by  the  division  on  a  monthly  basis. 

(c)  If  a  permit  applicant  or  holder  of  a  permit  appears  before  the  board  and  demonstrates  that  payment  of 
applicable  fees  established  by  this  chapter  will  cause  undue  economic  hardship,  the  board  may  waive  the  fees 
for  a  period  deemed  appropriate  by  the  board.  The  board  may  reduce  any  fee  required  to  be  paid  to  the  division 
in  connection  with  an  operating  permit  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  to  take  into  account 
the  financial  resources  of  small  business  stationary  sources  as  defined  in  Section  507(c)  of  that  act. 

(d)  All  fees  established  pursuant  to  this  chapter  and  its  regulations  shall  constitute  a  debt  due  to  the 
Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County.  Failure  to  pay  fees  when  due  is  a  violation  of  this 
chapter  and  its  regulations  for  which  the  division  may  take  enforcement  action  as  specified  in  Article  VI  of  this 
chapter.  At  the  request  of  the  administrator,  the  corporation  counsel  may  institute  a  civil  suit  in  the  name  of  the 
Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  to  recover  any  unpaid  fee.  In  addition,  the  administrator, 
pursuant  to  section  4-61  of  this  chapter,  may  revoke  a  permit  for  failure  to  pay  fees  as  required  in  this  chapter. 

SECTION  3.  Section  4-11  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  the  language  underscored  and  deleting  the  language  cross-hatched  as  follows: 

Sec.  4-11.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  chapter  and  its  regulations,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed  to  them: 

Actual  emissions  means  the  emissions  which  occurred  over  a  specified  period  of  time  based  upon  emission 
monitoring,  stack  testing,  emission  factors,  or  other  measures  acceptable  to  the  administrator. 
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Administrator  means  the  assistant  administrator  of  the  air  pollution  control  section  of  the  environmental 
resources  management  division  of  the  department  of  public  works,  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and 
Marion  County  or  other  designee  of  the  director  of  the  department  of  public  works. 

Air  contaminant  means  any  solid,  liquid  or  gaseous  matter,  or  any  combination  thereof,  that  may  be  emitted 
into  the  ambient  air  in  any  manner  which  may  cause  or  contribute  to  air  pollution.  Air  contaminant  shall  include 
"regulated  air  pollutant"  as  defined  in  40  C.F.R.  §  70.2. 

Air  contaminant  emitter  means  any  vehicle,  process,  facility  or  any  other  device  that  emits  or  is  capable  of 
emitting  an  air  contaminant,  whether  privately  or  publicly  owned  or  operated. 

Air  pollution  means  the  presence  or  threatened  discharge,  from  whatever  source,  of  solid,  semisolid,  liquid 
or  gaseous  matter,  or  any  combination  thereof,  in  the  ambient  air  in  sufficient  quantities  and  of  such 
characteristics  and  duration  which: 

( 1 )  Injures  or  threatens  to  injure  human,  plant  or  animal  life;  or 

(2)  Damages  or  threatens  to  damage  property;  or 

(3)  Unreasonably  interferes  with  the  comfortable  enjoyment  of  life  and  property. 
Allowable  emissions  means  the  emissions  rate  calculated  using  the  following  factors: 

(1 )  The  maximum  rated  capacity; 

(2)  Year-round  operation  (8,760  hours  per  year);  and 

(3)  The  most  stringent  emission  limit  applicable  under  federal,  state  or  local  air  pollution  control  laws. 

Allowable  emissions  may  be  limited  further  if  the  facility  or  source  is  subject  to  enforceable  permit 
conditions  that  limit  the  operating  rate,  hours  of  operation  or  emission  rate. 

Ambient  air  means  any  outside  air. 

Asbestos  abatement  permit  means  the  written  authorization  that  allows  a  person  to  remove  asbestos 
materials  and  conduct  asbestos  abatement  projects. 

Board  means  the  Indianapolis  Air  Pollution  Control  Board. 

Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  means  the  Federal  Clean  Air  Act  (42  U.S.C.  7401  et  seq.)  as  amended  by  the  Clean 
Air  Act  Amendments  of  1990  (P.L.  101-549). 

Construction  permit  means  the  written  authorization  that  allows  a  person  to  construct,  reconstruct  or  modify 
an  air  contaminant  emitter. 

Division  means  the  air  pollution  control  section  of  the  environmental  resources  management  division  of  the 
department  of  public  works,  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County. 

Effective  date  means  the  date  on  which  an  action  takes  effect.  For  permits  issued  pursuant  to  Article  V  of 
this  chapter,  the  effective  date  is  fifteen  (15)  days  after  the  administrator  signs  and  issues  the  permit.  For  all 
other  actions,  the  effective  date  is  when  the  person  subject  to  the  action  receives  written  notice  of  the  action. 

Emission  credit  permit  means  the  written  authorization  that  allows  a  person  to  claim  credit  for  emissions 
not  released  to  the  ambient  air. 

Facility  means  any  one  ( 1 )  structure,  piece  of  equipment,  installation  operation  that  emits  or  is  capable  of 
emitting  an  air  contaminant.  Single  pieces  of  equipment  or  installations  with  multiple  emission  points  shall  be 
considered  a  facility  for  purposes  of  this  chapter  and  its  regulations. 

Major  source  means  a  source  with  an  emission  rate  of  any  one  (1)  air  contaminant  of  at  least  one  hundred 
(100)  tons  per  year.  Such  emission  rate  shall  be  calculated  using  maximum  operating  capacity;  year-round 
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operation  (8<760  hours  per  yean  unless  restricted  by  enforceable  permit  conditions)  and  the  application  of  air 
pollution  control  equipment. 

Minor  source  means  a  source  with  an  emission  rate  of  any  one  (1)  air  contaminant  of  at  least  twenty  five 
(25)  tons  per  year,  but  less  than  one  hundred  (100)  tons  per  year.  Such  emission  rate  shall  be  calculated  using 
maximum  operating  capacity;  year-round  operation  (8,760  hours  per  yeart  unless  restricted  by  enforceable 
permit  conditions)  and  the  application  of  air  pollution  control  equipment. 

Open  burning  or  open  fire  means  any  burning  of  combustible  matter  where  the  products  of  combustion  are 
emitted  directly  into  the  ambient  air  without  passing  through  a  stack  or  chimney. 

Operating  permit  means  the  written  authorization  that  allows  a  person  to  operate  an  air  contaminant  emitter. 

Person  means  any  individual,  proprietorship,  partnership,  firm,  company,  corporation,  association,  joint 
venture,  trustee,  estate,  political  or  governmental  unit  or  any  other  legal  entity. 

Potential  emissions  means  the  emission  rate  calculated  using  the  following  factors: 

(1)  The  maximum  rated  capacity; 

(2)  The  actual  hours  of  operation;  and 

(3)  Operation  without  air  pollution  control  equipment,  unless  such  control  equipment  is  (aside  from  air 
pollution  control  requirements)  necessary  for  the  facility  to  produce  its  normal  product  or  is  integral 
to  normal  operation. 

Process  means  any  action,  operation  or  treatment  that  emits  or  is  capable  of  emitting  an  air  contaminant. 

Regulation  means  the  whole  or  any  part  of  a  board  statement  of  general  applicability  that: 

( 1 )  Has  or  is  designed  to  have  the  effect  of  law;  and 

(2)  Implements,  interprets  or  prescribes: 

a.  Law  or  policy;  or 

b.  The  organization,  procedure  or  practice  requirements  of  the  board  or  division. 

Source  means  one  (1)  or  an  aggregation  of  processes  or  facilities  that  are  located  on  one  (1)  or  more 
contiguous  or  adjacent  properties  and  are  owned  or  operated  by  the  same  person,  or  by  persons  under  common 
control. 

Title  V  operating  permit  means  the  operating  permit  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990. 

Wood  products  means  dry  materials  consisting  of  vegetation  or  wood  which  does  not  contain  any  other 
substance. 

40  C.F.R.  §70  shall  mean  40  C.F.R.  §70  as  published  in  57  Fed.  Reg.  32,395  (July  21,  1992). 

SECTION  4.  (a)  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  or  any  other  ordinance  or 
part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings 
begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings  are  continued,  and 
penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  had  not 
been  adopted. 

(b)  An  offense  committed  before  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  under  any  ordinance  expressly  or 
impliedly  repealed  or  amended  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  prosecuted  and  remains  punishable  under  the  repealed 
or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  had  not  been  adopted.

The  word  "©Owner,"  applied  to  a  building  or  land,  shall  include  any  part  owner,  joint  owner,  tenant  in 
common,  tenant  in  partnership,  joint  tenant,  or  tenant  by  the  entirety,  of  the  whole  or  of  a  part  of  such  building 
or  land. 

Sec.  102-912.  Person. 

The  word  "©Person"  shali  means  and  includes  and  shall  be  applied  to  associations,  clubs,  societies,  firms, 
partnerships  and  bodies  politic  and  corporate  as  well  as  the  individuals. 

Sec.  102-44M3.  Personal  property. 

"Personal  property"  means  and  includes  every  species  of  property  except  real  property. 
Sec.  102-44-14.  State. 

The  term  "tThe  state"  or  "this  state"  shall  be  construed  to  means  the  State  of  Indiana. 
SECTION  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14.

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  The  Marion  County  Prosecutor's  Office  desires  Marion  County  to  lease  space  for  the  Family 
Advocacy  Center  and  other  related  offices  located  at  233  McCrea  Street,  Indianapolis.  Indiana  46225. 

SECTION  2.  The  property  is  owned  by  One  Jackson  Place  Associates,  General  Partners.  Robert  A.  Borns. 
Sandra  S.  Boms,  andNBD  Bank  as  Trustee  of  Trust  211251. 
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SECTION  3.  The  City-County  Council,  pursuant  to  IC  36-1-10-7,  has  investigated  the  conditions  requiring 
the  need  for  space  and  hereby  determines  that  the  lease  of  space  for  the  use  of  the  Family  Advocacy  Center  is 
necessary. 

SECTION  4.  This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  450,  1993.  Councillors  Coughenour  and  Gilmer  reported  that  the  Public 
Works  and  Transportation  Committees  heard  Proposal  No.  450,  1993  on  December  7,  1993. 
The  proposal  amends  the  Revised  Code  dealing  with  the  organization  of  the  Departments  of 
Public  Works  and  Transportation.  By  a  4-1-3  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to 
the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Gilmer  stated  that  City  Legal  has  assured  the  Public  Works  and  Transportation 
Committees  of  the  legality  of  this  proposal.  Mr.  Gilmer  called  E.  Mitchell  Roob,  Jr.,  Director 
of  the  Department  Transportation  (DOT),  and  Michael  Stayton,  Director  of  the  Department 
Public  Works  (DPW),  to  address  the  Council's  questions. 

Councillor  Moriarty  asked  both  of  the  directors  if  there  would  be  layoffs  in  DOT  and  DPW. 
Mr.  Stayton  stated  that  he  had  affirmed  this  issue  with  the  union  officials  involved.  He  said 
that  the  departments  are  trying  to  improve  the  quality  of  service  for  the  same  budgeted  funds. 
He  stated  that  DOT  and  DPW  do  not  need  to  reduce  the  work  force  in  order  to  become  more 
efficient. 

Councillor  Moriarty  expressed  concern  about  transfers  and  future  pay  levels.  Mr.  Stayton 
stated  that  he  has  addressed  three  seniority  lists  with  the  union  officials.  One  will  be  the 
current  DOT  list;  the  second  will  be  a  Sewer  Maintenance  seniority  list;  and  the  third  list  will 
involve  the  merger  of  DPW  and  DOT  employees.  Mr.  Roob  said  there  will  be  no  difference 
in  pay  levels  with  this  proposal. 

Councillor  Black  asked  about  the  number  of  employees  in  DOT  and  DPW.  Mr.  Stayton  stated 
that  prior  to  this  proposal  there  are  81 1  positions  budgeted  in  DPW  for  1994.  Mr.  Roob  stated 
that  DOT  has  320  employees. 

Councillor  Black  stated  that  he  understood  that  this  proposal  would  affect  approximately  300 
employees.  Mr.  Roob  stated  that  233  employees  from  DOT's  Street  Maintenance  would 
combine  with  DPW's  170  Sewer  Maintenance  employees.  DPW  will  then  consist  of  403 
employees.  Forty-eight  engineers  from  DPW's  Asset  Management  Division  will  transfer  and 
combine  with  DOT's  engineers. 

Councillor  Black  expressed  concern  about  DPW  employees  losing  jobs  during  this 
reorganization. 

Mr.  Roob  stated  that  there  will  be  no  jobs  lost  as  a  result  of  Proposal  No.  450,  1993  in  DPW 
and  DOT.  Mr.  Roob  stated  that  the  employees  Councillor  Black  is  referring  to  work  in 
DPW's  Advanced  Waste  Treatment  (AWT),  Solid  Waste  Division  and  the  Environmental 
Resource  Management  areas  and  will  not  be  affected  by  this  proposal. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  in  her  opinion  the  DPW  employees  have  not  been  dealt  with 
properly  in  terms  of  seniority  during  the  privatization  of  the  AWT  plant  nor  with  respect  to 
this  proposal  that  reorganizes  DPW  and  DOT. 
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Councillor  Coughenour  explained  that  there  has  been  a  promise  by  the  City  to  help  AWT 
employees  find  jobs  at  the  same  salary  level.  The  promise  also  included  keeping  jobs  and 
seniority  levels  at  DPW  and  DOT. 

The  President  stated  that  he  had  asked  Robert  Elrod,  General  Counsel  to  the  Council,  to 
investigate  the  dispute  between  the  local  chapters  of  the  American  Federation  of  State,  County 
and  Municipal  Employees  (AFSCME).  Mr.  Elrod  stated  that  he  has  reviewed  documents  and 
correspondence  between  the  City  and  the  union  on  this  matter.  The  union  raised  two  issues. 
The  first  issue  deals  with  whether  or  not  the  City  will  violate  any  contract  with  the  union  in 
passing  this  ordinance.  The  executive  branch  cannot  bind  the  City-County  Council  legally 
in  any  way  to  keep  it  from  exercising  its  authority  to  reorganize  departments.  The  second 
issue  deals  with  the  respective  rights  and  seniority  levels  of  the  union  employees.  There  is 
an  agreement  between  the  City  and  AFSCME's  State  Council  #62  of  Indiana  and  not  with  the 
union's  locals  who  have  raised  the  issues.  The  administration  has  agreed  to  protect  the  rights 
and  seniority  of  the  employees  involved. 

The  President  asked  Oliver  Webb,  representative  of  AFSCME,  to  give  his  opinion  of  the 
proposal  at  this  time.  Mr.  Webb  said  that  negotiating  issues  between  the  union,  DPW  and 
DOT  change  everyday.  He  said  that  union  employees  who  interviewed  for  AWT  jobs 
recently  were  asked  to  sign  a  job  release  form  and  could  not  have  union  representation  in  the 
job  interviews.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION    1.     Chapter  261  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,  Indiana  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  the  language  underlined  and  deleting  the  language  stricken-through  to  read  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  261.  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 
ARTICLE  I.  DEPARTMENT  ESTABLISHED 

Sec.  261-1.       Department  established. 

[Created].  There  is  hereby  established  a  department  of  public  works  for  the  consolidated  city  pursuant  to 
IC  36  3  5  <\  subject  to  IC  36-3-4-23. 
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Sec.  261-2.      Duties,  powers. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  department  of  public  works  to  ensure  the  environmental  safety  of  the  consolidated 
city  in  the  areas  of  stormwater  and  wastewater  management,  solid  waste  management,  and  environmental 
resources  management,  to  maintain  public  streets  and  ways,  including  snow  removal,  and  to  implement  the 
programs  and  policies,  as  appropriate,  for  maintenance  operations.  The  department  shall  exercise  powers 
granted  by  this  article  chapter  and  any  additional  powers  granted  by  statute  or  ordinance  or  delegated  by  the 
mayor.  The  department  of  public  works  shall  exercise  all  powers  prescribed  by  law  for  it  as  of  August  31, 1983, 
subject  to  IC  36-3-1-23, 

ARTICLE  II.  ORGANIZATION 

Sec.  26 1  - 1 1 .     Director,  duties. 

The  director  of  the  department  of  public  works  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  city-county  council  as  required  by  IC  36-3-5-2  to  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  mayor  for  a  term  ending 
December  31  of  the  year  the  appointment  is  effective  and  until  a  successor  is  appointed  and  qualifies. 

Sec.  261-12.     Duties  of  director. 

The  director  shall: 

(1)  Manage  the  wastewater  management,  solid  waste  management,  and  environmental  resources 
management  divisions  within  the  department,  provide  policy  direction  and  develop  strategic 
management  and  capital  improvement  plans; 

(2)  Manage  the  maintenance  operations  division  and  provide  policy  direction; 
(23)  Oversee  the  daily  operation  of  the  department; 

(34)  Prepare  and  submit  the  department's  budget  to  the  fiscal  officer  as  required  by  IC  36-3-6-4(b)(l); 

(45)  Appoint  division  administrators,  assistant  division  administrators  and  an  executive  officer  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  mayor  as  provided  in  IC  36-3-5-5; 

(#6)  Approve  the  hiring  and  dismissal  of  the  personnel  of  the  department  subject  to  the  limitations 
prescribed  by  law  and  rules  adopted  by  the  mayor  as  provided  in  IC  36-3-5-5; 

(67)  Provide  administrative  support  to  the  department; 

(38)  Delegate  to  the  personnel  employed  in  the  department  authority  to  act  in  the  director's  behalf  as 
provided  in  IC  36-3-5-5(c); 

(&9)  Execute  contracts  on  behalf  of  the  department  subject  to  the  powers  of  the  mayor  and  the  board  of 
public  works; 

(910)    Provide  for  the  management  of  surplus  real  property  acquired  by  the  city  due  to  nonpayment  of  taxes 
or  any  other  reason  and  for  the  disposal  of  such  property  pursuant  to  IC  36-1-1 1;  and 

(11)  Exercise  all  powers  formerly  granted  to  the  director  of  the  department  of  public  works  not  transferred 
to  the  department  of  capital  asset  management  pursuant  to  IC  36-3-4-23; 

(4012)   Exercise  any  other  powers  which  may  be  granted  by  statute  or  ordinance  or  delegated  by  the  mayor.

Sec.  261-13.     Divisions. 

The  department  of  public  works  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  divisions: 

( 1 )  Stormwater  and  Wastewater  Management  Division. 

(2)  Solid  Waste  Management  Division. 
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(3)  Environmental  Resources  Management  Division. 

(4)  Maintenance  Operations  Division. 
Sec.  261-21.    Board  of  public  works  established. 

There  is  hereby  established  a  board  of  public  works  pursuant  to  IC  36  3  5  6  and  IC  36-3-4-23. 

Sec.  261-22.     Members. 

The  board  of  public  works  shall  be  composed  of  five  (5)  members;  the  department  director,  who  serves  as 
presiding  officer  of  the  board;  two  (2)  members  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  two  (2)  members  appointed  by  the 
city-county  council.  Each  appointed  member  shall  serve  a  one-year  term  and  until  such  member's  successor 
is  appointed  and  qualified,  but  serves  at  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  authority.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  prior 
to  the  expiration  of  a  term,  the  appointing  authority  shall  appoint  a  member  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired 
term. 

Sec.  261-23.    Meetings. 

(a)  Meetings.  The  board  shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  least  once  a  month,  at  times  and  places  prescribed 
by  its  rules  or  established  by  resolution.  No  notice  to  members  is  required  for  holding  or  taking  any  action  at 
a  regular  meeting.  A  special  meeting  of  the  board  may  be  called  by  presiding  officer  or  by  two-fifths  of  the 
members,  at  any  place  in  the  county  designated  in  the  call.  Each  member  shall  be  notified  of  the  time  and  place 
of  such  a  meeting  by  written  notice  which  must  be  delivered,  mailed  or  sent  by  telegram  so  that  each  member 
has  at  least  seventy-two  (72)  hours'  notice  of  the  meeting.  The  notice  requirements  may  be  waived  as  to  a 
member  if  such  member  attends  the  meeting  or  executes  a  written  waiver  of  notice.  The  waiver  may  be 
executed  either  before  or  after  the  meeting,  but  if  executed  after,  it  must  state  in  general  terms  the  purpose  of 
the  meeting. 

(b)  Board  action.  A  majority  of  all  members  of  the  board  constitutes  a  quorum.  A  majority  vote  of  all 
board  members  is  required  to  pass  a  resolution. 

Sec.  261-24.     Powers. 

The  board  of  public  works  shall  have  the  following  powers: 

(1)  To  review  all  budgets  prepared  by  the  department  and  recommend  to  the  city-county  council  any 
revisions  the  board  feels  desirable; 

(2)  To  hold  any  hearings  to  be  held  following  public  notice  and  make  findings  and  determinations 
required  by  applicable  law; 

(3)  To  approve  the  award  and  amendment  of  contracts  let  by  the  department  for  the  purchase  or  lease  of 
capital  equipment  or  other  property  where  the  contract  is  required  to  be  bid  under  IC  36-1-9; 

(4)  To  approve  the  award  and  amendment  of  public  construction  contracts  let  by  the  department  which 
are  required  to  be  bid  under  IC  36-1-12; 

(5)  To  approve  the  acquisition  of  and  leases  for  real  estate  by  the  department; 

(6)  To  approve  the  employment  of  persons  engaged  by  the  department  by  contract  to  render  professional 
or  consulting  services; 

(7)  To  approve  the  disposal  of  property  by  the  department  as  specified  in  IC  36-1-1 1; 

(8)  To  exercise  flood  control  power  as  described  in  IC  36-9-29. 1 .  drainage  power  as  described  in  IC  36-9- 
27;  and  waste  collection  and  disposal  powers  as  described  in  IC  36-9-31; 

(9) — To  authorize  abutments  as  stated  in  section  7  2  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County. 
Indiana; 

(449)    To  exercise  the  powers  given  to  the  board  in  Chapters  4^4rl7'/2, 19  and  23-671.  Articles  I.  III.  IV  and 
VI,  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana; 
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(10)  To  exercise  all  powers  not  specifically  stated  herein  formerly  granted  to  the  board  of  public  works  and 
not  transferred  to  the  board  of  capital  asset  management  according  to  1C  36-3-4-23; 

(11)  To  contract  with  any  individual  or  corporation  for  supplying  the  city  with  gas,  water,  steam,  power, 
heat  or  electricity,  but  any  such  contract  shall  be  submitted  to  the  city-county  council  for  approval. 
No  such  contract  shall  be  for  a  term  of  longer  than  twenty-five  (25)  years.  This  power  shall  not 
interfere  with  the  exclusive  power  of  the  board  of  transportation  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the  lighting 
of  public  streets  pursuant  to  Chapter  271; 

(12)  Any  other  powers  granted  by  statute  or  ordinance  or  delegated  by  the  mayor. 
Sec.  261-25.     Promulgation  of  rules  and  regulations. 

(a)  Notice  of  hearing.  Before  any  rule,  regulation  or  standard  is  adopted  by  the  board  of  public  works  as 
authorized  by  this  Code,  it  shall  use  the  procedures  in  this  section  unless  otherwise  provided  for  by  state  law. 
The  board  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  printed  and  published  in 
the  county  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  date  set  for  a  hearing.  The  notice  shall  include  a  statement  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  hearing,  a  reference  to  the  subject  matter  of  the  proposed  rule  or  regulation  and  reference 
to  the  fact  that  a  copy  of  the  proposed  rule  or  regulation  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  department  of  public  works 
and  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  where  it  may  be  examined;  however,  no  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  invalid 
because  the  reference  to  the  subject  matter  thereof  in  such  notice  is  inadequate  or  insufficient. 

(b)  Filing  of  proposal.  At  least  five  (5)  copies  of  a  proposed  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  department  of  public  works  and  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  from  the  date  of  publication  of  the  notice 
required  by  subsection  (a)  continuously  to  the  time  of  the  hearing.  Any  interested  persons  shall  be  given  an 
adequate  opportunity  to  examine  a  copy  of  the  proposed  rule  or  regulation.  The  city  clerk  shall  furnish  to  each 
member  of  the  city-county  council  a  copy  of  each  proposed  rule  or  regulation  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 

(c)  Hearing.  On  the  date  set  for  a  hearing  on  a  proposed  rule  or  regulation,  any  interested  party  shall  be 
afforded  an  adequate  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  formulation  of  the  proposed  rule  or  regulation  through 
the  presentation  of  facts  or  arguments  or  the  submission  of  written  data  or  facts.  All  relevant  matters  presented 
shall  be  given  full  consideration  by  the  board  of  public  works.  All  hearings  conducted  by  the  board  of  public 
works  shall  be  open  to  the  public.  Any  person  may  appear  and  testify  at  a  hearing,  either  in  person  or  by  a  duly 
authorized  representative  or  attorney. 

(d)  Publication  of  adopted  rules  and  regulations  and  review  by  the  city-county  council.  At  the  conclusion 
of  a  public  hearing  held  pursuant  to  this  section,  the  board  of  public  works  may  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations 
or  may  provide  for  the  continuation  of  the  hearing  as  the  board  may  deem  appropriate,  which  further  hearing 
may  be  held  without  the  requirement  of  publication  notice. 

After  adoption  of  such  rules  and  regulation,  the  secretary  of  the  board  shall  file  a  copy  of  the  same  with  the 
clerk  of  the  city-county  council.  The  board  shall  publish  a  notice  once  a  week  for  two  (2)  consecutive  weeks 
after  each  board  meeting  at  which  rules  and  regulations  were  adopted,  that  the  board  of  public  works  has 
adopted  certain  rules  and  regulations,  giving  the  number  of  the  same  and  the  general  title  thereof  and  stating  that 
copies  are  available  for  examination  in  the  office  of  the  department  of  public  works  and  the  office  of  the  city 
clerk.  The  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  become  effective  or  enforceable  until  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  date 
upon  which  the  regulations  are  filed  with  the  clerk.  During  such  thirty  (30)  day  period,  the  city-county  council 
may  further  stay,  up  to  a  maximum  of  ninety  (90)  days,  the  taking  effect  of  such  rules  and  regulations  for  review 
by  the  city-county  council  or  for  legislation  by  the  city-county  council  within  the  subject  matter  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  or  may  by  resolution  or  ordinance  disapprove  or  reject  such  rules  or  regulations,  in  which  latter  case 
the  action  of  the  board  of  public  works  in  adopting  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  of  no  effect.  After 
complying  with  the  requirements  for  publication,  and  if  the  city-county  council  has  not  stayed  the  taking  effect 
of  such  rules  and  regulations  or  disapproved  or  rejected  them,  such  rules  and  regulations  as  are  adopted  by  the 
board  shall  become  effective. 

(e)  Alteration  of  existing  rules  or  regulations.  In  case  the  board  of  public  works  desires  to  repeal,  rescind 
or  amend  any  rule  or  regulation,  the  same  procedures  shall  be  followed  as  are  provided  in  this  section  for  the 
promulgation  of  rules  or  regulations. 

(f)  Enforcement  of  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  under  this  section.  A  violation  of  any  rule  or 
regulation  promulgated  under  this  section  constitutes  a  municipal  violation.

Sec.  271-21.     Board  of  capital  asset  management  transportation  established. 

There  is  hereby  established  a  board  of  capital  asset  management  transportation  pursuant  to  IC  36-3-4-23. 

Sec.  271-22.     Members. 

The  board  of  capital  asset  management  shall  be  composed  of  five  (5)  members;  the  department  director,  who 
serves  as  presiding  officer  of  the  board,  two  (2)  members  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  two  (2)  members 
appointed  by  the  city-county  council.

(67)  Approve  the  employment  of  persons  engaged  by  contract  to  render  professional  or  consulting  services. 

(28)  Accept  streets  and  roads  into  the  public  road  system  after  dedication  pursuant  to  the  procedure  set 
forth  in  chapter  28  of  the  1975  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County. 

(S9)  Hold  hearings  on  appeal  from  denial  of  permits  or  waivers  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  department 
of  transportation  capital  asset  management.

(except  Article  4,  Division  3),  31,  and  671,  Articles  2  and  5.  • 

Sec,  271-31.     Promulgation  of  rules  and  regulations, 

(a)  Notice  of  hearing.  Before  any  rule,  regulation  or  standard  is  adopted  by  the  boards  of  capital  asset 
management  as  authorized  by  this  Code,  it  shall  use  the  procedures  in  this  section  unless  otherwise  provided 
for  by  state  law.  The  appropriate  board  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  printed  and  published  in  the  county  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  date  set  for  a  hearing.  The 
notice  shall  include  a  statement  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing,  a  reference  to  the  subject  matter  of  the 
proposed  rule  or  regulation  and  reference  to  the  fact  that  a  copy  of  the  proposed  rule  or  regulation  is  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  department  of  capital  asset  management  and  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  where  it  may  be 
examined;  however,  no  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  invalid  because  the  reference  to  the  subject  matter  thereof  in 
such  notice  is  inadequate  or  insufficient.

At  the  conclusion 
of  a  public  hearing  held  pursuant  to  this  section,  the  above  board  of  capital  asset  management  may  adopt  such 
rules  and  regulations  or  may  provide  for  the  continuation  of  the  hearing  as  the  board  may  deem  appropriate, 
which  further  hearing  may  be  held  without  the  requirement  of  publication  notice. 

After  adoption  of  such  rules  and  regulations,  the  secretary  of  the  board  shall  file  a  copy  of  the  same  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city-county  council.

WHEREAS,the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  loaned  by  the  Issuer  to  the  Company  pursuant  to  a  Loan 
Agreement,  dated  as  of  December  1 , 1 993  (the  "Loan  Agreement" ),  among  the  Issuer  and  the  Company,  in  order 
to  carry  out  said  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  a  Trust  Indenture,  dated  as  of  December  1,  1993  (the  "Indenture"),  among  the 
Issuer,  PNC  Bank,  Ohio,  National  Association,  as  trustee  and  Fort  Wayne  National  Bank,  as  co-trustee 
(collectively,  the  "Co-Trustees"),  the  Issuer  will  assign  to  the  Co-Trustees  the  Issuer's  right,  title  and  interest 
in,  under  and  to  the  Loan  Agreement  (except  for  certain  rights  of  the  Issuer  to  be  reimbursed  and  indemnified 
by  the  Company,  and  to  receive  notices)  as  security  for  the  payment  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  a  Bond  Placement  Agreement,  dated  as  of  December  16,  1993  (the  "Bond 
Placement  Agreement")  among  the  Issuer,  the  Company  and  Bank  One,  Columbus,  NA  (the  "Placement 
Agent"),  the  Placement  Agent  will  undertake  to  effect  an  offering  of  the  Bonds  and,  pursuant  to  a  Remarketing 
Agreement,  dated  as  of  December  1,  1993,  between  the  Placement  Agent  and  the  Company,  to  remarket  Bonds 
tendered  for  purchase  under  certain  circumstances;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Issuer,  Company,  Bank  One,  Indianapolis  NA,  as  provider  of  a  letter  of  credit  and  Peoples 
Bank  &  Trust  Company,  as  Escrow  Trustee  will  enter  into  an  Escrow  Agreement  dated  as  of  December  1,  1993 
(the  "Escrow  Agreement");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  has  approved  the  substantially  final  forms  of  the  Indenture,  Loan  Agreement, 
Bond  Placement  Agreement,  Escrow  Agreement  and  the  form  of  the  Bonds  (hereinafter  referred  to  collectively 
as  the  "Financing  Documents")  by  Resolution  adopted  prior  in  time  to  this  date,  which  Resolution  has  been 
transmitted  hereto;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  compliance  with  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  1,  Chapter  5,  Section  4,  two  (2)  copies  of 
the  Financing  Documents  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  City-County  Council  (the  "Clerk")  for 
public  inspection  and  the  forms  of  the  Financing  Documents  have  been  presented  to  this  meeting;  now, 
therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA 

SECTION  1 .  The  refinancing  of  the  Project  through  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
is  hereby  authorized  and  approved,  and  is  found  and  determined  to  be  in  compliance  with  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  the  Act  and  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens. 

SECTION  2.  In  order  to  provide  funds  to  refinance  the  Project,  there  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  by  the 
Issuer  economic  development  revenue  refunding  bonds  of  the  Issuer  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $1,250,000,  which  economic  development  revenue  refunding  bonds  shall  be  designated  "City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  Adjustable  Rate  Economic  Development  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds.  Series  1993 
(Calderon  Development  Company  Project)."  The  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  fully  registered  form  and  in  such 
denominations,  shall  be  dated  as  of  such  dates,  shall  bear  interest  from  their  dates  on  the  unpaid  principal 
amount  thereof  at  such  rates  per  annum,  shall  mature  on  such  dates  and  in  such  principal  amounts,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  purchase  on  such  terms  as  are  set  forth  in  the  form  of  Indenture  presented  to  this  meeting.  The  Bonds 
shall  be  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity  at  the  times,  under  the  circumstances,  in  the  manner,  at  the 
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prices,  in  the  amounts  and  with  the  effect  set  forth  in  the  form  of  Indenture  presented  to  this  meeting.  The 
Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  Issuer  by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the  Mayor,  shall  be 
attested  by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the  Clerk,  shall  have  the  corporate  seal  of  the  Issuer  impressed 
or  reproduced  thereon,  shall  be  authenticated  by  the  endorsement  thereon  of  the  Trustee  or  any  tender  agent  (the 
"Tender  Agent")  appointed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Indenture,  and  on  original  issuance  shall  be 
delivered  by  the  Trustee  to  the  Placement  Agent  as  agent  for  the  original  purchasers  thereof.  Temporary  Bonds 
may  be  delivered  pending  preparation  of  definitive  Bonds.  The  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  compliance  with  and 
under  authority  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  this  Special  Ordinance  and  the  Indenture. 

SECTION  3.  The  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  Issuer,  payable  solely  and 
only  from  the  revenues  and  receipts  derived  by  the  Issuer  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  and  as  otherwise 
provided  in  the  Financing  Documents,  and  shall  be  otherwise  secured  as  provided  in  the  Financing  Documents. 
The  Bonds  shall  not  in  any  respect  be  a  general  obligation  of  the  Issuer,  nor  shall  they  be  payable  in  any  manner 
from  funds  of  the  Issuer  raised  by  taxation.  The  Bonds  shall  state  that  they  have  been  issued  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act,  and  that  they  do  not  constitute  an  indebtedness  of  the  Issuer  or  a  loan  of  credit  thereof 
within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  statutory  provision.  The  principal  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  payable  at 
the  principal  corporate  trust  office  of  the  Trustee,  and  at  such  other  offices  as  may  be  chosen  pursuant  to  the 
Indenture.  The  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  any  medium  which  is  then  legal  tender  for  all  debts  public  and  private. 
Nothing  in  this  Special  Ordinance,  the  Financing  Documents  or  in  any  document  or  agreement  required  hereby 
and  thereby,  shall  be  construed  as  an  obligation  or  commitment  by  the  Issuer  to  expend  any  of  its  funds  other 
than  (i)  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  (ii)  the  revenues  and  receipts  derived  from  the  Loan 
Agreement,  and  (iii)  any  moneys  arising  out  of  the  investment  or  reinvestment  of  said  proceeds,  income, 
revenues,  receipts  or  moneys. 

SECTION  4.  Rule  15c2-12  (b)  (1)  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  (the  "SEC  Rule"), 
provides  that,  prior  to  the  time  a  participating  underwriter  bids  for,  purchases,  offers  or  sells  municipal 
securities,  the  participating  underwriter  shall  obtain  and  review  an  official  statement  that  an  issuer  of  such 
securities  deems  a  "near  final"  official  statement.  The  Preliminary  Offering  Memorandum  is  hereby  deemed 
final  as  of  its  date,  except  for  the  omission  of  no  more  than  the  following  information:  the  offering  price(s), 
interest  rate(s),  selling  compensation,  aggregate  principal  amount,  principal  amount  per  maturity,  delivery  dates, 
ratings  and  other  terms  of  the  securities  depending  on  such  matters.  The  Mayor,  the  Clerk  or  any  other  officer 
of  the  Issuer  familiar  with  the  matters  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  set  forth  in  the  Preliminary  Offering 
Memorandum  is  hereby  authorized  to  certify  to  the  Placement  Agent  that  the  information  in  the  Preliminary 
Offering  Memorandum  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  is  deemed  to  be  final  within  the  meaning  of  the  SEC  Rule  prior 
to  the  distribution  of  the  Preliminary  Offering  Memorandum.  The  use  of  an  Offering  Memorandum  in 
substantially  the  same  form  as  the  Preliminary  Offering  Memorandum  approved  herein  is  approved  for  use  and 
distribution  by  the  Placement  Agent  and  its  agents  in  connection  with  the  marketing  of  the  Bonds. 

SECTION  5.  The  form,  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Financing  Documents  presented  to  this  meeting  are  in  all 
respects  approved  and  all  such  documents  shall  be  inserted  in  the  minutes  of  the  City-County  Council  and  kept 
on  file  by  the  Clerk  or  City  Controller.  The  Mayor  and  Clerk  of  the  Issuer  are  hereby  authorized,  empowered 
and  directed  to  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  the  Financing  Documents,  with  or  without  an  impression  of 
the  official  seal  of  the  Issuer  as  required  thereby.  The  sale  of  the  Bonds  to  the  purchasers  designated  by  the 
Placement  Agent  at  a  price  of  100%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  thereof  plus  accrued  interest,  if  any,  and 
at  a  stated  per  annum  rate  of  interest  as  set  forth  in  the  Financing  Documents  is  hereby  approved.  The  Financing 
Documents,  as  so  executed  and  delivered,  shall  be  in  substantially  the  forms  now  before  this  meeting  and  hereby 
approved,  with  only  such  changes  therein  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  officers  of  the  Issuer  executing  the  same, 
their  execution  thereof  to  constitute  conclusive  evidence  of  their  approval  and  the  approval  of  this  City-County 
Council  of  any  and  all  changes  or  revisions  therein  from  the  forms  thereof  now  before  this  meeting  provided 
that  such  changes  do  not  affect  terms  set  forth  in  this  Special  Ordinance  and  the  Financing  Documents  pursuant 
to  Indiana  Code  36-7-12-27(a)(l)  through  (a)(10);  and  from  and  after  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the 
Financing  Documents,  the  Mayor  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Issuer  are  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed 
to  do  all  such  acts  and  things,  and  to  execute  all  documents  (including  any  certifications,  financing  statements, 
assignments  and  other  instruments),  as  may  be  necessary,  in  "the  opinion  of  counsel  to  the  Issuer,  to  carry  out 
and  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Financing  Documents  as  executed,  and  in  any  other  documents  and 
instruments  required  to  effectuate  any  portion  of  the  financing  transaction  and  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the 
purposes  of  the  Act  and  this  Special  Ordinance.  If  any  of  the  officers  of  the  Issuer  who  shall  have  signed  or 
sealed  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  cease  to  be  such  officers  of  the  Issuer  before  the  Bonds  so  signed  and  sealed  shall 
have  been  authenticated  by  the  Trustee  or  the  Tender  Agent,  or  delivered  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer,  such 
Bonds,  nevertheless,  may  be  authenticated  and  delivered  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  though  the  person 
or  persons  who  signed  or  sealed  the  same  had  not  ceased  to  be  such  officer  or  officers  of  the  Issuer;  and  also 
any  such  Bonds  may  be  signed  and  sealed  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer  by  those  persons  who,  at  the  actual  date  of  the 
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execution  of  such  Bonds,  shall  be  the  proper  officers  to  the  Issuer,  although  at  the  nominal  date  of  such  Bonds 
any  such  person  shall  not  have  been  such  an  officer  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  6.  The  provisions  of  this  Special  Ordinance  are  hereby  declared  to  be  separable,  and  if  any  section, 
phrase  or  provision  shall  for  any  reason  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  or 
unenforceable,  such  declaration  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remainder  of  the  sections,  phrases  and 
provisions  hereof. 

SECTION  7.  All  ordinances,  resolutions  and  orders,  and  parts  thereof,  in  conflict  herewith  are,  to  the  extent 
of  such  conflict,  hereby  repealed.  The  provisions  of  this  Special  Ordinance  and  the  Financing  Documents  shall 
constitute  a  contract  binding  between  the  Issuer  and  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  after  the  issuance 
of  said  Bonds  this  Special  Ordinance  shall  not  be  repealed  or  amended  in  any  respect  which  would  adversely 
affect  the  right  of  such  holder  or  holders  so  long  as  said  Bonds  or  the  interest  thereon  remains  unpaid.  This 
Special  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  upon  its  adoption  and  compliance  with  Title  36,  Article 
3,  Chapter  4,  Section  14  of  the  Indiana  Code. 

SECTION  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  679,  1993.  Councillor  Giffin  reported  that  the  Economic  Development 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  679,  1993  on  December  8,  1993.  The  proposal  approves  the 
issuance  of  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bonds,  Series 
1993 A  (The  Meadows  Section  8  Assisted  Project)  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $3,900,000  and  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  Taxable  Economic  Development 
Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1993B  (The  Meadows  Section  8  Assisted  Project),  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $100,000.  By  a  5-0-1  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the 
proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass.  Councillor  Ruhmkorff 
moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Short,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.  679,  1993  was  adopted  on 
the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

Councillor  Giffin  abstained  from  voting  due  to  a  conflict  of  interest. 

Proposal  No.  679,  1993  was  retitled  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  16,  1993  and  reads  as 
follows: 

CITY-COUNTY  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  16,  1993 

A  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  authorizing  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  issue  its  Economic  Development  Revenue 
Bonds,  Series  1993 A  (The  Meadows  Section  8  Assisted  Project)  and  Taxable  Economic  Development  Revenue 
Bonds,  Series  1993B  (The  Meadows  Section  8  Assisted  Project)  in  the  total  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $4,000,000  (collectively,  the  "Bonds"),  and  approving  and  authorizing  other  actions  in  respect  thereto. 

WHEREAS,  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapters  11.9  and  12  (collectively,  the  "Act")  declares  that 
the  financing  and  refinancing  of  economic  development  facilities  constitutes  a  public  purpose;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  an  issuer  may,  pursuant  to  the  Act,  issue  revenue  bonds  and  lend  the 
proceeds  thereof  to  a  corporation,  partnership  or  individual  for  the  purpose  of  financing  costs  of  acquisition  or 
construction  of  facilities,  including  real  and  personal  property,  for  diversification  of  economic  development  and 
promotion  of  job  opportunities  in  or  near  such  issuer;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  such  bonds  may  be  secured  by  a  trust  indenture  between  an  issuer  and 
a  corporate  trustee;  and 
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WHEREAS,  a  representative  of  Quinn  I,  Ltd.,  an  Indiana  limited  partnership  (the  "Company")  has  requested 
that  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer")  issue  bonds  and  lend  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Company 
in  order  to  enable  the  Company  to  acquire  and  renovate  the  existing  330  unit  multifamily  residential  rental 
project  known  as  The  Meadows  Apartments  located  at  4006  Meadows  Drive,  Indianapolis,  Indiana  on 
approximately  10.31  acres  of  land;  the  acquisition  of  machinery,  equipment  and  furnishings  for  use  in  the 
facility;  and  the  acquisition,  renovation,  construction  and  installation  of  various  site  improvements  at  the  facility 
(the  "Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  has  rendered  a  report  of  the  Indianapolis 
Economic  Development  Commission  concerning  the  proposed  financing  of  economic  development  facilities 
for  the  Company  and  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County  has  commented  thereon; 
and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  the  Issuer  desires  to  provide  funds  to  finance  the 
acquisition  and  renovation  of  the  Project  by  issuing  its  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1993  A 
(The  Meadows  Section  8  Assisted  Project)  and  Taxable  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1993B 
(The  Meadows  Section  8  Assisted  Project),  in  the  total  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $4,000,000 
(collectively,  the  "Bonds");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission,  after  a  public  hearing  conducted  on 
December  8,  1993  pursuant  to  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12,  Section  24  and  Section  147(f)  of 
the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  adopted  a  Resolution  on  that  date,  which 
Resolution  has  been  previously  transmitted  hereto,  finding  that  the  financing  of  the  Project  which  will  be 
initially  owned  by  the  Company  complies  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act  and  that  such  financing 
will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Issuer  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  a  Trust  Indenture  (the  "Indenture")  dated  as 
of  December  1,  1993  by  and  between  the  Issuer,  and  The  Fifth  Third  Bank  of  Central  Indiana  (the  "Trustee") 
in  order  to  obtain  funds  to  lend  to  the  Company  pursuant  to  a  Financing  Agreement  (the  "Financing 
Agreement")  dated  as  of  December  1,  1993,  between  the  Issuer  and  the  Company  for  the  purpose  of  financing 
or  providing  reimbursement  for  the  cost  of  the  Project  and  to  pay  a  portion  of  the  costs  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  Financing  Agreement  provides  for  the  repayment  by  the  Company  of  the  loan  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  which  the  Company  will  agree  to  make  payments  sufficient  to  pay  the 
principal  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  become  due  and  payable  and  to  pay  administrative  expenses  in 
connection  with  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  financing  will  not  have  an  adverse  competitive  effect  or  impact  on  any  similar  facility  or 
facility  of  the  same  kind  already  constructed  or  operating  in  the  same  market  area  or  in  or  about  Marion  County, 
Indiana;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  has  approved  the  substantially  final 
forms  of  the  Financing  Agreement,  Indenture,  Purchase  Contract,  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and  the  form 
of  the  Bonds  (hereinafter  referred  to  collectively  as  the  "Financing  Documents")  and  this  proposed  form  of 
special  ordinance  by  Resolution  adopted  prior  in  time  to  this  date,  which  Resolution  has  been  transmitted  hereto; 
now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA 

SECTION  1 .  It  is  hereby  found  that  the  financing  of  the  economic  development  facilities  referred  to  in  the 
Financing  Documents  consisting  of  the  Project,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  the  loan  of  the  net  proceeds 
thereof  to  the  Company  for  the  purposes  of  financing  or  providing  reimbursement  for  a  portion  of  the  cost  of 
the  Project,  and  the  repayment  of  said  loan  by  the  Company  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare 
of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens  and  does  comply  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  2.  The  forms  of  the  Financing  Documents  presented  herewith  are  hereby  approved  and  all  such 
documents  shall  be  inserted  in  the  minutes  of  the  City-County  Council  and  kept  on  file  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council  or  City-Controller.  In  compliance  with  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  1,  Chapter  5,  Section  4,  two  (2) 
copies  of  the  Financing  Documents  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  public  inspection. 
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SECTION  3.  The  Issuer  shall  issue  its  Bonds  in  the  total  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  Four  Million 
Dollars  ($4,000,000)  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  loan  to  the  Company  in  order  to  finance  or  provide 
reimbursement  for  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Project  which  Bonds  will  be  payable  as  to  principal  and  interest 
solely  from  the  payments  made  by  the  Company  pursuant  to  the  Financing  Agreement  to  evidence  and  secure 
said  loan  and  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  above  described  Financing  Documents.  The  Bonds  shall  never 
constitute  a  general  obligation  of,  an  indebtedness  of,  or  charge  against  the  general  credit  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  4.  Rule  15c2- 12(b)(1)  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  (the  "SEC  Rule"), 
provides  that,  prior  to  the  time  a  participating  underwriter  bids  for,  purchases,  offers  or  sells  municipal 
securities,  the  participating  underwriter  shall  obtain  and  review  an  official  statement  that  an  issuer  of  such 
securities  deems  a  "near  final"  official  statement.  The  Preliminary  Official  Statement  is  hereby  deemed  final 
as  of  its  date,  except  for  the  omission  of  no  more  than  the  following  information:  the  offering  price(s),  interest 
rate(s),  selling  compensation,  aggregate  principal  amount,  principal  amount  per  maturity,  delivery  dates,  ratings 
and  other  terms  of  the  securities  depending  on  such  matters.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Clerk  or  any  other  officer  of 
the  Issuer  familiar  with  the  matters  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  set  forth  in  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  is 
hereby  authorized  to  certify  to  The  Sturges  Company  (the  "Underwriter")  that  the  information  in  the  Preliminary 
Official  Statement  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  is  deemed  to  be  final  within  the  meaning  of  the  SEC  Rule  prior  to 
the  distribution  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement.

The  use  of  a  Final  Official  Statement  in 
substantially  the  same  form  as  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  herein  is  approved  for  use  and 
distribution  by  the  Underwriter  and  its  agents  in  connection  with  the  marketing  of  the  Bonds. 

SECTION  6.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  those  Financing  Documents 
approved  herein  which  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  and  any  other  document  which  may 
be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed  on  behalf  of 
the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds  may  be  facsimile  signatures.  The  City 
Clerk  and  City  Controller  are  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds  to  the  purchaser,  payment 
for  which  will  be  made  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  Financing  Documents.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  may, 
by  their  execution  of  the  Financing  Documents  requiring  their  signatures  and  imprinting  of  their  facsimile 
signatures  thereon,  approve  changes  therein  and  also  in  those  Financing  Documents  which  do  not  require  the 
signature  of  the  Mayor  and/or  City  Clerk  without  further  approval  of  this  City-County  Council  or  the 
Commission  if  such  changes  do  not  affect  terms  set  forth  in  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12, 
Section  27(a)(1)  through  (a)(10).

The  City  is  authorized  to  borrow  on  temporary  loans  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Park  General 
Fund  of  the  City  in  the  maximum  principal  amount  of  Twelve  Million,  Five  Hundred  Thirty-three  Thousand, 
Eighty -three  Dollars  ($12,533,083)  in  anticipation  of  Taxes  for  the  Fund  for  the  year  1994,  which  loans  shall 
be  evidenced  by  Warrants.  The  Warrants,  including  interest,  shall  be  payable  from  the  Park  General  Fund  and 
there  is  hereby  appropriated  and  pledged  to  the  payment  of  these  Warrants,  including  interest,  a  sufficient

SECTION  6.  The  City  is  authorized  to  borrow  on  temporary  loans  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Consolidated

(c)  The  Controller  may  sell  any  or  all  the  Warrants  at  public  sale.  Prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Warrants 
at  public  sale,  the  Controller  shall  cause  a  notice  of  sale  to  be  published  twice,  with  the  first  publication  at  least 
fifteen  days  before  the  date  of  sale  and  the  second  publication  at  least  three  days  before  the  sale  date,  in  two 
newspapers  of  general  circulation,  printed  in  the  English  language  and  published  in  the  City,  as  provided  by  IC 
5-3-1.  All  bids  at  public  sale  for  the  Warrants  shall  be  sealed  and  shall  be  presented  to  the  Controller  at  his 
office,  and  all  bids  shall  name  the  rate  or  rates  of  interest  for  the  Warrants  or  portion  thereof.  If  sold  at  public 
sale,  the  Warrants,  or  portion  thereof  bid  for,  shall  be  awarded  to  the  bidder  or  bidders  offering  the  lowest  net 
interest  cost  to  the  City  determined  by  computing  the  total  interest  on  all  Warrants  and  deducting  any  premium.

The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  authorized  to  deliver  the  time  Warrants  to  the  purchaser 
or  purchasers  of  the  Warrants  at  public  sale  in  one  or  more  series  in  exchange  for  the  agreed  purchase  price  in 
immediately  available  funds.  The  Warrants  may  be  delivered  in  one  or  more  Series  at  one  time  or  in  parcels 
from  time  to  time,  pursuant  to  any  agreements  or  understandings  with  respect  to  such  delivery  by  and  between 
the  Controller  and  the  purchaser  of  the  Warrants  at  public  sale.

SECTION  9.  The  Warrants  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature 
of  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  countersigned  by  the  Controller  of  the  City,  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  to  be  affixed 
thereto  and  attested  by  the  Clerk  of  the  City.

(b)  No  portion  of  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Warrants  will  (under  the  terms  of  the 
Warrant,  this  ordinance  or  any  underlying  arrangement),  directly  or  indirectly,  be  (i)  secured  by  an  interest  in 
property  used  or  to  be  used  for  a  private  business  use  or  payments  in  respect  of  such  property  or  (ii)  derived 
from  payments  in  respect  of  such  property  or  borrowed  money  used  or  to  be  used  for  a  private  business  use. 

(c)  No  Warrant  proceeds  will  be  loaned  to  any  person  or  entity  other  than  another  state  or  local  governmental 
unit.  No  Warrant  proceeds  will  be  transferred,  directly  or  indirectly,  or  deemed  transferred  to  a 
nongovernmental  person  in  any  manner  that  would  in  substance  constitute  a  loan  of  the  Warrant  proceeds. 

(d)  The  City  will  not  take  any  action  nor  fail  to  take  any  action  with  respect  to  the  Warrants  that  would  result 
in  the  loss  of  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  for  federal  tax  purposes  on  the  Warrants  pursuant  to  Section  103 
of  the  Code,  nor  will  the  City  act  in  any  other  manner  which  would  adversely  affect  such  exclusion. 
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(e)  The  City  represents  that  it  intends  to  qualify  for  the  exception  to  the  rebate  requirement  of  Section  148(f) 
of  the  Code  set  forth  in  Section  148(f)(4)(B)  of  the  Code.  However,  if  the  City  does  not  qualify  for  such 
exception  with  regard  to  any  of  the  Warrants  the  City  will  comply  with  the  rebate  requirement  of  Section  148(f) 
of  the  Code  to  the  extent  necessary  to  preserve  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Warrants  and 
the  Bond  Bank  obligations  issued  to  purchase  the  Warrants  for  federal  tax  purposes.

Councillor  Rhodes  abstained  from  voting  due  to  a  conflict  of  interest.

A  FISCAL  ORDINANCE  approving  temporary  tax  anticipation  borrowing,  authorizing  Marion  County,  Indiana 
("County")  to  make  temporary  loans  for  the  use  of  the  County  General  Fund  and  the  County  Welfare  Fund 
("Funds")  during  the  period  from  January  1,  1994,  through  December  31,  1994,  in  anticipation  of  current  taxes 
levied  in  the  year  1993  and  collectible  in  the  year  1994  ("Taxes"),  authorizing  the  issuance  of  tax  anticipation 
time  warrants  ("Warrants")  to  evidence  such  loans;  pledging  and  appropriating  the  Taxes  to  be  received  in  the 
Funds  to  the  payment  of  such  Warrants,  including  the  interest  thereon;  and  fixing  a  time  when  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect. 

WHEREAS,  the  Auditor  of  the  County  has  filed  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  ("City")  an 
estimate  and  statement  showing  the  amount  of  money  needed  to  pay  current  expenses  from  the  County  General 
Fund  and  the  County  Welfare  Fund  pending  the  receipt  of  Taxes  actually  levied  in  1993  and  in  the  process  of 
collection  in  1994,  and  the  Mayor  did  make  and  enter  of  record  a  finding  and  the  Auditor  and  the  Mayor  have 
requested  the  City-County  Council  of  Indianapolis  and  of  Marion  County  ("City-County  Council")  to  authorize 
temporary  borrowing  to  procure  funds  necessary  for  use  by  the  Funds  to  pay  the  incidental  expenses  necessary 
to  be  incurred  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Warrants;

Eleven  Dollars  ($66,469,71 1)  and  the  interest  cost  of  making  temporary  loans  for  the  County 
General  Fund;  and 

B.  that  there  will  be  insufficient  funds  in  the  County  Welfare  Fund  to  meet  the  current  expenses 

payable  from  such  Fund  prior  to  the  distributions  of  Taxes  levied  for  such  Fund,  and  the 
distributions  of  Taxes  to  be  collected  for  the  County  Welfare  Fund  will  collectively  amount  to 
more  than  Twenty-four  Million,  Four  Hundred  Seventy-six  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  Seventy- 
three  Dollars  ($24,476,973)  and  the  interest  cost  of  making  temporary  loans  for  the  County 
Welfare  Fund;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  necessity  exists  for  the  making  of  temporary  loans  for  these  Funds  in  anticipation  of  Taxes 
for  these  Funds  actually  levied  for  the  year  1993  and  in  the  course  of  collection  for  the  year  1994;  now, 
therefore, 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  The  Auditor  of  the  County  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  are  authorized  to  borrow  in  the  name  of  the 
County  on  temporary  loans  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  County  General  Fund  of  the  County  in  the  maximum 
principal  amount  of  Sixty-six  Million,  Four  Hundred  Sixty-nine  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Dollars 
($66,469,711)  in  anticipation  of  Taxes  for  the  Fund  for  the  year  1994,  which  loans  shall  be  evidenced  by 
Warrants.  The  Warrants,  including  interest,  shall  be  payable  from  the  County  General  Fund  and  there  is  hereby 
appropriated  and  pledged  to  the  payment  of  these  Warrants,  including  interest,  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  Taxes 
to  be  received  in  the  County  General  Fund  from  the  June  and  December  1994  distributions  of  Taxes  for  the 
County  General  Fund,  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  Warrants  evidencing  such  temporary  loan  and  the 
amount  of  interest  on  such  principal  computed  from  the  date  or  dates  of  the  Warrants  to  their  dates  of  maturity. 

SECTION  2.  The  Auditor  of  the  County  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  are  authorized  to  borrow  on  temporary 
loans  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  County  Welfare  Fund  of  the  County  in  the  maximum  principal  amount  of 
Twenty-four  Million,  Four  Hundred  Seventy-six  Thousand,  Nine  Hundred  Seventy-three  Dollars  ($24,476,973) 
in  anticipation  of  Taxes  for  the  Fund  for  the  year  1994,  which  loans  shall  be  evidenced  by  Warrants.  The 
Warrants,  including  interest,  shall  be  payable  from  the  County  Welfare  Fund  and  there  is  hereby  appropriated 
and  pledged  to  the  payment  of  these  Warrants,  including  interest,  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  Taxes  to  be  received 
in  the  County  Welfare  Fund  from  the  June  and  December  1994  distributions  of  Taxes  for  the  County  Welfare 
Fund,  to  the  County  Welfare  Fund  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  Warrants  evidencing  such  temporary 
loans  and  the  amount  of  interest  on  the  principal  computed  from  the  date  or  dates  of  the  Warrants  to  their  dates 
of  maturity. 

SECTION  3.  (a)  All  Warrants  issued  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  or  rates,  not  to 
exceed  a  maximum  rate  of  eight  percent  per  annum,  to  be  determined  as  provided  in  Section  4  and  subsection 
(b).  The  Warrants  for  each  Fund  may  be  issued  in  one  series,  designated  Series  1994  Warrants  ("Series  1994 
Warrants")  or  in  two  series,  designated  Series  A  and  Series  B  ("Series  A  Warrants"  and  "Series  B  Warrants", 
respectively).  The  Series  1 994  Warrants  for  each  Fund  may  be  issued  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  respective 
amounts  set  forth  herein  with  interest  thereon.  The  Series  A  Warrants  for  each  Fund  may  be  issued  in  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  the  distribution  of  Taxes  scheduled  for  June  1 994  for  that  Fund.  The  Series  B 
Warrants  for  each  Fund  may  be  issued  in  amount  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  the  December  1994  distribution 
of  Taxes  for  that  Fund.  All  Series  A  Warrants  shall  mature  and  be  payable  not  later  than  on  June  30, 1994.  All 
Series  B  Warrants  and  Series  1994  Warrants  shall  mature  and  be  payable  not  later  than  December  31,  1994. 
The  Warrants  shall  be  dated  as  of  the  date  or  dates  of  actual  delivery  of  the  respective  Warrants. 

(b)  The  interest  rate  on  the  Warrants  will  be  determined  as  provided  in  Section  4.  The  Warrants  are 

not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  their  respective  maturity  dates  if  sold  at  public  sale  and  may  be  redeemed  as 
set  forth  in  the  purchase  agreement  with  The  Indianapolis  Local  Public  Improvement  Bond  Bank  ("Bond  Bank") 
if  sold  to  it. 

SECTION  4.  (a)  The  Auditor  may  sell  the  Warrants  in  one  or  more  series  as  set  forth  in  Section  3  pursuant 
to  either  subsection  (b)  or  (c)  of  this  section.  The  Auditor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  have  the 
Warrants  prepared,  and  The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  County  ("Commissioners"),  Mayor  and  Auditor 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  and  attest  the  Warrants  in  the  manner  substantially  set  out  in  the 
form  provided  below.

Sec.  131-303.  Court  Violations  Bureau  Fund. 

(a)  A  Court  Violations  Bureau  Fund  is  hereby  created.  All  monies  collected  from  the  Court 
Violations  Bureau  User  Fee  (Sec.  131-301)  and  the  Non-Payment  Collection  Fee  (Sec.  131-302)  shall  be 
deposited  into  the  Court  Violations  Bureau  Fund.  Municipal  Court  Expenses  incurred  to  collect  Non-Payment 
Collection  Fees  shall  be  paid  out  of  and  not  exceed  Non-Payment  Collection  Revenues.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  Appendix  D,  Part  26  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  specifically 
Sections  6,  7,  8,  9  and  10,  be  and  is  hereby,  amended  by  deleting  the  stricken-through  text,  and  by  inserting  the 
underlined  text,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  6.  Civil  Zoning  Violations. 

A.  The  Following  shall  be  deemed  civil  zoning  violations  which  may  be  enforced  by  the  designated

1.  The  location,  erection,  or  maintenance  of  any  sign  not  specifically  permitted  by  the  Sign  Regulations  of 
Marion  County,  Indiana;

2.  The  failure  to  obtain  an  Improvement  Location  Permit  when  one  is  required  by  the  terms  and  provisions 
of  the  Improvement  Location  Permit  Ordinance  of  Marion  County,  Indiana; 

3.  The  outdoor  storage  of  junk,  trash,  or  debris  in  any  zoning  district  the  provisions  of  which  do  not 
specifically  permit  such  a  use; 

4.  The  outdoor  storage  of  inoperable  motor  vehicles  or  motor  vehicle  parts  in  any  zoning  district  the 
provisions  of  which  do  not  specifically  permit  such  a  use; 
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5.  The  parking  or  storage,  in  any  zoning  district  the  provisions  of  which  do  not  specifically  permit  such  a 
use,  of  any  motor  vehicle  used  or  designed;-  (a)  for  use  in  pulling,  towing,  hauling,  transporting,  or  (b)  as 
a  temporary  or  permanent  base,  platform  or  support  for  equipment,  machinery,  materials  or  other  goodsL 
This  provision  shall  include  (including  but  not  be  limited  to  school  buses,  buses  used  for  public 
transportation,  stake  body  trucks,  dump  trucks,  trucks  or  tractors  having  dual  rear  wheels  or  more  than  two 
(2)  axles,  semi-trailer  tractors,  semi-trailers  and  trailers  having  dual  rear  wheels  or  more  than  one  ( 1 )  axle 
or  having  an  overall  length  of  more  than  twelve  (12)  feet).  However,  this  provision  does  not  apply  to 
motor  vehicles  which  do  not  exceed  the  three-quarter  ton  load  classification  in  size  and  which  are  the  sole 
primary  source  of  vehicular  transportation  for  an  individual  whose  primary  place  of  residence  is  the 
particular  dwelling  at  a  resident  of  the  property  upon  which  the  commercial  motor  vehicle  is  parked  or 
stored  on  a  regular  basis; 

6.  The  outdoor  storage  or  display  of  merchandise  or  goods  in  any  zoning  district  the  provisions  of  which  do 
not  specifically  permit  such  a  use  or  in  violation  of  zoning  district  development  standards  regulating  said 
use.; 

7.  The  conduct  of  any  activity  in  a  dwelling  zoning  district,  not  specifically  enumerated  as  a  permitted 
primary  or  accessory  use  in  that  zoning  district,  and  which  activity  has  not  been  legally  established  by  a 
currently  valid  variance,  special  exception  or  other  approval  grant; 

8.  Failure  to  comply  with  zoning  district  development  standards,  including  but  not  limited  to  landscaping, 
paving  or  striping  of  parking  areas,  minimum  parking  space  requirements,  dumpster  enclosure,  fencing 
or  screening  requirements; 

9.  The  failure  to  comply  with  the  terms,  provisions,  conditions  or  commitments  of  a  variance  grant,  special 
exception,  rezoning  ordinance,  or  other  approval  grant;  and 

10.  The  violation  of  a  Stop  Work  Order  issued  pursuant  to  Section  5. 

B.  Each  day  a  civil  zoning  violation  remains  uncorrected  constitutes  a  second  or  subsequent  violation.  It 
shall  be  a  defense  to  an  action  to  enforce  a  civil  zoning  violation  that  the  use  or  activity  alleged  to  be  a  civil 
zoning  violation  is  a  legally  established  nonconforming  use. 

Br  Any  person  who  uses  property  in  violation  of  subsection  (A)  shall  be  deemed  to  have  committed  a  civil 
zoning  violation  and  may  be  issued  a  citation  by  the  designated  enforcement  entity  pursuant  to  Section  7. 

Ct  Each  day  a  violation  remains  uncorrected  is  a  distinct  and  separate  civil  zoning  violation  subject  to  an 
additional  citation  and  fine  in  the  amount  prescribed  by  subsection  (D)  below  provided  a  warning  ticket.,  if 
required,  has  first  been  issued  pursuant  to  Section  7  (B). 

IX  The  monetary  fine  for  each  civil  zoning  violation  shall  be  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00).  except  that  for  a  repeated 
civil  zoning  violation;  the  following  fines  shall  apply. 

Second  Citation $100.00 

Third  Citation $150.00 

Fourth  Citation $200,00 

Each  Citation  in  excess  of  four $300.00 

In  no  event  shall  the  total  monetary  fine  for  each  civil  zoning  violation  exceed  Two  Thousand  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($2,500.00), 

Et  All  fines  prescribed  by  this  section  for  civil  zoning  violations  shall  be  paid  to  the  controller,  who  shall 
render  to  the  person  making  the  payment  a  receipt  stating  the  amount  and  purpose  for  which  the  fine  has  been 
paid,  a  duplicate  of  which  shall  be  made  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  city. — All  fines  thus  received  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  controller. 

Sec.  7.  Citation  for  Civil  Zoning  Violationsr;  Enforcement 

At  The  Administrator  or  his  duly  authorized  designees  may  issue  a  civil  citation  to  a  person  who  commits 
a  civil  zoning  violation  or  to  the  legal  owner,  the  contract  vendee,  or  any  person  or  entity  with  a  possessor) 
interest  in  the  real  estate  upon  which  the  violation  occurs  allows  a  civil  zoning  violation  to  be  committed  on  real 
estate  in  which  the  person  has  a  possessor)'  interest.  The  citation  may  be  served  by  personal  sen  ice,  by  certified 
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mail,  by  First  class  U.S.  mail  or  by  placement  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  property  where  the  violation  occurs 
and  shall  serve  a  notice  to  a  person  that  he  has  committed  a  civil  zoning  violation. 

6t  No  citation  shall  be  issued  unless  the  person  who  commits  a  civil  zoning  violation  or  the  legal  owner,  the 
contract  vendee,  or  any  person  or  entity  with  a  possessory  interest  in  the  real  estate  upon  which  the  violation 
occurs  allows  a  civil  zoning  violation  to  be  committed  on  real  estate  in  which  the  person  has  a  possessor)' 
interest  has  been  issued  a  warning  ticket  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  before  the  issuance  of  the  citation  to  allow 
said  person  to  correct  the  violation  to  come  into  compliance  with  the  prescribed  zoning  ordinance  or  regulation. 
However,  the  issuance  of  a  warning  ticket  is  not  required  before  issuing  a  citation  for  the  violation  of  a  Stop 
Work  Order  issued  pursuant  to  Section  5. 

Or  If  a  person  who  receives  a  warning  ticket  or  a  citation  elects  to  file  a  land  use  petition,  then  the  person 
must  indicate  his  intent  to  file  the  land  use  petition  on  the  warning  ticket  or  citation  and  return  a  copy  to  the 
Division  of  Development  Services!  A  person  shall  have  ten  (10)  days  following  the  issuance  of  the  warning 
ticket  to  file  the  petition,  and  additional  monetary  fines  as  prescribed  in  Section  6(D)  shall  be  stayed  upon 
receipt  of  the  warning  ticket  by  the  Division  or  upon  filing  the  land  use  petition,  whichever  first  occurs.
